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PREFACE 


This Report is issued under an arrangement for statistical co-operation 
between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Government branches 
having jurisdiction with regard to fisheries throughout Canada. These branches 
- comprise: The Dominion Fisheries Branch of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, which exercises jurisdiction over the fisheries of the Maritime pro- 
vinces, the Prairie provinces and British Columbia, and the Fisheries Branches 
of Ontario and Quebec, which have jurisdiction over the fisheries of their 
respective provinces, excepting in the case of Quebec, the fisheries of the 
Magdalen Islands, which are under the jurisdiction of the Dominion Fisheries 
Branch. The province of British Columbia has a Fisheries Branch, but it does 
not engage in independent statistical work. 

Under the arrangement above referred to, the statistics of the catch, and 
of the products marketed in a fresh state or domestically prepared, are collected 
by the local officers of the Fisheries Branches, checked in the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries, and compiled in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
In the case of manufactured fish products, schedules in conformity with those of 
other sections of the Census of Industry are sent by the Bureau to the operators 
of canneries, fish-curing establishments, etc., the fisheries officers assisting in 
securing an expeditious and acurate return. The grateful acknowledgments 
of the Bureau are tendered to the officers of the provincial governments who 
co-operate in these arrangements.

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THE FISHERIES OF CANADA 


The Early Fisheries.—Fishing is one of the historic industries of Canada. 
From a date which precedes authentic record, the Normans, the Bretons and the 
Basques were on the cod-banks of Newfoundland. Cabot, in 1498, when he first 
sighted the mainland of North America, gave it the name of ““Bacalaos,” the Basque 
word for codfish, which he found already in use among those hardy seamen. Cape 
Breton, one of the oldest place-names in America, is another memorial of the early 
French fishermen,—and the Spaniards and the Portuguese were but little behind. 
Fernandez de Navarrete mentions all three as frequenters of the “Grand Bank” 
before 1502. The fishing was by hand lines over barrels made fast to the bulwarks 
to prevent fouling, the vessels remaining during fine weather, then returning to 
France with from 80,000 to 50,000 cod. Voyages along the coast soon showed 
the cod as plentiful inshore as on the outer banks, and it became common for a crew 
to anchor in a bay, erect a hut on shore, and make daily excursions to the fishing 
grounds—the product being salted and dried on land and at the end of the season 
shipped to France. Jacques Cartier, when he went up the St. Lawrence in 1684, 
found traces everywhere of these early “Captains Courageous”’ and of their rivalries 
in arms no less than in the capture of the teeming product which had tempted them 
so far from home. An establishment of the kind just mentioned was founded at 
Tadoussac by Chauvin in 1599. Soon the fishermen began to stay all winter and 
thus to erect permanent fishing settlements. The first grant of the fisheries of Canada 
was made by the King of France.to de Monts in 1603. Fishing, therefore, may 
well be regarded as the first industry to be systematically prosecuted by HKuropeans 
in what is to-day the Canadian domain. It has never since ceased to yield a peren- 
nial harvest both to Europe and America. 

By the Treaty of Utrecht 1n 1718, Britain became the owner of Newfoundland 
and excluded France from fishing and drying fish on certain sections of the coast, 
but France retained the Fisheries of Cape Breton and the Gulf. The Seven Years 
War (1756-1763) put a stop to continuous fishing. At rts close, the Robin family 
of Jersey came to Canada, and gradually acquired the former French fishing 
stations. Until the arrival of the Loyalists all other fishing but cod was neglected. 
Inshore fisheries alone (including those of the Labrador coast ) were developed during 
this phase; no deep-sea fishing vessel put out from Lunenburg, now the chief centre 
of the deep-sea fishery, until 1873. 

The Canadian Fishing Grounds.—Canada’s Fishing Grounds are perhaps 
the most extensive in the world. On the Atlantic, from Grand Manan to Labrador, 
the coast line, not including the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 5,000 
miles. The bay of Fundy, 8,000 square miles in extent, the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
fully ten tmes that size, and other ocean waters comprise not less than 200,000 
square miles, or over four-fifths of the area of the fishing grounds of the North 
Atlantic. In addition there are on the Atlantic sea-board 15,000 square miles 
of inshore waters controlled entirely by the Dominion. Large as are these areas 
they represent only a part of the fishing grounds of Canada. Hudson Bay, with 
a shore 6,000 miles in length, is greater in area than the Mediterranean Sea: the 
Pacific coast of the Dominion measures 7,180 miles in length and is exceptionnally 
well sheltered, whalst throughout the interior is a series of lakes which together 
contain more than half of the fresh water on the planet, Canada’s share of the Great 
Lakes alone amounting to over 34,000 square miles, a total which of course does 
not include lake Winnipeg (9,457 square miles), lake Manitoba, and others of 
even greater area. 

Stall more emportant than the extent of the Canadian fishing grounds is the 
quality of their product. It 1s an axiom among authorities that food fishes improve 
in proportion to the purity and coldness of the waters in which they are taken 
Judged by this standard, the Canadian cod, halibut, herring, mackerel whitefish 
and salmon are the peer of any in the world. It is possible, therefore, to state that 


by far the most valuable fisheries of the western hemisphere, if not of the globe, belon 
to Canada. , g 
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It will be seen from the above that it is impossible to deal with the Canadian 
fisheries in the aggregate; they are those of a continent rather than of a country, 
and are of corresponding diversity. Omitting the tremendous Hudson Bay and 
peri-Arctic region, which extends from Ungava to Alaska, and which is known 
to contain a number of valuable food fisheries in addition to its whaling grounds, 
there are roughly the following divisions of the Canadian fisheries; 


1. Artantic FisHpries.—These were the first Canadian fisheries in point 
of tume and until 1918 they remained the most important for aggregate value of 
product. Cod, halibut, haddock, hake, herring, mackerel, lobster, oyster, hair 
seal and white whale fisheries are included. The estuarian and inland waters of 
the Maritime provinces and of Quebec are sometimes considered as distinct; if they 
are added, the list of products would embrace the salmon, the shad, the gaspereau 
(alewife), the smelt, the striped bass, the tom cod, the trout and the maskinonge. 
Conditions are fairly uniform throughout these fisheries, which are commonly 
divided into the enshore and deep-sea fisheries. The inshore or coastal fishery is 
carried on in small boats usually motor driven, with crews of two or three men, 
and in a class of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. The means 
of capture employed by boat fishermen are gill nets and hooks and lines, both hand 
lines and trawls; whilst from the shore are operated trap nets, haul seines and 
weirs. Haddock as well as cod is a staple product; during the spring and summer 
at 1s split and salted but the «important season comes with the autumn, when the 
fish are shipped fresh or else smoked and sold as finnan haddie. The deep-sea 
fisheries are worked by vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying from twelve to twenty 
men operating with trawl lines from dories. The fleets operate on the various 
fishing banks, such as Grand Bank, Middle Ground and Banquereau. The vessels, 
bualt by native hands, remain at sea, sometimes for months at a time, and in the 
hands of sailors who have no superior, seldom come to grief. When they return, 
the fish, which have been split and salted on board, are taken on shore and washed 
and dried. The West Indies are the chief market for this product; no cod fish in 
the world stands the tropical climate like that cured by Nova Scotia fishermen. 
Steam trawling, as it is carried on in the North Sea, was introduced on the Atlantic 
coast of Canada several years ago. There are now 10 steam trawlers operating 
from Nova Scotia ports. They operate practically the whole year and their catches 
are utilized entirely for the fresh fish trade. 

Lobstering 1s another distinctive industry. In 1870, there were three lobster 
canneries on the Atlantic coast of Canada; today the canneries number about 500 
and give work to nearly 7,000 people; 30,000,000 lobsters is a normal catch. The 
difficulty of enforcing regulations as to the capture of undersized and spawning 
lobsters offers a constant problem in connection with the output, but a decline is 
now thought to have been arrested. Oysters, once plentiful everywhere, are now 
found in somewhat diminished quantities. The canning of sardines, which are 
young herrings and not a distinct type of fish, in New Brunswick 1s second only 
to lobstering. 

The fishing population of the Maritime provinces is a specialized and stable 
industrial class. The coast-wise fisheries are operated from April to November, 
or to January in sheltered districts; and though the larger vessels work all winter, 
several thousand men are available for a time each year for other employment. This 
they find about the small plots of land which the most of them own or occupy, mm 
the lumber camps of New Brunswick, or in the collieries of Nova Scotia. <A few 
from Lunenburg and other centres engage in the West Indian trade. Apart from 
restrictions of weather and close seasons, the prevailing method of paying the men 
on shares has a further tendency in years of low catches or prices to drive them into 
secondary occupations. 

In view of the various disabilities attaching to the industry, an act of the 
provincial legislature of Nova Scotia was passed in 1905, which provided for the 
organization of fishermen’s unions or ‘‘stations” throughout the province, in affili- 
ation with a central body, to meet annually for the discussion of common problems 
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such as transportation facilities, the cordage supply, prices, methods of catching and 
curing fish, etc. Several successful conventions have been held. In New Bruns- 
wick similar legislation was enacted. After a few years’ existence, however, the 
unions ceased to operate, and fishing activities are again prosecuted independently 
by the various individuals and firms interested. 

2. INLAND Fisuprtes.—The Great Lakes and tributary waters of the St. 
Lawrence are a second great division of the Canadian fisheries. Whitefish, trout, 
pickerel, and lake herring are the most important commercial fishes of Ontario, 
though pike, sturgeon and coarse fish yield a fair return. The Quebec inland 
fisheries are comparatively unimportant. The story of the Great Lakes fisheries 
is one of reckless early depletion and subsequent slow recovery by restocking. Single 
hauls of 90,000 whitefish were once common; in the Detroit river the fish used to 
be driven into pens where they were captured or died by the hundreds of thousands, 
and were used later as fertilizer. All this reaped its reward in barren waters and 
a demoralized market. The season on the Great Lakes lasts from six to eight 
months, and though fishing through the ice is followed by many, a large number 
depend on miscellaneous employment between the seasons. Moving westward, lake 
Winnipeg, lake Winnipegosis, lake Manitoba and the smaller lakes to the north 
and east furnish most of the fish products of Manitoba. Whitefish and pickerel 
are the chief products, but pike, tullibee, goldeye and many other varieties abound. 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta commercial fishing is confined to the regions north 
of the Saskatchewan river, where whitefish in large quantities are taken. The 
problem of transportation is keenly felt; some of the greatest lakes of the continent 
—Reindeer, Athabaska, Great Slave, Great Bear—and hundreds of smaller bodies 
of water are still beyond reach from a marketing point of view. The lakes of the 
west, however, repeating the part which the St. Lawrence played in the days of the 
French regime, and the cod banks in the history of New England, have assisted 
greatly in the settlement of the country by providing a much needed food supply 
for early arrivals. 

8. Paciric FisHertes.—In British Columbia there is an interior fishing 
region which corresponds in the main to the prairie section; in the early history 
of the province vt 1s doubtful of the fur trade (which opened the door by way of the 
Rocky Mountains to later enterprise) could have established its footing but for 
these fisheries. The great wealth of British Columbia, however, in this respect—the 
source from which she produces approximately two-fifths of the fish products of 
Canada, and has built up a trade which reaches to the ends of the earth—is in the 
estuarian salmon fisheries of the Fraser, the Skeena, the Naas, and other rivers 
of the Pacific slope. LEvery species of this king of food fishes known to the waters 
of the Pacific (which, however, is not the true salmon) is to be found on the British 
Columbia coast—the sockeye, the spring, the cohoe, the pink and the chum salmon. 
Of these, the sockeye is by far the most important, owing to its abundance and to 
ats prevailing deep red colour and excellent texture, which have created so keen a 
demand for it in the British market. On the Fraser river, which used to be the 
chief source of supply, but which has now yielded place to the Skeena and other 
northern waters, the yield varies to a considerable extent from year to year. The 
run begins late in July and is at its height in the opening weeks of August, though 
the northern rivers have a somewhat earlier season. The spring or quinnat salmon 
ws a much larger fish; it was the species first used in the United States for canning. 
The runs begins early in the spring and continues until July. The cohoes are 
smaller, running like the sockeye in compact schools, during September and October 
on the Fraser and earlier on the northern streams. The chum salmon is salted for 
export to the Orient. The pink salmon again follows the sockeye. Many of the 
employees in this fishery are Chinese, Japanese and Indians, the Chinese prepond- 
erating in the canneries and the Indians and Japanese in the fishing operations. 

__ Until recent years the other coastal fisheries of British Columbia were only 
slightly developed. Halibut abounds off Vancouver island and between the Queen 
Charlotte islands and the mainland, and though the first endeavour to establish an 
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industry was unsuccessful, by 1903 British Columbia supplied 10,000,000 pounds 
of 25,000,000 taken on the whole. Pacific coast north of California. The former 
figure has since trebled. Similarly, the herring industry remained undeveloped until 
recently. There is also the whale fishery which has been organized in recent years 
with three stations, one on Vancouver island and two on the Queen Charlotte islands. 
The yearly catch of about 400 includes whales of many kinds—sulphur bottom, 
finback, and humpback with an occasional sperm whale. Whale hunting is carried 
on in fast boats with Svend Foyn harpoon guns—a method which was introduced 
from Norway. Every scrap of the whale 1s wsed—orl, whalebone and guano are 
ats more important products. Black cod, oulachon, smelts, pilchards, sturgeon, 
shad and bass are also abundant in British Columbia waters. 

A word might be added with regard to the Canadian fur-seal fisheries of the 
Pacific whose historic headquarters were the city of Victoria. The industry has 
disappeared, 1n part through the scarcity of the animals, and in part through the 
workings of the Pelagic sealing treaty of 1911. The hair-seal fleets of the north 
Atlantic make St. John’s, Newfoundland, their headquarters; a few Canadian 
vessels, however, clearing from Halifax, N.S., take fur seals off the Falkland islands. 


Game Fish.—The above is a purely industrial and commercial survey. 
Fishing for sport, however, has its economic side in a country of such famous game 
fish as the salmon of the Restigouche, the black bass of the Quebec and Ontario high- 
lands, and the trout of the Nipigon. <A considerable public revenue is derived from 
the leasing of waters in sparsely settled districts to clubs and individuals for sporting 
purposes. Several hundreds of guides find employment here during the summer 
months. 

The Government and the Fisheries.—At Confederation, the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian fisheries and marine was placed in the charge of a depart- 
ment of the Dominion government which then exercised complete jurisdiction over 
the fisheries, under the supervision of a Cabinet Minister, with a large staff 
of inspectors, overseers and guardians to enforce the fishery laws. The expenditure 
of the Dominion on the fisheries in the fiscal year 1926 was $1,560,166 and its revenue 
$264,546. In 1882, 1898, 1918 and 1920 decisions in the courts considerably 
altered the status of jurisdiction as between the Dominion and the provinces. To-day 
the Dominion controls the tidal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and British 
Columbia, the fisheries of the three Prairie provinces and the fisheries of the Mag- 
dalen Islands in Quebec Province. The non-tidal fisheries of the Maritime pro- 
vinces and Ontario and both the tidal and non-tidal fisheries of Quebec ( excepting 
the Magdalen Islands) are controlled by the respective provinces, but the right of 
fisheries legislation for all provinces rests with the Dominion government. 

Conservation.— River and lake fisheries certainly, and sea fisheries probably 
if left to themselves, conform to the economic law of diminishing returns. The 
Canadian government, accordingly, has had for a main object the prevention of 
depletion, the enforcement of close seasons, the forbidding of obstructions and 
pollutions, and the regulation of nets, gear and of fishing operations generally. 
In addition, an extensive system of fish culture has been organized, the Dominion 
at present operating 32 hatcheries, 7 subsidiary hatcheries and 4 salmon retaining 
ponds at a yearly cost of about $350,000, and producing over 700,000,000 eggs, 
fry and older fish per annum, mostly British Columbia salmon and whitefish. The 
young fish are distributed gratis if the waters applied for are suitable. 

Scientific Research.—Stations under the direction of the Biological Board 
of Canada for the conduct of biological research into the numerous complex 
problems furnished by the fisheries are established at St. Andrews, N.B., and 
Nanaimo, B.C. Toronto, McGill, Queens, Manitoba, British Columbia and the 
chief Maritime province universities send workers to both stations, chiefly professors 
and trained specialists. The life-histories of edible fishes, the bacteriology of fresh 
and cured fish, improved method of handling and preparing fish, and numerous 
other practical problems have been taken up and scientific memoirs and reports 
issued. 
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Direct Assistance.—For the rest, the action of the government has been in 
the way of rendering direct assistance in specific cases of difficulty. Experimental 
reduction plants were operated for some years to encourage the capture of dog-fish. 
For some time, also, an expert was engaged to conduct a series of demonstrations 
in the Scottish method of curing herring with a view to improving the Canadian 
cured product. Under authority of the Fish Inspection Act, systems of enstruction 
in improved methods of fish-curing and barrel-making and of inspection of the 
cured product by specially appointed officials have been in operation for several 
years. A quarterly bulletin of the sea fisheries is issued for the benefit of the trade. 
Finally, a fleet of armed cruisers patrols the coastal and inland waters for the pre- 
vention of poaching and the enforcement of regulations. 

During the war it became desirable to increase as far as possible the consump- 
tion of fish, reserving the less perishable animal foods for export to our allies. The 
government therefore undertook to provide for the rapid transit of sea fish on its 
railway lines to the markets of the inland provinces, and to stimulate by a publicity 
campaign the consumption of fish. Much was accomplished in this direction, 
and the present annual per capita consumption of fish in Canada 1s estumated at 
upwards of 22 pounds.* The government has done much to improve the fast freight 
service for fish products from the Atlantic coast to Montreal and Toronto. 


International problems.—So rich a fishing area asthe North Atlantic could 
not fail to attract other countries, and old customs became elevated into rights, some 
of which have lasted until the present. The French shore is a Newfoundland 
question, now a sentimental one entirely. Very different is the question of the rights 
of the United States, whose fishermen in the colonial period provided the chief food 
supply for New England and who were granted by the Treaty of Versaclles, 1783, 
a specific liberty to a share of the Canadian inshore fisheries. Losing this by the 
war of 1812, the United States after 1818 surrendered all but their liberty to call 
at Canadian ports for shelter, wood or water or to make repairs, and to fish around 
the Magdalen islands and on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence from Point 
Joli eastward, and to dry and cure their fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours 
and creeks on this portion of the North shore. In the years 1854-1866, the Reci- 
procity Treaty set at rest for the time questions of interpretations to be placed on 
certain parts of the Treaty of 1818. The former Treaty provided for the admission 
into either country, duty free, of the fish and fish products of the other, and United 
States fishermen were allowed to fish in Canadian Atlantic territorial waters and 
Canadian fishermen in certain United States territorial waters on that coast, with 
the exception in either instance of rivers and mouths of rivers, and for shell fish. 
In 1871, the Treaty of Washington revived the fishery provisions of the Reciprocity 
Treaty of 1854, and provided for the appointment of a commission to determine the 
amount of compensation to be paid by the United States to Great Britain as the 
difference in the value of the concessions mutually granted. This commission sat 
at Halifax in 1877, and its findings have since been known as the “ Halifax Award’. 
The amount of the award was $5,500,000, of which $1,000,000 was apportioned to 
N ewfoundland. In 1885, however, the United States terminated the fisheries 
articles of this Treaty, and a period of disagreement between the countries 
followed. A settlement was negotiated in 1888 when the plenipotentiaries appointed 
by the two nations agreed to what since has been known as the “ Unratified Treaty 
of 1888,” under the terms of which United States fishing vessels would be granted 
without fee, annual licenses authorizing them to purchase in Canadian ports pro- 
visions and outfits, to tranship their catches and to ship crews. Out of this treaty 
grew the co-called modus vivendi licenses. The treaty makers recognized that the 
treaty could not receive the sanction of the governments of the countries concerned 
before the commencement of the fishing season and, as a temporary arrangement 
to last not longer than two years, it was agreed that United States fishing vessels 
on the payment of a fee of $1.50 per registered ton, should receive annual licenses 
conveying the privileges covered by the treaty. The treaty was rejected by the United 
States Senate, but Canada continued to issue modus vivendi licenses up to 1918,

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when arrangements were made for reciprocal privileges in the ports of either country. 

The arrangement was discontinued in the United States when their special war. 
legislatcon under which rt was made, ceased to be effective on July 1st, 1921. The 

following year the modus vivendi licenses were revived in Canada; but the system 

was discontinued at the end of 1923, and United States fishing vessels are now limited 

to the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 

On the Great Lakes, also, the more important fishery problems, such as restocking 
and marketing, are necessarily international in character, and are complicated by 
the number of state governments interested. Much the same situation has developed 
an British Columbia, where the sockeye of the Fraser are taken by the canners of 
Puget Sound in quantities that largely exceed the catch of the Canadian canners 
~ and by trap nets and other methods forbidden in Canadian waters. In 1906 an 
enternational commission first discussed the question, while in 1922, prohibition 
of sockeye fishing in the Fraser for five years, with a view to conservation, was 
recommended by a Parliamentary commission. 

The Halibut Fishery on this side of the Pacific 1s engaged in only from Canadian 
and United States ports, but owing to the fact that rt 2s largely carried on beyond 
territorial waters neither country alone can control it. At the same time it is in the 
enterests of both countries that the fishery should be permanently maintained in 
a flourishing condition. The question of finding an adequate method of dealing 
with the matter was therefore one of those that was referred to the Canadian-Amer- 
acan Fisheries Conference that was appointed in 1918 by the governments of the 
two countries to consider a settlement of out-standing fishery questions between 
Canada and the United States. In 1922 Canada proposed that the halibut question 
should be considered by itself. This was agreed to, and resulted in the Treaty of 
the 2nd of March, 1923, ‘‘For the Protection of The Pacific Halibut.”’ Under this 
Treaty a close season is provided for halibut fishing from the 16th of November in 
each year to the 15th of February following, both dates inclusive. 

Fishing Bounties.—An important though indirect aftermath of the Washing- 
ton Treaty remains. By an Act of 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) for the development of 
the sea fisheries and the encouragement of boat building, provision was made for the 
distribution annually among fishermen and the owners of fishing boats of $150,000 
in bounties, representing the interest on the amount of the Halifax award. An 
Act of 1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42) increased the amount to $160,000, the details of 
the expenditure being settled each year by Order in Council. 


The Modern Industry.—The existing fishing industry of Canada is the 
growth of the past half-century. In 1844, the estimated value of the catch was only 
$125,000. It doubled in the following decade, and by 1860 had well passed the 
million mark. Ten years later it was six millions, and this was again more than 
doubled in 1878. In the 90’s tt passed twenty millions, and in 1911, thirty-four 
millions. In 1925 it was nearly forty-eight millions. The highest record was 
reached 1n 1918, with over sixty millions. It will be understood that these figures 
represent the total value of fish marketed, whether in a fresh, dried, canned or other- 
wise prepared state. Meanwhile the number of employees has mounted to 70,000, 
and the total capital invested to $50,000,000 in certain years, though the industry 
as a whole did not progress proportionately with the marked industrial expansion 
which set in after 1896 in Canada. 

Among individual fish products, the cod and the salmon long disputed the 
primacy; if the record back to the beginning is taken the cod is the most valuable 
fishery; in the past twenty years, however, the salmon has definitely taken the lead 
and the heavy pack and high price of lobsters have more than once sent cod down to 
third place. This has, of course, affected the relative standing of the provinces 
accordingly, British Columbia now occupying the leadership that in earlier times 
belonged to Nova Scotia. Halibut takes fourth place among the chief commercial 
fishes. 
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Trade.—For reasons already noted, the domestic consumption of fish ts 
relatively small in Canada, and the trade depends largely upon foreign markets. 
Perhaps 60 per cent of the annual capture is an average export, of which the United 
States takes approximately one-third and Great Britain one-fifth. In the fiscal year 
1926, total exports amounted to $37,487,517, of which $14,115,596 went to the United 
States and $7,264,516 to Great Britain. The most rmportant single export is canned 
salmon (to Great Britain and European markets ) followed closely by cod, dry salted 
(to the West Indies, South America, etc.) For fresh fish, especially whitefish and 
lobsters, the United States is the chief market. In brief, Canada’s export trade in 
fish, falls below of that Great Britain and Norway alone; including Newfoundland 
at exceeds both. Canadian imports of fish in 1926, amounted to $2,590,515. 


FISHERIES STATISTICS OF CANADA, 1925 


The total value of production of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1925 
was $47,942,131, compared with $44,534,235 for 1924 and $42,565,545 for 1923. 
These totals represent the value of the product as marketed, whether fresh, 
domestically prepared or factory made. The following table shows the quantity 
caught and the value marketed of the chief commercial fishes (those valued at 
$100,000 or upwards) for the past five years, with a statement in the final 
column of the increase or decrease for 1925 compared with 1924.

Review of the Fisheries of 1925 


The total production of the fisheries of Canada during the year under 
review was greater than during the preceding year and the marketed value was 
almost $3,500,000 greater. 


ATLANTIC COAST 


Cod, Haddock, Hake and Pollock.—There were 2,872,281 cwt. of these fish 
taken compared with 2,433,234 cwt. in 1924. Each of these kinds, with the 
exception of hake, shows an increased catch in Nova Scotia. In New Bruns- 
wick the cod catch shows a decrease, but the other three kinds show increases. 
Prince Edward Island and Quebec returns each give an increased catch of cod 
of about 50 per cent. The quantity marketed in a fresh state (including fresh 
fillets) was 306,860 cwt. compared with 331,421 cwt. in the previous year, while 
there were 103,116 cwt. of smoked (including smoked fillets) compared with 
78,287 cwt. in 1924. The Lunenburg banking fleet had a very successful 
season. There were 10 more vessels added to the fleet during the year. There 
are ten steam trawlers operating out of Nova Scotia ports, and these supply 
the demand for fresh fish. 

Mackerel, Herring and Sardines.—The catch of these three kinds amounted 
to 1,428,155 cwt. as compared with 1,600,179 cwt. in the preceding year. A 
drop of some 60,000 cwt. in the catch of herring in Nova Scotia was more than 
offset by increases in the other three provinces so that the total catch of 923,428 
cwt. is greater than that of 1924 by 78,967 cwt. The quantity of herring smoked 
shows an increase, some 89,404 cwt. being prepared in this manner as against 
71,366 cwt. in 1924. The catch of mackerel was 187,661 cwt. which is less 
than that of the previous year by 27,929 cwt. While the total catch was less, 
the catch for Nova Scotia was the second largest since 1910. The marketed 
value of the catch was poor, owing to the’ American market being stocked by 
their own fishermen. There were 158,533 barrels of sardines taken compared 
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with 270,064 barrels in 1924. There were heavy runs of these fish on the Maine 
coast which were sold by the Maine fishermen at a comparatively low price; 
hence the demand for Canadian fish wasnotas keen asit otherwise would have been. 

Other Sea Fish.—There were 21,767 cwt. of halibut taken which is a slight 
decrease from the preceding year. The catch of swordfish was 4,551 cwt. which 
is less than in 1924. Some 16,606 ewt. of tom cod and 11,893 cwt. of flounders 
were caught. This is a slight increase in the case of the former and nearly 
double the quantity in the latter. : 

Shellfish.—The increase in the catch of lobsters is very noticeable. There 
were 340,838 cwt. taken compared with 272,213 cwt. in 1924. ‘There were 
19,960 barrels of oysters taken compared with 27,319 barrels in the previous 
year. Clams and quahaugs show a falling off, some 28,459 barrels being dug 
compared with 40,327 barrels in the preceding year. There were 17,718 barrels 
of scallops landed which is an increase of 7,368 barrels. 

River Spawning Fish.—The catch of salmon was 57,352 cwt. compared 
with 57,561 cwt. in the previous year. The quantity of smelts taken dropped 
from 88,296 cwt. to 75,457 cwt. The catch of these fish in New Brunswick 
shows a big decrease. There were 56,781 cwt. of alewives taken compared with 
31,401 cwt. in 1924. The catch in Nova Scotia was more than double that of 
the previous year, while that in New Brunswick shows a large increase. 


“INLAND FISHERIES 


The catch of whitefish was 186,648 cwt. compared with 167,706 cwt. in 
1924. The province of Ontario was the only one to show a decrease in the 
catch. There were 86,877 cwt. of pickerel landed compared with 101,610 cwt. 
in the preceding year. In addition, some 34,453 cwt. of blue pickerel were 
landed in the province of Ontario. This quantity is slightly greater than that 
landed in 1924. The catch of herring in Ontario was 45,555 cwt., compared 
with 125,013 cwt. in the year previous. 


PACIFIC FISHERIES 


The fishing industry on the Pacific coast, which produces nearly half the 
total value for the whole of Canada, was again successfully prosecuted and the 
results show an increase of about a million and a quarter dollars. 

Salmon.—There was a catch of 1,873,376 cwt. compared with 1,965,159 
cewt. in 1924. The number of cases of canned salmon was 1,720,622 compared 
with 1,747,505 in the preceding year. Owing to higher prices obtaining, how- 
ever, the value of the production of salmon was $14,973,885 or nearly two 
million dollars more than in 1924. There were 392,545 cases of sockeye packed, 
or an increase of 22,944 cases. The largest pack was that of chums, 607,337 
cases as compared with 570,497 cases in 1924. 

Halibut.—The catch of halibut was 318,240 ewt. which is somewhat less 
than that of the preceding year, when 331,382 cwt. were landed. The value 
of this fishery declined considerably due chiefly to the cold storage holdings 
the latter having been held for the close season with the expectation of consider- 
ably increased prices, which failed to materialize. 

Herring.—There were 1,437,875 cwt. of herring landed compared with 
1,157,625 ewt. in 1924. The production of dry salted herring was 1,083,174 
cwt. ‘This is the largest quantity on record for the Pacific province. rs 

Pilchards.—The catch was 318,973 cwt. compared with 27,485 cwt. in 
1924. ‘The large increase is due to the fact that pilchards were allowed to be 
processed in reduction plants for the first time. There were 495.653 gallons 
of oil and 2,083 tons of meals produced on the west coast of Vancouver Island 
from these fish. 

Whales and Seals.—The operations of the whaling compan

The number of fur seals taken was 4,465 compared with 2,252 in the previous 
year.

Agencies of Production: Capital Equipment, Employees, Etc. 


(1) Primary Operations— 

Capital—The total amount of capital represented by the vessels, boats, 
nets, traps, piers and wharves, etc., engaged in the primary operations of catch- 
ing and landing the fish in 1925 was $25,732,645, compared with $23,552,565 
in 1924 and $23,645,316 in 1923. Of the total for 1925, the equipment employed 
in the sea fisheries represented $21,056,477 and in the inland fisheries, $4,676,168. 
(Table 3). 


Employees.—The men employed in the primary operations in 1925 num- 
bered 46,302 for the sea fisheries and 11,971 for the inland fisheries—a total of 
58,273. The total number of men employed in 1924 was 53,914, and in 1923 
it was 53,517. (Table 4). 


(2) Fish Canning and Curing Establishments— 

Capital.—The amount of capital invested in establishments engaged in the 
canning and curing of fish in 1925 was $21,139,985, compared with $20,304,785 
in 1924 and $24,027,549 in 1923. These totals represent the values of land, 
buildings and machinery, products and supplies on hand, and cash and operating 
accounts. (Table 5). 


Employees.—The fish canning and curing industry gave employment 
during the season of operation to 16,272 persons, comprising 9,591 male and 
6,681 female employees. The totals for the two preceding years were 15,536 
in 1924 and 15,447 in 1923. (Table 6).

Details of Fish Canning and Curing Establishments 


Number of HEstablishments.—The fish canning and curing establishments 
in operation in 1925 totalled 846, classified as follows: 478 lobster canneries; 
69 salmon canneries; 15 clam canneries; 5 sardine and miscellaneous fish can- 
neries; 263 fish curing establishments; and 16 plants engaged in the manufac- 
ture of whale oil and fish oil, meal and fertilizer. Compared with the preceding 
year an increase of 10 is shown in the total number of establishments. The 
numbers of salmon canneries increased by 4, sardine and miscellaneous fish 
canneries by 1; fish curing establishments by 23; and reduction works by 8. 
Lobster canneries and clam canneries show decreases of 24 and 2 respectively. 
The fish canning and curing industry is confined to the sea fisheries of the Maritime 
provinces, Quebec and British Columbia. Table 16, page 36, shows the number 
of establishments by provinces. 

Employees and Wages.—The total number of persons employed in the estab- 
lishments was 16,272. ‘This number comprises 632 employees on salaries, 10,687 
wage-earners; and 4,953 contract and piece workers. The persons classified 
as contract workers are employed in the salmon canneries of British Columbia, 
where a large part of the work is done under contract, the contractor engaging and 
paying his own workers and being himself paid by the cannery operator according 
to the quantity of fish packed. More than half of the workers in the British 
Columbia salmon canneries are employed under this arrangement. The total 
amount paid to all employees in fish canning and curing establishments during 
the year was $4,971,167, apportioned as follows: to salaried employees, $806,418; 
to wage-earners, $3,166,045; and to contract and piece workers, $998,704. 
Compared with the preceding year, an increase of 736 is shown in the number 
of employees and an increase of $736,406 in the amount paid in salaries and 
wages. The following table gives comparative statistics of the number of

Wage-earners by Months.—Table 8 shows the number of wage-earners em- 
ployed in the establishments by months. May and June are the months of 
highest employment, the large returns being due to the employment given by 
the lobster canneries of the Maritime provinces and Quebec during the lobster 
fishing season in those months. The months of highest employment in the 
salmon canneries are April to September. January and February are the months 
of lowest employment in the industry as a whole. The statistics are exclusive 
of the numbers of contract workers and piece workers, for which the details 
of monthly employment are not available.

Fuel Used.—The total cost of the fuel used in the establishments during 
the year was $412,088, distributed as follows: coal, $254,339; wood, $60,493; 
fuel oil, $42,842; gasoline, $23,995; petroleum distillate, $9,784; electricity, 
$13,724; and miscellaneous kinds of fuel, $6,861. An increase of $11,587 is 
shown in the total value of the fuel used, compared with the preceding year. 

Power Equipment.—The principal items of equipment according to quantity 
of rated horse power are (1) steam engines and turbines, and (2) gasoline and oil 
engines. There are 239 of the former shown, with a total rating of 4,432 h.p. 
and 600 of the latter, with a rating of 2,767 h.p. In the lobster canneries of 
the Maritime provinces and Quebec the equipment consists chiefly of gasoline 
and oil engines, while in the salmon canneries of British Columbia, steam engines 
and turbines occupy first place in order of rated horse power. The electric 
motors number 134, with a total rating of 1,113 h.p. Of the total number of 
electric motors, 57 were operated by power generated by the establishments 
while the remainder were operated by purchased power. The boilers in use 
numbered 304, with a total rating of 12,332 h.p. 

Materials Used.—The value of the fish used in the establishments during 
the year was $13,953,936, an increase over the preceding year of $2,473,520: 
the values of the salt, containers and miscellaneous materials used amounted to 
$4,726,750, making a total value for fish and other materials used of $18,680,686 
This is an increase over 1924 of $2,591,354. It might be interesting to note ‘that 
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the total quantity of fish used in the establishments was 5,630,453 ewt., which 
is 63 per cent of the total catch of sea fish. The following table gives compar- 
ative statistics of value for the past three years.

Value of Production.—The total value of output of the establishments in 
1925 was $30,380,992, comprising $23,891,809 the value of fish canned, cured 
and otherwise prepared, and $6,489,183, the value of fish sold for consumption 
fresh. Compared with the preceding year, the manufactured fish products 
show an increase in value of $3,891,718, and the fish sold fresh, a decrease of 
$148,688. The relation which the value of production of each kind of establish- 
ment bears to the total value of output for all establishments, is as follows—salmon 
canneries, 45 p.c.; fish curing establishments, 33 p.c.; lobster canneries, 15 p.c.; 
sardine and miscellaneous fish canneries, 4 p.c.; reduction works, 2 p.c.; and 
clam canneries, 1 p.c. Table 10 gives value of production of the several kinds 
of establishments for 1925 and the two preceding years.

Other Data.—The returns of the establishments have been arranged in groups 
to give special details regarding (1) form of organization; (2) time in operation; 
(3) number of employees; and (4) value of production. (1) .The classification 
of form of organization shows 434 establishments operated under individual 
ownership; 152 by partnerships; 248 by joint stock companies; and 12 by 
co-operative associations. Little variation is shown in any one of the groups, 
compared with the preceding year. (2) This classification shows 383 establish- 
ments in the group of those operating less than 60 days during the year; 202 in 
the group of from 60 to 119 days; 122 in the group of from 120 to 179 days; 67 
in the group of from 180 to 239 days; and 72 in the group of those operating 240 
days or over. Comprised in the last group are 48 fish curing establishments; 
10 lobster canneries; 7 salmon canneries; 4 reduction plants, 2 clam canneries 
and 1 sardine cannery. In a number of the canneries fish curing operations 
are carried on previous to and after the conclusion of the canning season; returns 
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for the year 1925 for 32 lobster canneries, 12 salmon canneries, 3 clam canneries, 
and 1 sardine cannery show a production of cured fish in addition to the canned 
product. (3) The establishments reporting 5 employees and over in 1925 
numbered 591, while 210 establishments reported the number of employees as 
less than 5. ‘The establishments having no employees numbered 45, the work 
in these plants being performed by the operators themselves. In the year 
under review 94 p.c. of the salmon canneries, 78 p.c. of the lobster canneries, 
and 49 p.c. of the fish curing establishments recorded the number of employees 
as 5 or over. (4) Classified according to value of product, the returns of estab- 
lishments are divided into groups under 5 headings. The group of establish- 
ments having a product valued at less than $5,000 includes 315 plants; the 
eroup of $5,000 to under $10,000 includes 169 plants; the group of $10,000 to 
under $20,000 includes 160 plants; the group of $20,000 to under $50,000 
includes 86 plants; and the group of $50,000 and over includes 116 plants. 
The last group includes 64 salmon canneries, 37 fish curing establishments, 9 
lobster canneries, 3 sardine and miscellaneous fish canneries, and 3 reduction 
plants. Compared with the preceding year the first and second groups show 
decreases of 48 and 10 respectively in the number of establishments, while the 
third, fourth and fifth groups show increases of 39, 21 and 8 respectively.

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Fishing Bounty 


Under the authority of “An Act to encourage the development of the 
Sea Fisheries and the building of Fishing Vessels” the sum of $160,000 is appro- 
priated annually by the Department of Marine and Fisheries and paid to fisher- 
men of the Maritime provinces. The bounty is distributed under regulations 
made from time to time by the Governor in Council. . 

For the year 1925, payment was made on the following basis:— 


To owners of vessels entitled to receive bounty—$1 per registered ton: 
payment to the owner of any one vessel not to exceed $80. 

To vessel fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$8.00 each. 

To owners of boats measuring not less than 13 feet keel—$1 per boat. 

To boat fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$6.30 each. 


There were 9,979 bounty claims paid. In the preceding year there were 
10,104 bounty claims paid. The total amount paid in 1925 was $159,992.30. 
allocated as follows :—

Imports and Exports 


The value of fish and fish products imported into Canada for consumption 
during the fiscal year ended March 31, 1926, was $2,590,515, compared with 
$3,061,281 in 1925. The value of fish and fish products of Canadian origin 
exported from Canada during the fiscal year 1926 was $37,487,517, an increase 
over the preceding year of $3,520,508. 


Historical Review 


The three tables following will afford a review of the fishing industry of 
Canada for the past several years. In the case of production, returns are given 
by provinces year by year back to 1870. In the case of the number and value 
of vessels, boats, etc., the review extends to 1880, and in the case of the number 
of employees to 1895.

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PREFACE 


Ce rapport est publié en vertu d’une entente établissant la coopération en 


-matiére de Statistique, intervenue entre le Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique et 


les différents services gouvernementaux ayant juridiction sur les pécheries cana- 
diennes. Ces services comprennent: la Direction des pécheries du ministére 
de la Marine et des Pécheries, qui exerce sa juridiction sur les pécheries des 
provinces maritimes, des provinces des prairies et de la Colombie Britannique; 
et les Divisions des Pécheries des provinces d’Ontario et de Québec, qui régissent 
les pécheries de leurs provinces respectives, sauf les pécheries des Iles de la 
Madeleine, dans Québec, lesquelles sont sous la juridiction de la Direction des 
pécheries du Dominion. La Colombie Britannique posséde une Division des 
Pécheries, mais cet organisme ne s’occupe pas de statistique pour son propre 
compte. . 

En vertu de l’arrangement dont il est parlé plus haut, les statistiques du 
poisson péché et des produits offerts en vente 4 l’état frais ou aprés une prépa- 
ration sommaire, sont recueillies par les fonctionnaires locaux des services des 
pécheries, vérifiées et condensées au ministére de la Marine et des Pécheries, 
puis compilées au Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique. En ce qui concerne le 
poisson industriellement préparé et ses sous-produits, des formules similaires 
a celles en usage dans le recensement des autres branches de production sont 
envoyées directement par le Bureau aux poissonneries, établissements de salaison, 
de conserve de poisson, etc., les fonctionnaires des services des pécheries s’assu- 
rant que ces formules sont consiencieusement remplies et promptement retournées. 
Les fonctionnaires des gouvernements provinciaux voudront bien accepter nos 
remerciements pour le concours qu’ils nous ont prété.

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LES PECHERIES DU CANADA 


Le début des pécheries.—La péche est l'une des plus anciennes industries 
du Canada. Les Normands, les Bretons et les Basques péchaient la morue a 
Terre-Neuve dés avant la découverte de V’ Amérique. Lorsqu’en 1498 le continent 
nord-américain s’offrit d la vue de Cabot, ce navigateur lui donna le nom de 
«Bacalaos», nom basque de la morue que ces rudes pécheurs poursuivaient déjd. 
Cap-Breton, Vun des plus anctens noms géographiques de V Amérique, est un autre 
souvenir des premiers pécheurs Francais, que les Espagnols-et les Portugars ne 
tardérent pas ad suivre. Fernandez de Navarete nous apprend que des pécheurs 
de ces trois nationalités fréquentaient le «Grand Banc» en 1502. La péche se 
pratiquait au moyen de lignes & main, les pécheurs se tenant dans des barils fixés a 
Vextérieur du passavant, pour éviter le contact. des lignes avec les flancs du navire; 
les bateaux de péche se livraient a leurs opérations tant que durart le beau temps, 
puis s’en retournatent en France avec leurs prises de 80,000 a 50,000 morues. 
Les voyages entrepris le long du littoral démontrérent bient6t que la morue était 
aussi abondante en vue du rivage que sur les bancs lointains; les équapages s’accou- 
tumérent alors a jeter Vancre dans une baie, & construire wne hutte sur la gréve et 
a faire dans leurs petites chaloupes des excursions quotidiennes, dont le produat 
était salé et séché a terre, puis expédié en France a la fin de la saison. Lorsqu’al 
remonta le Saint-Laurent, en 1584, Jacques Cartier trouva partout les traces du 
passage -de ces «capitaines courageux) et de leurs rivalités, lesquelles s’exergatent 
ausst bien dans des rencontres armées que dans la capture du poisson qua les avart 
attirés st loin de chez eux. Chauvin fonda wn établissement de cette sorte a 
Tadoussac, en 1599. Bientdt aprés les pécheurs s’habituérent a passer Vhiver en 
Amérique et d y construire de véritables villages. La premiére concession de péche 
fut octroyée par le roi de France ad de Monts, en 1608. On peut donc considérer 
la péche comme la premiére industrie a laquelle se sovent lorés systématiquement 
les Européens aw Canada; depuis ces temps lointains elle n’a jamais cessé de 
donner sa récolte annuelle, tant a l Europe qu’ad l Amérique. 


Le. traité d’Utrecht de 1718 attribua Terre-Neuve a la Grande-Bretagne, 
dépossédant la France de son droit de pécher et de faire sécher le poisson sur 
certaines sections du littoral de cette tle, mais la France conserva les pécheries de 
Cap-Breton et celles du golfe. La guerre de Sept Ans (1756-68) interromptt les 
opérations de péche sur une vaste échelle. Lorsqu’elle se termina, la famille Robin, 
de Jersey, vint au Canada, et au moyen d’acquisitions graduelles, s’empara de 
toutes les anciennes stations de péche francaises. Jusqu’a Varrivée des Loyalistes, 
les pécheurs s’étarent occupés exclusivement de la morue. Seules les pécheries 
cotiéres étarent exploitées durant cette phase, y compris celles du littoral du Labrador; 
ce ne fut qu’en 1873 qu'un navire de péche en haute mer sortit du port de Lunenburg, 
qut est maintenant le centre principal de la grande péche. 


Lieux de péche du Canada.—Les pécheries canadiennes sont probable- 
ment les plus vastes de Vunivers. Sur l Atlantique, depuis Grand Manan jusqu’au 
Labrador, le rivage mesure plus de 5,000 milles, d Vexclusion des anses et échan- 
crures quit le dentellent. La baie de Fundy, avec 8,000 milles carrés, Vestuatre du 
Saint-Laurent, dix fois plus grand, et d’autres eaux océaniques représentent ensemble 
environ 200,000 milles carrés, c’est-d-dire plus des quatre cinquiémes des pécheries 
du nord de Atlantique. De plus, l'on compte sur les bords de V Atlantique 15,000 — 
milles carrés d’eaux territoriales, sows le contréle absolu de la Puissance. Mats 
ces vastes étendues ne représentent qu’une partie des eaux canadiennes. La baie 
d’ Hudson, dont les cétes s’étendent sur wne longueur de 6,000 milles, est plus grande 
que la Méditerranée; sur le Pacifique, le littoral canadien mesure 7,180 milles; 
Ses bates et fiords innombrables offrent aux pécheurs une multitude d’abris trés 
stirs. LEnfin, dessiminés sur tout le territoire, s’égrénent une série de lacs qui, 
tous ensemble, contiennent plus de la mottié des eaux douces du globe, la part du 


ee 
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Canada dans les grands lacs seulement couvrant plus de 34,000 milles carrés, aux- 
quels viennent s’ajouter le lac Winnipeg (9,457 milles carrés), le lac Manitoba et 
de nombreux autres non moins vastes. 

Mais la qualité des produits des pécheries canadiennes est encore plus remar- 
quable. Chacun sart que Vexcellence de la chair du poisson est en proportion directe 
de la pureté et de la fratcheur des eaux qu’il habite. Considérés sous cet angle, la 
morue, Véglefin, le hareng, la maquereau, l’ablette (poisson blanc) et le sawmon du 
Canada n’ont pas de rivaux dans Vunivers. Il est done évident que les plus magnt- 
Siques pécheries de Vhémisphére occidental, sinon du globe, appartiennent au Canada. 

Le bref exposé qui précéde démontre qu'il est impossible d’envisager les péche- 
reves canadiennes sous un unique aspect; embrassant tout wn continent, elles offrent 
nécessairement une grande diversité. Laissant de cété les rmmenses étendues de la 
baie d’ Hudson et de la région Arctique qui s’étend depuis V Ungava jusqeu’a V Alaska, 
lesquelles, outre la baleine, donnent asile d de nombreux autres poissons comestibles, 
on peut diviser ainsi qu'il suit les pécherres canadiennes: 


1. PECHERIES DE L’ATLANTIQUE.—Elles sont. les premieres en date, et 
jusqu’en 1918 elles furent les plus wmportantes par la valeur de leurs produits. 
On y prend la morue, le flétan, Véglefin, le merlan, le hareng, le maquereau, le 
homard, Vhuitre, le phoque et la baleine franche. L’estuarre et les eaux intérveures 
des provinces maritumes et de Québec sont quelquefois considérés distinctement; 
mais en les réunissant, la liste ci-dessus s’accrottrait du sawmon, de Valose, du 
gasparot, de Véperlan, du bar, du tacaud, de la truite et du maskinongé. Les 
opérations de péche sont communément considérées sous deux aspects distincts, la 
péche hauturrere ou de haute mer et la péche cétrére. Cette derniére se pratique 
au moyen de petites embarcations, le plus souvent automobiles, montées par deux 
ou trois hommes; on y emplore aussi de petits navires, dont l équipage se compose 
de quatre a sept hommes. Les engins de péche le plus fréguemment employés 
sont les réts ad mailles, les lignes d main et les chaluts; d’autre part, on dispose le 
long du rivage, des filets, des seines et des nasses. La péche a Véglefin est aussi 
amportante que celle de la morue; pendant le printemps et I’ été ce poisson est ouvert 
et salé mais la meilleure saison est d Vautomne, le poisson étant alors vendu frais 
ou bien fumé, sous le nom de «finnan haddie». La péche en haute mer se pratique 
au moyen de navires de 40 a 100 tonnes, portant de douze a vingt hommes, qua péchent 
dans des doris au moyen de lignes de fond. Les flotilles fréquentent tour a tour les 
différents bancs de péche, tel que le Grand Banc, le Banc Intermédiaire et le 
Banquereau. Ces navires, construits sur place, restent quelqueforis plusieurs mors 
en mer; les naufrages sont rares, tant est grande Vhabileté de leurs équipages. A 
leur retour, le poisson, qui a été vidé et salé a bord, est débarqué, salé et séché. Les 
Antilles sont le principal débouché de ce produit; aucune autre morue ne pourrait 
supporter le climat tropical aussi bien que celle préparée par les pécheurs de la 
Nowvelle-Ecosse. De grands chalutiers ad vapeur, tels que ceux en usage dans la 
mer du Nord, ont été introdwits depuis plusieurs années dans les pécherves cana- 
diennes du littoral de V Atlantique; on compte actuellement dix de ces navires appar- 
tenant aux ports de la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Ils se livrent a la péche presque toute 
année; leurs prises approvisionnent le commerce du poisson frais. 

La péche au homard est également une industrie caractéristique. Hn 1870, 
aw n’existait que trois homarderies sur le littoral de l Atlantique; aujourd’hur, on 
en compte plus de 500, occupant prés de 7,000 personnes; 80,000,000 de homards 
constituent une prise normale. L’un des constants problémes de cette wndustrie, 
cest d’assurer Verécution des dispositions prohibant la capture des jeunes homards 
et des adultes au moment du frai; on croit toutefots avoir mis un freon au déclin 
de la production. L’huttre, qui pullulait autrefois tout le long du rivage, est main- 
tenant moins abondante. La mise en boite des «sardines», qui sont de jeunes 
pelea occupe au Nouveau-Brunswick le second rang, immédiatement aprés le 

omard. 
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Les pécheurs des provinces maritimes constituent une population industrielle 
spécialisée. La péche cétiére s’y pratique d’avril & novembre, et méme en janner, 
dans les districts abrités et, quotque les plus grands navires travaillent. pendant 
tout Vhiver, plusieurs milliers d’hommes sont disponibles, a certains moments de 
Vannée, pour d’autres travaux. Les uns cultivent des petites parcelles de terre 
entourant leurs maisons, les autres travatllent dans les chantiers de bois du Nouveau- 
Brunswick ou bien dans les charbonnages de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Quelques pécheurs 
de Lunenburg et d’ailleurs font du négoce avec les Antilles. Outre Vowsiveté forcée 
résultant soit du mauvais temps, soit de la fermeture de la péche, la méthode con- 
sistant ad rémunérer les pécheurs au moyen dune part de la prise, tend a les pousser 
vers des occupations secondatres, surtout dans les mauvaises années. 

En vue de remédier aux défectuosités de cette méthode, une lor de la législature 
provinciale de la Nowvelle-Ecosse, passée en 1905, permit aux pécheurs de se 
syndiquer et organisa dans la province des «stations» affiiées ad un organisme 
central; les pécheurs syndiqués devaient se réunir annuellement, pour la discussion 
des problémes communs, tels que les facilités de transport, Vapprovisionnement 
des cordages, les prix, les méthodes de prise et de préparation du poisson, etc. 
Plusieurs congrés successifs eurent lieu. Le Nouveau-Brunswick adopta une 
législation similaire. Matis ce mouvement fut éphémére. Aprés quelques années 
d’existence, on vit les syndicats se dissoudre. Actuellement, chacun péche pour 
son propre compte, sans se soucier des autres patrons ou compagnies. 


2. PHOHERIES INTERIEURES.—Les grands lacs et les eaux tributaires du 
St-Laurent constituent une seconde grande division des péchertes canadiennes. 
L’ablette ow poisson blanc, la truite, la sandre, et le hareng des lacs sont les povssons 
les plus importants, commercialement parlant, d’Ontario, quoique le brochet, Ves- 
turgeon et quelques autres potssons ne soient pas a dédaigner. Les pécherwes 
intérieures du Québec n’ont pas une trés grande importance. L’histotre de la. 
péche dans les grands lacs peut se résumer en deux mots; une destruction en masse, 
sutvie d’une lente résurrection, aidée par la pisciculture. Un seul bateau de 
péche pouvatt autrefois prendre 90,000 ablettes dans sa journée; dans la rwrere 
Détroti, on avait Vhabitude de refouler le poisson dans des viviers ow on le prenart 
ou bien ot tl périssait par centaines de milliers, étant alors utilisé comme engrars. 
Mais ce systéme eut tét fait de dépeupler les eaux et de démoraliser ce commerce. 
Dans les grands lacs, la satson de péche dure de six ad huit mois; quelques pécheurs 
continuent leurs opérations durant Vhiver en creusant des trous dans la glace, mats: 
le plus grand nombre cherche une autre occupation dans Vinterméde des satsons. 
En se dirigeant plus a Vouest, le lac Winnipeg, le lac Winnipegosis, le lac Manitoba 
et des lacs plus petits au nord et a Vest de celui-ct, fournissent la plupart des pois- 
sons du Manitoba. L’ablette et la sandre sont les principaux d’entre eux, mars le 
brochet, le tullipi, Vel dor et nombre d'autres variétés s’y trouvent ad profusion. 
Dans la Saskatchewan et dans lV Alberta, la péche pour le commerce est confinée 
aux régions situées au nord de la riviére Saskatchewan ou Von prend de grandes 
quantités d’ablettes. Le probleme des transports devient particuliérement aigu; 
quelques-uns des plus grands lacs du continent, les lacs Reindeer, Athabaska, 
Grand Esclave, Grand Ours et des centaines de lacs plus petits n’ont aucune 
communication avec les marchés de consommation. Toutefots, les lacs de Vouest 
ont joué le méme role que le Saint-Laurent dans les temps du régime francats et. 
que les bancs de morue dans Vhistoire de la Nouwvelle-Angleterre, en facilitant la 
colonisation du pays, puisqwils offrent un aliment certain aux colons nouvellement 
arrivés. 

_ 8. Picumrizs pu Pacirieur.—La Colombie Britannique posséede des péche- 
ries d’eau douce presque similaires a celles de la région des prairies; il est douteux 
que le commerce des fourrures (qui devait étre agent de liaison entre cette province 
et le reste du Canada, a travers les Montagnes Rocheuses) ait pu s’établir au 
commencement de Vhistoire de cette province si ces pécheries n’avaient pas existé. 
Les pécheries de la Colombte Britannique sont dune grande richesse; elles repré- 
sentent environ les deux cinquiémes de Vindustrie poissonniére du Canada et ses 
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produits se consomment jusqu’aux extrémités de la terre; ils sont essentiellement 
constitués par le saumon, péché a lembouchure du fleuve Fraser, de la Skeena, de la 
Naas et d’autres riviéres descendant du versant occidental des montagnes. Chacune 
des variétés de ce rot des porssons comestibles (qui, toutefois, n’est pas le vrai 
saumon) fréquentant les eaux du Pacifique, se trouve sur le littoral de la Colombie 
Britannique, c’est-d-dire le sockeye ou dos bleu, le sawmon de printemps, le sawmon 
argenté, le saumon rose et le saumon bécard. Entre tous ceux-ci, le dos blew est 
de beaucoup le plus emportant, tant en raison de son abondance que de l’excellence 
de sa chatr, dont la belle couleur rougedtre est tant appréciée des consommateurs 
de la Grande-Bretagne. Le fleuve Fraser étatt autrefois la principale source d’ap- 
provisionnement de saumcn, mais sa production est aujourd’ hur dépassée par celle 
de la riwiére Skeena et de ses tributatres septentrionaux; la prise varie considéra- 
blement d’année en année. La remontée du saumon commence vers la fin de jurllet 
et atteint son apogée dans les premiéres semaines d’aott; néanmoins, les régions 
septentrionales ont une saison quelque peu plus hdétive. Le saumon de printemps ou 
quinnat est un trés gros poisson; ce fut la premiere espéce qui fut mise en boite 
aux Htats-Unis; la migration de ce poisson s’opere au commencement du printemps 
et se continue jusqu’en juillet. Le sawmon argenté est plus petit; comme le dos 
bleu, il voyage par bandes innombrables, pendant septembre et octobre, dans le 
fleuve Fraser et un peu plus tt dans les cours deau plus aw nord. Le saumon 
bécard est salé pour Vexportation en Orient. Le saumon rose, lui aussi, suit le 
dos bleu. Le plus grand nombre des personnes qu’occupe cette péche sont des 
Chinois, des Japonais et des Indiens, Pélément Chinois étant prépondérant dans 
les usines, tandis que les Indiens et les Japonais se consacrent plutét aux opérations 
de péche. Jusqu’a ces derniéres années, les autres pécheries cotiéres de la Colombie 
Britannique étarent négligées. Le flétan abonde a hauteur de Vile Vancouver et 
entre les tles de la Reine Charlotte et le continent; quoique la premiere tentative 
d exploitation industrielle de ce poisson art avorté, dés 1908, la Colombie Britannique 
contribuait pour 10,000,000 de livres a la production de 25,000,000 de lwres péchées 
sur le littoral du Pacifique, au nord de la Californie, chiffre qui a triplé depuis 
lors. Semblablement, la péche au hareng ne s’est développée que tout récemment. 
Signalons aussi la péche a la baleine, industrie récemment implantée et possédant 
trois stations, dont une dans Vile Vancouver et deux dans les tles de la Reine Char- 
lotte. On prend annuellement environ 400 cétacés de différentes sortes; baleines 
fraiches, rorquals, dauphins et méme, parfois des cachalots. La péche a la baleine 
se pratique dans des bateaux rapides armés de canons lance-harpon Svend Foyn, 
systéme venu de Norvége. Aucune partie de la baleine ne se perd, V hurle, les fanons et 
le guano en sont tirés, dans une mesure toujours croissante. Le cabillaud, lVoula- 
chon, Véperlan, le sprat, Vesturgeon, Valose et le bar sont également abondants dans 
les eaux de la Colombie Britannique. 

Ajoutons un mot concernant les pécheries du phoque a fourrure du Pacifique, 
dont le siége historique était autrefois ad Victoria. Cette industrie est a peu prés 
disparue, tant ad cause de la raréfaction de ces animaux que par Veffet du traité de 
1911. La flottille qui poursutt le phoque a fourrure dans le nord de l Atlantique 
a ses quartiers généraux a St-John, Terre-Neuve; toutefors, quelques navires cana- 
diens partant d’ Halifax, se livrent a ces opérations jusqu’aux tles Falkland. 

Le sport de la péche.— Nous n’avons envisagé jusqu’ici les pécherres qu’au 
point de vue purement industriel et commercial; mais le sport lui-méme comporte 
un aspect économique, dans un pays ot foisonnent des porssons ausst réputés que 
le sawmon de la Restigouche, Vachigan de Québec et des hautes terres d’ Ontario et 
la truite de la Nipigon. Le gouvernement percoit des revenus fort élevés en lowant 
soit d des clubs, soit d des particuliers, le droit de péche dans les lacs et les cours 
d’eau des contrées les moins peuplées; d’autre part, des centaines de guides y 
trouvent une occupation rémunératrice pendant les mors d’été. 

Le gouvernement et les pécheries.—Aw début de la Confédération, le 
gouvernement fédéral administratt directement la marine et les pécheries du Canada; 
un ministre du Cabinet exercatt cette juridiction au moyen d’un personnel consi- 
dérable d’inspecteurs, de surveillants et de gardes-péche. Pendant Vannée fiscale 
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terminée le 31 mars 1926, le gouvernement fédéral a dépensé pour les pécheries, 
$1,560,166 et les revenus que en découlent se sont élevés a $264,546. Des décisions 
qudictaires untervenues en 1882, 1898, 1913 et 1920 ont sensiblement modifié la 
guridiction du gouvernement fédéral ad Vavantage des provinces. Aujourd’ hut, la. 
Puissance explorte directement les péchertes en eau salée des provinces maritimes 
et de la Colombie Britannique et les pécheries d’eau douce des trois provinces des 
pravries. Les pécheries wntérveures des provinces maritimes et d’Ontario et les 
pécheries tant en eau douce qu’en eau salée de la province de Québec sont exploitées 
par ces provinces respectivement, mars le gouvernement fédéral posséde seul le droit 
de légiférer sur toutes les matiéres concernant la péche, dans toutes les parties du pays. 

Conservation.—Les pécheries fluviales et lacustres, incontestablement, et les 
pécheries maritumes, probablement, st elles étarent abandonnées a elles-mémes, 
subtrarent la lor économique de Vappauvrissement. Pour combattre cette tendance, 
le gouvernement canadien dut légiférer, interdisant la péche en certaines saisons, 
la pollution des riviéres et Vobstruction de leurs cours; il dut aussi spécifier les 
dimensions des mailles des filets, réglementer les agrés et les opérations de péche. 
En outre, il a été créé un systéme de pisciculture, qui posséede aujourd’ hut 32 viviers, 
7 vweers auxiliarres et 4 bassins a saumon cottant annuellement $350,000 et pro- 
duisant plus de 700,000,000 d’eufs, d’alevins et de poissons par année, principale- 
ment le saumon de la Colombie Britannique et Vablette. Ces alevins sont distribués 
gratuitement et placés dans les eaux qui leur conviennent le mieux. 

Recherches scientifiques.—Des stations, ou l’on procéde d des recherches 
biologiques sur les problémes aussi nombreux que complexes que présentent les 
pécheries, et placées sous la direction de la Commission Biologique du Canada, 
sont établies a St-Andrews, N.-B., et a Nanaimo, C.B., les universités de Toronto. 
McGill, Queens’, du Manitoba, de la Colombie Britannique et les principales 
institutions des provinces maritumes détachent ad chacune de ces stations, soit des 
professeurs, soit des spécialistes et techniciens. Parmi les problémes pratiques 
que Von y a abordés citons entre autres; UVhistoire naturelle des poissons comes- 
tibles, la bactériologie du poisson, sort frais, soit préparé, Vv amélioration des méthodes 
de manipulation et de préparation du poisson, etc. Des mémoires scientifiques et 
des rapports sont publiés chaque saison. 

Aide directe.—Quant aw surplus, le gouvernement s’est efforcé d’apporter 
son aide aux pécheries, lorsqu’il s’est agi de résoudre des cas spéciaux et de 
surmonter des difficultés partucultéres. Afin d’encourager la capture de la roussette 
ou chien de mer, on a exploité pendant quelques années des manufactures ayant 
pour objet Vutilisation de ce poisson. Pendant quelque temps, un technicien fut 
chargé de démontrer la méthode écossaise de séchage du hareng, en vue d’améliorer 
les procédés de manipulation en usage au Canada. Conformément aux dispositions 
de la low sur Pinspection du poisson, des instructeurs enseignent depuis plusieurs 
années a la population cdtiére les méthodes les plus perfectionnées de préparation 
du poisson, de fabrication des barils et caques et d’inspection des produtis séchés 
ou fumés. Un bulletin trimestriel traitant des pécheries maritimes, est publié 
pour le bénéfice du commerce. Finalement, une petite flottille de canonniéres armées 
curcule constamment le long des cétes et sur les grands lacs, pourchassant les bracon- 
neers et faisant appliquer les réglements. 

Pendant la guerre, on s’est efforcé d’augmenter autant que possible la consom- 
mation du porsson, afin d’économiser les autres aliments plus facilement exportables 
chez nos alliés. A cette fin, le gowvernement établit un service de transport du. 
porsson, par grande vitesse, dans des wagons réfrigérateurs sur son réseau, depuis 
le littoral jusqu’aux grandes villes de Vintérieur; de plus, il s’efforca de stimuler 
la consommation du poisson au moyen dune active -propagande. Les résultats 
n'ont pas ee néghigeables puisqu’aujourd’ hut la consommation de POison AU 
Canada dépasse 22 livres par bouche.* Le gouvernement s’est aussi préoccupé 
d’amélvorer le service des trains rapides, transportant le poisson depuis la cote de 
Atlantique jusqu’d Montréal et Toronto. 


* Cette estimation est basée sur la quantité de poisson pris et dé} ité i 
erties ian auantits'exportée, qa p pr sbarqué au Canada en 1924, plus la quantité importée 
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Problémes internationaux.— Une région de péche aussi riche que celle 
du nord de lV Atlantique ne pouvait manquer dattirer les pécheurs d autres pays et 
danciennes coutumes se transformeérent en droits acquis, dont quelques-uns durent 
— encore, notamment le séchage de leurs prises par les pécheurs francais sur les rwages 
de Terre-Newve. Autrement grave est la question des droits des Etats-Unis dont 
les pécheurs, durant la période colonale, approvistonnarent de poisson la Nouwvelle- 
Angleterre et a qui le traité de Versailles, de 1783, reconnut le droit de pécher dans 
les eaux cdtuéres du Canada. La guerre de 1812 leur fit perdre cette prérogative, 
st bien qu’apres 1818, les. Etats-Unis n’avacent d'autres droits que ceux de faire 
escale dans les ports canadiens pour s’y abriter ou s’y approvisionner de bors ou 
d’eau, ou y réparer leurs embarcations; de pécher autour des tles de la Madeleine 
et sur la rie nord du golfe St-Laurent, a Vest de Pointe Jolie; enfin de farre sécher 
et de préparer leur poisson dans les havres, bares et anses non habitées de cette partre 
de la rwe nord. L’interprétation des clauses du trarté de 1818 souleva maintes 
querelles, apatsées par le traité de réciprocité (1854-1866). Par ce dernier traité, 
le poisson canadien et ses sous-produits entravent en franchise aua Htats-Unis et 
vice versa; de plus, les pécheurs des Etats-Unis obtenarent le drowt de péche dans 
les eaux territorvales canadiennes de l’ Atlantique, les pécheurs canadiens étant 
autorisés a pécher dans certaines eaux territoriales des Ktats-Unis, sur le méme 
littoral, a Vexclusion dans les deux cas, des cours d’eau et de leurs estuaires. Les 
crustacés, mollusques et coquillages étaient exceptés. Le traité de Washington de 
1871 confirma le traité de réciprocité de 1854 en ce qurt concerne les pécheries et 
pourvut a la nomination dune commission d’arbitrage devant déterminer le chiffre 
de Vindemnité a payer par les Etats-Unis a la Grande-bretagne, en ravson des 
concessions par elle consenties. Cette commission siégea & Halifax en 1877 et y 
rendit une sentence arbrtrale fixant cette indemnité a $5,500,000, dont $1,000,000 
étaient attribués a Terre-Neuve. Cependant, en 1885, les Ktats-Unis dénoncerent 
les clauses de ce traité se rapportant a la péche et cette action fut sure d’une pérrode 
de graves désagréments entre les deux pays. Une convention, signée en 1888, 
porte le nom de. «Trarté non ratifié de 1888». Les plénipotentiaires qui Vont 
négocié étarent tombés d’accord sur les points suivants; les bateaua de péche des 
Htats-Unis recevratent annuellement et gratuitement des licences les autorisant @ 
pénétrer dans les ports canadiens, a y acheter des provisions et des agrés, a transborder 
leurs prises et ad embarquer des équipages. C'est ce trarité qui donna naissance 
aux «licences du modus vivendi». Les négociateurs du traité ayant reconnu qwal 
ne pouvait étre ratifié par les deux gouvernements avant ouverture de la saison de 
péche, décidéremt comme mesure transitoire et ne devant pas durer plus de deux 
ans que les bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis, sur patement d'un droit de $1.50 
par tonneau, pourrarcent exiger Vémission dune licence leur accordant le bénéfice 
des dispositions ci-dessus énumérées. Le Sénat des Etats-Unis rejeta ce traité; 
néanmoins, le gouvernement canadien continua a émettre des «licences du modus 
vivendr» jusqu’en 1918, date ad laquelle des arrangements furent farts assurant des 
privileges réciproques aux pécheurs des deux pays dans les ports de leur vorsin, 
mars les effets de cette entente—qui était une mesure spécrale de guerre du gouverne- 
ment des Htats-Unis—cessérent le premier jurllet 1921. L’année suivante, on dut 
recourir de nowveau aux «licences du modus vivendi», mars a la fin de 1928 elles 
disparurent. Depuis lors, on est revenu aux dispositions du traité de 1918. 

Dans les grands lacs également, les problémes les plus importants, tels que 
le repeuplement et la disposition du poisson, ont nécessairement un caractére inter- 
national et se compliquent du nombre des états intéressés. Une situation analogue 
s'est créée en Colombie Britannique, ot les industriels de Puget Sownd capturent 

. le saumon dos bleu du fleuve Fraser, en quantités beaucoup plus considérables que 
les pécheurs du Canada et ce, au moyen de piéges et autres méthodes interdites dans 
les eaux canadiennes. Hn 1906, une commission internationale fit le prenier pas 
vers une entente sur cette question vitale; en 1922 une commission parlementarre 
recommandatrt la prohibition de la péche de ce sawmon, dans les eaux du Fraser, 
pendant cing ans, comme mesure de conservation. 
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La péche au flétan, de notre cété du Pacifique, ne peut se faire que par les 
ports du Canada ou des Etats-Unis, mais comme elle se pratique principalement 
en dehors des eaux territoriales, aucun des deux pays ne pouvart la contréler 
seul. Hn méme temps, il est de Vintérét des deux pays de la maintenir florissante 
et permanente. C’est pourquoi Vétude des moyens a adopter pour la protection de 
ce poisson a été confiée a la conférence canado-américaine des pécheries nommée 
en 1918 par les deux pays pour étudier toutes les questions relates a la péche et 
pendantes entre les deux pays. En 1922, le Canada a proposé que la question du 
flétan fut étudiée séparément. La suggestion ayant été bren accuerllie, il en est 
résulté le traité du 2 mars 1923 «pour la protection du flétan du Pacifique». En 
vertu de ce traité, la péche du flétan est interdite depuis le 16 novembre de chaque 
année jusqu’au 16 février inclusivement de Vannée suivante. 

Primes.— Une conséquence indirecte mais fort importante du traité de 
Washington subsiste encore aujour@hur. Une lor de 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18), pour le 
développement des péchertes maritimes et Vencouragement=a la construction des 
navires de péche, a consacré une somme annuelle. de $150,000 représentant Vontérét 
sur le montant de la sentence arbitrale d Halifax, a la distribution de primes 
aux propriétaires de bateaux de péche et a leurs équipages. Une autre lor, votée 
en 1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42), éleva ces primes a $160,000, les détarls de leur distri- 
bution étant réglés chaque année par arrété ministériel. 

Industrie moderne.—L’industrie poissonniére du Canada, telle qu’elle 
existe actuellement, est le fruit des efforts accomplis pendant les cinquante dernieres 
années. En 1844, la valeur des prises n’ était estimée qu’d $125,000; elle doubla 
dans la décade suivante, et dés 1860, dépassarit $1,000,000: Dix ans plus tard, 
elle attergnit $6,000,000, chiffre plus que doublé en 1878. Dans la derniére décade _ 
du svécle elle dépassatt $20,000,000, touchart a trente-quatre millions en 1911 et | 
attergnait presque quarante-huit millions en 1925. Mais son apogée fut atteinte — 
en 1918, année qui dépassa sovxante millions. (Ces chiffres représentent la valeur 
totale de tout le poisson vendu sort frais, soit séché, sort en conserve ou autrement 
préparé). Pendant ce temps le personnel de cette industrie comprenait 70,000 
personnes et le capital qu'elle absorbart attergnait $50,000,000 en certaines années, 
quoique dans son ensemble cette industrie n’ait pas progressé aussi rapidement 
que les autres, au cours de la période de grande prospérité qui régna au Canada 
apres 1896. 

Entre tous les poissons, la morue et le sawmon se disputérent longtemps la 
primauté; st Von remontart jusqu’aux origines, la morue tiendrait la téte, mais 
st l’on ne considére que les vingt derniéres années, on constate que le saumon a 
définitivement conquis la premiere place et méme le volume du homard et son prix 
élevé ont plus dune fors reléqué la morue au trotsiéme rang. Ceci eut pour effet 
de modifier le rang des provinces entre elles, la Colombie Britannique tenant main- 
tenant le premiere place, qui appartenait auparavant a la Nouwvelle-Ecosse. Le 
flétan prend la quatriéme place parmi nos poissons de commerce. 

Commerce.—On a déjd vu que la consommation domestique de poisson est 
relatvement minime au Canada et que cette industrie dépend largement des marchés 
de Vétranger. On peut évaluer approximativement a 60 pour cent des prises 
annuelles la portion exportée, dont les Etats-Unis absorbent approximativement 
une mortré et la Grande-Bretagne un sixiéme. Pendant Vexercice financier 1926, 
les exportations totales se sont élevées & $37,487,517, dont $14,115,596 pour les 
Kiats-Unis et $7,264,516 pour la Grande-Bretagne. Le plus important des pois- 
sons exportés est le saumon en botte (expédié en Grande-Bretagne et aux autres 
marchés européens), swivt de prés par la morue séche (expédiée aux Antilles, en 
Amérique du Sud, etc.). Pour le poisson frais, spécialement UV ablette et le homard, 
les HKtats-Unis constituent le principal débouché. En définitive, les exportations 
de poisson du Canada ne le cédent qu’a celles de la Grande-Bretagne et de la Norvége, | 
mais st Von y jovnt les exportations de Terre-Newve, elles excédent Vune et Vautre. | 
En 1926, le Canada, a importé pour $2,590,515 de poisson.

La production totale des pécheries canadiennes en 1925 a été plus grande 
que celle de l’année précédente, sa valeur marchande la dépassant de $3,500,000. 


PECHERIES DE L’ATLANTIQUE 


Morue, églefin, lingue et merlan.—La prise de ces poissons a donné 2,872,281 
quintaux comparativement 4 2,433,234 en 1924. Chacune de ces espéces, 
-excepté la lingue, donne une augmentation en Nouvelle-Ecosse. Au Nouveau- 
Brunswick, il y a augmentation pour la morue mais diminution des autres 
espéces. L’Ile du Prince-Edouard et le Québec donnent chacun une augmenta- 
tion de 50 p.c. dans la prise de la morue. La quantité mise sur le marché & 
V’état frais, y compris les filets frais, est de 306,860 quintaux, comparativement 
& 331,421 quintaux l’année précédente, et 103,116 quintaux de poisson fumé, 
y compris les filets fumés, au lieu de 78,287 quintaux en 1924. La flotte de 
Lunenburg a eu une excellente saison au cours de l’année, dix nouveaux vaisseaux 
ont été ajoutés a cette flotte qui compte maintenant dix chalutiers 4 vapeur 
opérant au large des ports de la Nouvelle-Ecosse et alimentant le marché de 
poisson frais. 


Maquereau, hareng et sardines.—La prise de ces trois variétés a donné 
1,428,155 quintaux comparativement 4 1,600,179 en 1924. Une diminution 
de prés de 60,000 quintaux de hareng dans la prise de la Nouvelle-Ecosse est 
plus que compensée par l|’augmentation dans les trois autres provinces, la prise 
totale donnant 923,428 quintaux, soit 78,967 quintaux de. plus qu’en 1924. 
La quantité de hareng fumé a aussi une augmentation, étant de 89,404 quintaux 
au lieu de 71,366 en 1924. La prise de maquereau a été de 187,661 quintaux, 
ce qui est de 27,929 quintaux inférieur 4 1924. Bien que la prise totale soit 
moindre, celle de la Nouvelle-Ecosse est la deuxiéme en importance depuis 1910. 
La valeur marchande a été faible, le marché américain étant amplement ravi- 
taillé par ses propres pécheurs. La prise de sardines a donné 158,533 barils 
au lieu de 270,064 en 1924. Les bancs de sardines ont été trés considérables 
sur les cétes du Maine et les pécheurs du Maine ont pu vendre ce poisson a un 
prix relativement bas, de sorte que la demande pour le produit canadien n’a 
pas été ce qu’elle aurait dt étre. 


Autres poissons de mer.—Le fiétan a donné 21,767 quintaux, soit une légére 
diminution sur 1924. L’espadon a donné 4,551 quintaux ce qui est également 
une diminution sur l’année précédente. Le tacaud a donné 16,606 quintaux 
et le carrelet, 11,893 quintaux. C’est une légére augmentation pour le tacaud 
et prés de deux fois la quantité de l’an précédent pour le carrelet. 


Crustacés et mollusques.—La prise de homard a été beaucoup plus considé- 
rable, ayant donné 340,838 quintaux comparativement 4 272,213 quintaux 
en 1924. Il a été pris 19,960 barils d’huitres au lieu de 27,319 en 1924. Les 
clovisses et les mactres accusent aussi une diminution, avec 28,459 barils com- 
parativement 4 40,327 l’année précédente. La péche des pétoncles a donné 
17,718 barils, soit une augmentation de 7,368 barils sur l’année précédente. 


Poissons frayant en riviere.—La prise du saumon a donné 57,352 quintaux 
comparativement 4 57,561 quintaux l’année précédente. L’éperlan a baissé 
de 88,296 quintaux 4 75,457 quintaux, la prise de ce poisson a grandement 
diminué au Nouveau-Brunswick. La prise de gasparot a donné 56,781 quintaux 
comparativement 4 31,401 quintaux en 1924. Dans la Nouvelle-Ecosse cette 
péche a donné plus du double de l’année précédente, et elle a aussi donné une 
forte augmentation dans le Nouveau-Brunswick.

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PECHERIES INTERIEURES 


L’ablette, ou poisson blanc, a donné 186,648 quintaux comparativement 
4 167,706 en 1924. L’Ontario est la seule province accusant une diminution 
dans la prise de ce poisson. La doré a donné 86,877 quintaux au lieu de 101,610 
année précédente. De plus, la sandre que l’on trouve dans les eaux de l’Ontario 
a donné 34,453 quintaux, ce qui est une légére augmentation sur 1924. Le hareng 
d’eau douce a donné 45,555 quintaux comparativement & 125,018 quintaux 
Vannée précédente. 


PECHERIES {DUJPACIFIQUE 


Les pécheries de la céte du Pacifique, qui fournissent. prés de la moitié 
de la valeur totale de toute la prise canadienne, ont été trés heureuses au cours 
de l’année, la valeur de leurs produits accusant une augmentation d’un million 
et quart de dollars sur l’année précédente. 


Saumon.—La prise de 1925 a donné 1,873,376 quintaux comparativement 
& 1,965,159 en 1924. Le nombre de caisses de saumon en conserve est de 
1,720,622 comparativement 4 1,747,505 l’année précédente. Cependant, comme 
les prix ont été plus élevés, la valeur marchande a été de $14,973,885 ou prés 
de deux millions de plus qu’en 1924. La production de 1925 comprenait 392,545 


- caisses de sockeye, soit une augmentation de 22,944 caisses. Le saumon chum 


a fourni 607,337 caisses, au lieu de 570,497 en 1924, donnant aussi la plus forte 
partie de la prise de 1925. 


Flétan.—Les pécheurs ont débarqué 318,240 quintaux de fiétan, ce qui est 
un peu moins qu’en 1924, soit 331,382 quintaux. La valeur de ce poisson a 
baissé considérablement principalement 4 cause des accumulations dans les 
entrepdéts frigorifiques qui avaient été retenues pour écoulement pendant la 
saison fermée dans |’attente d’une hausse des prix qui ne s’est pas réalisée. 


Hareng.—La prise du hareng a été de 1,437,875 quintaux au lieu de 1,157,625 


quintaux en 1924. La production de hareng salé sec a été de 1,083,174 quintaux, 
ce qui établit un record pour les cdotes du Pacifique. 


Sprat.—La prise a été de 318,973 quintaux, comparativement 4 27,485 en 


1924. Cette forte augmentation vient de ce que le sprat peut maintenant étre 


consommé dans les huileries. Ces usines ont donné 495,653 gallons d’huile 
de poisson et 2,083 tonnes de poudre de poisson, cette production venant en 
entier de la cdéte occidentale de Vile de Vancouver. 


Baleines et phoques.—La péche & la baleine n’a pas été aussi fructueuse que 
Vannée précédente, le nombre de baleines capturées tombant de 415 4 351. 
Le nombre de phoques tués pour leur fourrure a éte de 4,465 au lieu de 2,232 
Vannée précédente.

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Moyens de production: Capital, outillage, main-d’ceuvre, etc. 


(1) Péche proprement dite: 

Capital.—Le capital représenté par les navires, barques, filets, piéges, moles 
et quais, glaciéres, etc., affectés aux opérations de péche proprement dites était 
évalué en 1925 4 $25,732,645, comparativement 4 $23,552,565 en 1924 et 
$23,645,316 en 1923. Le total de 1925 se répartit entre $21,056,477 pour les 
pécheries maritimes et $4,676,168 pour les pécheries intérieures. (Tableau 3). 

Main-d’ euvre.—En 1925, 46,302 hommes ont été occupés dans les péche- 
ries maritimes et 11,971 dans les pécheries intérieures, ce qui donne un total de 
58,273. Le total de 1924 était de 53,914 et celui de 1923 de 53,517. (Tableau 4).

Nombre d’établissements—En 1925, la préparation industrielle du poisson 
s'est pratiquée dans 846 établissements, dont 478 homarderies, 69 saumoneries, _ 
15 usines travaillant les mollusques et coquillages; 5 sardineries; 263 établisse- 
ments faisant le séchage, le fumage et le salage du poisson; 16 huileries et 
fabriques d’engrais. Comparativement A l’année précédente, il y a augmenta- 
tion de dix dans le total des établissements.

Les personnes décrites comme travail- 
lant & contrat sont employées dans les saumoneries de la Colombie Britannique, 
ou une grande partie du travail est fait 4 forfait, entrepreneur engageant et 
payant directement sa main-d’ceuvre et étant lui-méme rémunéré par le fabri- 
cant selon la quantité de poisson mise en boite par son équipe.

Combustible consommé.—Le combustible consommé dans les usines poisson- 
niéres en 1925 a cotité $412,038, cette somme se répartissant comme suit: char- 
bon, $254,339; bois, $60,493; mazout, $42,842; gazoline, $23,995; huiles lour- 
des, $9, 784: électricité, $13, 7 24; divers autres combustibles, $6, 861. Compa- 
rativement & année précédente, il y a augmentation de $11, 587 dans la valeur 
du combustible consommé. 

Force motrice.—Par ordre d’importance mesurée selon le nombre de chevaux- 
vapeur fournis, la force motrice employée était fournie par (1) des engins 4 
vapeur et des turbines, et (2) par des engins 4 combustion interne.

Valeur de la production.—La valeur totale des produits de l’industrie pois- 
sonniére en 1925 est de $30,380,992, comprenant $23,891,809 de poisson fumé, 
salé, séché ou mis en conserves, et $6,489,183 de poisson frais.

Autres données.—Pour les fins de l’industrie, on a groupé les établissements 
de l’industrie poissonniére selon: (1) la forme de leur organisation; (2) la durée 
de leurs opérations; (3) importance de leur personnel; (4) et la valeur de leur 
production. (1) La classification de la forme de Vorganisation montre que 434 
établissements appartenaient a des particuliers; 152 & des sociétés en nom 
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collectif; 248 a des sociétés anonymes; et 12 4 des associations coopératives. 
Comparativement a l’année précédente, il y a trés peu de variation dans chacun

Le groupe des établissements ayant une production de 
moins de $5,000 se compose de 315 usines; le groupe de $5,000 4 $10,000, 169 
usines; le groupe de $10,000 4 $20,000, 160 usines; le groupe de $20,000 a 
$50,000, 86 usines; et le groupe de $50,000 et plus, 116 usines. Ce dernier 
groupe comprend 64 saumoneries, 37 établissements pour le séchage, le fumage 
et le salage; 9 homarderies, 3 sardineries et 3 huileries. Comparativement a 
année précédente, il y a diminution de 48 dans le premier groupe et de 10 dans 
le second, tandis qu’il y a augmentation de 39 dans le troisiéme, de 21 dans le 
quatriéme et de 8 dans le cinquiéme.

En vertu d’une «Loi pour encourager le développement des pécheries 
maritimes et la construction des navires de péche», une somme de $160,000 
est donnée en primes, chaque année, par le ministére de la Marine et des 
Pécheries, aux pécheurs des provinces maritimes de l’est.

PREFACE 


This Report is issued under an arrangement for statistical co-operation 
between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Government branches 
having jurisdiction with regard to fisheries throughout Canada. These branches 
comprise: The Dominion Fisheries Branch of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, which exercises jurisdiction over the fisheries of the Maritime pro- 
vinces, the Prairie provinces and British Columbia, and the Fisheries Branches 
of Ontario and Quebec, which have jurisdiction over the fisheries of their 
respective provinces, excepting in the case of Quebec, the fisheries of the 
Magdalen Islands, which are under the jurisdiction of the Dominion Fisheries 
Branch. The province of British Columbia has a Fisheries Branch, but it does 
not engage in independent statistical work. 


Under the arrangement above referred to, the statistics of the catch, and 
of the products marketed in a fresh state or domestically prepared, are collected 
by the local officers of the Fisheries Branches, checked in the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries, and compiled in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
In the case of manufactured fish products, schedules in conformity with those of 
other sections of the Census of Industry are sent by the Bureau to the operators 
of canneries, fish-curing establishments, etc., the fisheries officers assisting in 
securing an expeditious and accurate return. The grateful acknowledgments 
of the Bureau are tendered to the officers of the provincial governments who 
co-operate in these arrangements.

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THE FISHERIES OF CANADA 


The Early Fisheries—lishing is one of the historic industries of Canada. 
From a date which precedes authentic record, the Normans, the Bretons and the 
Basques were on the cod-banks of Newfoundland. Cabot, in 1498, when he first 
sighted the mainland of North America, gave zt the name of ‘‘Bacalaos,” the Basque 
word for codfish, which he found already in use among those hardy seamen. Cape 
Breton, one of the oldest place-names in America, is another memorial of the early 
French fishermen,—and the Spaniards and the Portuguese were but little behind. 
Fernandez de Navarrete mentions all three as frequenters of the “Grand Bank’? 
before 1502. The fishing was by hand lines over barrels made fast to the bulwarks 
to prevent fouling, the vessels remaining during fine weather, then returning to 
France with from 30,000 to 50,000 cod. Voyages along the coast soon showed 
the cod as plentiful inshore as on the outer banks, and it became common for a crew 
to anchor in a bay, erect a.hut on shore, and make daily excursions to the fishing 
grounds—the product being salted and dried on land and at the end of the season 
shipped to France. Jacques Cartier, when he went up the St. Lawrence in 15384, 
found traces everywhere of these early “Captains Courageous” and of their rivalries 
an arms no less than in the capture of the teeming product which had tempted them 
so far from home. An establishment of the kind just mentioned was founded at 
Tadoussac by Chauvin in 1599. Soon the fishermen began to stay all winter and 
thus to erect permanent fishing settlements. The first grant of the fisheries of Canada 
was made by the King of France to de Monts in 1603. Fishing, therefore, may 
well be regarded as the first industry to be systematically prosecuted by Huropeans 
in what is to-day the Canadian domain. It has never since ceased to yield a peren- 
nial harvest both to Europe and America. 

By the Treaty of Utrecht in 1718, Britain became the owner of Newfoundland 
and excluded France from fishing and drying fish on certain sections of the coast, 
but France retained the Fisheries of Cape Breton and the Gulf. The Seven Years 
War (1756-1763 ) put a stop to continuous fishing. At tts close, the Robin famaly 
of Jersey came to Canada, and gradually acquired the former French fishing 
stations. Until the arrival of the Loyalists all other fishing but cod was neglected. 
Inshore fisheries alone (including those of the Labrador coast ) were developed during 
this phase; no deep-sea fishing vessel put out from Lunenburg, now the chief centre 
of the deep-sea fishery, until 1878. 

The Canadian Fishing Grounds—Canada’s Fishing Grounds are perhaps 
the most extensive in the world. On the Atlantic, from Grand Manan to Labrador, 
the coast line, not including the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 5,000 
miles. The bay of Fundy, 8,000 square miles in extent, the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
fully ten times that size, and other ocean waters comprise not less than 200,000 
square miles, or over four-fifths of the area of the fishing grounds of the North 
Atlantic. In addition there are on the Atlantic seaboard 15,000 square males 
of inshore waters controlled entirely by the Dominion. Large as are these areas 
they represent only a part of the fishing grounds of Canada. Hudson Bay, with 
a shore 6,000 miles in length, is greater in area than the Mediterranean Sea; the 
Pacific coast of the Dominion measures 7,180 miles in length and ts exceptionally 
well sheltered, whilst throughout the interior is a series of lakes which together 
contain more than half of the fresh water on the planet, Canada’s share of the Great 
Lakes alone amounting to over 34,000 square miles, a total which of course does 
not include lake Winnipeg (9,457 square miles), lake Manitoba, and others of 
even greater area. . 

Still more wmportant than the extent of the Canadian fishing grounds is the 
quality of their product. It 7s an axiom among authorities that food fishes improve 
in proportion to the purity and coldness of the waters in which they are taken. 
Judged by this standard, the Canadian cod, halibut, herring, mackerel, whitefish 
and salmon are the peer of any in the world. It is possible, therefore, to state that 
u 1a i most valuable fisheries of the western hemisphere, if not of the globe, belong 
‘0 Canada. ¥ 
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Tt will be seen from the above that it 1s ampossible to deal with the Canadian 
fisheries in the aggregate; they are those of a continent rather than of a country. 
and are of corresponding diversity. Omitting the tremendous Hudson Bay and 
peri-Arctic region, which extends from Ungava to Alaska, and which is known 
to contain a number of valuable food fisheries in addition to its whaling grounds, 
there are roughly the following divisions of the Canadian fisheries: 


1. ATLANTIC FisHERIES.—These were the first Canadian fisheries in point 
of tume and until 1918 they remained the most important for aggregate value of 
product. Cod, halibut, haddock, hake, herring, mackerel, lobster, oyster and hair 
seal fisheries are included. The estuarian and inland waters of the Maritime 
provinces and of Quebec are sometimes considered as distinct; if they are added, 
the list of products would embrace the salmon, the shad, the gaspereau (alewrfe ), 
the smelt, the striped bass, the tom cod, the trout and the maskinonge. . Conditions 
are fairly uniform throughout these fisheries, which are commonly divided into 
the wnshore and deep-sea fisheries. The inshore or coastal fishery 1s carried on 
an small boats usually motor driven, with crews of two or three men, and in a class 
of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. The means of capture employed 
by boat fishermen are gill nets and hooks and lines, both hand lines and trawls; 
whilst from the shore are operated trap nets, haul seines and weirs. Haddock 
as well as cod is a staple product; during the spring and summer tt is split and 
salted but the important season comes with the autumn, when the fish are 
shipped fresh or else smoked and sold as finnan haddie. The deep-sea fisheries 
are worked by vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying from twelve to twenty men 
operating with trawl lines from deories. The fleets operate on the various fishing 
banks, such as Grand Bank, Middle Ground and Banquereau. The vessels, built 
by native hands, remain at sea, sometimes for months at-a tume, and in the hands 
of sailors who have no superior, seldom come to grief. When they return, the fish, 
which have been split and salted on board, are taken on shore and washed and dried. 
The West Indies are the chief market for this product; no cod fish in the world 
stands the tropical climate like that cured by Nova Scotia fishermen. Steam 
trawling, as it 1s carried on in the North Sea, was introduced on the Atlantic coast 
of Canada several years ago. There are now 11 steam trawlers operating from 
Nova Scotia ports. They operate practically the whole year and their catches 
are utilized entirely for the fresh fish trade. 

Lobstering 1s another distinctive endustry. In 1 870, there were three lobster 
canneries on the Atlantic coast of Canada; in 1926 the canneries numbered 456 
and gave work to 6,500 people ; 30,000, 000 lobsters is a normal catch. The 
difficulty of enforcing regulations as to the catpure of undersized and spawning 
lobsters offers a constant problem in connection with the output, but a decline is 
now thought to have been arrested. Oysters, once plentiful everywhere, are now 
found in somewhat diminished quantities. The canning of sardines, which are 
young herrings and not a distinct type of fish, in New Brunswick has of late years 
equalled in value the output of the lobster industry. 

The fishing population of the Maritime provinces 1s a specialized and stable 
industrial class. The coast-wise fisheries are operated from April to November, 
or to January in sheltered districts; and though the larger vessels work all winter, 
several thousand men are available for a time each year for other employment. This 
they find about the small plots of land which the most of them own or occupy, in 
the lumber camps of New Brunswick, or in the collieries of Nova Scotia. A few 
from Lunenburg and other centres engage in the West Indian trade. Apart from 
restrictions of weather and close seasons, the prevailing method of paying the men 
on shares has a further tendency in years of low catches or prices to drive them into 
secondary occupations. 

In mew of the various disabilities attaching to the industry, an act of the 
provincial legislature of Nova Scotia was passed in 1905, which provided for the 
organization of fishermen’s unions or “‘stations”’ throughout the province, in affi- 
liation with a central body, to meet annually for the discussion of common problems 
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such as transportation facilities, the cordage supply, prices, methods of catching and 
curing fish, etc. Several successful conventions have been held. In New Bruns- 
wick similar legislation was enacted. After a few years’ existence, however, the 
unions ceased to operate, and fishing activities are again prosecuted independently 
by the various individuals and firms interested. 

2, INLAND FisHERIES.—The Great Lakes and tributary waters of the St. 
Lawrence are a second great division of the Canadian fisherves. Whitefish, trout, 
pickerel, and lake herring are the most important commercial fishes of Ontario, 
though pike, sturgeon and coarse fish yield a fair return. The Quebec inland 
fisheries are comparatively unimportant. The story of the Great Lakes fisheries 
is one of reckless early depletion and subsequent slow recovery by restocking. Single 
hauls of 90,000 whitefish were once common; in the Detrort river the fish used to 
be driven into pens where they were captured or died by the hundreds of thousands, 
and were used later as fertilizer. All this reaped its reward in barren waters and 
a demoralized market. The season on the Great Lakes lasts from six to eight 
months, and though fishing through the ice ts followed by many, a large number 
depend on miscellaneous employment between the seasons. Moving westward, lake 
Winnipeg, lake Winnipegosis, lake Manitoba and the smaller lakes to the north 
and east furnish most of the fish products of Manitoba. Whitefish and pickerel 
are the chief products, but pike, tullibee, goldeye and many other varieties abound. 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta commercial fishing 1s confined to the regions north 
of the Saskatchewan river, where whitefish in large quantities are taken. The 
problem of transportation is keenly felt; some of the greatest lakes of the continent 
—Reindeer, Athabaska, Great Slave, Great Bear—and hundreds of smaller bodies 
of water are still beyond reach from a marketing point of view. The lakes of the 
west, however, repeating the part which the St. Lawrence played in the days of the 
French regime, and the cod banks in the history of New England, have assisted 


greatly in the settlement of the country by providing a much needed food supply - 


for early arrivals. 

8. Paciric Fisuprins.—In British Columbia there 1s an interior fishing 
region which corresponds in the main to the pratrie section; in the early history 
of the province it 1s doubtful if the fur trade (which opened the door by way of the 
Rocky Mountains to later enterprise) could have established its footing but for 
these fisheries. The great wealth of British Columbia, however, in this respect—the 
source from which she produces approximately two-fifths of the fish products of 
Canada, and has built wp a trade which reaches to the ends of the earth—is in the 
estuarian salmon fisheries of the Fraser, the Skeena, the Naas, and other rivers 
of the Pacific slope. Every species of this king of food fishes known to the waters 
of the Pacific (which, however, is not the true salmon ) is to be found on the British 
Columbia coast—the sockeye, the spring, the cohoe, the pink and the chum salmon. 
Of these, the sockeye is by far the most important, owing to its abundance and to 
its prevailing deep red colour and excellent texture, which have created so keen a 
demand for it in the British market. On the Fraser river, which used to be the 
chief source of supply, but which has now yielded place to the Skeena and other 
northern waters, the yield varies to a considerable extent from year to year. The 
run begins late in July and is at its height in the opening weeks of August, though 
the northern rivers have a somewhat earlier season. The spring or quinnat salmon 
vs a much larger fish; it was the species first used in the United States for canning. 
The run begins early in the spring and continues until July. The cohoes are 
smaller, running like the sockeye in compact schools, during September and October 
on the Fraser and earlier on the northern streams. The chum salmon is salted for 
export to the Orient. The pink salmon again follows the sockeye. Many of the 
employees in this fishery are Chinese, Japanese and Indians, the Chinese prepond- 
erating in the canneries and the Indians and Japanese in the fishing operations. 

__ Until recent years the other coastal fisheries of British Columbia were only 
slightly developed. Halibut abounds off Vancouver island and between the Queen 
Charlotte islands and the mainland, and though the first endeavour to establish an 
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ondustry was unsuccessful, by 1903 British Columbia supplied 10,000,000 pounds 
of 25,000,000 taken on the whole Pacific coast north of California. The former 
figure has since trebled. Similarly, the herring industry remained undeveloped until 
recently. There rs also the whale fishery which has been organized in recent years 
with three stations, one on Vancouver island and two on the Queen Charlotte islands. 
(In 1926 only the stattons on Queen Charlotte islands were in operation.) The 
yearly catch of about 400 includes whales of many kinds—sulphur bottom, finback, 
and humpback with an occasional sperm whale. Whale hunting is carried on 
in fast boats with Svend Foyn harpoon guns—a method which was introduced 
from Norway. very scrap of the whale is used—oil, whalebone and guano are 
ats more wmportant products. Black cod, oulachon, smelts, pilchards, sturgeon, 
shad and bass are also abundant in British Columbia waters. 

A word might be added with regard to the Canadian fur-seal fisheries of the 
Pacific whose historic headquarters were the city of Victoria. The industry has 
disappeared, in part through the scarcity of the animals, and in part through the 
workings of the Pelagic sealing treaty of 1911. The harr-seal fleets of the north 
Atlantic make St. John’s, Newfoundland, their headquarters; a few Canadian 
vessels, however, clearing from Halifax, N.S., take fur seals off the Falkland islands. 

Game Fish.—The above is a purely industrial and commercial survey. 
Fishing for sport, however, has its economic side in a country of such famous game 
jish as the salmon of the Restigouche, the black bass of the Quebec and Ontario high- 
lands, and the trout of the Nipigon. A considerable public revenue is derived from 
the leasing of waters in sparsely settled districts to clubs and individuals for sporting 
purposes. Several hundreds of guides find employment here during the swmmer 
months. 

The Government: and the Fisheries.—At Confederation, the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian fisheries and marine was placed in the charge of a depart- 
ment of the Dominion government which then exercised complete jurisdiction over 
the fisheries, under the supervision of a Cabinet Minister, with a large staff of 
inspectors, overseers and guardians to enforce the fishery laws. The expenditure 
of the Dominion on the fisheries in the fiscal year 1927 was $1,552,845 and its revenue 
$225,879. In 1882, 1898, 1918 and 1920 decisions in the courts considerably 
altered the status of jurisdiction as between the Dominion and the provinces. T'o-day 
the Dominion controls the tidal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and British 
Columbia, the fisheries of the three Prairie provinces and the fisheries of the Mag- 
dalen Islands in Quebec Province. The non-tidal fisheries of the Maritime pro- 
vinces and Ontario and both the tidal and non-tidal fisheries of Quebec (excepting 
the Magdalen Islands ) are controlled by the respective provinces, but the right of 
fisheries legislation for all provinces rests with the Dominion government. 

Conservation.— River and lake fisheries certainly, and sea fisheries probably 
af left to themselves, conform to the economic law of diminishing returns. The 
Canadian government, accordingly, has had for a main object the prevention of 
depletion, the enforcement of close seasons, the forbidding of obstructions and 
_pollutions, and the regulation of nets, gear and of fishing operations generally. 
In addition, an extensive system of fish culture has been organized, the Dominion 
operating 32 hatcheries, 6 subsidiary hatcheries and 4 salmon retacning ponds 
in 1926 at a cost of $258,000, and distributing 721,000,000 eggs, fry and older 
fish, mostly British Columbia salmon and whitefish. The young fish are distri- 
buted gratis if the waters in which they are to be placed are suitable. 

Scientific Research.—Stations under the direction of the Biological Board 
of Canada for the conduct of biological research into the numerous complex 
problems furnished by the fisheries are established at St. Andrews, N.B., and 
Nanaimo, B.C. Toronto, McGill, Queens, Manitoba, British Columbia and the 
chief Maritime province universities send workers to both stations, chiefly professors 
and trained specialists. The life-histories of edible fishes, the bacteriology of fresh 
and cured fish, improved methods of handling and preparing fish, and numerous 
other practical problems have been taken up and scientific memoirs and reports 
issued. 
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Direct Assistance.—/or the rest, the action of the government has been in 
the way of rendering direct assistance in specific cases of difficulty. Experimental 
reduction plants were operated for some years to encourage the capture of dog-fish. 
For some time, also, an expert was engaged to conduct a series of demonstrations 
in the Scottish method of curing herring with a view to improving the Canadian 
cured product. Under authority of the Fish Inspection Act, systems of instruction 
in improved methods of fish-curing and barrel-making and of inspection of the 
cured product by specially appointed officials have been in operation for several 
years. A quarterly bulletin of the sea fisheries is issued for the benefit of the trade. 
Finally, a fleet of armed cruisers patrols the coastal and inland waters for the pre- 
vention of poaching and the enforcement of regulations. 

During the war it became desirable to increase as far as possible the consump- 
tion of fish, reserving the less perishable animal foods for export to our allies. The 
government therefore undertook to provide for the rapid transit of sea fish on tts 
railway lines to the markets of the inland provinces, and to stimulate by a publicity 
campaign the consumption of fish. Much was accomplished in this direction, 
and the present annual per capita consumption of fish in Canada is estimated at 
upwards of 22 pounds.* The government has done much to improve the fast freight 
service for fish products from the Atlantic coast to Montreal and Toronto. 


International Problems.—So rich a fishing area as the North Atlantic could 
not fail to attract other countries, and old customs became elevated into rights, some 
of which have lasted until the present. The French shore is a Newfoundland 
question, now a sentimental one entirely. Very different is the question of the rights 
of the United States, whose fishermen in the colonial period provided the chief food 
supply for New England and who were granted by the Treaty of Versailles, 1783, 
a specific liberty to a share of the Canadian inshore fisheries. Losing this by the 
war of 1812, the United States after 1818 surrendered all but their liberty to call 
at Canadian ports for shelter, wood or water or to make repairs, and to fish around 
the Magdalen islands and on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence from Point 
Joli eastward, and to dry and cure their fish in any of the wnsettled bays, harbours 
and creeks on this portion of the North shore. In the years 1854-1866, the Reci- 
»procity Treaty set at rest for the time questions of interpretations to be placed on 
certain parts of the Treaty of 1818. The former Treaty provided for the admission 
into either country, duty free, of the fish and fish products of the other, and United 
States fishermen were allowed to fish in Canadian Atlantic territorial waters and 
Canadian fishermen in certain United States territorial waters on that coast, with 
the exception in either instance of rivers and mouths of rivers, and for shell fish. 
In 1871, the Treaty of Washington revived the fishery provisions of the Reciprocity 
Treaty of 1854, and provided for the appointment of a commission to determine the 
amount of compensation to be parcd by the United States to Great Britain as the 
difference in the value of the concessions mutually granted. This commission sat 
in Halifax in 1877, and tts findings have since been known as the ‘Halifax Award.” 
The amount of the award was $5,500,000, of which $1,000,000 was apportioned to 
Newfoundland. In 1885, however, the United States terminated the fisheries 
articles of this Treaty, and a period of disagreement between the countries 
followed. A settlement was negotiated in 1888 when the plenipotentiaries appointed 
by the two nations agreed to what since has been known as the ‘‘Unratified Treaty 
of 1888,” under the terms of which United States fishing vessels would be granted, 
without fee, annual licenses authorizing them to purchase in Canadian ports pro- 
visions and outfits, to tranship their catches and to ship crews. Out of this treaty 
grew the so-called modus vivendi licenses. The treaty makers recognized that the 
treaty could not receive the sanction of the governments of the countries concerned 
before the commencement of the fishing season and, as a temporary arrangement 
to last not longer than two years, it was agreed that United States fishing vessels 
on the payment of a fee of $1.50 per registered ton, should receive annual licenses 
conveying the privileges covered by the treaty. The treaty was rejected by the United

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States Senate, but Canada continued to issue modus vivendi licenses up to 1918, 
when arrangements were made for reciprocal privileges in the ports of either country. 
This arrangement was discontinued in the United States when their special war 
legislation under which it was made, ceased to be effective on July 1st, 1921. The 
following year the modus vivendi licenses were revived in Canada; but the system 
was discontinued at the end of 1923, and United States fishing vessels are now limited 
_ to the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 

On the Great Lakes, also, the more important fishery problems, such as restocking 
and marketing, are necessarily international in character, and are complicated by 
the number of state governments interested. Much the same situation has developed 
in British Columbia, where the sockeye of the Fraser are taken by the canners of 
Puget Sound in quantities that largely exceed the catch of the Canadian canners 
and by trap nets and other methods forbidden in Canadian waters. In 1906 an 
enternational commission first discussed the question, while in 1922, prohibition 
of sockeye fishing in the Fraser for five years, with a view to conservation, was 
recommended by a Parliamentary commission. 

The Halibut Fishery on this side of the Pactfic 1s engaged in only from Canadian 
and United States ports, but owing to the fact that it is largely carried on beyond 
territorial waters neither country alone can control it. At the same time it is in the 
interests of both countries that the fishery should be permanently maintained im 
a flourishing condition. The question of finding an adequate method of dealing 
with the matter was therefore one of those that was referred to the Canadian-A mer- 
acan Fisheries Conference that was appointed in 1918 by the governments of the 
two countries to consider a settlement of out-standing fishery questions between 
Canada and the United States. In 1922 Canada proposed that the halibut question 
should be considered by itself. This was agreed to, and resulted in the Treaty of 
the 2nd of March, 1923, ‘‘For the Protection of The Pacific Halibut.” Under this 
Treaty a close season is provided for halibut fishing from the 16th of November in 
each year to the 15th of February following, both dates inclusive. 


Fishing Bounties.—An important though indirect aftermath of the Washing- 
ton Treaty remains. By an Act of 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) for the development of 
the sea fisheries and the encouragement of boat building, provision was made for the 
distribution annually among fishermen and the owners of fishing boats of $150,000 
in bounties, representing the interest on the amount of the Halifax award. An 
Act of 1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42) increased the amount to $160,000, the details of 
the expenditure being settled each year by Order in Council. 


The Modern Industry.—The existing fishing industry of Canada is the 
growth of the past half-century. In 1844, the estimated value of the catch was only 
$125,000. It doubled in the following decade, and by 1860 had well passed the 
million mark. Ten years later it was six millions, and this was again more than 
doubled in 1878. In the 90’s it passed twenty millions, and tn 1911, thirty-four 
millions. In 1926 it was fifty-six millions. The highest record was reached 
in 1918, with over sixty millions. It will be understood that these figures represent 
the total value of fish marketed, whether in a fresh, dried, canned or otherwise prepared 
state. Meanwhile the number of employees has mounted to 70,000, and the total 
capital invested to $50,000,000 in certain years, though the industry as a whole 
did not progress proportionately with the marked industrial expansion which set 
in after 1896 in Canada. 

Among individual fish products, the cod and the salmon long disputed the 
primacy ; if the record back to the beginning is taken the cod is the most valuable 
fishery; in the past twenty years, however, the salmon has definitely taken the lead 
and the heavy pack and high price of lobsters have more than once sent cod down to 
third place. This has, of course, affected the relative standing of the provinces 
accordingly, British Columbia now occupying the leadership that in earlier times 
ied to Nova Scotia. Halibut takes fourth place among the chief commercial 
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Trade.—For reasons already noted, the domestic consumption of fish ws 
relatively small in Canada, and the trade depends largely upon forergn markets. 
Perhaps 60 per cent of the annual capture is an average export, of which the United 
States takes approximately one-third and the United Kingdom one-fifth. In the 


fiscal year 1927, total exports amounted to $36,365,454, of which $15,545,569. 


went to the United States and $5,613,208 to the United Kingdom. The most 1mpor- 
tant single export is canned salmon (to the United Kingdom and European markets ) 
followed closely by cod, dry salted (to the West Indies, South America, etc.) For 
fresh fish, especially whitefish and lobsters, the United States rs the chief market. 
In brief, Canada’s export trade in fish, falls below that of the United Kingdom 
and Norway alone; including Newfoundland it exceeds both. Canadian imports 
of fish in 1927, amounted to $3,257,078. 


FISHERIES STATISTICS OF CANADA, 1926 


The total value of production of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1926 
was $56,360,633 compared with $47,942,131 for 1925 and $44,534,235 for 1924. 
These totals represent the value of the product as marketed, whether fresh, 
domestically prepared or factory made. The following table shows the quantity 
caught and the value marketed of the chief commercial fishes (those valued at 
$100,000 or upwards) for the past five years, with a statement in the final 
column of the increase or decrease for 1926 compared with 1925.

Review of the Fisheries of 1926 


The production of fish and fish products during the year under review 
was considerably greater than during 1925, while the marketed value has only 
been exceeded twice in the history of the industry, and then during the war 
years when prices were much higher than at present. 

The province of Nova Scotia shows an increase in value of over two and 
a quarter million dollars. The fisheries of this province expanded remarkably 
during the year, due to increased demands, both in Canada and abroad, especially 
in the fresh fish industry. During the summer months there was an increase 
in the catch of over 50,000,000 lb. Fifteen new vessels were built for the industry 
during the year. 

There were increases in the catches of haddock, pollock, herring, sardines, 
alewives, smelts and tom cod in the province of New Brunswick, which account 
for the increase in total value. 

The province of Prince Edward Island recorded a decrease in the value 
of the fisheries. This was due to lower catches of cod, smelts and lobsters, 
three of the chief fisheries of the province. 

In the province of Quebec the quantity and value of production were about 
the same as in the previous year. Smaller catches of cod and mackerel were 
offset by slightly higher catches of herring, salmon and lobsters. 

The province of Ontario shows a drop in total value with decreases in the 
production of whitefish, pickerel and pike. 

There was a splendid increase in production in the province of Manitoba, 
practically all kinds of fish being taken in larger quantities. Saskatchewan 
reports a slight decrease while in Alberta the production and value were higher. 

In British Columbia, there was an increase in the production of salmon 
which mainly accounts for an increase of nearly five million dollars in the value 
of the fisheries of that province. 
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ATLANTIC COAST 


Cod, Haddock, Hake and Pollock.—The catch of these kinds was 3,425,544 
cwt. This is an increase over the catch of 1925 of 553,213 ewt. Each kind shows 
an increase in the province of Nova Scotia, with cod showing an increase of 
over 450,000 cwt. The catches of haddock and pollock were greater in New 
Brunswick, while there were decreases recorded in the two other varieties. 
Prince Edward Island and Quebec showed decreases in the catches of both cod 
and hake. Of the total catch there were 439,281 cwt. used fresh (including 
fresh fillets). This is an increase of 127,923 cwt. over the quantity sold fresh 
in the previous year. There were 151,357 cwt. of smoked (including smoked 
fillets) prepared, as compared with 103,116 cwt. in 1925. 

The Lunenburg banking fleet landed 372,000 cwt. of cod. The fleet 
during 1926 comprised 92 vessels, an increase of 12 over the preceding year. 
The prices received for their catches were considerably less than for the 
catches of 1925. 

Eleven steam trawlers operated out of Nova Scotia ports during the 
year. 

Mackerel, Herring and Sardines——There were 1,531,399 cwt. of these fish 
landed compared with 1,428,155 cwt. during 1925, or an increase of 103,244 
cwt. 

The catch of herring in Nova Scotia was 58,000 ewt. greater than the year 
before. The catch was about the same in Prince Edward Island, while in 
New Brunswick and Quebec there were increases of 50,000 cwt. and 39,000 


ewt. respectively. The quantity of smoked herring produced was 133,163 


cwt., which is an increase of 43,219 cwt. 

The catch of mackerel was only 115,487 cwt. compared with 187,661 cwt. 
in 1925. Owing to the condition of the American market, which was practically 
elutted with these fish, the demand for mackerel was small and, therefore, the 
fishery was prosecuted only in an indifferent manner. 

There were 173,166 bbls. of sardines taken compared with 158,533 bbls. 
during the preceding year. These fish were very plentiful and would have been 
taken in much larger numbers if the demand, which comes mainly from the 
canneries of the United States, had been greater. The pack of these fish locally 
was the largest in the history of the industry. 


Other Sea Fish_—The catch of halibut was 24,823 cwt. which is an increase 
of 3,000 cwt. over the previous year. There were 12,935 cwt. of swordfish taken, 
which is nearly three times the quantity taken in 1925. The catch of tom cod 
was 20,239 cwt. and of flounders 15,798 cwt., both an increase over the previous 
year. 


Shellfish.—There were 339,583 cwt. of lobsters taken, which is a decrease 
of 1,255 cwt. 
eee quantity of oysters taken was 19,898 bbls., compared with 19,960 bbls. 
in 
The quantity of clams and quahaugs dug was 41,417 bbls., which is 
an increase of 12,958 bbls. Scallops also show an increase, there being 23,200 
bbls. taken compared with 17,718 bbls. 


River Spawning Fish.—There were 52,795 cwt. of salmon taken which is 
a slight drop from the previous year. 
The catch of smelts was 90,481 cwt. compared with 75,457 cwt. in 1925. 
Of the total catch for 1926 New Brunswick contributed 59,400 cwt., which 
was an increase for that province of nearly 13,000 cwt. 
_ The catch of alewives again shows a big increase, 71,479 cwt. being landed, 
while in 1925 the catch was 56,781 cwt. The quantity landed in Nova Scotia 


was less, while in New Brunswick there was a large increase. About half of 
the catch was salted. 
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INLAND FISHERIES 


The catch of whitefish was 190,644 cwt., an increase of 3,964 cwt. This 
is the largest catch of whitefish recorded since the year 1919. Manitoba shows 
an increase of 16,000 cwt., which is accounted for largely in Lake Winnipeg 
where the whitefish were more plentiful than for some years. There were 
126,086 cwt. of pickerel, 30,385 cwt. of blue pickerel and 72,520 cwt. of pike 
taken, compared with 86,877 cwt., 34,453 cwt. and 54,217 cwt. respectively 
during 1925. Ontario showed a decrease in the catch of all three kinds. Mani- 
toba’s catches of pickerel and pike were nearly double the quantities taken during 
1925. The catches of pickerel and pike in Saskatchewan were slightly greater, 
while in Alberta they were considerably greater. 

From the Great Lakes in Ontario there were taken 44,122 cwt. of fresh 
water herring or ciscoe. This is a decrease of 1,483 cwt. from the catch of 1925. 

The provinces of Manitoba and Alberta showed substantial increases in 
production, while the catches in Saskatchewan and Ontario showed decreases. 


PACIFIC COAST 


The marketed value of the fisheries shows a large increase over that of the 
previous year, this increase amounting to nearly five million dollars. The 
increase was chiefly due to the larger pack of salmon with an increase in value 
of nearly four million dollars. The halibut and pilchard fishery were responsible 
for the remainder of the increase, although the catch of halibut was slightly less 
than in the previous season. 

Salmon.—There were 2,125,555 cwt. landed compared with 1,873,376 cwt. 
in 1925 or an increase of 252,179 ewt. The pack totalled 2,065,185 cases com- 
pared with 1,720,622 cases in 1925. The total marketed value of the salmon 
catch was $18,776,762 compared with $14,973,885. The latter value was about 
two million dollars greater than the value in 1924. 

The pack this year was a record one and was due to the increased demand 
for the fall varieties, viz., pinks and chums. The number of cases of sockeye 
was 336,995 which is an average pack. The pack of these fish on the 
Fraser River was larger than usual owing to a late run occurring during the 
last of September and the first of October. The pack of cohoes was fair while 
that of pinks was a record one of 772,992 cases. Likewise the pack of chums, 
701,971 cases, was a record. 

Halibut.—There were 315,095 cwt. of halibut landed, a decrease of 3,145 
ewt. from the catch of 1925. The drop was chiefly in the landings made by Ameri- 
can vessels. 

Herring.—The catch was 1,301,269 cwt. which is a decrease of over 
100,000 cwt. from the catch of the previous year. The quantity dry-salted 
was 938,647 cwt., this being the second largest quantity so prepared shown 
for any one year but still 144,000 cwt. less than the record. 

Pilchards.—The catch of these fish was more than treble that of 1925, 
there being 969,958 cwt. landed. The great bulk was used in the manufacture 
of meal and oil. There were 7,948 tons of meal produced and 1,898,721 gallons 
of oil. The greater part of the oil is shipped to the United States and Great 
Britain, and the meal is sent chiefly to Japan. 

Whales and Seals——Two whaling stations were in operation during the 
year, both on the Queen Charlotte Islands. The number of whales taken was 
269. 

The number of fur seals taken by Indians under the Pelagic Sealing Treaty 

was 2,824. ,

Agencies of Production: Capital Equipment, Employees, Etc. 


(1) Primary Operations— 

Capital.—The total amount of capital represented by the vessels, boats, 
nets, traps, piers and wharves, etc., engaged in the primary operations of catching 
and landing the fish in 1926 was $29,038,613, compared with $25,732,645 in 
1925 and $23,552,565 in 1924. The total for 1926 was divided between the 
sea and inland fisheries as follows: sea fisheries, $24,022,374; inland fisheries, 
$5,016,239. (Table 3). 


Employees.—The number of men employed in the primary operations in 
1926 was 61,371, comprising 48,768 men employed in the sea fisheries and 
12,603 in the inland fisheries. The total number of men employed in 1925 was 
58,273 and in 1924, 53,914. (Table 4). 


(2) Fish Canning and Curing Establishments— 


Capital.—The capital investment of establishments engaged in the canning 
and curing of fish, the manufacture of fish oil and meal, etc., in 1926 was $28,- 
868,071, compared with $21,139,985 in 1925 and $20,304,785 in 1924. These 
totals comprise the values of land, buildings and machinery, products and supplies 
on hand; and cash and operating accounts. (Table 5). . 


Employees.—The total number of persons employed in the establishments 
was 17,408, compared with 16,272 in 1925 and 15,536 in 1924. The total for 
_ 1926 comprises 10,762 male and 6,646 female employees. (Table 6).

Details of Fish Canning and Curing Establishments 


Number of Establishments—The number of fish canning and curing estab- 
lishments in operation during the year was 831, a decrease of 15 compared with 
the preceding year. Lobster canneries and fish curing establishments show 
decreases of 23 and 12 respectively, while the number of salmon canneries 
increased by 10, clam canneries by 4, and reduction plants by 7. Although the 
number of establishments was less than in the preceding year, the amount of 
capital invested in the industry, the number of persons employed, and the quan- 
tity and value of output, were all greater than in 1925. The fish canning and 
curing industry is confined to the sea fisheries of the Maritime provinces, Quebec 
and British Columbia. Table 16, page 40 shows the number of establishments 
by provinces. 

Employees and Wages.—This branch of the fisheries industry gave employ- 
ment in 1926 to 17,408 persons, classified as follows: 546 salaried employees; 
11,579 wage-earners; and 5,283 contract and piece-workers. ‘The persons 
classified as contract workers are employed in the salmon canneries of British 
Columbia, where a large part of the work is done under contract, the contractor 
engaging and paying his own workers and being himself paid by the cannery 
operator according to the quantity of fish packed. More than half of the workers 
in the British Columbia salmon canneries are employed under this arrangement. 
The total amount paid to all employees was $5,622,837, an increase over the 
preceding year of $651,670. Of the total for 1926 the salaried employees received | 
$733,760; the wage-earners, $3,807,533; and the contract and piece-workers, 
$1,081,544. The following table gives statistics for 1926 and the two preceding 
years.

W age-earners by Months.—May with 10,163 and June with 10,857 employees 
were the months of highest employment in the industry as a whole, while January 
with 1,553 employees and February with 1,441 were the months of lowest employ- 
ment. In lobster canneries, May and June were the months during which — 
the largest number of persons were employed, while in salmon canneries the 
largest numbers were recorded for July and August. In clam and sardine 
canneries, fish-curing establishments and reduction plants, employment showed — 
little variation during the months of May to October. The following table 
gives numbers of wage-earners by months for the years 1924 to 1926.

Fuel Used.—The principal item under this head is coal, of which the quan- 
tity used was 33,806 tons, valued at $282,032. Gasoline, petroleum distillate 
and fuel oil were used to the total value of $106,894, and wood to the value 
$65,687. The total value of all fuel used was $456,229, compared with $412,038 
in the preceding year. 

Power Equipment.—The power equipments of the establishments consisted 
of 254 steam engines and turbines with a rated capacity of 4,876 h.p.; 629 
gasoline and oil engines of 3,708 h.p.; 137 electric motors of 1,381 h.p.; and 
70 hydraulic turbines of 1,062 h.p. Of the total number of electric motors, 
82 were operated by purchased power and 55 by power generated by primary 
power. In the Maritime provinces and Quebec, gasoline engines are most 
largely used, and in British Columbia steam engines and turbines occupy first 
place. The number of boilers in use was 355, with a rated capacity of 17,280 
h.p. 

Materials Used.—The total cost value of the fish used in the preparation 
of the various products and the fish purchased for resale fresh, was $16,692,352, 
an increase of $2,738,416 over the value shown for the preceding year. The 
containers used had a value of $4,652,025; the salt, $356,267; and the miscel- 
laneous materials, $333,485, making a total value for all materials used of 
$22,034,129, compared with $18,680,686 in 1925. The total quantity of fish 
purchased by the establishments was 6,451,285 cwt., or 62 per cent of the total 
catch of sea fish. The following table gives values of materials used in 1926 
and each of the two preceding years.

Value of Production.—The fish canned, cured or otherwise prepared had 
a total value of $28,841,944, and the fish sold for consumption fresh a value 
of $7,348,820. The total value of output was $36,190,764, an increase over the 
preceding year of $5,809,772 or 19 per cent. The value of the manufactured 
fish product showed an increase of $4,950,135 or 21 p.c., and the value of the fish 
sold for consumption fresh an increase of $859,637 or 13 p.c. The relation 
which the value of production of each classification of the industry bears to 
the total value of production of all establishments is as follows: salmon can- 
nerles, 48 p.c.; fish curing establishments, 29 p.c.; lobster canneries, 13 p.c.; 
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sardine and other fish canneries, 5 p.c.; reduction plants, 4 p.c.; and clam can- 
neries, | p.c. The value of production for each of the several kinds of establish- 
ments is shown for 1926 and the two preceding years in the following table.

Other Data.—Tables have been prepared which group the returns of estab- 
lishments according to form’of organization, time in operation, number of 
employees, and value of product. (1) The first classification shows that 415 
establishments were operated by individuals, 149 by partnerships, 252 by joint 
stock companies, and 15 by co-operative associations. The lobster canneries 
are operated chiefly under individual ownership and the salmon canneries by 
joint stock companies. (2) The arrangement of the returns according to time 
in operation gives 289 plants as operating less than 60 days during the year; 
285 as operating for periods of 60 to 119 days; 129 plants as operating from 120 
to 179 days; 70 plants from 180 to 239 days; and 58 plants as in operation for 
240 days or over. Comprised in the group of those operating for periods of 
240 days or over are 39 fish-curing establishments, 9 lobster canneries, 5 reduction 
plants, 4 salmon canneries, 2 clam canneries and 1 other fish cannery. In a 
number of the canneries fish-curing operations are carried on previous to and 
after the close of the canning season; returns for the year 1926 for 12 salmon 
canneries and 11 lobster canneries show a production of cured fish in addition 
to the canned product. (3) Of the total number of establishments in operation 
during the year, 609 reported staffs of 5 employees or over, while 179 plants 
reported less than 5 employees. ‘The establishments having no employees 
numbered 48, the work in these plants being performed by the operators them- 
selves. The returns show that 97 p.c. of the salmon canneries, 79 p.c. of the 
lobster canneries and 55 p.c. of the fish-curing establishments employed 5 persons 
and over during the season. (4) The classification according to value of pro- 
duction arranges the returns in 5 groups. The first group shows 316 establish- 
ments with a production for the year valued at under $5,000; the second group, 
140 establishments with product valued at $5,000 to under $10,000; the third 
group, 144 establishments with $10,000 to under $20,000; the fourth group, 
86 establishments with $20,000 to under $50,000; and the last group, 135 estab- — 
lishments with $50,000 and over. Comprised in the last group are 73 salmon 
canneries; 37 fish curing establishments; 14 lobster canneries; 9 reduction © 
plants; 6 clam canneries; and 2 sardine or other fish canneries. Ninety-two per — 
cent of the salmon canneries had a production valued at $50,000 or over.

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Fishing Bounty 


Under the authority of “An Act to encourage the development of the 
Sea Fisheries and the building of Fishing Vessels’’, the sum of $160,000 is appre- 
priated annually by the Governor in Council. It is distributed under the name 
of Fishing Bounty, by the Department of Marine and Fisheries amongst fisher- 
men, and fishing vessel and boat owners on the Atlantic coast under regulations 
made from time to time by the Governor in Council. 


For the year 1926, payment was made on the following basis:— 


To owners of vessels entitled to receive bounty—$1 per registered ton: 
payment to the owner of any one vessel not to exceed $80. 

To vessel fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$7.50 each. 

To owners of boats measuring not less than 13 feet keel—$1 per boat. 

To boat fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$5.60 each. 


There were 11,036 bounty claims paid. In the preceding year there were 
9,979 bounty claims paid. 


The total amount paid in 1926 was $159,768.10 allocated as follows:—

To 10,454 boats ‘and their crews... #....).... $: 113,427.50 


Imports and Exports 


The value of fish and fish products imported into Canada for consumption 
during the fiscal year ended March 31, 1927, was $3,257,078, an increase over 
the preceding year of $666,563. The total value of fish and fish products exported 
was $36,365,454, a decrease of $1,122,063 from the value of exports for the fiscal 
year 1926. 


Historical Review 


The five tables following will afford a review of the fishing industry of 
Canada for the past several years. In the case of production, returns are given 
by provinces year by year back to 1870. In the case of the number and value 
of vessels, boats, etc., the review extends to 1880, and in the case of the number 
of employees to 1895.

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PREFACE 


Ce rapport est publié en vertu d’une entente établissant la coopération en 
matiére de statistique, intervenue entre le Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique et 
les différents services gouvernementaux ayant juridiction sur les pécheries cana- 
diennes. Ces services comprennent: la Direction des pécheries du ministére 
de la Marine et des Pécheries, qui exerce sa juridiction sur les pécheries des 
provinces maritimes, des provinces des prairies et de la Colombie Britannique; 
et les Divisions des Pécheries des provinces d’Ontario et de Québec, qui régissent 
les pécheries de leurs provinces respectives, sauf les pécheries des Iles de la 
Madeleine, dans Québec, lesquelles sont sous la juridiction de la Direction des 
pécheries du Dominion. La Colombie Britannique posséde une Division des 
Pécheries, mais cet organisme ne s’occupe pas de statistique pour son propre 
compte. 

En vertu de l’arrangement dont il est parlé plus haut, les statistiques du 
poisson péché et des produits offerts en vente 4 l’état frais ou aprés une prépa- 
ration sommaire, sont recueillies par les fonctionnaires locaux des services des 
pécheries, vérifiées et condensées au ministére de la Marine et des Pécheries, 
puis compilées au Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique. En ce qui concerne le 
poisson industriellement préparé et ses sous-produits, des formules similaires 
& celles en usage dans le recensement des autres branches de production sont 
envoyées directement par le Bureau aux poissonneries, établissements de salaison, 
de conserve de poisson, etc., les fonctionnaires des services des pécheries s’assu- 
rant que ces formules sont consiencieusement remplies et promptement retournées 
Les fonctionnaires des gouvernements provinciaux voudront bien accepter nos 
-remerciements pour le concours qu’il nous ont prété.

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LES PECHERIES DU CANADA 


Le début des pécheries.—La péche est l'une des plus anctennes industries 
du Canada. Les Normands, les Bretons et les Basques péchaient la morue a 
Terre-Neuve dés avant la découverte de ’ Amérique. Lorsqu’en 1498 le continent 
nord-américain s’offrit a la vue de Cabot, ce navigateur lui donna le nom de 
«Bacalaos», nom basque de la morue que ces rudes pécheurs poursuiwarent déjd. 
Cap-Breton, Vun des plus anciens noms géographiques de l Amérique, est un autre 
souvenir des premiers pécheurs Frangais, que les Espagnols et les Portugats ne 
tardérent pas ad suivre. Fernandez de Navarete nous apprend que des pécheurs 
de ces trois nationalités fréquentaient le «Grand Banc» en 1502. La péche se 
pratiquait au moyen de lignes & main, les pécheurs se tenant dans des barils fixés a 
Vextérieur du passavant, pour éviter le contact des lignes avec les flancs du navire; 
les bdteaux de péche se livratent a leurs opérations tant que durait le beau temps, 
puis s’en retournaient en France avec leurs prises de 30,000 a@ 50,000 morues. 
Les voyages entrepris le long du littoral démontrérnt brentét que la morue étatt 
aussi abondante en vue du rivage que sur les bancs lointains; les équipages s’accou- 
tumérent alors d jeter Vancre dans une bate, a construire une hutte sur la gréve et 
a faire dans leurs petites chaloupes des excursions quotidiennes, dont le produit 
était salé et séché a terre, puis expédié en France a la fin de la saison. Lorsqw tl 
remonta le Saint-Laurent, en 1584, Jacques Cartier trouva partout les traces du 
passage de ces «capttaines courageux) et de leurs rwalités, lesquelles s’exercarent | 
ausst bien dans des rencontres armées que dans la capture du poisson qui les avait 
attirés st loin de chez eux. Chauvin fonda un établissement de cette sorte a 
Tadoussac, en 1599. Bient6t aprés les pécheurs s’habituérent a passer Vhiver en 
Amérique et a y construire de véritables villages. La premiére concession de péche 
fut octroyée par le rot de France a de Monts, en 1603. On peut donc considérer 
la péche comme la premiere industrie a laquelle se sovent livrés systématiquement 
les Européens au Canada; depuis ces temps lointains elle n’a jamais cessé de 
donner sa récolte annuelle, tant a l Europe qu’a lV Amérique. 

Le tratté d’ Utrecht de 1713 attribua Terre-Newe a la Grande-Bretagne, 
dépossédant la France de son droit de pécher et de fatre sécher le poisson sur 
certaines sections du littoral de cette tle, mais la France conserva les pécheries de — 
Cap-Breton et celles du golfe. La guerre de Sept ans (1756-63) interrompit les 
opérations de péche sur une vaste échelle. Lorsqu’elle se termina, la famille Robin, 
de Jersey, vint au Canada, et au moyen d’acquisitions graduelles, s’empara de 
toutes les anciennes stations de péche francaises. Jusqu’a Varrwée des Loyalistes, 
les pécheurs s’étaient occupés exclusivement de la morue. Seules les pécherves 
cétiéres étaient explottées durant cette phase, y compris celles du littoral du Labrador; 
ce ne fut qu’en 1873 qu'un navire de péche en haute mer sortit du port de Lunenburg, — 
qui est maintenant le centre principal de la grande péche. 


Lieux de péche du Canada.—Les pécheries canadiennes sont probable- 
ment les plus vastes de Vunivers. Sur l Atlantique, depuis Grand Manan jusqu’ au 
Labrador, le rivage mesure plus de 5,000 milles, ad Vexclusion des anses et échan- 
crures quit le dentellent. La baie de Fundy, avec 8,000 milles carrés, Vestuatre du 
Saint-Laurent, dix fois plus grand, et d'autres eaux océaniques représentent ensemble 
environ 200,000 milles carrés, c’est-d-dire plus des quatre cinquiémes des pécherves 
du nord de V Atlantique. De plus, Von compte sur les bords de l Atlantique 15,000 
milles carrés deaux territoriales, sous le contréle absolu de la Puissance. Mais 
ces vastes étendues ne représentent qu’une partie des eaux canadiennes. La bate 
d’ Hudson, dont les cétes s’étendent sur une longueur de 6,000 milles, est plus grande 
que la Méditerranée; sur le Pacifique, le littoral canadien mesure 7,180 muilles; 
ses bates et fiords innombrables offrent aux pécheurs une multitude dabris tré 
stirs. Enfin, disséminés sur tout le territoire, s’égrénent une série de lacs qui, 
tous ensemble, contiennent plus de la moitié des eaux douces du globe, la part du 
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Canada dans les grands lacs seulement couvrant plus de 34,000 milles carrés, aux- 
quels viennent s’ajouter le lac Winnipeg (9,457 milles carrés), le lac Manitoba et 
de nombreux autres non moins vastes. 

Mais la qualité des produits des péchertes canadiennes est encore plus remar- 
quable. Chacun sait que Vexcellence de la chair du porsson est en proportion directe 
de la pureté et de la fratcheur des eaux qwil habite. Considérés sous cet angle, la 
morue, Véglefin, le hareng, le maquereau, Vablette (potsson blanc) et le sawmon du 
Canada n’ont pas de rivaux dans Vunivers. I est done évident que les plus magni- 
Siques pécheries de Vhémisphére occidental, sinon du globe, appartiennent au Canada. 

Le bref exposé qui précéde démontre qu'il est impossible d’envisager les péche- 
res canadiennes sous un unique aspect; embrassant tout un continent, elles offrent 
nécessairement une grande diversité. Laissant de cété les ummenses étendues de la 
bate @ Hudson et de la région Arctique qui s’étend depuis v Ungava jusqwa UV Alaska, 
lesquelles, outre la baleine, donnent asile d de nombreux autres potssons comestibles, 

on peut diviesr ainsi qu’tl suit les pécheries canadiennes: 


1. P&CHERIES DE L’ATLANTIQUE.—Elles sont les premieres en date, et 
jusqu’en 1918 elles furent les plus importantes par la valeur de leurs produtts. 
On y prend la morue, le flétan, Véglefin, le merlan, le hareng, le maquereau, le 
homard, Vhuttre et le phoque. L’estuatre et les eaux intérieures des provinces 
maritimes et de Québec sont quelquefots considérés distinctement; mais en les réu- 
nissant, la liste ci-dessus s’accrottratt du saumon, de Valose, du gasparot, de V’ éper- 
lan, du bar, du tacaud, de la truite et du maskinongé. Les opérations de péche 
sont communément considérées sous deux aspects distincts, la péche hauturdére 
ou de haute mer et la péche cétiére. Cette derniére se pratique au moyen de petites 
embarcations, le plus souvent automobiles, montées par deux ou trois hommes; 
on y emplote aussi de petits navires, dont l’équipage se compose de quatre a& sept 
hommes. Les engins de péche le plus fréquemment employés sont les rets a mazlles, 
les lignes d main et les chaluts; d’autre part, on dispose le long du rivage, des filets, 

des seines et des nasses. La péche a Véglefin est aussi importante que celle de la 
morue; pendant le printemps et l’été ce poisson est ouvert et salé mars la meilleure 
saison est d Vautomne, le poisson étant alors vendu frais ow bien fumé, sous le 
nom de «finnan haddie». La péche en haute mer se pratique au moyen de navires 
de 40 @ 100 tonnes, portant de douze vingt hommes, qui péchent dans des doris 
au moyen de lignes de fond. Les flotilles fréquentent tour a tour les différents banes 
de péche, tel que le Grand Bane, le Banc Intermédiaire et le Banquereau. Ces 
navires, construtts sur place, restent quelquefois plusieurs mois en mer; les nau- 
rages sont rares, tant est grande Vhabileté de leurs équipages. A leur retour, le 
‘poisson, qui a été vidé et salé a bord, est débarqué, lavé et séché. Les Antilles sont 
le principal débouché de ce produtt; aucune autre morue ne pourrait supporter le 
climat tropical aussi bien que celle préparée par les pécheurs de la Nowvelle-Ecosse, 
De grands chalutiers d vapeur, tels que ceux en usage dans la mer du N ord, ont 
été introduits depuis plusieurs années dans les pécheries canadiennes du littoral 
de PAtlantique; on compte actuellement onze de ces navires appartenant aux ports 
de la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Ils se horent a la péche presque toute Vannée; leurs prises 
approvisionnent le commerce du poisson fravs. 
| La péche au homard est également une industrie caractéristique. En 1870, 
U n’existait que trois homarderies sur le littoral de lV Atlantique; en 1926 on 
en comptait 455, occupant environ 6,500 personnes; 30,000,000 de homards, 
constituent une prise normale. L’un des constants problemes de cette industrie, 
Cest dassurer Vexécution des dispositions prohibant la capture des jeunes homards 
et des adultes au moment du frat; on crott toutefots avoir mis un frein au déclin 
de la production. [’huttre, qui pullulait autrefois tout le long du rivage, est main- 
tenant moins abondante. La mise en botte des «sardines», qui sont de jeunes 
harengs, occupe au Nouwveau-Brunswick un rang égal a V’industrie du homard. 

Les pécheurs des provinces maritimes constituent une population industrielle 
specialisée. La péche cétiére s’y pratique d’avril d novembre, et méme en janvier, 
dans les districts abrités et, quoique les plus grands navires travaillent pendant 
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tout Vhiver, plusieurs milliers @hommes sont disponibles, a certaines moments de 
Vannée, pour d'autres travaux. Les uns cultivent des petites parcelles de terre 
entourant leurs matisons, les autres travatllent dans les chantiers de bors du Nouveau- 
Brunswick ou bien dans les charbonnages de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Quelques pécheurs 
de Lunenburg et dailleurs font du négoce avec les Antilles. Outre Vovsiveté forcée 
résultant soit du mauvais temps, soit de la fermeture de la péche, la méthode con- 
sistant a rémunérer les pécheurs au moyen dune part de la prise tend a les pousser 
vers des occupations secondaires, surtout dans les mauvarses années. 

En vue de remédier aux défectuosités de cette méthode, une lor de la légrslature 
provinciale de la Nowvelle-Ecosse, passée en 1905, permit aux pécheurs de se 
syndiquer et organisa dans la province des «stations» affiliées d un organisme 
central; les pécheurs syndiqués devatent se réunir annuellement, pour la discussion 
des problémes communs, tels que les facilités de transport, Vapprovisionnement 
des cordages, les prix, les méthodes de prise et de préparation du poisson, etc. Plu- 
sieurs congrés successifs eurent lieu. Le Nouveau-Brunswick adopia une légis- 
lation similaire. Mats ce mouvement fut éphémeére. Aprés quelques années 
dexistence, on vit les syndicats se dissoudre. Actuellement, chacun péche pour — 
son propre compte, sans se soucier des autres patrons ou compagnies. 


2. PHhCHERIES INTERIEURES.—Les grands lacs et les eaux tributarres du 
St-Laurent constituent une seconde grande division des péchertes canadiennes. 
L’ablette ou poisson blanc, la truite, la sandre, et le hareng des lacs sont les poissons 
les plus importants, commercialement parlant, d’Ontario, quoique le brochet, Ves- 
turgeon et quelques autres poissons ne sotent pas a dédaigner. Les pécheries inté-. 
rieures de Québec n’ont pas une trés grande wmportance. L’histoire de la péche 
dans les grands lacs peut se résumer en deux mots; une destruction en masse, suwre 
d’une lente résurrection, aidée par la pisciculture. Un seul bateau de péche pou- 
vait autrefois prendre 90,000 ablettes dans sa journée; dans la rwiére Détrort, 
on avait Vhabitude de refouler le poisson dans des viviers ou on le prenart ou bren 
ou il périssait par centaines de milliers, étant alors utilisé comme engrais. Mars 
ce systéme eut tot fait de dépewpler les eaux et de démoraliser ce commerce. Dans 
les grands lacs, la saison de péche dure de six ad hurt mors; quelques pécheurs con- 
tinuent leurs opérations durant Vhiver en creusant des trous dans la glace, mais 
le plus grand nombre cherche une autre occupation dans lV’interméde des sarsons. 
En se dirigeant plus a Vouest, le lac Winnipeg, le lac Winnipegosis, le lac Mana- 
toba et des lacs plus petits au nord et a Vest de celui-ci, fournissent la plupart des 
poissons du Manitoba. L’abletie et la sandre sont les principaux d’entre eux, 
mats le brochet, le tullipt, Veil d’or et nombre dautres varrétés s’y trouvent a pro- 
fusion. Dans la Saskatchewan et dans l Alberta, la péche pour le commerce est con- 
finée aux régions situées au nord de la riviere Saskatchewan ou Von prend de gran- 
des quantités d’ablettes. Le probleme des transports devient particuliérement argu; 
quelques-uns des plus grands lacs du continent, les lacs Reindeer, Athabaska, 
Grand Esclave, Grand Ours et des centaines de lacs plus petits n’ont aucune 
communication avec les marchés de consommation. Toutefois, les lacs de Vouest 
ont joué le méme réle que le Saint-Laurent dans les temps du régime francais et 
que les bancs de morue dans Uhistotre de la Nouwvelle-Angleterre, en facilitant la 
colonisation du pays, puisqu tls offrent un aliment certain aux colons nowvellement 
arrivés. | 

8. PicHmRigns pu PaciriquE.—La Colombie Britannique posséde des péche 
ries d’eau douce presque similatres da celles de la région des prairies; il est douteu 
que le commerce des fourrures (qui devatt étre Vagent de liaison entre cette province 
et le reste du Canada, a travers les Montagnes Rocheuses) att pu s’établir au com 
mencement de Vhistotre de cette province st ces pécheries n’avaient pas existé. Le 
peécheries de la Colombie Britannique sont d’une grande richesse; elles représen 
tent environ les deux cinquiémes de Vindustrie poissonniére du Canada et ses pr 
dutts se consomment jusqu’aux extrémités de la terre; ils sont essentiellement cons- 
titués par le saumon, péché d Vembouchure du fleuve Fraser, de la Skeena, de le 
Naas et d’autres riviéres descendant du versant occidental des montagnes. Chacun 
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des vartétés de ce rot des poissons comestibles (qui, toutefois, n’est pas le vrat 
saumon) fréquentant les eaux du Pacifique, se trouve sur le littoral de la Colombie 
Britannique, c’est-d-dire le sockeye ou dos bleu, le sawmon de printemps, le saumon 
argenté, le saumon rose et le sawmon bécard. Entre tous ceux-ct, le dos bleu est 
de beaucoup le plus umportant, tant en raison de son abondance que de Vexcellence 
de sa chair, dont la belle couleur rougedtre est tant appréctée des consommateurs 


de la riviére Skeena et de ses tributaires septentrionaux; la prise varie constdéra- 
blement d’année en année. La remontée du saumon commence vers la fin de juillet 
et atteint son apogée dans les premiéres semaines d’aott; néanmoins, les régvons 
septentrionales ont une saison quelque peu hdtive. Le saumon de printemps ou 
quinnat est un trés gros porsson; ce fut la premiére espeéce qui fut mise en botste 
aux Htats-Unis; la migration de ce porsson s’opére au commencement dy printemps 
et se continue jusqu’en juillet. Le saumon argentée est plus petit; comme le dos 
bleu, il voyage par bandes ennombrables, pendant septembre et octobre, dans le 
flewve Fraser et un peu plus tot dans les cours d’eau plus au nord. Le saumon 
bécard est salé pour Vexportation en Orient. Le saumon rose, lut aussi, suit le 
dos bleu. Le plus grand nombre des personnes qu’occupe cette péche sont des 
Chinois, des Japonats et des Indiens, Vélément Chinois étant prépondérant dans 
les usines, tandis que les Indiens et les Japonats se consacrent plut6t aux opéra- 
tions de péche. Jusqu’d ces dernicres années, les autres pécheries cétiéres de la 
Colombie Britannique étaient négligées. Le flétan abonde & hauteur de Vile Van- 
couver et entre les tiles de la Reine Charlotte et le continent; quoique la premiere 
tentative d’exploitation industrielle de ce porsson att avorté, dés 1903 la Colombie 
Britannique contribuait pour 1 0,000,000 de livres 4 la production de 25,000,000 
de livres péchées sur le littoral du Pacifique, au nord de la Californie, chiffre qui a 
triplé deputs lors. Semblablement, la péche au hareng ne s’est développée que tout 
récemment. Signalons aussi la péche a la baleine, industrie récemment umplantée 
& possédant trois stations, dont une dans Vile Vancouver et deux dans les 4les Reine 
Charlotte, ces deux derniéres étant les seules ayant travaillé en 1926. On prend 
annuellement environ 400 cétacés de différentes sortes: baleines franches, rorquals, 
dauphins et méme sparfors des cachalots. La péche a la baleing se pratique dans 
des bateaux rapides armés de canons lance-harpon Svend Foyn, systéme venu de 
Norvége. Aucune partie de la baleine ne se perd, Vhuile, les fanons et le guano 
en sont tirés, dans une mesure toujours crotssante. Le cabillaud, Voulachon, 
Véperlan, le sprat, Vesturgeon, Valose et le bar sont également abondants dans les 
eaux de la Colombie Britannique. 

| Ajoutons un mot concernant les pécheries du phoque & fourrure du Pacifique, 
dont le siége historique était autrefois d Victoria. Cette industrie est d peu prés 
disparue, tant & cause de la raréfaction de ces animaux que par Veffet du traité de 
1911. La flottille qui poursutt le phoque a fourrure dans le nord de l’ Atlantique 
a@ ses quartiers généraux a St-J ohn, Terre-Neuve; toutefois quelques navires cana- 
diens partant dH alifax, se livrent a ces opérations jusqu aux itles Falkland. 

Le sport de la péche.—WNous n’avons envisagé jusqu’ici les pécheries qu’au 
point de vue purement industriel et commercial; mats le sport lui-méme comporte 
un aspect économique, dans un pays ou foistonnent des poissons aussi réputés que 
le saumon de la feestigouche, Vachigan de Québec et des hautes terres d’Ontarto et 
a truite de la Nipigon. Le gouvernement percort des revenus fort élevés en lowant 
300 ad des clubs, soit d des particuliers, le droit de péche dans les lacs et les cours 
Peau des contrées les moins peuplées; d’autre part, des centaines de guides y trou- 

ent une occupation rémunératrice pendant les mots d’été. 

_ Le gouvernement et les pécheries.—Au début de la Confédération, le 
rouvernement fédéral administrait dtrectement la marine et les pécheries du Canada; 
m ministre du Cabinet exercatt cette juridiction au moyen d’un personnel consi- 
lérable dinspecteurs, de surveillants et de gardes-péche. Pendant Vannée jiscale 
erminée le 31 mars 1927, le gouvernement fédéral a dépensé pour les pécheries,

$1,552,345 et les revenus qui en découlent se sont élevés d $225,379. Des décrsions 
judiciaires intervenues en 1882, 1898, 1913 et 1920 ont sensiblement modifié la 
juridiction du gouvernement fédéral a Vavantage des provinces. Aujourd’hur, la — 
Puissance explotte directement les pécheries en eau salée des provinces maritimes — 
et de la Colombie Britannique et les pécheries d’eau douce des trois provinces des — 
pratries. Les pécheries intérieures des provinces maritimes et dOntario et les 
pécheries tant en eau douce qu’en eau salée de la province de Québec sont explortées 
par ces provinces respectivement, mais le gouvernement fédéral posséde seul le drovt 
de légiférer sur toutes les matiéres concernant la péche, dans toutes les parties du pays. 


Conservation.—Les pécheries fluviales et lacustres, wncontestablement, et les 
péecheries maritimes, probablement, si elles étaient abandonnées a elle-mémes, 
subtraient la loi économique de Vappauvrissement. Pour combattre cette tendance, 
le gouvernement canadien dut légiférer, interdisant la péche en certaines satrsons, 
la pollution des riviéres et Vobstruction de leurs cours; i dut aussr spécifier les 
dimensions des matlles des filets, réglementer les agrés et les opérations de péche. 
En outre, il a été créé un systéme de pisciculture, qui possede aujourd@hut 32 viviers, 
6 viviers auxtltaires et 4 bassins d saumon, ayant couté $258,000 en 1926, et distri- — 
buant plus de 721,000,000 d’cufs, dalevins et de poissons par année, princrpale- 
ment le saumon de la Colombie Britannique et Vablette. Ces alevins sont distribués 
gratuitement et placés dans les eaux qui leur conviennent le mieux. 


Recherches scientifiques.—Des stations, ou l’on procéde ad des recherches — 
biologiques sur les problémes aussi nombreux que complexes que présentent les 
necheries, et placées sous la direction de la Commission Brologique du Canada, — 
sont établies a St-Andrews, N.-B., et d Nanaimo, C.B., les wniversités de Toronto, 
McGill, Queens’, du Manitoba, de la Colombie Britannique et les principales — 
institutions des provinces maritimes détachent a chacune de ces stations, sovt des 
professeurs, soit des spécialistes et techniciens. Parmi les problemes pratiques 
que Von y a abordés citons entre autres: Vhistotre naturelle des poissons comes- 
tibles, la bactériologte du poisson, sott frais, soit préparé, Vamélioration des méthodes 
de manipulation et de préparation du poisson, etc. Des mémorres scientifiques et 
des rapports sont publiés chaque saison. 


Aide directe.—Quant au surplus, le gouvernement s'est efforcé d’apporter 
son aide aux pécheries, lorsqw’al s’est agi de résoudre des cas spéciaux et de sur-— 
monter des difficultés particultéres. Ajfin d’encourager la capture de la rousseite 
ou chien de mer, on a exploité pendant quelques années des manufactures ayant 
pour objet Vutilisation de ce poisson. Pendant quelque temps, un technicien fut 
chargé de démontrer la méthode écossaise de séchage du hareng, en vue d’améliorer 
les procédés de manipulation en usage au Canada. Conformément aux dispositions 
de la lot sur inspection du poisson, des instructeurs enseignent depuis plusreurs 
années a la population cétiére les méthodes les plus perfectionnées de préparation 
du poisson, de fabrication des barils et caques et d’inspection des produits séchés 
ow fumés. Un bulletin trimestriel traitant des pécheries maritimes est publié 
pour le bénéfice du commerce. Finalement, une petite flottille de canonniéeres armées 
circule constamment le long des cétes et sur les grands lacs, pourchasssant les bracon- 
niers et faisant appliquer les réglements. 


Pendant la guerre, on s’est efforcé d’augmenter autant que possible la consom- 
mation du poisson, afin d’économiser les autres aliments plus facilement exportables 
chez nos alliés. A cette fin, le gouvernement établit un service de transport du 
poisson, par grande vitesse, dans des wagons réfrigérateurs sur son réseau, deputs 
le littoral jusquwaua grandes villes de Vintérieur; de plus, il s’efforca de stimuler 
la consommation du poisson au moyen dune active progagande. Les résultats 
niont pas éé négligeables puisqwaujour@’hui la consommation de poisson at 
Canada dépasse 22 livres par bouche.* Le gouvernement s’est ausst préoccupe 
daméliorer le service des trains rapides, transportant le poisson depuis la cote de 
V Atlantique jusqw’a Montréal et Toronto.

1 portée. 
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Problemes internationaux.—Une région de péche ausst riche que celle 
du nord de V Atlantique ne pouvait manquer d’attirer les pécheurs d’autres pays et 
d’anciennes coutumes se transformérent en droits acquis, dont quelques-uns durent 
encore, notamment le séchage de leurs prises par les pécheurs F rancais sur les rivages 
de Terre-Newe. Autrement grave est la question des drowvts des Etats-Unis dont 
les pécheurs, durant la période coloniale, approvisionnaient de porsson la Nouvelle- 
Angleterre et d qui le traité de Versailles, de 1783, reconnut le droit de pécher dans 
les eaux cotiéres du Canada. La guerre de 1812 leur fit perdre cette prérogative, 
st bien qu’aprés 1818, les Etats-Unis n’avatent d’autres drotts que ceux de fatre 
escale dans les ports canadiens pour s’y abriter ou s’y approvisionner de bois ou 
deau, ou y réparer leurs embarcations; de pécher autour des tles de la Madeleine 
et sur la re nord du golfe St-Laurent, a Vest de Pointe Jolie; enfin de faire sécher 
et de préparer leur poisson dans les havres, baies et anses non habttées de cette partie 
de la rwe nord. L’interprétation des clauses du traité de 1818 souleva maintes 
querelles, apaisées par le traité de réciprocité (1854-1 866). Par ce dernier traité, 
le poisson canadien et ses sous-produtts entraient en franchise aux Etats-Unis et 
vice versa; de plus, les pécheurs des Etats-Unis obtenaient le droit de péche dans 
les eaux territoriales canadiennes de Atlantique, les pécheurs canadiens étant 
autorisés d pécher dans certaines eaux territoriales des Kiats-Unis, sur le méme 
littoral, a exclusion dans les deux cas, des cours d’eau et de leurs estuatres. Les 
crustacés, mollusques et coquillages étaient exceptés. Le tratté de Washington de 
1871 confirma le tratté de réciprocité de 1854 en ce qut conserne les pécherres et 
pourvut 4 la nomination d’une commission d’arbitrage devant déterminer le chiffre 
de Vindemnité ad payer par les Etats-Unis a la Grande-Bretagne, en raison des 
concessions par elle consenties. Cette commission stégea a Halifax en 1877 et y 
rendit une sentence arbitrale fixant cette indemnité a $5,500,000, dont $1,000,000 
Gtarent attribués a& Terre-Neuve. Cependant, en 1 &85, les Etats-Unis dénoncérent 
les clauses de ce traité se rapportant a la péche et cette action fut survie d'une période 
de graves désagréments entre les deux pays. Une convention, signée en 1888, 
porte le nom de «Traité non ratifié de 1888). Les plénipotentiaires qui Vont 

— négocré étaient tombés d’accord sur les points suivants: les bateaux de péche des 
_ Etats-Unis recevraient annuellement et gratwitement des licences les autorisant a 
_ pénétrer dans les ports canadiens, a y acheter des provisions et des agrés, & transborder 
leurs prises et d embarquer des équipages. C'est ce traité qui donna naissance 
aux «licences du modus vivendi». Les négociateurs du traité ayant reconnu qu'il: 
ne pouvart étre ratifié par les deux gouvernements avant V’ouverture de la saison de 
péche, décidérent comme mesure transitoire et ne devant pas durer plus de deux 
ans que les bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis, sur paiement d’un droit de $1.50 
par tonneau, pourrarent exiger V’émission dune licence leur accordant le bénéfice 
des dispositions ci-dessus énumérées. Le Sénat des Etats-Unis rejeta ce traité; 
— néanmorns, le gowernement canadien continua ad émettre des «licences du modus 
 vwendi» jusqu’en 1918, date d laquelle des arrangements furent farts assurant des 
privileges réciproques aux pécheurs des deux pays dans les ports de leur voisin, 
mars les effets de cette entente—qui était une mesure spéciale de guerre du gouverne- 
ment des Etats-Unis—cessérent le premer juillet 1921. L’année suivante, on dut 
— recourir de nouveau aux «licences du modus vivendi », mais a la fin de 1923 elles 
disparurent. Deputs lors, on est revenu aux dispositions du traité de 1818. 


Dans les grands lacs également, les problémes les plus importants, tels que 
| le repeuplement et la disposition du powsson, ont nécessairement un caractére inter- 
national et se compliquent du nombre des Etats intéressés. Une situation analogue 
s'est créée en- Colombie Britannique, ow les industriels de Puget Sound capturent 
le saumon dos bleu du flewe Fraser, en quantités beaucoup plus considérables que 
les pécheurs du Canada et ce, au moyen de preges et autres méthodes interdites dans 

les eaux canadiennes. En 1906, une commission internationale fit le premier pas 
vers une entente sur cette question vitale; en 1922 une commission parlementaire 
recommandait la prohibition de la péche de ce sauwmon, dans les eaux du Fraser, 
pendant cing ans, comme mesure de conservation. 


' 
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La péche au flétan, de notre coté du Pacifique, ne peut se faire que par les — 
ports du Canada ow des Htats-Unis, mais comme elle se pratique principalement — 
en dehors des eaux territoriales, aucun des deux pays ne powvait la controler seul. 
En méme temps, il est de V'intérét des deux pays de la maintenir florissante et per- 
manente. Cest pourquot Vélude des moyens a adopter pour la protection de ce 
poisson a été confiée ad la conférence canado-américaine des péecheries nommée 
en 1918 par les deux pays pour étudier toutes les questions relatives a la péche et 
pendantes entre les deux pays. En 1922, le Canada a proposé que la question du 
flétan jut étudrée séparément. La suggestion ayant été bien accuewllie, 71 en est 
résulté le traité du 2 mars 1923 «pour la protection du flétan du Pacifique». En 
vertu de ce traité, la péche du flétan est interdite depuis le 16 novembre de chaque 
année jusqwau 15 février inclusivement de Vannée suivante. 


Primes.—Une conséquence indirecte mais fort umportante du traité de 
Washington subsiste encore aujourd’hut. Une lot de 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18), pour 
le développement des pécheries maritimes et Vencouragement a la construction des 
navires de péche, a consacré une somme annuelle de $150,000 représentant Vintérét 
sur le montant de la sentence arbitrale d’Halifax, a la distribution de primes aux 
propriétaires de bateaux de péche et d leurs équipages. Une autre lo, votée en 
1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42), éleva ces primes d $160,000, les détails de leur distrt- 
bution étant réglés chaque année par arrété ministériel. 


Industrie moderne.—L’industrie poissonniére du Canada, telle qu’elle 
existe actuellement, est le fruit des efforts accomplis pendant les cunquante derntéres 
années. En 1844, la valeur des prises n était estimée qu’d $125,000; elle doubla dans | 
la décade suivante, et dés 1860, dépassait $1,000,000. Dix ans plus tard, elle 
attergnit $6,000,000, chiffre plus que doublé en 1878. Dans la derniére décade 
du srécle elle dépassait $20,000,000, touchait a trente-quatre millions en 1911 et 
attergnait presque cinquante-six millions en 1926. Mais son apogée fut atteinte 
en 1918, année qui dépassa soixante millions. (Ces chiffres représentent la valeur 
totale de tout le poisson vendu soit frais, soit séché, soit en conserve ou autrement 
préparé). Pendant ce temps le personnel de cette industrie comprenart 70,000 
personnes et le capital qu'elle absorbatt atteignait 850,000,000 en certaines années, 
quoique dans son ensemble cette industrie n’ait pas progressé aussi rapidement 
que les autres, au cours de la période de grande prospérité qui régna au Canada 
apres 1896. . 

Entre tous les poissons, la morue et le saumon se disputerent longtemps la 
primauté; si Von remontait jusqu’aux origines, la morue tiendrait la téte, mars st 
Von ne considére que les vingt derniéres années, on constate que le saumon a défi- 
nitivement conquis la premiére place et méme le volume du homard et son Pree 
élevé ont plus dune fois relégué la morue au troisiéme rang. Cect eut pour effet 
de modifier le rang des provinces entre elles, la Colombie Britannique tenant main- 
tenant la premiére place, qui appartenait auparaant a la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Le 
flétan prend la quatriéme place parmi nos poissons de commerce. 


Commerce.—On a déjd vu que la consommation domestique de poisson est 
relativement minime au Canada et que cette industrie dépend largement des marchés 
de Vétranger. On peut évaluer approximativement a 60 pour cent des prises an- 
nuelles la portion exportée, dont les Etats-Unis absorbent approximativement un 
tiers et la Grande-Bretagne un cinquieéme. Pendant Vexercice financier 1927, 
les exportations totales se sont élevées d $36,365,454, dont $15,545,569 pour les 
Ktats-Unis et $5,613,203 pour la Grande-Bretagne. Le plus vmportant des pois- 
sons exportés est le sawmon en boite (expédié en Grande-Bretagne et aux autres 
marchés européens), suivi de prés par la morue_ séche (expédiée aux Antilles, en 
Amérique du Sud, etc.). Pour le poisson frais, spécialement Vablette et le homard, 
les Etats-Unis constituent le principal débouché. En définitive, les exportations 
de poisson du Canada ne le cédent qu’d celles de la Grande-Bretagne et de la Nor- 
vege, mars si Von y joint les exportations de Terre-Neuve, elles excédent lune et 
Vautre. Hn 1927, le Canada, a importé pour $3,257,078 de poisson.

Opérations de péche en 1926 


La production des pécheries en 1926 a été beaucoup plus considérable en 
1926 qu’en 1925, la valeur marchande du poisson et de ses produits mis sur le 
marché n’ayant été dépassé que deux fois dans l’histoire de cette industrie, 
et ce fut pendant la guerre, quand les prix étaient beaucoup plus élevés que 
maintenant. 

La province de la Nouvelle-Ecosse donne une augmentation de plus de 
deux millions et quart de dollars. Ses pécheries ont pris beaucoup d’expansion 
au cours de l’année a la suite d’une plus grande demande domestique et étran- 
gére pour le poisson frais. La prise des mois d’été a augmenté de plus de 
50,000,000 livres. Quinze nouveaux vaisseaux ont été construits pour cette 
industrie au cours de l’année. 

Il y a augmentation dans la prise de l’églefin, du merlan, du hareng, de la 
sardine, du gasparot, de l’éperlan, et du tacaud dans la province du Nouveau- 
Brunswick, qui contribue 4 gonfler le grand total. 

Dans la province de l’fle du Prince-Edouard, les pécheries ont diminué 
en valeur. Il y a eu recul dans la prise de la morue, de |’éperlan et du homard, 
trois des principales industries de la province. 

Dans la province de Québec, la quantité et la valeur ont été & peu prés 
stables. Un léger recul dans la prise de la morue et du maquereau se compense 
par une avance dans la prise du hareng, du saumon et du homard. 

La province d’Ontario donne une baisse dans la valeur générale et une 
diminution dans la prise de l’ablette, du doré et du brochet. 

La province de Manitoba donne une belle augmentation dans la prise de 
presque tous les poissons. La prise a été plus faible en Saskatchewan, mais 
en Alberta elle est plus considérable et sa valeur a avancé. 

La Colombie Britannique a fait dans l’industrie du saumon des progres 
ayant contribué dans une large mesure 4 une augmentation de prés de cing 
millions dans la valeur des pécheries de cette province. 


PHCHERIES DE LA COTE DE L’ATLANTIQUE 


Morue, églefin, lingue et merlan.—lLa prise de ces especes donne 3,425,- 
044 quintaux. C’est une augmentation de 553,213 quintaux sur 1925. Chaque 
espece donne une augmentation pour la Nouvelle-Ecosse, mais la morue est 
ala téte avec 450,000 quintaux. La prise d’églefin et de merlan a été plus 
considérable pour le Nouveau-Brunswick, mais elle a été plus faible pour les. 
autres poissons. L’ile du Prince-Edouard et Québec donnent une diminu- 
tion de la prise de morue et de lingue. De la prise totale, 439,281 quintaux ont 
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été consommés frais (y compris les filets frais). C’est une augmentation de 
127,923 quintaux sur la quantité de poisson vendu frais Yannée précédente; 
la quantité vendue fumée est de 151,357 quintaux (y compris les filets fumés) 
comparativement 4 103,116 quintaux en 1925. 

La flotte de Lunenburg, qui fait la péche sur les bancs, a débarqué 372,000 
quintaux de morue. En 1926, cette flotte se composait de 92 vaisseaux, soit 
une augmentation de 12 sur l’année précédente. Les prix payés aux pécheurs 
ont été sensiblement plus bas qu’en 1925. 

Onze chalutiers 4 vapeur ont fait la péche au large des ports de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse au cours de l’année. 


Maquereau, hareng et sardine—La prise de ces espéces a donné 1,531,- 
399 quintaux, comparativement & 1,428,155 quintaux en 1925, soit une aug- 
mentation de 103,244 quintaux. 

La prise de hareng de la Nouvelle-Ecosse a été de 58,000 quintaux supérieure 
& celle de l’année précédente. Celle de I’tle du Prince-Edouard a été & peu prés 
la méme, tandis que dans Québec et le Nouveau-Brunswick, les augmen- 
tations respectives ont été de 39,000 et 90,000 quintaux. On a fumé 133,163 
quintaux de hareng, ce qui est une augmentation de 43,219 quintaux. 

La prise de maquereau n’a donné que 115,487 quintaux, comparativement 
& 187,661 en 1925. Vu l’état du marché américain qui était surapprovisionné 
de ce poisson, la demande a été faible et la péche au maquereau n’a pas été 
poussée. 

On a pris en 1926 173,166 barils de sardines comparativement 4 158,533 
barils en 1925. Ce poisson était abondant et aurait pu étre pris en beaucoup 
plus grande quantité si la demande, qui vient principalement des sardineries 
des Etats-Unis, avait été plus forte. Le volume de sardines mises en conserve 
dans les établissements canadiens est le plus grand dans nos annales. 


Autres potssons de mer.—Le flétan a donné 24,823 quintaux, soit 3,000 
quintaux de plus que l’année précédente ; lespadon, 12,935 quintaux, ce qui 
est presque le triple de 1925; le tacaud, 20,239 quintaux, et le carrelet, 15,798 
quintaux. Dans le cas de ces deux derniéres espéces, il y a augmentation sur 
Vannée précédente. 


Crustacés et mollusques.—La prise de homard a donné 339,583 quintaux, 
ce qui est une diminution de 1,255 quintaux; la quantité d’huitres a été de 
19,898 barils, comparativement A 19,960 barils en 1925. 

La quantité de mactres et clovisses mise sur le marché est de 41,417 barils, 
ce qui donne une augmentation de 12,958 barils. Les pétoncles donnent aussi 
une augmentation: 23,200 barils en 1926 comparativement A 17,718 en 1925. 


Poisson jrayant dans les riviéres.—La prise de saumon a été de 52,795 
quintaux, ce qui est un peu moins que l’année précédente. L’éperlan a donné 
90,481 quintaux au lieu de 75,457 quintaux en 1925. De ce total, le Nouveau- 
Brunswick a contribué 59,400 quintaux, ce qui est, pour cette province, une 
augmentation de prés de 13,000 quintaux. 

La prise de gasparot donne aussi une forte avance sur l’année précédente, 
71,479 quintaux au lieu de 56,781 quintaux en 1925. La prise a été moins consi- 
dérable en Nouvelle-Ecosse, mais a été beaucoup plus abondante au Nouveau- 
Brunswick. , 


PECHERIES INTERIEURES 


La prise de poisson blanc a été de 190,644 quintaux, soit une augmen- 
tation de 3,964 quintaux. C’est la plus forte péche depuis 1919. Le Manitoba 
donne une augmentation de 16,000 quintaux, provenant en trés grande partie 
du lac Winnipeg, ot le poisson blanc est plus abondant que depuis quelques 
années. Le doré a donné 126,086 quintaux, la sandre 30,385 quintaux et le 
brochet, 72,520, comparativement A 86,877 quintaux, 34,453 quintaux et 54,217 
quintaux. respectivement en 1925. Pour chacune des trois espéces, Ontario 
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a une diminution, tandis qu’au Manitoba, la prise est & peu prés deux fois celle 
de Vannée précédente. Le doré et le brochet ont été moins abondants en Sas- 
katchewan, mais beaucoup plus abondants en Alberta. 

L’Ontario a tiré des grands lacs, 44,122 quintaux de hareng d’eau douce. 
C’est une diminution de 1,433 quintaux sur 1925. 

Le Manitoba et l’Alberta ont des augmentations substantielles dans leur 
prise, tandis que la Saskatchewan et l'Ontario ont une diminution. 


PECHERIES DU PACIFIQUE 


La valeur des produits poissonniers du. Pacifique donne sur l’année précé- 
dente une augmentation de prés de cing millions de dollars. Cette augmen- 
tation vient en grande partie de la mise en conserve du saumon dont la valeur 
a avancé de prés de quatre millions. La péche du flétan et du sprat a con- 
tribué le reste de augmentation, bien que la prise de flétan ait été un peu plus 
faible que la saison précédente. 

Saumon.—On a pris 2,125,555 quintaux de saumon, comparativement a 
1,873,376 en 1925, soit une augmentation de 252,179 quintaux. Les saumone- 
ries ont mis en conserve 2,065,185 caisses, au lieu de 1,720,622 en 1925. La 
valeur totale de ce saumon rendu sur le marché a été de $18,776,762, compara- 
tivement & $14,973,885 V’année précédente, et ce dernier chiffre était déja de 
deux millions plus élevé gue celui de 1924. 

La quantité de saumon mis en conserve cette année constitue un record. | 
C’est le résultat d’une demande croissante pour les variétés d’automne, comme 
le saumon rose et le bécard. Le nombre de caisses de sockeye a été de 336,996, 
ce qui est dans la normale. La production des saumoneries de la riviére Fraser 
a été plus grande que d’ordinaire & la suite de la forte migration de la fin de 
septembre et du commencement d’octobre. La prise de saumon argenté a été 
normale tandis que celle des roses a été phénoménale, donnant 772,992 caisses. 
Il en a été de méme pour le bécard qui a donné 701,971 caisses. 

Flétan.—On a pris 315,095 quintaux de fiétan, soit une diminution de 
3,145 quintaux sur 1925. Cette diminution vient en plus grande partie des 
vaisseaux de péche américains débarquant leur prise au Canada. 

Hareng.—La prise a été de 1,301,269 quintaux, ce qui donne une diminution 
de plus de 100,000 quintaux sur l’année précédente. De cette quantité, on a 
salé & sec 938,647 quintaux, quantité qui ne fut dépassée qu’une seule année, 
mais encore 144,000 quintaux en arriére du record. 

Sprat.—La prise de ce poisson, cette année, a plus que triplé celle de |’an 
dernier, atteignant 969,958 quintaux. La plus grande partie de cette péche a 
été absorbée dans la fabrication de l’huile ou de la poudre de poisson. Cette 
production a donné 7,948 tonnes de poudre et 1,898,721 gallons d’huile. Cette 
huile est expédiée principalement aux Etats-Unis et en Angleterre, tandis que la 
poudre est achetée principalement par le Japon. 

Baleine et phoque.-—Deux postes de péche & la baleine ont été en activité 
au cours de l’année, se trouvant tous les deux dans les fles Reine Charlotte. 
Le nombre de baleines prises est de 269. 

Le nombre de phoques & fourrure pris par les Indiens en vertu du traité 
concernant le phoque 4 fourrure est de 2,824.

Usines poissonniéres 


Nombre d’établissements.—En 1926, la préparation industrielle du poisson 
s'est pratiquée dans 831 établissements, ce qui est une diminution de 15 com- 
parativement 4 l’année précédente. Le nombre des homarderies a diminué de 
23 et celui des fumeries de 12, tandis que celui des saumoneries a augmenté de 10; 
les établissements mettant les clovisses en conserve ont augmenté de 4 et les 
huileries ont augmentéde7. Bien que le nombre des établissements ait décliné, 
comparativement & l’année précédente, il y a avance dans le capital engagé, 
le nombre de personnes employées, et le volume et la valeur de la production.

| Personnel et rémunération.—Cette branche de l'industrie poissonniére a 
employé en 1926 17,408 personnes se répartissant comme suit: 546 directeurs, 
gérants ou commis; 11,579 ouvriers et journaliers, et 5,283 ouvriers A contrat 
ou a la piéce. Les personnes décrites comme travaillant A la piéce sont em- 
ployées dans les saumoneries de la Colombie Britannique, ot une grande partie 
de leur travail est & forfait, l’entrepreneur engageant et payant directement 
sa main-d’ceuvre et étant lui-méme rémunéré par le fabricant selon la quantité 
de poisson mis en botte par son équipe. Plus de la moitié du travail des usines 
Poissonniéres se fait de cette fagon. Le montant versé 4 tous les employés au 
cours de l’année est de $5,622,837 soit une augmentation de $651,670 sur l’année 
précédente. De ce total, les administrateurs et commis ont recu $733,760 
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tandis que les ouvriers et salariés ont eu pour leur part $3,807,533 et les ouvriers

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PREFACE 


This Report is issued under an arrangement for statistical co-operation 
between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Government branches 
having jurisdiction with regard to fisheries throughout Canada. These branches 
comprise: The Dominion Fisheries Branch of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, which exercises jurisdiction over the fisheries of the Maritime prov- 
inces, the Prairie provinces and British Columbia, and the Fisheries Branches 
of Ontario and Quebec, which have jurisdiction over the fisheries of their res- 
pective provinces, excepting in the case of Quebec, the fisheries of the Magdalen 
Islands, which are under the jurisdiction of the Dominion Fisheries Branch. 
The province of British Columbia has a Fisheries Branch, but it does not engage 
in independent statistical work. 

Under the arrangement above referred to, the statistics of the catch, and 
of the products marketed in a fresh state or domestically prepared, are collected 
by the local officers of the Fisheries Branches, checked in the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries, and compiled in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. In 
the case of manufactured fish products, schedules in conformity with those of 
other sections of the Census of Industry are sent by the Bureau to the operators 
of canneries, fish-curing establishments, etc., the fisheries officers assisting in 
securing an expeditious and accurate return. The grateful acknowledgements 


of the Bureau are tendered to the officers of the provincial governments who 


co-operate in these arrangements.

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THE FISHERIES OF CANADA 


The Early Fisheries—Fishing is one of the historic industries of Canada. 
From a date which precedes authentic record, the Normans, the Bretons and the 
Basques were on the cod-banks of Newfoundland. Cabot, in 1498, when he first 
sighted the mainland of North America, gave 1t the name of “‘ Bacalaos,” the Basque 
word for codfish, which he found already in use among those hardy seamen. Cape 
Breton, one of the oldest place-names in America, 1s another memorzal of the early 
French fishermen,—and the Spaniards and the Portuguese were but litile behind. 
Fernandez de Navarrete mentions all three as frequenters of the “Grand Bank” 
before 1502. The fishing was by hand lines over barrels made fast to the bulwarks 
to prevent fouling, the vessels remaining during fine weather, then returning to 
France with from 30,000 to 50,000 cod. Voyages along the coast soon showed 
the cod as plentiful inshore as on the outer banks, and vt became common for a crew 
to anchor in a bay, erect a hut on shore, and make daily excursions to the fishing 
grounds—the product being salted and dried on land and at the end of the season 
shipped to France. Jacques Cartier, when he went up the St. Lawrence in 1584, 
found traces everywhere of these early ‘Captains Courageous” and of their rivalries 
in arms no less than in the capture of the teeming product which had tempted them 
so far from home. An establishment of the kind just mentioned was founded at 
Tadoussac by Chauvin in 1599. Soon the fishermen began to stay all winter and 
thus to erect permanent fishing settlements. The first grant of the fisheries of Canada — 
was made by the King of France to de Monts in 1603. Fishing, therefore, may — 
well be regarded as the first industry to be systematically prosecuted by Europeans 
in what is to-day the Canadian domain. It has never since ceased to yield a peren- — 
nial harvest both to Europe and America. | 

By the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, Britain became the owner of Newfoundland © 
and excluded France from fishing and drying fish on certain sections of the coast, 
but France retained the Fisheries of Cape Breton and the Gulf. The Seven Years 
War (1756-1763) put a stop to continuous fishing. At its close, the Robin family 
of Jersey came to Canada, and gradually acquired the former French fishing sta- 
tions. Until the arrival of the Loyalists all other fishing but cod was neglected. 
Inshore fisheries alone (including those of the Labrador coast) were developed during 
this phase; no deep-sea fishing vessel put out from Lunenburg, now the chief centre 
of the deep-sea fishery, until 1878. . 


The Canadian Fishing Grounds—Canada’s fishing grounds are perhaps” 
the most extensive in the world. On the Atlantic, from Grand Manan to Labrador, 
the coast line, not including the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 5,000 
miles. The bay of Fundy, 8,000 square miles in extent, the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
fully ten times that size, and other ocean waters comprise not less than 200,000 
square miles, or over four-fifths of the area of the fishing grounds of the Nort 
Atlantic. In addition there are on the Atlantic seaboard 15,000 square miles 
of inshore waters controlled entirely by the Dominion. Large as are these areas 
they represent only a part of the fishing grounds of Canada. Hudson Bay, wit 
a shore 6,000 males in length, is greater in area than the Mediterranean Sea; the 
Pacific coast of the Dominion measures 7,180 miles in length and is exceptionall 
well sheltered, whilst throughout the interior is a series of lakes which together contain 
more than half of the fresh water on the planet, Canada’s share of the Great Lakes 
alone amounting to over 34,000 square miles, a total which of course does not include 
lake Winnipeg (9,457 square miles ), lake Manitoba, and others of even greater area 

Still more important than the extent of the Canadian fishing grounds is the 
quality of their product. It is an axiom among authorities that food fishes improve 
in proportion to the purity and coldness of the waters in which they are taken. 
Judged by this standard, the Canadian cod, halibut, herring, mackerel, whitefish 
and salmon are the peer of any in the world. It is possible, therefore, to state that 
by far the most valuable fisheries of the western hemisphere, if not of the globe, 
belong to Canada.

FISHERIES STATISTICS 5 


It will be seen from the above that it is impossible to deal with the Canadian 
fisheries in the aggregate; they are those of a continent rather than of a country, 
and are of corresponding diversity. Omitting the tremendous Hudson Bay and 
peri-Arctic region, which extends from Ungava to Alaska, and which is known 
to contain a number of valuable food fisheries in addition to its whaling grounds, 
there are roughly the following divisions of the Canadian fisheries: 


1. ATLANTIC FisHeRies.—These were the first Canadian fisheries in point 
of time and until 1918 they remained the most emportant for aggregate value of 
product. Cod, halibut, haddock, hake, herring, mackerel, lobster, oyster and hair 
seal fisheries are included. The estuarian and inland waters of the Maritime 


provinces and of Quebec are sometimes considered as distinct; of they are added, 
the list of products would embrace the salmon, the shad, the gaspereau ( alewife ), 


the smelt, the striped bass, the tom cod, the trout and the maskinonge. Conditions 
are fairly uniform throughout these fisheries, which are commonly divided into 
the inshore and deep-sea fisheries. The inshore or coastal fishery is carried on 
in small boats usually motor driven, with crews of two or three men, and in a class 
of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. The means of capture em- 
ployed by boat fishermen are gill nets and hooks and lines, both hand lines and 
trawls; whilst from the shore are operated trap nets, haul seines and weirs. Haddock 
as well as cod is a staple product; during the spring and summer it is split and 
salted but the important season comes with the autumn, when the fish are shipped 
fresh or else smoked and sold as finnan haddie. The deep-sea fisheries are worked 
by vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying from twelve to twenty men operating 
with trawl lines from dories. The fleets operate on the various fishing banks, such 
as Grand Bank, Middle Ground and Banquereau. The vessels, built by native 
hands, remain at sea, sometimes for months at a tame, and in the hands of sailors 
who have no superior, seldom come to grief. When they return, the fish, which 
have been split and salted on board, are taken on shore and washed and dried. The 


West Indies are the chief market for this product; no cod fish in the world stands 


the tropical climate like that cured by Nova Scotia fishermen. Steam trawling, 
as it 1s carried on in the North Sea, was introduced on the Atvantic coast of Canada 
several years ago. There are now 14 steam trawlers operating from Nova Scotia 
ports. They operate practically the whole year and their catches are utilized entirely 
for the fresh fish trade. 

Lobstering 1s another distinctive industry. In 1870, there were three lobster 
canneries on the Atlantic coast of Canada; in 1927 the canneries numbered 438 
and gave work to 6,180 people; 30,000,000 lobsters is a normal catch. The diffi- 


_tulty of enforcing regulations as to the capture of undersized and spawning lobsters 


offers a constant problem in connection with the output, but a decline 1s now thought 
to have been arrested. Oysters, once plentiful everywhere, are now found in some- 


what diminished quantities. The canning of sardines, which are young herrings 


and not a distinct type of fish, in New Brunswick equals in amportance the lobster in- 
dustry of that province. 

The fishing population of the Maritime provinces is a specialized and stable 
industrial class. The coast-wise jusheries are operated from April to November, 
or to January in sheltered districts; and though the larger vessels work all winter, 
several thousand men are available for a time each year for other employment. This , 
they find about the small plots of land which the most of them own or occupy, in 
the lumber camps of New Brunswick, or in the collieries of Nova Scotia. A few 
from Lunenburg and other centres engage in the West Indian trade. Apart from 
restrictions of weather and close seasons, the prevailing method of paying the men 
on shares has a further tendency in years of low catches or prices to drive them into 
secondary occupations. 

In view of the various disabilities attaching to the industry, an act of the 
provincial legislature of Nova Scotia was passed in 1905, which provided for the 
organization of fishermen’s unions or “ stations”’ throughout the province, in affi- 
ation with a central body, to meet annually for the discussion of common problems 
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such as transportation facilities, the cordage supply, prices, methods of catching and 
curing fish, etc. Several successful conventions have been held. In New Bruns- 
wick similar legislation was enacted. After a few years’ existence, however, the 
unions ceased to operate, and fishing activities are again prosecuted independently 
by the various individuals and firms interested. 


2. INLAND Fisuertes.—The Great Lakes and tributary waters of the St. 
Lawrence are a second great division of the Canadian fisheries. Whitefish, trout, 
pickerel, and lake herring are the most important commercial fishes of Ontarvo, 
though pike, sturgeon and coarse fish yield a fair return. The value of the inland fish- 
eries of Quebec lies chiefly in the output of the eel and pickerel or dore fisheries. The 
story of the Great Lakes fisheries is one of reckless early depletion and subsequent slow 
recovery by restocking. Single hauls of 90,000 whitefish were once common; in the 
Detroit river the fish used to be driven into pens where they were captured or died by 
the hundreds of thousands, and were used later as fertilizer. All this reaped its reward 
in barren waters and a demoralized market. The season on the Great Lakes lasts from 
siz to eight months, and though fishing through the ice is followed by many, a large 
number depend on miscellaneous employment between the seasons. Moving westward, 
lake Winnipeg, lake Winnipegosis, lake Manitoba and the smaller lakes to the north 
and east furnish most of the fish products of Manitoba. Whitefish and pickerel 
are the chief products, but pike, tullibee, goldeye and many other varieties abound. 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta commercial fishing is confined to the regions north 
of the Saskatchewan river, where whatefish un large quantities are taken. The 
problem of transportation is keenly felt; some of the greatest lakes of the continent 
—Reindeer, Athabaska, Great Slave, Great Bear—and hundreds of smaller bodies 
of water are still beyond reach from a marketing point of view. The lakes of the 
west, however, repeating the part which the St. Lawrence played in the days of the 
French regime, and the cod banks in the history of New England, have assisted — 
greatly in the settlement of the country by providing a much needed food supply — 
for early arrivals. 


38. Paciric Fisueries.—In British Columbia there is an interior fishing ~ 
region which corresponds in the main to the prairie section; in the early history — 
of the province it is doubtful if the fur trade (which opened the door by way of the — 
Rocky Mountains to later enterprise) could have established its footing but for — 
these fisheries. The great wealth of British Columbia, however, in this respect—the 
source from which she produces approximately two-fifths of the fish products of | 
Canada, and has built wp a trade which reaches to the ends of the earth—is in the 
estuarian salmon fisheries of the Fraser, the Skeena, the Naas, and other rivers 
of the Pacific slope. Every species of this king of food fishes known to the waters 
of the Pacific (which, however, is not the true salmon) is to be found on the British 
Columbia coast—the sockeye, the spring, the cohoe, the pink and the chum salmon. 
Of these, the sockeye is by far the most important, owing to its abundance and to 
its prevailing deep red colour and excellent texture, which have created so keen a - 
demand for it in the British market. On the Fraser river, which used to be the — 
chief source of supply, but which has now yielded place to the Skeena and other 
northern waters, the yield varies to a considerable extent from year to year. The 
run begins late in July and is at its height in the opening weeks of August, though 
the northern rivers have a somewhat earlier season. The spring or quinnat salmon — 
is a much larger fish; it was the species first used in the United States for canning. — 
The run begins early in the spring and continues until July. The cohoes are ] 
smaller, running like the sockeye in compact schools, during September and October 
on the Fraser and earlier on the northern streams. The chum salmon is salted for — 
export to the Orient and a considerable quantity also is canned. The pink salmon — 
again follows the sockeye. Many of the employees in this fishery are Chinese, 
Japanese and Indians, the Chinese preponderating in the canneries and the Indians 
and Japanese in the fishing operations. | 

__ Until recent years the other coastal fisheries of British Columbia were only 
slightly developed. Halibut abounds off Vancouver island and between the Queen 
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Charlotte Islands and the mainland, and though the first endeavour to establish an 
industry was unsuccessful, by 1903 British Columbia supplied 10,000,000 pounds 
of 25,000,000 taken on the whole Pacific coast north of California. The former 
figure has since trebled. Similarly, the herring industry remained undeveloped until 
recently. There is also the whale fishery which has been organized in recent years 
and which has now two stations on the Queen Charlotte islands. The yearly catch 
includes whales of many kinds—sulphur bottom, finback, and humpback with an 
occasional sperm whale. Whale hunting is carried on in fast boats with Svend Foyn 
harpoon guns—a method which was introduced from Norway. Every scrap of the 
whale is used—oil, whalebone and meal are its more important products. Black 
cod, oulachon, smelts, pilchards, sturgeon, shad and bass are also abundant in 
British Columbia waters. 

A word might be added with regard to the Canadian fur-seal fisheries of the 
Pacific whose historic headquarters were the city of Victoria. The industry has 
disappeared, in part through the scarcity of the animals, and in part through the 
workings of the Pelagic sealing treaty of 1911. The hair-seal fleets of the north 
Atlantic make St. John’s, Newfoundland, their headquarters. 


Game Fish—The above is a purely industrial and commercial survey. 
Fishing for sport, however, has its economic side in a country of such famous game 
fish as the salmon of the Restigouche, the black bass of the Quebec and Ontario 
highlands, and the trout of the Nipigon. A considerable public revenue is derived 
from the leasing of waters in sparsely settled districts to clubs and individuals for 
sporting purposes. Several hundreds of guides find employment here during the 
summer months. 


The Government and the Fisheries—At Confederation, the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian fisheries and marine was placed in the charge of a depart- 
ment of the Dominion government which then exercised complete jurisdiction over 
the fisheries, under the supervision of a Cabinet Minister, with a large staff of 
inspectors, overseers and guardians to enforce the fishery laws. The expenditure 
of the Dominion on the Fisheries in the fiscal year 1928 was $1,894,362 and its 
revenue $234,855. In 1882, 1898, 1913 and 1920 decisions in the courts consider- 
ably altered the status of jurisdiction as between the Dominion and the provinces. 
To-day the Dominion controls the tidal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and 
British Columbia, the fisheries of the three Prairie provinces and the fisheries of 
the Magdalen Islands in Quebec Province. The non-tidal fisheries of the Maritime 
provinces and Ontario and both the tidal and non-tidal fisheries of Quebec ( excepting 
the Magdalen Islands ) are controlled by the respective provinces, but the right of 
fisheries legislation for all provinces rests with the Dominion government. 

Conservation.—River and lake fisheries certainly, and sea fisheries probably, 
af left to themselves, conform to the economic law of diminishing returns. The 
Canadian government, accordingly, has had for a main object the prevention of 
depletion, the enforcement of close seasons, the forbidding of obstructions and pollu- 
tions, and the regulation of nets, gear and of fishing operations generally. In addition, 
an extensive system of fish culture has been organized, the Dominion operating 25 
main hatcheries 6 subsidiary hatcheries and 4 salmon retaining ponds in 1927 
at a cost of $349,141, and distributing 295,283,782 eggs, fry and older fish, mostly 
British Columbia salmon and whitefish. The young fish are distributed gratis 
af the waters in which they are to be placed are suitable. 


Scientific Research.—Stations under the direction of the Biological Board 
of Canada for the conduct of biological research into the numerous complex problems 
furnished by the fisheries are established at Halifax, N.S., St. Andrews, N.B., and 
Nanaimo and Prince Rupert, B.C. Toronto, McGill, Queens, Manitoba, British 
Columbia and the chief Maritime province universities send workers to both stations, 
chiefly professors and trained specialists. The life-histories of edible fishes, the 
bacteriology of fresh and cured fish, improved methods of handling and preparing 
fish, and numerous other practical problems have been taken up and scientific 
memoirs and reports issued. 
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Direct Assistance.—For the rest, the action of the government has been in 
the way of rendering direct assistance wn specific cases of difficulty. Experimental 
reduction plants were operated for some years to encourage the capture of dog-fish. 
For some time, also, an expert was engaged to conduct a series of demonstrations 
in the Scottish method of curing herring with a view to improving the Canadian 
cured product. Under authority of the Fish Inspection Act, systems of instruction 
in improved methods of fish-curing and barrel-making and of inspection of the 
cured product by specially appointed officials have been in operation for several 
years. A quarterly bulletin of the sea fisheries is issued for the benefit of the trade. 
Finally, a fleet of armed cruisers patrols the coastal and inland waters for the pre- 
vention of poaching and the enforcement of regulations. 

During the war it became desirable to wncrease as far as possible the consump- 
tion of fish, reserving the less perishable animal foods for export to our allies. The 
government therefore undertook to provide for the rapid transit of sea fish on tts 
railway lines to the markets of the inland provinces, and to stimulate by a publicity 
campaign the consumption of fish. Much was accomplished in this direction, 
and the present annual per capita consumption of fish in Canada ,is estumated 
at upwards of 22 pounds.* The government has done much to improve the fast 
freight service for fish products from the Atlantic coast to Montreal and Toronto. 


International Problems.—So rich a fishing area as the North Atlantic could 
not fail to attract other countries, and old customs became elevated into rights, some 
of which have lasted until the present. The French shore is a Newfoundland 
question, now a sentimental one entirely. Very drfferent is the question of the rights 
of the United States, whose fishermen in the colonial period provided the chief food 
supply for New England and who were granted by the Treaty of Versailles, 1783, 
a specific liberty to a share of the Canadian inshore fisheries. Losing this by the 
war of 1812, the United States after: 1818 surrendered all but theor liberty to call 
at Canadian ports for shelter, wood or water or to make repaars, and to fish around 
the Magdalen islands and on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence from Pont 
Joli eastward, and to dry and cure their fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours 
and creeks on this portion of the North shore. In the years 1854-1866, the Rec- 
procity Treaty set at rest for the time questions of interpretations to be placed on 
certain parts of the Treaty of 1818. The former Treaty provided for the admission 
into either country, duty free, of the fish and fish products of the other, and United 
States fishermen were allowed to fish in Canadian Atlantic territorial waters and 
Canadian fishermen in certain United States territorial waters on that coast, with 
the exception in either instance of rivers and mouths of rivers, and for shell fish. 
In 1871, the Treaty of Washington revived the fishery provisions of the Reciprocity 
Treaty of 1854, and provided for the appointment of a commission to determine the 
amount of compensation to be paid by the United States to Great Britain as the 
difference in the value of the concessions mutually granted. This commission sat 
in Halifax in 1877, and tts findings have since been known as the ‘‘ Halifax Award.” 
The amount of the award was $5,500,000, of which $1,000,000 was apportioned 
to Newfoundland. In 1885, however, the United States terminated the fisheries 
articles of this Treaty, and a period of disagreement between the countries followed. 
A setilement was negociated in 1888 when the plenipotentiaries appointed by the 
two nations agreed to what since has been known as the ‘‘ Unratified Treaty of 
1888,” under the terms of which United States fishing vessels would be granted, 
without fee, annual licenses authorizing them to purchase in Canadian ports pro- 
visions and outfits, to tranship their catches and to ship crews. Out of this treaty 
grew the so-called modus vivendi licenses. The treaty makers recognized that the 
treaty could not receive the sanction of the governments of the countries concerned 
before the commencement of the fishing season and, as a temporary arrangement 
to last not longer than two years, it was agreed that United States fishing vessels 
on the payment of a fee of $1.60 per registered ton, should receive annual licenses 


* This estimate is based on th i i ity i i 
hh bebe tenn e quantity of fish caught and landed in Canada, plus the quantity imported and minus 
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conveying the privileges covered by the treaty. The treaty was rejected by the United 
States Senate, but Canada continued to issue modus vivendi licenses up to 1918, 
when arrangements were made for recuprocal privileges in the ports of either country. 
This arrangement was discontinued in the United States when their special war 
legislation under which it was made, ceased to be effective on July 1st, 1921. The 
following year the modus vivendi licenses were revived in Canada; but the system 
was discontinued at the end of 1923, and United States fishing vessels are now limited 
to the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 

On the Great Lakes, also, the more emportant fishery problems, such as restocking 
and marketing, are necessarily international in character, and are complicated by 
_ the number of state governments interested. Much the same situation has developed 
wn British Columbia, where the sockeye of the Fraser are taken by the canners of 
Puget Sound in quantities that largely exceed the catch of the Canadian canners 
and by trap nets and other methods forbidden in Canadian waters. In 1906 an 
international commission first discussed the question, while in 1922, prohibition 
of sockeye fishing in the Fraser for five years, with a view to conservation, was recom- 
mended by a Parliamentary commission. 

The Halibut Fishery on this side of the Pacific is engaged in only from Canadian 
and United States ports, but owing to the fact that ct ts largely carried on beyond 
territorial waters neither country alone can control it. At the same tame it 1s in the 
interests of both countries that the fishery should be permanently maintained in a 
flourishing condition. The question of finding an adequate method of dealing with 
the matter was therefore one of those that was referred to the Canadian-American 
Fisheries Conference that was appointed in 1918 by the governments of the twe 
countries to consider a settlement of out-standing fishery questions between Canada 
and the United States. In 1922 Canada proposed that the halibut question should 
be considered by itself. This was agreed to, and resulted in the Treaty of the 2nd 
of March, 1928, ‘For the Protection of The Pacific Halibut.” Under this Treaty 
a close season 1s provided for halibut fishing from the 16th of November in each 
year to the 15th of February following, both dates inclusive. 


Fishing Bounties.—An important though indirect aftermath of the Washing- 
ton Treaty remains. By an Act of 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) for the development of 
the sea fisheries and the encouragement of boat building, provision was made for the 
distribution annually among fishermen and the owners of fishing boats of $150,000 
im bounties, representing the interest on the amount of the Halifax award. An 
Act of 1891 (64-55 Vict., c. 42) increased the amount to $160,000, the details of 
the expenditure being settled each year by Order in Council. 


_ The Modern Industry.—The existing fishing industry of Canada is the 
growth of the past century. In 1844, the estimated value of the catch was only 
$125,000. It doubled in the following decade, and by 1860 had well passed the 
million mark. Ten years later it was six millions, and this was again more than 
doubled in 1878. In the 90's it passed twenty millions, and in 1911, thirty-four 
millions. In 1927 it was forty-nine millions. The highest record was reached in 
1918, with over sixty millions. It will be understood that these figures represent 
the total value of fish marketed, whether in a fresh, dried, canned or otherwise pre- 
pared state. Meanwhile the number of employees has mounted to 80,000, and the 
total capital invested to $50,000,000 in certain years. 

Among individual fish products, the cod and the salmon long disputed the 
primacy; if the record back to the beginning is taken the cod is the most valuable 
fishery; in the past thirty years, however, the salmon has definitely taken the lead 
and the heavy pack and high price of lobsters have more than once sent cod down 
to third place. This has, of course, affected the relative standing of the provinces 
accordingly, British Columbia now occupying the leadership that in earlier times 
ed to Nova Scotia. Halibut takes fourth place among the chief commercial 

shes. 
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Trade.—For reasons already noted, the domestic consumption of fish is rela- 
tively small in Canada, and the trade depends largely upon foreign markets. 
Perhaps 60 per cent of the annual capture is an average export, of which the United 
States takes approximately one-third and the United Kingdom one-sixth. In the 
calendar year 1927, total exports amounted to $34,814,448 of which $14,613,034 
went to the United States and $5,408,547 to the United Kingdom. The most 
important single export is canned salmon (to the United Kingdom and European 
markets) followed closely by cod, dry salted (to the West Indies, South America, etc.) 
For fresh fish, especially whitefish and lobsters, the United States is the chief market. 
In brief, Canada’s export trade in fish, falls below that of the United Kingdom 
and Norway alone; including Newfoundland it exceeds both. Canadian imports 
of fish in 1927, amounted to $3,768,901. 


FISHERIES STATISTICS OF CANADA, 1927 


The total value of production of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1927 
was $49,497,038, compared with $56,360,633 in 1926 and $47,942,131 in 1925. 
These totals represent the value of the product as marketed, whether fresh, 
domestically prepared or factory made. The following table shows the quantity 
caught and the value marketed of the chief commercial fishes (those valued at 
$100,000 or upwards) for the past five years, with a statement in the final column 
of the increase or decrease for 1927 compared with 1926.

Review of the Fisheries of 1927 


During the year under review, the quantity of fish landed, both sea and 
inland, was much less than in 1926, and the marketed value shows a consider- 
able decrease. | 

The Province of Nova Scotia shows a decrease in value of a million and 
a half dollars from the 1926 value but is a half million dollars more than that 
of 1925. Unfavourable weather conditions during 1927 were responsible for 
a large part of the decreased catch in this province together with an over produc- 
tion in the months of November and December of 1926, when unusually mild 
and favourable weather conditions aided the fishermen in landing large quantities 
of fish. The catch of cod and haddock was much lower and gave a decrease 
in value of $1,200,000 and $270,000 respectively. 

In the province of New Brunswick, where the drop in value was nearly a 
million dollars, there were smaller catches of cod, pollock, herring and lobsters. 
A larger quantity of sardines was landed, but the value marketed was less 
by $170,000. 

The value of the fisheries of Prince Edward Island shows a slight increase 
over that of the previous year, due to higher prices obtained for certain kinds 
of fish, although the catches in most instances were about the same or slightly 
less than in 1926. 

In the sea fisheries of Quebec province, there were decreases in the catches 

of cod, herring and lobsters—three of the chief kinds taken. The catch of 
salmon was slightly less while a large increase in the catch of mackerel is 
recorded. 


- 
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The increase in the value of the fisheries of Ontario was due to larger catches 
of herring, trout and tullibee. Although the catch of whitefish was slightly less 
than in 1926, a higher value was obtained. 

The catch of whitefish in Saskatchewan shows an increase, with an increase 
of over $60,000 in value. There was also an increased catch of pickerel. In 
Alberta there was a large decrease in the catch and value of pickerel, an increase 
in the catch of pike but a drop in value, more than double the catch of trout 
and a slight decrease in the catch of whitefish. The province of Saskatchewan 
is the only one of the three prairie provinces to show an increased value of 
production. This was due to increased catches of pickerel and whitefish. 
In the province of Manitoba there were larger quantities of pickerel and tullibee 
landed but, owing to lower prices, there was a drop in the marketed value of 
each. Fewer whitefish were taken. In the province of Alberta the total value 
is less despite the fact that some kinds of fish show large increases in the catch. 
Trout shows an increase from 3,907 cwt. to 10,882 cwt. with a corresponding 
increase in value, while tullibee also shows an increase in catch and in value. 
The catch of pike was considerably larger but the value somewhat less. 

The province of British Columbia shows a considerable decrease. A big 
drop in the catch of salmon and a smaller catch of halibut were mainly respons- 
ible for the decrease. Much larger quantities of herring and pilchards were 
taken than in 1926. 

ATLANTIC FISHERIES 


Cod, Haddock, Hake and Pollock.—The total quantity of these kinds of 
fish landed was 2,612,743 cwt. as compared with 3,429,024 cwt. in 1926. For 
each kind of fish, in each of the provinces, with one or two exceptions, 
a decreased catch was reported. The greatest falling off was in the catch of 
cod in Nova Scotia which dropped from 1,858,944 cwt. in 1926, to 1,331,873 
cwt. in 1927. The decrease in the catch of pollock in New Brunswick is 
noticeable, the figures for the year under review and the previous one being 
38,271 cwt. and 7,693 cwt. respectively. Hake shows an increased catch 
in Nova Scotia, of 27,000 cwt. there being 119,431 cwt. landed. Of the total 
of these kinds of fish landed, there was sold fresh and fresh fillets 334,175 cwt. 
or a decrease of 105,106 cwt. There was produced smoked and smoked fillets 
111,431 cwt. compared with 151,357 cwt. in 1926. The catch of the Lunenburg 
fleet was 227,590 quintals or 115,140 quintals less than in 1926. During the 
gale of August 24th, this fleet suffered the loss of four vessels and their entire 
crews. The total number of vessels engaged in fishing during 1927 was 83 
or 9 less than in 1926. The prices received for the dried product, while 
slightly better than in the previous year, were still quite low. There were 
fourteen steam-trawlers operating out of Nova Scotia, seven from Canso and 
seven from Halifax. This was an increase of three. 

Mackerel, Herring and Sardines.——A total of 1,270,158 ewt. of these fish 
was landed. In the prevous year, 1,531,399 cwt. was landed or a decrease of 
261,241 ewt. during 1927. In Nova Scotia the quantity of herring was less 
by 50,000 cwt., while the catch of mackerel was greater by nearly 5,000 cwt. | 
About 10,000 cwt. less of herring, only half the quantity of mackerel and 6,000 
cwt. more sardines were taken in New Brunswick. The demand for sardines 
after the American canners commenced buying was good but the run of sardines 
was somewhat light. In Prince Edward Island the catch of herring shows a 
decrease of 12,000 cwt. but owing to better prices the marketed value was — 
only slightly less. The catch of mackerel was larger than in 1926. The catch 
of bering was much lower in Quebec while an increase of 48,000 cwt. of mackerel — 
is noted. 

Other Sea Fish.—The catch of halibut was greater by over 3,500 cwt. A 
decrease of over 5,700 cwt. is noted in the quantity of swordfish taken. The 
catch of tom cod was 22,744 cwt. and of flounders 9,383 cwt. This is an increase 
in the former and a decrease in the latter. 
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Shellfish.—The catch of lobsters was 316,831 cwt. which is a decrease of 
12,751 ewt. from the 1926 catch and 24,007 ewt. from the 1925 catch. 

The quantity of oysters taken was 19,462, which. was slightly less than in 
1926. Some 43,293 bbls. of clams were dug or an increase of over 1,500 bbls. 
The quantity of scallops taken shows a large increase, 38,635 bbls. being landed 
compared with 23,200 bbls. during 1926. None of these kinds of shellfish were 
landed in New Brunswick during the year, the quantity landed in Quebec was 
only one third of that landed in 1926, while the landings in Nova Scotia were 
just about double. 

River Spawning Fish.—The quantity of salmon landed was 49,113 ewt. 
or 3,682 cwt. less than in the previous year. A decreased catch was recorded 
for each of the Atlantic provinces. There was a decrease of 17,962 ewt. in the 
catch of smelts, only 72,519 cwt. being landed. 

The quantity of alewives landed in New Brunswick and Nove Scotia was 
54,115 cwt., or a decrease of over 17,000 cwt. This fishery depends chiefly 
on the market for the salted product. As the market was bad during the year 
little interest was taken by the fishermen in this branch of the industry. 


INLAND FISHERIES 


The catch of whitefish was 185,664 ewt. compared with 190,644 cwt. in 
1926. The province of Ontario, where the largest catch of this species is made, 
recorded a catch of 61,658 cwt., or a decrease of 2,391 cwt. Manitoba came 
second with 49,114 cwt. landed, a decrease of 5,008 ewt. Saskatchewan was 
third with 41,323 cwt. landed, an increase of 3,656 cwt. The quantity of 
pickerel landed was 140,019 cwt., or an increase of 13,933 cwt. Of the total, 
Manitoba contributed 99,813 cwt., an increase of 12,562 -ewt. for that 
province. The province of Ontario shows a catch of 31,173 cwt. of blue pickerel, 
a slight increase over the catch for 1926. The catch of pike was 70,473 cwt. 
which was a decrease of over 2,000 ewt. from the previous year. The province 
of Manitoba contributed 40,166 cwt. to the total catch. A total of 58,099 cwt. 
of fresh water herring or ciscoes, was taken in the province of Ontario from 
the Great Lakes area. This was an increase of over 14,000 cwt. as compared 
with 1926. 


PACIFIC FISHERIES 


The marketed value of the fisheries of the Pacific coast shows a decrease 
of $4,139,205. This is accounted for by much smaller catches of salmon and 
halibut. There were increased catches of herring and pilchards. 

Salmon.—The catch of salmon was 1,490,395 cwt., a decrease of 536,160 
ewt. ‘The pack was much less—1,361,977 cases compared with 2,065,190 in 
1926. Much of the decrease was due to an extension of the close season and 
other measures for the protection of the salmon. The catch of sockeye, while 
below the average, was considered fairly satisfactory. During the fall there was 
a large run of late sockeye salmon in the Fraser river similar to that which 
occurred in 1926. The catch of pinks shows a big decrease. Owing to intensive. 
fishing for this species it was deemed ‘necessary to take extra precautions such 
as extension of the weekly close season and early closing of the season, etc., 
to ensure sufficient numbers reaching the spawning areas. An average catch 
of cohoes was made while the catch of chums was somewhat less. 

Halibut.—The catch of halibut decreased by 14,563 ewt. to 300,532 cwt. 
It does not appear that the close season now in force has materially affected 
the catch and it would therefore seem that an extension of the close season 
must be considered, or some alternative, if the halibut fishery is not to be depleted. 

Herring.—The catch was 1,724,246 cwt. compared with 1,301,269 cwt. 
in 1926. Over one million hundredweight of dry salted herring was produced 
for sale in the Orient. In the reduction works there were 170,450 gallons of 
herring oil and 1,838 tons of herring meal produced. 
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Pilchards—About 1,300,000 cwt. of pilchards was landed, or nearly 
fifty per cent more than in the preceding year. Pilchards are canned to a 
small extent, 58,000 cases being put up, which was more than double the 
pack of the previous year. The greatest use for this fish, however, is in the 
manufacture of meal and oil of which 2,673,876 gallons of the former and 12,169 
tons of the latter were produced. The number of reduction establishments 
producing meal and oil from pilchards, herring and whales, was twenty-two 
and the value of their products (including the product of the whale factories) 
was $2,289,952 or nearly double that of 1926. 

Whales and Seals.—Two whaling stations were in operation during the year. 
The number of whales taken was 258 and the value of the products $241,488. 
This was a decrease from 1926. ‘There were 1,476 fur seals taken by Indians 
under the Pelagic Sealing Treaty, compared with 2,824 in the preceding year.

Details of Fish Canning and Curing Establishments 


Number of Establishments——The number of establishments in operation 
in 1927 was 773, comprising 438 lobster canneries, 81 salmon canneries, 15 clam 
canneries, 6 sardine and other fish canneries, 199 fish curing establishments, and 
34 reduction plants. ‘The number of lobster canneries decreased by 17 from 
the number in operation in the preceding year, and the number of fish curing: 
establishments by 52; while the number of salmon canneries increased by 2. 
and the number of reduction plants by 11. A decrease of 58 is shown in the 
total number of establishments. The fish canning and curing industry is) 
confined to the sea fisheries of the Maritime provinces, Quebec and British 
Columbia. | 

Employees and Wages.— The statistics of employment show decreases im 
number of persons employed in the establishments and in salaries and wages 
paid, compared with the preceding year. The total number employed in 1927. 
was 16,697, compared with 17,408 in 1926. The employees in 1927 are classified as 
follows: salaried employees, 639; wage-earners, 11,343; and contract workers and 
piece-workers, 4,715. The persons classified as contract workers are employed 1 
the salmon canneries of British Columbia, where a large part of the work is do

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under contract, the contractor engaging and paying his own workers and being 
himself paid by the cannery operator according to the quantity of fish packed. 
More than half of the workers in British Columbia salmon canneries are 
employed under this arrangement. The total amount paid by the establish- 
ments to all employees in 1927 was $5,373,951, apportioned as follows: to 
salaried employees, $871,211 ; to wage-earners, $3,769,791; and to contract 
workers and_piece-workers, $732,949. The total amount paid in 1926 was 
$5,622,837. Statistics for 1927 and the two preceding years are given in the 
following table.

Wage-earners by Months——The months of highest employment in the 
industry as a whole were May with 9,654 employees and June with 10,347. 
In lobster canneries the months of highest employment were May and June; 
in salmon canneries, June, July and August; and in clam canneries, April, June 
and July. In sardine and other fish canneries, fish curing establishments and 
reduction plants there was little variation in monthly employment throughout 
the year. Summary statistics of employment by months for the years 1925 to 
1927 are given in the following table. The numbers are exclusive of contract- 
workers and piece-workers, for which no details of monthly employment are 
available.

Fuel Used.—Coal was the principal item with regard to value, with a total 
of 29,430 tons, valued at $239,419. Fuel oil was used to a total of 1,738,667 
gallons, valued at $102,569; gasoline, 79,666 gallons, valued at $21,306; and 
petroleum distillate, 91,385 gallons, valued at $9,053. The amount paid for 
electricity used during the year was $30,174. The total value of all fuel used, 
Including electricity, was $465,230, compared with $476,727 in 1926. 


Power Equipment.—The power equipment of the establishments consisted 


“of 278 steam engines and turbines with a rated capacity of 4,748 h.p.; 649 gasoline 


_ and oil engines with 3,926 h.p.; 50 water wheels and turbines with 1,276 h.p.; 
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and 144 electric motors with 2,365 h.p. Compared with the preceding year 
the steam engines and turbines show an increase in number but a decrease in 
total rated h.p.; the gasoline and oil engines increases in both number and capacity; 
water wheels and turbines, a decrease in number but an increase in capacity; | 
and electric motors increases in number and capacity. The number of boilers — 
in use was 371, compared with 355 in 1926. | 

Materials Used.—The cost value of the fish purchased to be used in the 
preparation of the manufactured fish products or for re-sale for consumption | 
fresh, was $14,379,521; the value of containers used, $3,290,932; salt, $360,056; | 
and miscellaneous materials, $334,337, making a total cost value for all 
materials used of $18,364,846. The total quantity of fish used in the establish- | 
ments during the year was 6,393,552 cwt., or 63 p.c. of the total catch of sea 
fish, the remainder being marketed by fishermen. Statistics of the value of 
materials used are given for the past three years in table 9.

Value of Production.—A considerable decrease is shown in the value of output 
of the establishments, compared with the year 1926. The value of manufac-_ 
tured fish products in 1927 was $23,961,119, a decrease from the preceding 
year of $4,880,825, or 17 p.c., and the value of fish marketed for consumption - 
fresh, $7,123,490, a decrease of $225,330 or 3 p.c. The total value of output 
of the establishments in 1927 was $31,084,609, compared with $36,190,764 in” 
1926. The value of output of the lobster canneries decreased by 5 p.c., of salmo 1 
canneries by 23 p.c., and of fish curing establishments by 9 p.c., while the output 
of reduction plants shows an increase in value of 46 p.c. Statistics of production 
for the years 1925 to 1927 are given in the following table.

Other Data—Statistical tables have been prepared which place the) 


establishments in groups according to (1) form of organization, (2) time 
operation, (3) number of employees, and (4) value of product. Brief summaries 
of these are as follows. The compilation according to form of organi zation 
shows 368 establishments as operated under individual ownership; 134 
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operated by partnerships; 259 by joint stock companies; and 12. by co-operative 
associations. All of the foregoing groups show decreases in number from 
the preceding year, excepting the number of establishments operated by joint 
stock companies, which increased by 7. The majority of the lobster canneries 
are under individual ownership, while the salmon canneries are nearly all 
operated by joint stock companies. The grouping of establishments according 
to number of days in operation shows 321 plants operating less than 60 days 
during the year; 211 operating from 60 to 119 days; 113 from 120 to 179 days; 
65 from 180 to 239 days; and 63 operating 240 days and over. Comprised 
in the last group are 38 fish curing establishments, 9 lobster canneries, 5 salmon 
_ canneries, 4 clam canneries, 2 sardine canneries, and 5 reduction plants... Ina 
number of the canneries fish curing operations are carried on previous to and 
after the close of the canning season: returns for 1927 show 25 lobster canneries 
and 9 salmon canneries with a production of cured fish in addition to the canned 
product. The arrangement of returns according to number of employees 
divides the establishments into three groups. The first group includes 564 
establishments which employ 5 persons or over; the second group 176 establish- 
ments with less than 5 employees; and the third group, 33 establishments with 
no employees, the work in these establishments being performed by the 
operators themselves. Only 3 of the salmon canneries had less than 5 employees, 
while 84 of the lobster canneries reported less than 5. The returns have been 
arranged according to value of production in 5 groups. The first group shows 
284 plants each with a production of less than $5,000; the second group, 123 
plants with a product of from $5,000 to under $10,000 ; the third group 119 
plants with $10,000 to under $20,000; the fourth group 105 plants with $20,000 
to under $50,000; and the fifth group 142 plants with $50,000 and over. 
Comprised in the last group are 74 salmon canneries, 37 fish curing establish- 
ments, 15 lobster canneries, 14 reduction plants, and 2 sardine and other fish 
canneries. Statistics in detail are given in the general tables of the report.

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Fishing Bounty 


Under the authority of ‘‘An Act to Encourage the Development of the Sea 
Fisheries and the Building of Fishing Vessels’, the sum of $160,000 is appro- 
priated annually by the Governor in Council. It is distributed under the name 
of Fishing Bounty, by the Department of Marine and Fisheries amongst fisher- 
men, and fishing vessel and boat owners on the Atlantic Coast under regulations 
made from time to time by the Governor in Council. 


For the year 1927, payment was made on the following basis:— 


To owners of vessels entitled to receive bounty—$1 per registered ton; 
payment to the owner of any one vessel not to exceed $80. 

To vessel fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$8 each. 

To owners of boats measuring not less than 12 feet keel—$1 per boat. 

To boat fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$6.60 each. 


There were 9,609 bounty claims paid. In the preceding year there were 
11,036 bounty claims paid. 


The total amount paid in 1927 was $158,375.80 allocated as follows:—

To 9,066 boats and their crews.............. $: 118,913.30 


Imports and Exports 


The value of fish and fish products exported from Canada during the 
calendar year 1927 was $34,814,448, compared with $37,089,545 in 1926. The © 
principal items were canned salmon, dried cod, canned lobsters, dry-salted 
herring and fresh lobsters. The total value of the imports was $3,768,901, | 
compared with $3,045,838 in the preceding year. The chief items of import — 
were sardines and oysters.

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PREFACE 


Ce rapport est publié en vertu d’une entente, établissant la coopération en 
matiére de statistique, intervenue entre le Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique et 
les différents services gouvernementaux ayant juridiction sur les pécheries cana- 
diennes. Ces services comprennent: la Direction des pécheries du ministére 
de la Marine et des Pécheries, qui exerce sa juridiction sur les pécheries des 
provinces maritimes, des provinces des prairies et de la Colombie Britannique; 
et les Divisions des Pécheries des provinces d’Ontario et de Québec, qui régissent 
les pécheries de leurs provinces respectives, sauf les pécheries des tles de la 
Madeleine, en Québec, lesquelles sont sous la juridiction de la Direction des 
pécheries du Dominion. La Colombie Britannique posséde une ‘Division des 
Pécheries, mais cet organisme ne s’occupe pas de statistique pour son propre 
compte. 

En vertu de l’arrangement dont il est parlé plus haut, les statistiques du 
poisson péché et des produits offerts en vente A l’état frais ou aprés une prépa- 
ration sommaire sont recueillies par les fonctionnaires locaux des services des 
pécheries, vérifiées et condensées au ministére de la Marine et des Pécheries, 
puis compilées au Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique. En ce qui concerne le 
poisson industriellement préparé et ses sous-produits, des formules similaires 
& celles en usage dans le recensement des autres branches de production sont 
envoyées directement par le Bureau aux poissonneries, établissements de salaison, 
de conserve de poisson, etc., les fonctionnaires des services des pécheries s’assu- 
rant que ces formules sont consciencieusement remplies et promptement retour- 
nées. Les fonctionnaires des gouvernements provinciaux voudront bien accepter 
hos remerciements pour le concours qu’ils nous ont prété.

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LES PECHERIES DU CANADA 


Le début des pécheries.—La péche est l’une des plus anciennes industries 
du Canada. Les Normands, les Bretons et les Basques péchaient la morue a 
Terre-Neuve dés avant la découverte de V Amérique. Lorsqu’en 1498 le continent 
nord-américain s’offrit a la vue de Cabot, ce navigateur lui donna le nom de 
«Bacalaos», nom basque de la morue que ces rudes pécheurs poursuivaient déja. 
Cap-Breton, Vun des plus anciens noms géographiques de VAmérique, est un autre 
souvenir des premiers pécheurs Frangais, que les Espagnols et les Portugais ne 
tardérent pas ad suivre. Fernandez de Navarete nous apprend que des pécheurs 
de ces trois nationalités fréquentaient le Grand Bane en 1502. La péche se 
pratiquait au moyen de lignes ad main, les pécheurs se tenant dans des barils fixés a 
Veaxtériceur du passavant pour éviter le contact des lignes avec les flancs du navire; 
les bateaux de péche se livraient a leurs opérations tant que durait le beau temps, 
puis s’en retournaient en France avec leurs prises de 30,000 a 50,000 morues. 
Les voyages entrepris le long du littoral démontrérent bientét que la morue était 
aussi abondante en vue du rivage que sur les bancs lointains; les équipages s’accou- 
tumeérent alors ad jeter Vancre dans une baie, a construire une hutte sur la gréve et 
a faire dans leurs petites chalowpes des excursions quotidiennes, dont le produt 
était salé et séché a terre, puis expédié en France a la fin de la saison. Lorsqu’al 
remonta le Saint-Laurent, en 1534, Jacques Cartier trouwva partout les traces du 
passage de ces “capitaines courageux) et de leurs rivalités, lesquelles s’exercaient — 
aussi bien dans des rencontres armées que dans la capture du poisson qua les avait 
attirés si loin de chez eux. Chauvin fonda un établissement de cette sorte a 
Tadoussac, en 1599. Bientét aprés les pécheurs s’habituérent a passer Vhiver en 
Amérique et a y construire de véritables villages. La premiére concession de péche 
fut octroyée par le roi de France a de Monts, en 1608. On peut donc considérer — 
la péche comme la premiére industrie ad laquelle se soient lvrés systématiquement — 
les Européens au Canada; depuis ces temps lointains elle n’a jamais cessé de — 
donner sa récolte annuelle, tant d V Europe qu’a VAmérique. 

Le traité d’Utretch de 1713 attribua Terre-Newve a la Grande-Bretagne, 
dépossédant la France de son droit de pécher et de faire sécher le poisson sur 
certaines sections du littoral de cette tle, mais la France conserva les pécheries de — 
Cap-Breton et celles du golfe, La guerre de Sept ans (1756-63) interrompit les — 
opérations de péche sur une vaste échelle. Lorsqu’elle se termina, la famille Robin, — 
de Jersey, vint au Canada et au moyen d’acquisitions graduelles s’empara de 
toutes les anciennes stations de péche francaises. Jusqu’d Varrivée des Loyalistes, — 
les pécheurs s’étaient occupés exclusivement de la morue. Seules les pécheries 
cétiéres étaient exploitées durant cette phase, y compris celles du littoral du Labrador; 
ce ne fut qu’en 1873 qu’un navire de péche en haute mer sortit du port de Lunenburg, — 
qui est maintenant le centre principal de la grande péche.

Lieux de péche du Canada.—Les pécheries canadiennes sont probablement — 
les plus vastes de Vunivers. Sur V Atlantique, depuis Grand Manan jusqu’au — 
Labrador, le rivage mesure plus de 5,000 milles, d Vexclusion des anses et échan- — 
crures qui le dentellent. La baie de Fundy, avec 8,000 milles carrés, le golfe 
Saint-Laurent, dix fois plus grand, et d’autres eaux océaniques représentent ensemble q 
environ 200,000 milles carrés, c’est-d-dire plus des quatre-cinquiémes des pécheries — 
du nord de V Atlantique. De plus, lon compte sur les bords de V Atlantique 15,000 
milles carrés d’eaux territoriales sous le contréle absolu de la Puissance. Mais 
ces vastes étendues ne représentent qu'une partie des eaux canadiennes. La baie 
d’ Hudson, dont les cétes s’étendent sur wne longueur de 6,000 milles, est plus grande 
que la Méditerranée; sur le Pacifique, le littoral canadien mesure 7,180 milles; 
Ses bates et fiords innombrables offrent aux pécheurs une multitude d’abris tre 
stirs. Enfin, disséminés sur tout le territoire, s’égrénent wne série de lacs qui, 
tous ensemble, contiennent plus de la moitié des eaux douces du globe, la part du

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Canada dans les grands lacs seulement couvrant plus de 34,000 milles carrés, auz- 
quels vwennent s’ajouter le lac Winnipeg (9,457 milles carrés), le lac Manitoba et 
de nombreux autres non moins vastes. 

Mais la qualité des produits des pécheries canadiennes est encore plus remar- 
quable. Chacun sait que V’excellence de la chair du porsson est en proportion directe 
de la pureté et de la fratcheur des eaux qual habite. Considérés sous cet angle, la 
morue, l’églefin, le hareng, le maquereau, le poisson blanc et le sawmon du Canada 
nont pas de rivaux dans Vunivers. Il est done évident que les plus magni fiques 
pécheries de Vhémisphére occidental, sinon du globe, appartiennent au Canada. 

Le bref exposé qui précede démontre qu'il est impossible d’envisager les péche- 
reves canadiennes sous un unique aspect; embrassant tout un continent, elles offrent 
nécessairement une grande diversité. Laissant de cété les immenses étendues de la 
baie d’Hudson et de la région Arctique qui s’étend depuis Ungava jusqu’a V Alaska, 
lesquelles, outre la baleine, donnent asile a de nombreux poissons comestibles, on 
peut diviser ainsi qu’il suit les pécheries canadiennes: 


1. PicHERIES DE L’ATLANTIQUE.—Elles sont les premieres en date, et 
jusqwen 1918 elles furent les plus importantes par la valeur de leurs produits. 
On y prend la morue, le flétan, Véglefin, le merlan, le hareng, le maquereau, le 
homard, Vhuttre et le phoque. Le golfe et les eaux intérieures des provinces 
maritimes et de Québec sont quelquefois considérés distinctement; mais en les 
réunissant, la liste ci-dessus s’accrottrait du saumon, de Valose, du gasparot, de 
Véperlan, du bar, du tacaud, de la truite et du maskinongé. Les opérations de 
_ péche sont communément considérées sous deux aspects distints, la péche hauturzére 
ou de haute mer et la péche cotiére. Cette derniere se pratique au moyen de petites 
embarcations, le plus souvent automotrices, montées par deux ou trois hommes; 
on y emplove aussi de petits navires dont Péquipage se compose de quatre d sept 
hommes. Les engins de péche le plus fréquemment employés sont les rets a mazlles, 
les lignes a main et les chaluts; d’autre part, on dispose le long du rivage des filets, 
des seines et des nasses. La péche a Véglefin est aussi importante que celle de la 
morue; pendant le printemps et Vété ce poisson est ouvert et salé mais la meilleure 
saison est d Vautomne, le poisson étant alors vendy frais ou bien fumé, sous le 
nom de «finnan haddie». La péche en haute mer se pratique au moyen de navires 

de 40 a 100 tonnes, portant de douze d vingt hommes, qui péchent dans les doris 
au moyen de lignes de fond. Les flottilles fréquentent tour d tour les différents banes 
de péche, tel que le Grand Banc, le Banc Intermédiaire et le Banquereau. Ces 
navires, construits sur place, restent quelquefois plusieurs mois en mer; les nau- 
Jrages sont rares, tant est grande Vhabileté de leurs équipages. A leur retour, le 
poisson, qui a été vidé et salé a bord, est débarqué, lavé et séché. Les Antilles sont 
le principal débouché de ce produit; aucune autre morue ne pourrait supporter la 
climat tropical aussi bien que celle préparée par les pécheurs de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. 
De grands chalutiers ¢ vapeur, tels que ceux en usage dans la mer du N ord, ont 
été introduits depuis plusieurs années dans les pécheries canadiennes du littoral 
de l’Atlantique; on comple actuellement onze de ces navires appartenant auc ports 
de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Ils se livrent G4 la péche presque toute Vannée; leurs prises 
—approvisionnent le commerce de powsson frais. 

La péche au homard est également une industrie caractéristique. Hn 1870, 
wd nexistait que trois homarderies sur le Littoral de V Atlantique; en 1927 on en 
comptart 488, occupant environ 6,180 personnes; 30,000,000 de homards constt- 
tent une prise normale. L’un des constants problémes de cette industrie, c’est 
@assurer Vexécution des dispositions prohibant la capture des jeunes homards 
@ des adultes au moment du fra; on croit toutefois avoir mis wn frein au déclin 
de la production. L’huttre, qui pullulait autrefois tout le long du rivage, est main- 
tenant moins abondante. La mise en botte des sardines, qui sont de jeunes 
harengs, occupe au Nowveau-Brunswick un rang égal a Vindustrie du homard. 

Les pécheurs des provinces maritimes constituent une population industrielle 
Spécialisée. La péche cétiere s’y pratique d’avril d novembre, et méme en janvier, 
dans les districts abrités el, quorque les plus grands navires travaillent pendant 
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tout Vhiver, plusieurs milliers @hommes sont disponibles a certaines moments de 
Vannée pour d'autres travaux. Les uns cultivent des petites parcelles de terre 
entourant leurs maisons, les autres travaillent dans les chantiers de bois du Nouveau- 
Brunswick ou bien dans les charbonnages de la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Quelques pécheurs 
de Lunenburg et d’ailleurs font du négoce avec les Antilles. Outre lV’oisiveté forcée 
résultant soit du mauvais temps, soit de la fermeture de la péche, la méthode con- 
sistant a rémunérer les pécheurs au moyen d’une part de la prise tend a les pousser 
vers des occupations secondaires, surtout dans les mauvaises années. 

En vue de remédier aux défectuosités de cette méthode, une loi de la législature 
provinciale de la Nouvelle-Ecosse, passée en 1905, permit aux pécheurs de se syn- 
diquer et organisa dans la province des «stations» affiliées d un organisme central; 
les pécheurs syndiqués devaient se réunir annuellement pour la discussion des 
problemes communs, tels que les facilités de transport, Vapprovistonnement des 
cordages, les prix, les méthodes de prise et de préparation du poisson, etc. Plu- 
sieurs congres successifs eurent lieu. Le Nouveau-Brunswick adopta une légis- 
lation similaire. Mais ce mouvement fut éphémére. Aprés quelques années 
dexistence on vit les syndicats se dissoudre. Actuellement, chacun péche pour son 
propre compte sans se soucier des autres patrons ou compagmes. 


2. P&cHERIES INTHRIEURES.—Les grands lacs et les eaux tributacres du 
St-Laurent constituent une seconde grande division des pécheries canadiennes. 
Le poisson blanc, la trutte, la sandre et le hareng des lacs sont les poissons les 
plus importants d’Ontario, commercialement parlant, quoique le brochet, Ves- 
turgeon et quelques autres poissons ne soient pas a dédaigner. La valeur des péche- 
ries intérieures de Québec se compose principalement de produits de la péche a Vanguil- 
le et au doré. L’histoire de la péche dans les grands lacs peut se résumer en deux 
mots; une destruction en masse suivie d’une lente résurrection aidée par la pisci- 
culture. Un seul bateau de péche pouvait autrefois prendre 90,000 poissons blancs 
dans sa journée; dans la riviére Détroit, on avait Vhabitude de refouler le poisson 
dans des viviers ow on le prenait ou bien ot il périssait par centaines de milliers, 
étant alors utilisé comme engrais. Mais ce systéme eut tot fart de dépeupler les 
eaux et de démoraliser ce commerce. Dans les grands lacs la saison de péche 
dure de six d huit mois; quelques pécheurs continuent leurs opérations durant 
Vhiver en creusant des trous dans la glace, mais le plus grand nombre cherche 
une autre occupation dans Vinterméde des saisons. En se dirigeant plus a Vouest, 
le lac Winnipeg, le lac Winnipegosis, le lac Manitoba et des lacs plus petits 
au nord et ad Vest de celui-ct, fournissent la plupart des poissons du Man- 
toba. Le poisson blane et la sandre sont les principaux d’entre eux, mars 
le brochet, le tullipi, Veil d’or et nombre d'autres variétés s’y trowvent a profusion. 
En Saskatchewan et en Alberta, la péche pour le commerce est confinée aux 
régions situées au nord de la riviére Saskatchewan ot Von prend de_ grandes 
quantités de poisson blanc. Le probléme des transports devient particuliérement 
aigu; quelques-uns des plus grands lacs du continent, les lacs Reindeer, Athabaska, 
Grand Esclave, Grand Ours et des centaines de lacs plus petits n'ont aucune commu- — 
nication avec les marchés de consommation. Toutefois, les lacs de Vowest ont joue 
le méme role que le Saint-Laurent dans les temps du régime francais et que les 
bancs de morue dans Vhistoire de la Nouvelle-Angleterre, en facilitant la colonisation : 
du pays, puisqwils offrent un aliment certain aux colons nowvellement arrivés. — 


3. PicuERIES pu PactrieuE—La Colombie Britannique posséde des péche-_ 
ries d’eau douce presque similaires a celles de la région des prairies; il est douteux — 
que le commerce des fourrures (qui devait étre Vagent de liaison entre cette province — 
et le reste du Canada a travers les Montagnes Rocheuses) eit pu s’établir au com- 
mencement de Vhistoire de cette province si ces pécheries n’avaient pas existé. Les 
pécheries de la Colombie Britannique sont d’une grande richesse; elles représen- 
tent environ les deux cinquiémes de Vindustrie poissonmiére du Canada et ses pro- 
duits se consomment jusqu’ aux extrémités de la terre; ils sont essentiellement cons- 


titués par le sawmon péché ad Vembouchure du fleuve Fraser, de la Skeena, de la 
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Naas et d'autres riviéres descendant du versant occidental des montagnes. Chacune 
des varvétés de ce roi des poissons comestibles (que toutefois n’est pas le vrai 
saumon) fréquentant les eaux du Pacifique, se trouve sur le littoral de la Colombie 
Britannique, c’est-d-dire le sockeye ou dos bleu, le saumon de printemps, le sauwmon 
argenté, le saumon rose et le sawmon bécard. Entre tous ceux-cr, le dos bleu est 
de beaucoup le plus important, tant en raison de son abondance que de l’excellence 
de sa chair, dont la belle couleur rougedtre est tant appréciée des consommateurs 
de la Grande-Bretange. Le fleuwve Fraser était autrefors la principale source d’ap- 
provisionnement de sawmon, mais sa production est aujourd'hui dépassée par celle 
de la riviére Skeena et de ses tributaires septentrionaux; la prise varie considéra- 
blement d’année en année. La remontée du saumon commemce vers la fin de juillet 
et atteint son apogée dans les premieres semaines d’aott; néanmoins, les régions 
septentrionales ont une saison quelque peu hdtive. Le saumon de printemps ou 
quinnat est un trés gros poissson; c’est la premiere espéce qui fut mise en boite 
aux Etats-Unis; la migration de ce poisson s’opére au commencement du printemps 
et sé continue jusqu’en juillet. Le saumon argenté est plus petit; comme le dos 
bleu, wl voyage par bandes ennombrables, pendant septembre et octobre dans le 
fleuve Fraser, et un peu plus tot dans les cours d’eau plus au nord. Le saumon 
bécard est salé pour l’exportation en Orient et une quantité considérable est aussi 
mise en botte. Le sawmon rose, lui aussi, suit le dos bleu. Le plus grand nombre 
de personnes qu’occupe cette péche sont des Chinois, des Japonais et des I ndiens, 
Lélément chinois étant prépondérant dans les usines, tandis que les Indiens et les 
Japonais se consacrent plutot aux opérations de péche. Jusqu’d ces derniéres années, 
les autres pécheries cétiéres de la Colombie Britannique étaient négligées. Le 
fiétan abonde a hauteur de Vile Vancouver et entre les tles de la Reine Charlotte et 
le continent; quoique la premiere tentative @exploitation industrielle de ce poisson 
ait avorté, dés 1903 la Colombie Britannique contribuait pour 1 0,000,000 de livres 
a la production de 25,000,000 de livres péchées sur le littoral du Pacifique, au nord 
de la Californie, chiffre qui a triplé depurs lors. Semblablement, la péche au hareng 
ne s'est développée que tout récemment. Signalons aussi la péche a la balezne, 
endustrie récemment implantée et possédant deux stations dans les tles Reine Char- 
lotte. On prend annuellement des cétacés de différentes sortes; baleines franches, 
rorquals, dauphins et méme parfois des cachalots. La péche a la baleine se pratique 
dans des bateaux rapides armés de canons lance-harpon Svend Foyn, systéme venu 
de Norvége. Aucune partie de la baleine ne se perd, Vhutle, les fanons et la poudre 
en sont les produits les plus importants. Le cabillaud, Voulachon, V’éperlan, le 
pilchard, Vesturgeon, V’alose et le bar sont également abondants dans les eaux de la 
Colombie Britannique. 

Ajoutons un mot concernant les pécheries du phoque a fourrure du Pacifique, 
dont le siége historique était autrefors ad Victoria. Cette industrie est d peu pres 
disparue, tant ad cause de la raréfaction de ces animaux que par Veffet du traité de 
1911. La flottille qui poursuit le phoque a fourrure dans le nord de l’ Atlantique 
@ ses quartiers généraux ad St-John, Terre-Neuve. 


Le sport de la péche.—Nous n’avons envisagé jusqu’ici les pécheries qu’au 
point de vue purement industriel et commercial; mais le sport lui-méme comporte 
un aspect économique dans un pays ou foisonnent des porssons aussi réputés que 
le sawmon de la ftestigouche, Vachigan de Québec et des hautes terres d’Ontario et 
la truite de la Nipigon. Le gouvernement percort des revenus fort élevés en lowant 
| Soit a des clubs, soit d des particulers, le droit de péche dans les lacs et les cours 
@eau des contrées les moins peuplées; d’autre part, des centaines de guides y trou- 
vent une occupation rémunératrice pendant les mois a’ été. 


Le gouvernement et les pécheries.— Aw début de la Confédérattion, le 
gouvernement fédéral administrait directement la marine et les pécheries du Canada; 
un ministre du Cabinet exercait cette jurisdiction au moyen d’un personnel consi- 
dérable d’inspecteurs, de surveillants et de gardes-péche. Pendant Vannée fiscale 
lerminée le 81 mars 1928, le gouvernement fédéral a dépensé pour les pécheries, 
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$1,894,362 et les revenus qui en découlent se sont élevés d $234,855. Des décisions 
judiciaires intervenues en 1882, 1898, 1913 et 1920 ont sensiblement modifié la 
juridiction du gouvernement fédéral & Vavantage des provinces. Aujourd’ hui, la 
Puissance controle directement les pécheries en eau salée des provinces maritimes 
et de la Colombie Britannique et les pécheries d’eau douce des trovs provinces des 
prairies. Les pécheries intérieures des provinces maritimes et d’Ontario et les 
pécheries tant en eau douce qu’en eau salée de la province de Québec sont contrélées 
par ces provinces respectivement, mars le gouvernement fédéral posséde seul le drovt 
de légiférer sur toutes les matiéres concernant la péche dans toutes les parties du pays. 


Conservation.—Les pécheries fluviales et lacustres incontestablement, et les 
pécheries maritimes probablement, sv elles étaient abandonnées a elles-mémes, 
subiraient la loi économique de Vappauvrissement. Pour combattre cette tendance 
le gouvernement canadien dut légrférer, interdisant la péche en certaines saisons, 
la pollution des riviéres et Vobstruction de leur cours; il dut aussi spécifier les 
dimensions des mailles des filets, réglementer les agrés et les opérations de péche. 
En outre, il a été créé wn systéme de pisciculture qui possede aujourd hui 25 frayeres, 
6 viviers auciliaires et 4 bassins d sawmon, ayant couté $349,141 en 1927, et distri- 
buant 295,283,782 eufs, alevins et poissons par année, principalement le saumon 
de la Colombie Britannique et le poisson blane. Ces alevins sont distribués gratui- 
tement et placés dans les eaux qui leur conviennent le mreux. | 

Recherches scientifiques.—Des stations, ou l'on procéde a des recherches 
biologiques sur les problémes aussi nombreux que complexes que présentent les — 
pecheries, et placées sous la direction de la Commission Biologique du Canada, 
sont établies a St-Andrews, N.-B., et d Nanaimo, C.B. Les universités de Toronto, 
McGill, Queens’, du Manitoba, de la Colombie Britannique et les principales 
institutions des provinces maritimes détachent a chacune de ces stations, soit des 
professeurs, soit des spécialistes et techniciens. Parmi les problémes pratiques — 
gue Von y a abordés citons entre autres: Vhistoire naturelle des poissons comes- 
tibles, la bactériologie du poisson, sort frazs, soit préparé, Vamélioration des méthodes 
de manipulation et de préparation du porsson, etc. Des mémoires scientifiques et 
des rapports sont publiés chaque saison. 

Aide directe.—Quant aw reste, le gouvernement s’est efforcé d’apporter son 
aide aux pécheries lorsqwil s’est agi de résoudre des cas spéciaux et de surmonter — 
des difficultés particuliéres. Afin d’encourager la capture de la roussette ow chien 
de mer, on a exploité pendant quelques années des manufactures ayant pour objet 
Vutilisation de ce poisson. Pendant quelque temps, un technicien fut chargé de 
démontrer la méthode écossaise de saurissage du hareng, en vue d’améliorer les ~ 
procédés de manipulation en usage au Canada. Conformément aux dispositions 
de la loi sur Vinspection du poisson, des instructeurs ensergnent depuis plusieurs” 
années & la population cétiére les méthodes les plus perfectionnées de préparation 
du poisson, de fabrication des barils et caques et dinspection des produits séchés- 
ou fumés. Un bulletin trimestriel traitant des pécheries maritimes est publié 
pour le bénéfice du commerce. Finalement, une petite flottlle de cannonnieres 
armées circule constamment le long des cétes et sur les grands lacs, pourchassant 
les braconniers et faisant appliquer les réglements. | 

Pendant la guerre, on s’est efforcé daugmenter autant que possible la consom= 
mation de poisson, afin d’économiser les autres aliments plus facilement exportables 
chez nos alliés. A cette fin, le gouvernement établit un service de transport du 
poisson par grande vitesse dans des wagons réfrigérateurs sur son réseau, depur 
le littoral jusquaux grandes villes de Vintérieur; de plus, il s’efforga de stimuler 
la consommation du poisson au moyen d’une active propagande. Les résultats 
nont pas été négligeables puisquwaujourd’hut la consommation de poisson au 
Canada dépasse 22 livres par bouche.* Le gouvernement s'est aussi préoccupe 
daméliorer le service de trains rapides transportant le poisson depurs la céte de 
V Atlantique jusqu’a Montréal et Toronto.

On arrive & cette estimation en additionnant le poisson importé au poisson pris au pays, puis en soustrayant l@ 
quantite exportee. 
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Problémes internationaux.—Une région de péche aussi riche que celle 
du nord de V Atlantique ne pouvait manquer d’attirer les pécheurs d'autres pays et 
@anciennes coutumes se transformérent en droits acquis, dont quelques-uns durent 
encore, notamment le séchage de leurs prises par les pécheurs Frangais sur les rivages 
de Terre-Newve. Autrement grave est la question des droits des Etats-Unis dont 
les pécheurs, durant la période coloniale, approvistonnarent de poisson la Nouvelle- 
Angleterre et d qui le traité de Versailles de 1783 reconnut le droit de pécher dans 
les eaux cétiéres du Canada. La guerre de 1812 leur fit perdre cette prérogative, 
st bien quwaprés 1818, les Etats-Unis n’avaient d’autres droits que ceux de faire 
escale dans les ports canadiens pour s’y abriter ou s’y approvisionner de bois ou 
deau, ou y réparer leurs embarcations; de pécher autour des tles de la M adeleine 
et sur la rive nord du golfe St-Laurent, d Vest de Pointe-J olie; enfin de faire sécher 
et de préparer leur poisson dans les havres, baies et anses non habitées de cette partve 


_ de la rive nord. L’interprétation des clauses du traité de 1818 souleva maintes 


querelles apaisées par le traité de réciprocité (1854-1 866). Par ce dernier traité, 
le poisson canadien et ses sous-produits entraient en franchise aux Etats-Unis et 
voce versa; de plus, les pécheurs des Etats-Unis obtenaient le drott de péche dans 
les eaux territoriales canadiennes de l’Atlantique, les pécheurs canadiens étant 
autorisés ad pécher dans certaines eaux territoriales des Ktats-Unis, sur le méme 
littoral, d exclusion dans les deux cas des cours d’eau et de leurs estuaires. Les 
crustacés, mollusques et coquillages étaient exceptés. Le traité de Washington de 
1871 confirma le traité de réciprocité de 1854 en ce qui concerne les pécheries et 
pourvut a la nomination d’une commission darbitrage devant délerminer le chiffre 
de lindemnité ad payer par les Etats-Unis & la Grande-Bretagne, en raison des 
concessions par elle consenties. Cette commission siégea ad Halifax en 1877 et y 
rendit une sentence arbitrale fixant cette indemnité a $5,500,000, dont $1,000,000 
étaient attribués d Terre-Newve. Cependant, en 1 885, les Ktats-Unis dénoncérent 
les clauses de ce traité se rapportant a la péche et cette action fut suivie d’une période 
_ de graves désagréments entre les deux pays. Une convention signée en 1888 
porte le nom de «Traité non ratifié de 1888». Les plénpotentiaires qui Vont 
négocié étaient tombés d’accord sur les points suivants: les bateaux de péche des 
Etats-Unis recevraient annuellement et gratuitement des licences les autorisant a 
pénétrer dans les ports canadiens, d y acheter des provisions et des agrés, a transborder 
leurs prises et & embarquer des équipages. C'est ce traité qui donna naissance 
aux «licences de modus vivendi». Les négociateurs du traité ayant reconnu qual 
ne pouvart étre ratifié par les deux gouvernements avant l ouverture de la saison de 
péche, décidérent, comme mesure transitoire et ne devant pas durer plus de deux 
ans, que les bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis, sur paiement d’un droit de $1.50 
_ par tonneau, pourrarent exiger Vémission d’une licence leur accordant le béné fice 
des dispositions ci-dessus énumérées. Le Sénat des Etats-Unis rejeta ce tratté; 
_ néanmoins, le gouvernement canadien continua & émettre des «licences du modus 
vivendt» jusqu’en 1918, date d laquelle des arrangements furent faits assurant des 
privileges réciproques aux pécheurs des deux pays dans les poris de leur voisin, 
mars les effets de cetie entente—qui était une mesure spéciale de guerre du gouverne- 
ment des Etats-Unis—cessérent le premier juillet 1921. L’année suivante, on dut 
recourir de nouveau aux «licences dw modus vivendi», mais a la fin de 1928 elles 
disparurent. Depuis lors, on est revenu aux dispositions du traité de 1818. 


Dans les grands lacs également les problémes les plus importants, tels que 
le repeuplement et la disposition du poisson, ont nécessairement un caractére inter- 
national et se compliquent du nombre des Etats intéressés. Une situation analogue 
s'est créée en Colombie Britannique, ow les industriels de Puget Sound capturent 
le saumon dos bleu du fleuve Fraser en quantités beaucoup plus considérables que 
les pécheurs du Canada et ce, au moyen de preges et autres méthodes interdites dans 
les eaux canadiennes. En 1906, une commission internationale fit le premier pas 
_ vers une entente sur cette question vitale; en 1922 une commission parlementaire 
recommandait la prohibition de la péche de ce saumon dans les eaux du Fraser, 
| pendant cing ans, comme mesure de conservation. 
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La péche au flétan de notre cété du Pacifique ne peut se faire que par les 
ports du Canada ou des Etats-Unis, mais comme elle se pratique principalement 
en dehors des eaux territoriales, aucun des deux pays ne pouvait la controler seul. 
En méme temps, il est de Vintérét des deux pays de la maintenir florissante et per- 
manente. C'est pourquoi Vétude des moyens ad adopter pour la protection de ce 
poisson a été confiée ad la conférence canado-américaine des pécherves nommée 
en 1918 par les deux pays pour étudier toutes les questions relatives a la péche et 
pendantes entre les deux pays. En 1922, le Canada a proposé que la question du 
flétan fit étudiée séparément. La suggestion ayant été ben accueilhe, il en est 
résulté le traité du 2 mars 1923 «pour la protection du flétan du Pacifique». En 
vertu de ce traité, la péche du flétan est interdite depuis le 16 novembre de chaque 
année jusqu’au 15 février inclusivement de Vannée suivante. 


Primes.—Une conséquence indirecte mais fort importante du traité de 
Washington subsiste encore aujourd’hut. Une loi de 1882 (46 Vict., c. 1 8) pour 
le développement des pécheries maritimes et Vencouragement ad la construction des 
navires de péche, a consacré une somme annuelle de $150,000 représentant Vintérét 
sur le montant de la sentence arbitrale d’Halifax, a la distribution de primes aux 
propriétaires de bateaua de péche et ad leurs équipages. Une autre loi, votée en 
1891 (4-56 Vict., c 42). éleva ces primes a $160,000, les détails de leur distri- 
bution étant réglés chaque année par arrété mimstériel. 


Industrie moderne.—L’industrie poissonniére du Canada telle quelle 
existe actuellement est le fruit des efforts accomplis pendant les cinquante derniéres 
années. En 1844, la valeur des prises n était estimée qu’a $125,000; elle doubla dans — 
la décade suivante, et dés 1860, dépassait $1,000,000. Dix ans plus tard, elle — 
atteignit 86,000,000, chiffre plus que doublé en 1878. Dans la derniére décade — 
du siécle elle dépassait $20,000,000, towchait a trente-quatre millions en 1911 et — 
atteignait presque quarante-neuf millions en 1927. Mais son apogée fut atternte 
en 1918, année qui dépassa soixante millions. Ces chiffres représentent la valeur 
totale de tout le poisson vendu soit frais, soit séché, soit en conserve ou autrement — 
préparé. Pendant ce temps le personnel de cette industrie a atternt 80,000 per- — 
sonnes et le capital quelle absorbait, $50,000,000 en certarnes années. 


Entre tous les poissons, la morue et le saumon se disputérent longtemps la — 
primauté; si Von remontait jusqu’aux origines, la morue tiendrait la téte, mais si 
l’on ne considére que les vingt derniéres années, on constate que le saumon a défi- 
nitivement conquis la premiére place et méme le volume de homard et son prix 
élevé ont plus d’une fois relégué la morue au troisiéme rang. Ceci eut pour effet 
de modifier le rang des provinces entre elles, la Colombie Britannique tenant main- 
tenant la premiére place qui appartenait auparavant a la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Le 
flétan prend la quatriéme place parmi nos poissons de commerce. 


Commerce.—On a déja vu que la consommation domestique de poisson est 
relativement minime au Canada et que cette industrie dépend largement des marchés 
de Vétranger. On peut évaluer approximativement a 60 pour cent des prises an- 
nuelles la portion exportée, dont les Etats-Unis absorbent approximativement un 
tiers et la Grande Bretagne un sixiéme. Pendant Vannée civile 1927, les ex- 
portations totales se sont élevéées ad $34,814,448, dont $14,613,034 pour les Etats- 
Unis et $5,408,547 pour la Grande-Bretagne. Le plus important des poissons 
exporlés est le sawmon en botte (expédié en Grande-Bretagne et aux autres marchés 
européens), suivi de prés par la morue séche (expédiée aux Antilles, en Amérique 
du Sud, etc.). Pour le poisson frais, spécialement le poisson blanc et le homard, 
les Htats-Unis constituent le principal débouché. En définitive, les exportations 
de poissons du Canada ne le cédent qu’d celles de la Grande-Bretagne et de la Nor 
vege, mais st l’on y joint les exportations de Terre-Neuve, elles excédent l'une é@ 
Vautre. En 1927, le Canada, a importé pour $3,768,901 de poisson.

La quantité de poisson pris tant dans les eaux intérieures que dans les — 
eaux salées est de beaucoup inférieure & celle de 1926 et sa valeur est aussi 
beaucoup plus faible. 

La Nouvelle-Ecosse donne en valeur une diminution d’un million et demi 
de dollars comparativement 4 1926, mais c’est encore un demi-million de dollars 
de plus qu’en 1925. La mauvaise température de 1927 est la cause principale 
de. la diminution de la prise dans cette province, une autre cause contributoire 
étant la surproduction de novembre et décembre 1926, alors qu’une température 
anormalement douce et favorable a aidé les pécheurs et & prendre de grandes 
quantités de poisson. La prise de morue et d’églefin a été beaucoup plus faible, 
la diminution en valeur étant respectivement de $1,200,000 et $270,000. 

Au Nouveau-Brunswick, ot la valeur de la péche a diminué de plus d’un 
million de dollars, on a pris moins de morue, de merlan, de hareng, et de homard.

Les pécheries de l’'Ile du Prince-Edouard ont donné une valeur un peu 
plus grande que l’année précédente, & cause principalement des prix plus élevés 
de certains poissons, parce que dans la plupart des cas la prise a été a peu prés 
encore la méme en 1926 et parfois méme moins considérable.

En - 
Alberta, il y a une forte diminution dans la prise et la valeur de doré et Vaug- 
mentation dans la prise de brochet avec diminution en valeur et plus que double 
prise de truite et une faible diminution dans la prise de poisson blanc. La 
Saskatchewan est la seule des trois provinces des Prairies 4 montrer une aug= 
mentation de valeur dans la production de ces pécheries. Cette augmentation 
provient de meilleures péches de doré et de poisson blanc. Au Manitoba, 
on a pris de plus grandes quantités de doré et tullipi, mais comme les prix on

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fléchi, il y a eu diminution en valeur. Le poisson blanc a été pris en moindre 
quantité en Alberta; la valeur totale est moindre, bien que certains poissons 
donnent une forte augmentation. La truite donne une augmentation de 3,907 
qtx a 10,882 qtx avec augmentation correspondante en valeur, tandis que le 
tullipi donne aussi une augmentation en quantité et en valeur. La prise de 
brochet a été considérablement plus grande, mais la valeur un peu plus faible. 

La Colombie Britannique montre une diminution considérable ; le saumon 
et le flétan sont les principales causes de cette diminution.

Morue, églefin et merlan.—La prise de ces espéces donne 2,612,743 qtx 
comparativement 4 3,429,024 qtx en 1926. Sauf une ou deux exceptions, chaque 
espéce donne une diminution dans chacune des provinces. La plus grande 
diminution cependant se constate dans la péche A la morue de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse qui a reculé de 1,858,944 qtx en 1926, A 1,331,873 gtx en 1927. La 
péche au merlan au Nouveau-Brunswick donne une diminution remarquable, 
tombant de 38,271 qtx en 1926 A 7,693 gtx en 1927. La lingue donne une 
augmentation en Nouvelle-Ecosse; la péche ayant rapporté 27,000 qtx en 1927. 
Sur la prise totale de ces espéces, le marché a absorbé A V’état de poisson frais 
et en filets frais 334,175 qtx ce qui est une diminution de 105,106 gtx. La 
production de poisson fumé et de filets fumés a été de 111,431 qtx comparative- 
ment a 151,357 qtx en 1926. La flotte de Lunenburg a péché 227,590 qtx, 
soit 115,140 qtx de moins qu’en 1926. Lors de la tempéte du 24 aotit, cette 
flotte a perdu quatre de ses vaisseaux avec leurs équipages en entier.

Maquereau, hareng et sardine—La prise de ces trois espéces donne 1,270,158 
qtx. L’année précédente elle était de 1,531,399 qtx; c’est done une diminution 
de 261,241 qtx. En Nouvelle-Ecosse la prise de hareng a diminué de 50,000 
tandis que celle du maquereau a augmenté de plus de 5,000 qtx. Au Nouveau- 
Brunswick on constate 10,000 qtx de moins en hareng; une diminution de 
90 p.c. dans la péche du maquereau et une augmentation de 6,000 qtx de sardine. 
La demande pour les sardines a été bonne aprés que les sardineries américaines

Mollusques et crustacés.—La prise de homards a donné 316,831 qtx ce qui 
est une diminution de 12,751 qtx sur 1926 et 24,007 qtx sur 1925.

~ qu’en 1926. On a pris également 43,293 barils de clovisses, ce qui est une 
augmentation de 1,500 barils.

Pécheries intérieures 


La péche du poisson blanc a donné 185,664 qtx comparativement 4 190,644 
qtz en 1926. L’Ontario a eu la plus forte péche de cette espéce, soit 61,658 
qtx ou.une diminution de 2,391 qtx. Le Manitoba vient en second avec 49,114 
gtx ou une diminution de 5,008 qtx. La Saskatchewan vient en troisiéme 
avec 41,323 qtx, soit une augmentation de 3,656 qtx. La péche du doré a 
donné 140,019 qtx ou une augmentation de 13,933 qtx. La contribution du — 
Manitoba a été de 99,813 qtx, soit une augmentation de 12,562 qtx pour cette — 
province. L’Ontario a une prise de 31,173 qtx de sandre, ce qui est une légére 
augmentation sur cette méme péche en 1926. La péche au brochet a donné 
70,473 qtx, ce qui est une diminution de plus de 2,000 qtx sur l’année précédente. 
Le Manitoba a contribué 40,166 qtx. Le hareng d’eau douce a donné 58,099 | 
qtx, étant principalement le produit de l'Ontario et venant des grands lacs. — 
C’est une augmentation de 14,000 qtx comparativement 4 1926. : 


Pécheries du Pacifique 


La production des pécheries du Pacifique donne une diminution de $4,139,205 
provenant d’un ralentissement dans la péche au saumon, au flétan, au hareng 
et au pilchard. 

Saumon.—La prise de saumon a été de 1,490,395 qtx, soit une diminution 
de 536,160 gtx. Les saumonneries n’ont mis en conserve:que 1,361,977 caisses 
comparativement 4 2,065,190 en 1926. Une grande partie de cette diminution 
doit étre attribuée A l’extension de la saison d’interdiction et autres mesures 
pour la protection du saumon. La prise de sockeye, bien qu’inférieure 4 la 
moyenne a été considérée comme assez satisfaisante. Au cours de l’automne 
il s’est produit une forte montée de saumon sockeye dans la riviére Fraser, 
semblable 4 celle de 1926. La prise de saumon rose donne une forte augmen- 
tation. Wu la péche intensive de cette espéce, on a jugé nécessaire de prendre 
des précautions extraordinaires telles que l’extension de la saison, etc., afin de 
permettre 4 un nombre suffisant de poisson d’atteindre les bassins de frayage. 
La prise de saumon rose est moyenne et celle du saumon bécard un peu inférieure. — 

Flétan.—La prise de flétan a baissé de 14,563 qtx n’étant que de 300,532 
qtx. Il ne semble pas que la saison de cléture maintenant en force ait maté- 
riellement affecté la prise et il semble maintenant opportun de songer 4 une — 
extension de cette saison de cléture ou 4 toute autre alternative si l’on ne veut 
pas épuiser complétement le flétan. 

Hareng.—La prise a été de 1,724,246 qtx comparativement 4 1,301,269 
qtx en 1926. Plus d’un million de quintaux de hareng salé A sec a été produit 
pour les marchés de l’orient. Les usines de réduction ont produit 170,450 gallons 
d’huile de hareng et 1,838 tonnes de poudre de hareng. 

Pilchard.—On a pris environ 1,300,000 qtx de ce poisson, ce qui est prés | 
de 50 p.c. de plus que l’année précédente. On a mis en conserve une certaine 
proportion de cette péche, les conserveries ayant produit cette année 58,000 
caisses ce qui est plus de deux fois leur production de lan dernier. Mais ce 
poisson sert principlaement 4 la production de la poudre et de l’huile. Au cours. 
de année on en a extrait 2,673,876 gallons d’huile et 12,169 tonnes de poudre. 
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Le nombre d’établissements de réduction produisant de la poudre et de l’huile 
de pilchard, hareng et baleine a été de 22 et la valeur de leurs produits, y compris 
les produits des baleineries, a été de $2,289,952 ou presque deux fois celle de 1926. 


Baleines et phoques.—Deux stations de péche & la baleine ont été en opéra- 
tion au cours de l’année. Le nombre de baleines capturées est de 258 et la 
valeur des produits de $241,488. C’est une diminution sur 1926. Les Indiens 
ont pris 1,476 phoques 4 fourrure comparativement a 2,824 l’année précédente.

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PREFACE 


This Report is issued under an arrangement for statistical co-operation 
between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Government branches 
having jurisdiction with regard to fisheries throughout Canada. These branches 
comprise: The Dominion Fisheries Branch of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, which exercises jurisdiction over the fisheries of the Maritime prov- 
inces, the Prairie provinces and British Columbia, and the Fisheries Branches 
of Ontario and Quebec, which have jurisdiction over the fisheries of their res- 
pective provinces, excepting in the case of Quebec, the fisheries of the Magdalen 
Islands, which are under the jurisdiction of the Dominion Fisheries Branch. 
The province of British Columbia has a Fisheries Branch, but it does not engage 
in independent statistical work. 


Under the arrangement above referred to, the statistics of the catch, and 
of the products marketed in a fresh state or domestically prepared, are collected 
by the local officers of the Fisheries Branches, checked in the Department of 


‘Marine and Fisheries, and compiled in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. In

the case of manufactured fish products, schedules in conformity with those of 
other sections of the Census of Industry are sent by the Bureau to the operators 
of canneries, fish-curing establishments, etc., the fisheries officers assisting in 


securing an expeditious and accurate return. The grateful acknowledgements 


of the Bureau are tendered to the officers of the provincial governments who 
co-operate in these arrangements.

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THE FISHERIES OF CANADA 


The Early Fisheries—Fishing is one of the historic industries of Canada. 
From a date which precedes authentic record, the Normans, the Bretons and the 
Basques were on the cod-banks of Newfoundland. Cabot, in 1498, when he first @ 
sighted the mainland of North America, gave tt the name of ‘“‘Bacalaos,” the Basque 
word for codfish, which he found already in use among those hardy seamen. Cape 
Breton, one of the oldest place-names in America, is another memorial of the early 
French fishermen,—and the Spaniards and the Portuguese were but litile behind. 
Fernandez de Navarrete mentions all three as frequenters of the “Grand Bank’ 
before 1502. The fishing was by hand lines over barrels made fast to the bulwarks 
to prevent fouling, the vessels remaining during fine weather, then returning to — 
France with from 80,000 to 50,000 cod. Voyages along the coast soon showed ‘ 
the cod as plentiful inshore as on the outer banks, and at became common for acrew 
to anchor in a bay, erect a hut on shore, and make daily excursions to the fishing — 
grounds—the product being salted and dried on land and at the end of the season — 
shipped to France. Jacques Cartier, when he went up the St. Lawrence in 1534, 
found traces everywhere of these early “Captains Courageous’? and of their rivalries 
in arms no less than in the capture of the teeming product which had tempted them 
so far from home. An establishment of the kind just mentioned was founded at 
Tadoussac by Chawin in 1599. Soon the fishermen began to stay all winter and 
thus to erect permanent fishing settlements. The first grant of the fisheries of Canada 
was made by the King of France to de Monts in 1608. Fishing, therefore, may 
well be regarded as the first industry to be systematically prosecuted by Huropeans 
in what is to-day the Canadian domain. It has never since ceased to yield a peren- — 
nial harvest both to Europe and America. : 

By the Treaty of Utrecht in 1718, Britain became the owner of Newfoundland — 
and excluded France from fishing and drying fish on certain sections of the coast, 
but France retained the Fisheries of Cape Breton and the Gulf. The Seven Years 
War (1756-1763 ) put a stop to continuous fishing. At its close, the Robin family | 
of Jersey came to Canada, and gradually acquired the former French fishing sta- 
tions. Until the arrival of the Loyalists all other fishing but cod was neglected. 
Inshore fisheries alone (including those of the Labrador coast ) were developed during 
this phase; no deep-sea fishing vessel put out from Lunenburg, now the chief centre 
of the deep-sea fishery, until 1873. 


The Canadian Fishing Grounds—Canada’s fishing grounds are perhaps 
the most extensive in the world. On the Atlantic, from Grand Manan to Labrador, — 
the coast line, not including the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 5,000 
miles. The bay of Fundy, 8,000 square miles in extent, the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
fully ten times that size, and other ocean waters comprise not less than 200,000 
square miles, or over four-fifths of the area of the fishing grounds of the N orth 
Atlantic. In addition there are on the Atlantic seaboard 15,000 square mules 
of inshore waters controlled entirely by the Dominion. Large as are these areas 
they represent only a part of the fishing grounds of Canada. Hudson Bay, with 
a shore 6,000 miles in length, is greater in area than the Mediterranean Sea; the 
Pacific coast of the Dominion measures 7,180 miles in length and 1s exceptionally 
well sheltered, whilst throughout the interior is a series of lakes which together contain” 
more than half of the fresh water on the planet, Canada’s share of the Great Lakes 
alone amounting to over 84,000 square miles, a total which of course does not include — 
lake Winnipeg (9,457 square miles ), lake Manitoba, and others of even greater area. 


Still more important than the extent of the Canadian fishing grounds is the 
quality of their product. It is an axiom among authorities that food fishes improve 
in proportion to the purity and coldness of the waters wn which they are taken. | 
Judged by this standard, the Canadian cod, halibut, herring, mackerel, whitefish 


and salmon are the peer of any in the world. It is possible, therefore, to state that 
by far the most valuable fisheries of the western hemisphere, 1f not of the globe, a

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It will be seen from the above that it ts impossible to deal with the Canadian 
fisheries in the aggregate; they are those of a continent rather than of a country. 
and are of corresponding diversity. Omitting the tremendous Hudson Bay and 
pert-Arctic region, which extends from Ungava to Alaska, and which is known 
to contain a number of valuable food fisheries in addition to its whaling grounds, 
there are roughly the following divisions of the Canadian fisheries: 


1. ATLANTIC FISHERIES.—These were the first Canadian fisheries in point 
of time and until 1918 they remained the most important for aggregate value of 
product. Cod, halsbut, haddock, hake, herring, mackerel, lobster, oyster and hair 
seal fisheries are included. The estuarian and inland waters of the Maritime 
provinces and of Quebec are sometimes considered as distinct; if they are added, 
the list of products would embrace the salmon, the shad, the gaspereau (alewitfe ), 
the smelt, the striped bass, the tom cod, the trout and the maskinonge. Conditions 
are fairly uniform throughout these fisheries, which are commonly divided into 
the inshore and deep-sea fisheries. The inshore or coastal fishery is carried on 
in small boats usually motor driven, with crews of two or three men, and in a class 
of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. The means of capture em- 
ployed by boat fishermen are gill nets and hooks and lines, both hand lines and 
trawls; whilst from the shore are operated trap nets, haul seines and weirs. Haddock 
as well as cod 1s a staple product; during the spring and summer it is split and 
salted but the tmportant season comes with the autumn, when the fish are shipped 
fresh or else smoked and sold as finnan haddie. The deep-sea fisheries are worked 
by vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying from twelve to twenty men operating 
with trawl lines from dories. The fleets operate on the various fishing banks, such 
as Grand Bank, Middle Ground and Banquereau. The vessels, built by native 


’ hands, remain at sea, sometimes for months at a time, and in the hands of sailors

who have no superior, seldom come to grief. When they return, the fish, which 
have been split and salted on board, are taken on shore and washed and dried. The 
West Indies are the chief market for this product; no cod fish in the world stands 
the tropical climate like that cured by Nova Scotia fishermen. Steam trawling 
as 1t 1s carried on in the North Sea, was introduced on the Atlantic coast of Canada 
a number of years ago. There are now 10 steam trawlers operating from Nova 
Scotia ports. They operate practically the whole year and their catches are utilized 
entirely for the fresh fish trade. 


Lobstering ts another distinctive industry. In 1870, there were three lobster 
canneries on the Atlantic coast of Canada; in 1928 the canneries numbered 376 


_ and gave work to 5,800 people; 30,000,000 lobsters is a normal catch. The diffi- 


culty of enforcing regulations as to the capture of undersized and spawning lobsters 
offers a constant problem in connection with the output, but a decline is now thought 


to have been arrested. Oysters, once plentiful everywhere, are now found in some- 
what diminished quantities. The canning of sardines, which are young herrings 


and not a distinct type of fish, in New Brunswick equals in importance the lobster in- 
dustry of that province. 

The fishing population of the Maritime provinces is a specialized and stable 
industrial class. The coast-wise fisheries are operated from April to November, 
or to January in sheltered districts: and though the larger vessels work all winter, 
several thousand men are available for a time each year for other employment. This 
they find about the small plots of land which the most of them own or occupy, in 
the lumber camps of New Brunswick, or in the collieries of Nova Scotia. A few 


— from Lunenburg and other centres engage in the West Indian trade. Apart from 


restrictions of weather and close seasons, the prevailing method of paying the men 


on shares has a further tendency-in years of low catches or prices to drive them into 
secondary ovccupations. 


2. Inuanpd Fisuertes.—The Great Lakes and tributary waters of the St. 
Lawrence are a second great division of the Canadian fisheries. Whitefish, trout, 
pickerel, and lake herring are the most important commercial fishes of Ontario, 
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though pike, sturgeon and coarse fish yield a fair return. The value of the inland 
fisheries of Quebec lies chiefly in the output of the eel and pickerel or doré fisheries. 
The season on the Great Lakes lasts from six to ecght months, and though fishing 
through the ice is followed by many, a large number depend on miscellaneous em- 
ployment between the seasons. Moving westward, lake Winnipeg, lake Winnip- 
egosis, lake Manitoba and the smaller lakes to the north and east furnish most of 
the fish products of Manitoba. Whitefish and pickerel are the chief products, 
but pike, tullibee, goldeye and many other varieties abound. In Saskatchewan and 
Alberta commercial fishing is confined to the regions north of the Saskatchewan 
river, where whitefish in large quantities are taken. The problem of transportation 
is keenly felt; some of the greatest lakes of the continent—Reindeer, Athabaska, 
Great Slave, Great Bear—and hundreds of smaller bodies of water are still beyond 
reach from a marketing point of view. The lakes of the west, however, repeating 
the part which the St. Lawrence played in the days of the French regime, and the 
cod banks in the history of New Kngland, have assisted greatly in the settlement 
of the country by providing a much needed food supply for early arrivals. 


3. Pactric Fisueries.—In British Columbia there is an interior fishing 
region which corresponds in the main to the prairie section; in the early history 
of the province it 1s doubtful if the fur trade (which opened the door by way of the 
Rocky Mountains to later enterprise) could have established its footing but for 
these fisheries. The great wealth of British Columbia, however, in this respect—the 
source from which she produces approximately two-fifths of the fish products of 
Canada, and has built wp a trade which reaches to the ends of the earth—is in the 
estuarian salmon fisheries of the Fraser, the Skeena, the Naas, and other rivers — 
of the Pacific slope. Every species of this king of food fishes known to the waters 
of the Pacific (which; however, is not the true salmon ) ts to be found on the British - 
Columbia coast—the sockeye, the spring, the cohoe, the pink and the chum salmon. 
Of these, the sockeye is by far the most important, owing to its abundance and to 
its prevailing deep red colour and excellent texture, which have created so keen a 
demand for at an the British market. On the Fraser river, which used to be the 
chief source of supply, but which has now yielded place to the Skeena and other 
northern waters, the yield varies to a considerable extent from year to year. The 
run begins late in July and is at its height in the opening weeks of August, though 
the northern rivers have a somewhat earlier season. The spring or quinnat salmon 
7s a much larger fish; it was the species first used in the United States for canning 
The run begins early in the spring and continues until July. The cohoes are 
smaller, running like the sockeye in compact schools, during September and October 
on the Fraser and earlier on the northern streams. The chum salmon is salted for 
export to the Orient and a considerable quantity also is canned. The pink salmon 
again follows the sockeye. Many of the employees in this fishery are Chinese, 
Japanese and Indians, the Chinese preponderating in the canneries and the Indians 
and Japanese in the fishing operations. 


Halibut abounds off Vancouver island and between the Queen Charlotte Islands 
and the mainland, and though the first endeavour to establish an industry was 
unsuccessful, by 1903 British Columbia supplied 10,000,000 pounds of 25,000,000 
taken on the whole Pacific coast north of California. The former figure has since 
trebled. The annual catch of herring in British Columbia represents about 66 
per cent of the total catch of sea herring for the Dominion, and nearly the whole of 
at as dry-salted for export to China and Japan. The pilchard fishery has become 
of importance in recent years, the greater part of the catch being used in the manu- 
facture of oil and meal, of which large quantities are produced annually. In1928 
the pilchard was third on the list of principal kinds of fish in British Columbia in 
order of value. There is also the whale fishery which has now two stations on the 
Queen Charlotte islands. The yearly catch includes whales of many kinds—sul- — 
phur bottom, finback, and humpback with an occasional sperm whale. Whale hunt-— 
ing ws carried on in fast boats with Svend Foyn harpoon guns—a method which — 


i 
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was introduced from Norway. Every scrap of the whale is used—oil, whalebone 
and meal are its more important products. Black and ling cod, oulachon, flounders, 
skate, soles, smelts, and sturgeon are also abundant in British Columbia waters. 


A word might be added with regard to the Canadian fur-seal fisheries of the 
Pacific whose historic headquarters were the city of Victoria. The industry has 
disappeared, in part through the scarcity of the animals, and in part through the 
workings of the Pelagic sealing treaty of 1911. The hair-seal fleets of the north 
Allantic make St. John’s, Newfoundland, their headquarters. 


Game Fish—The above is a purely industrial and commercial survey. 
Fishing for sport, however, has its economic side in a country of such famous game 
fish as the salmon of the Restigouche, the black bass of the Quebec and Ontario 
highlands, and the trout of the Nipigon. A considerable public revenue is derived 
from the leasing of waters in sparsely settled districts to clubs and individuals for 
sporting purposes. Several hundreds of guides find employment here during the 
summer months. 


The Government and the Fisheries—At Confederation, the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian fisheries and marine was placed in the charge of a depart- 
ment of the Dominion government which then exercised complete jurisdiction over 
the fisheries, under the supervision of a Cabinet Minister, with a large staff of 
inspectors, overseers and guardians to enforce the fishery laws. The expenditure 
of the Dominion on the Fisheries in the fiscal year 1929 was $2,100,221 and its 
revenue $206,154. In 1882, 1898, 1913 and 1920 decisions in the courts consider- 
ably altered the status of jurisdiction as between the Dominion and the provinces. 
To-day the Dominion controls the tidal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and 
British Columbia, the fisheries of the three Prairie provinces and the fisheries of 
the Magdalen Islands in Quebec Province. The non-tidal fisheries of the Marityme 
provinces and Ontario and both the tidal and non-tidal fisheries of Quebec (excepting 
the Magdalen Islands) are controlled by the respective provinces, but the right of 
fisherres legislation for all provinces rests with the Dominion government. 


Conservation—River and lake fisheries certainly, and sea fisheries probably, 
if left to themselves, conform to the economic law of diminishing returns. The 
Canadian government, accordingly, has had for a main object the prevention of 
depletion, the enforcement of close seasons, the forbidding of obstructions and pcllu- 
tions, and the regulation of nets, gear and of fishing operations generally. In addi- 
tion, an extensive system of fish culture has been organized, the Dominion operating 
30 main hathcheries 10 subsidiary hatcheries and 4 salmon retaining ponds in 1923 
at a cost of $434,472, and distributing 440,302,380 eggs, fry and older fish, mostly 
British Columbia salmon, pickerel and whitefish. The young fish are distributed 
gratis 1f the waters in which they are to be placed are suitable and are open to public 
fishing. | 

Scientific Research—Stations under the direction of the Biologicul Board 
of Canada for the conduct of biological research into the numerous complex problems 
furnished by the fisheries are established at Halifax, N.S., St. Andrews, N.B., and 
Nanaimo and Prince Rupert, B.C. Toronto, McGill, Queens, Manitoba, British 
Columbia and the chief Maritime province universities send workers to both stations, 
chiefly professors and trained specialists. The life-histories of edible fishes, the 
bacteriology of fresh and cured fish, improved methods of handling and preparing 
fish, and numerous other practical problems have been taken up and scientific 
memotrs and reports issued. 


Direct Assistance—In the field of direct assistance, apart from the fishing 
bounty payments, which are referred to in another paragroph, the government has 
taken various steps from time to time. Beginning in 1927, fish collection services 
have been operated on several stretches of the Atlantic Coast by the Fisheries Branch 
of the Department of Marine and Fisheries. By the operation of these services 
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fishermen in the territories covered by the fish collection boats are enabled to sell 
their catches promptly and have them delivered to purchasers at central points at a 
small cost per hundredweight of fish. Thus the areas that have the facilities of 
the fresh fish markets available to them have been considerably extended at a time when 
the fish trade 1s of growing wmportance. The fishermen are able to obtain returns 
from their labor earlier than would otherwise be possible, and there is the further 
benefit to them that they can devote to the actual process of catching fish time which 
formerly they were compelled to employ in preparing their catches for the dried 
and cured fish markets. As another step to assist the fisherman a system has 
been established of broadcasting radio reports as to weather probabilities, bait and 
ice supplies, ice conditions along the coast, and prevailing local fish prices. During 
most of the 1928 season these radio reports were broadcast twice daily from Halifax 
and Louisburg, and the weather reports were also broadcast from Saint John. As 
most of the fishing vessels are now equipped with radio receiving sets this service 
proved of much value and it will be continued next year. Telegraphic information 
as to bait supplies on the coast 1s also made available daily by the Fisheries Branch 
ana number of fishing ports during spring and summer months. Statistical bulle- 
tins dealing with the sea fisheries are also prepared by the Fisheries Branch, monthly 
and quarterly, and are distributed throughout Canada for the benefit of the fishermen 
and fishing industry. Plans are in hand for the periodic preparation and dis- 
tribution of reports as to fish market conditions in countries to which Canadian 
fish 1s exported. For several years past bounties have been paid for the destruction 
of harbour seals in certain areas. With a view of improving the quality of Canadian 
cured herring, an expert was employed for some time by the government to conduct — 
demonstrations in the Scottish method of curing these fish. Uuder authority of the 
Fish Inspection Act, systems of instruction in improved methods of fish-curing and 
barrel-making and of the inspection of cured fish by specially appointed officials 
have been in operation for several years. To prevent poaching and to assist in the 
proper enforcement of fisheries regulations a fleet of vessels patrols the coastal and 
inland waters. Scientific research and experimentation on behalf of the fishing 
industry have been carried on for some years at government scientific stations. Some 
reference to this phase of effort on behalf of the industry is made elsewhere in this 
review under the heading “Scientific Research.” 


During the war it became desirable to increase as far as possible the consump- 
tion of fish, reserving the less perishable animal foods for export to our allies. - The 
government therefore undertook to provide for the rapid transit of sea fish on its 
railway lines to the markets of the inland provinces, and to stimulate by a publicity 
campaign the consumption of fish. Much was accomplished in this direction, 
and the present annual per capita consumption of fish in Canada is estimated at 
upwards of 22 pounds.* The government has done much to improve the fast freight 
service for fish products from the Atlantic coast to Montreal and Toronto. 


International Problems—So rich a fishing area as the North Atlantic could 
not fail to attract other countries, and old customs became elevated into rights, some 
of which have lasted until the present. The French shore is a Newfoundland — 
question, now a sentimental one entirely. Very different is the question of the rights — 
of the United States, whose fishermen in the colonial period provided the chief food 
supply for New England and who were granted by the Treaty of Versailles, 1783, — 
a specific liberty to a share of the Canadian inshore fisheries. Losing this by the ; 
war of 1812, the United States after 1818 surrendered all but their liberty to call 
at Canadian ports for shelter, wood or water or to make repairs, and to fish around 
the Magdalen islands and on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence from Point 
Joli eastward, and to dry and cure their fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours © 
and creeks on this portion of the North shore. In the years 1854-1866, the Reci- 
procity Treaty set at rest for the time questions of interpretations to be placed on 


* This estimate is based on the quantity of fish caught and landed in Canada, plus the quantity imported and minus 
the quantity exported. ‘Oe 
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certain parts of the Treaty of 1818. The former Treaty provided for the admission 
into either country, duty free, of the fish and fish products of the other, and United 
States fishermen were allowed to fish in Canadian Atlantic territorial waters and 
Canadian fishermen in certain United States territorial waters on that coast, with 
the exception in either instance of rivers and mouths of rivers, and for shell fish. 
_ In 1871, the Treaty of Washington revived the fishery provisions of the Reciprocity 
Treaty of 1854, and provided for the appointment of a commission to determine the 
amount of compensation to be paid by the United States to Great Britain as the 
difference in the value of the concessions mutually granted. This commission sat 
in Halifax in 1877, and its findings have since been known as the “Halifax Award.” 
The amount of the award was $5,500,000, of which $1,000,000 was apportioned 
to Newfoundland. In 1885, however, the United States terminated the fisheries 
artacles of this Treaty, and a period of disagreement between the countries followed, 
A settlement was negotiated in 1888 when the plenipotentiaries appointed by the 
two nations agreed to what since has been known as the “Unratified Treaty of 
1888,” under the terms of which United States fishing vessels would be granted, 
without fee, annual licenses authorizing them to purchase in Canadian ports pro- 
visions and outfits, to tranship their catches and to ship crews. Out of this treaty 
grew the so-called modus vivendi licenses. The treaty makers recognized that the 
treaty could not receive the sanction of the governments of the countries concerned 
before the commencement of the fishing season and, as a temporary arrangement 
to last not longer than two years, it was agreed that United States fishing vessels 
on the payment of a fee of $1.50 per registered ton, should receive annual licenses 
conveying the privileges covered by the treaty. The treaty was rejected by the United 
States Senate, but Canada continued to issue modus vevendi licenses up to 1918, 
when arrangements were made for reciprocal privileges in the ports of either courtry. 
This arrangement was discontinued in the United States when thecr special war 
legislation under which it was made, ceased to be effective on July 1 st, Lggl., “The 
following year the modus vivendi licenses were revived in Canada; but the system 
was discontinued at the end of 1923, and United States fishing vessels are now limited 
to the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 


On the Great Lakes, also, the more emporiant fishery problems, such as restocking 
and marketing, are necessarily international in character, and are complicated by 
the number of state governments interested. Much the same situation has developed 
in British Columbia, where the sockeye of the Fraser are taken by the canners of 
Puget Sound in quantities that largely exceed the catch of the Canadian canners 
and by trap nets and other methods forbidden in Canadian waters. In 1906 an 
anternational commission first discussed the question, while in 1922, prohibition 
of sockeye fishing in the Fraser for fwe years, with a view to conservation, was recom- 
‘mended by a Parliamentary commission. 


| The Halibut Fishery on this side of the Pacific is engaged in only from Canadian 
and United States ports, but owing to the fact that it is largely carried on beyond 
territorial waters neither country alone can control tt. At the same tame it 1s in the 
interests of both countries that the fishery should be permanently maintained in a 
flourishing condition. The question of finding an adequate method of dealing with 
the matter was therefore one of those that was referred to the Canadian -American 
Fisheries Conference that was appointed in 1918 by the governments of the two 
countrres to consider a settlement of out-standing fishery questions between Canada 
and the United States. In 1922 Canada proposed that the halibut question should 
be considered by itself. This was agreed to, and resulted in the Treaty of the 2nd 
of March, 1928, ‘For the Protection of The Pacific Halibut.” Under this Treaty 
a@ close season is provided for halibut fishing from the 16th of November in each 
year to the 14th of February following, both dates inclusive. 


Fishing Bounties—An important though indirect aftermath of the Washing- 
on Treaty remains. By an Act of 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) for the development of 
he sea fisheries and the encouragement of boat building, provision was made for the 
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distribution annually among fishermen and the owners of fishing boats of $150,000 
in bounties, representing the interest on the amount of the Halifax award. An 
Act of 1891 (84-65 Vict., c. 42) increased the amount to $160,000, the details of 
the expenditure being settled each year by Order in Council. 


The Modern Industry—The existing fishing industry of Canada is the 
growth of the past century. In 1844, the estimated value of the catch was only 
$125,000. It doubled in the following decade, and by 1860 had well passed the 
million mark. Ten years later it was six millions, and this was again more than 
doubled in 1878. In the 90’s it passed twenty millions, and in 1911, thirty-four 
millions. In 1928 it was fifty-five millions. The highest record was reached in 
1918, with over sixty millions. It will be understood that these figures represent 
the total value of fish marketed, whether in a fresh, dried, canned or otherwise pre- 
pared state. Meanwhile the number of employees has mounted to 80,000, and the 
total capital invested to $50,000,000 in certain years. 


Among individual fish products, the cod and the salmon long disputed the 
primacy; if the record back to the beginning zs taken the cod is the most valuable 
fishery; in the past thirty years, however, the salmon has definitely taken the lead 
and the heavy pack and high price of lobsters have more than once sent cod down 
to third place. This has, of course, affected the relative standing of the provinces 
accordingly, British Columbia now occupying the leadership that in earlier tomes 
belonged to Nova Scotia. Halibut takes fourth place among the chief commercial 
fishes. 


Trade—For reasons already noted, the domestic consumption of fish is rela- 
tively small in Canada, and the trade depends largely upon foreign markets. 
Perhaps 60 per cent of the annual capture 1s an average export, of which the United 
States takes approximately one-third and the United Kingdom one-sixth. In the 
calendar year 1928, total exports amounted to $38,096,246 of which $16,654,589 
went to the Untted States and $4,160,391 to the United Kingdom. The most 
important single export is canned salmon (to the Umited Kingdom and European 
markets ) followed closely by cod, dry salted (to the West Indies, South America, etc. ) 
For fresh fish, especially whitefish and lobsters, the United States 7s the chief market. 
In brief, Canada’s export trade in fish, falls below that of the United Kingdom 
and Norway alone; including Newfoundland it exceeds both. Canadian imports 
of fish in 1928, amounted to $4,068,074. 


FISHERIES STATISTICS OF CANADA, 1928 


The total value of production of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1928 
was $55,050,973, compared with $49,123,609 in 1927 and $56,360,633 in 1926. 
These totals represent the value of the product as marketed, whether fresh, 
domestically prepared or factory made. The following table shows the quantity 
caught and the value marketed of the chief commercial fishes (those valued at. 
$100,000 or upwards) for the past five years, with a statement in the final column 
of the increase or decrease for 1928 compared with 1927. .

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Review of the Fisheries of 1928 


Canada’s fisheries production in the calendar year 1928 reached a total of 
$55,050,973 in marketed value or $5,927,364 above the total for 1927. Only 
once before, save in 1918 and 1919 when the inflated prices of the war era 
prevailed, have the Dominion’s fisheries yielded a larger sum than in 1928. 
That exception was in 1926 when unusually favorable weather conditions greatly 
aided the fishermen and the marketed value of the production amounted in all 
to $56,360,633, or $1,309,660 more than in 1928. 

During 1928 there were increased catches both on the Atlantic coast—that 
is, in the sea fisheries of the Maritime Provinces and Quebec—and on the Pacific 
coast. The catches in the inland waters showed a slight decrease, attribut- 
able to smaller landings in Ontario and Manitoba. The marketed value of 
the sea fisheries production was $46,669,222, as compared with $41,547,697 
in the previous calendar year. In the case of the inland fisheries the marketed 
value of the production amounted to $8,381,751, an increase of $805,839 over 
the figures for 1927. 

On the whole, prices were somewhat better in the fisheries trade in 1928 
than they had been in the previous year and this condition, together with the 
increase in catch, made the year a more prosperous one for the fishermen than 
its predecessor had been. Export business showed substantial growth. Cana- 
dian fish and fish products were sold in some 100 foreign markets and the total 
exportation had a value of $38,096,245 as against $34,814,448 in 1927. The 
1928 balance of trade in Canada’s favor on fisheries account was $34,028,171. 


The number of men employed in the catching and landing of fish—the 
primary operations of the fisheries—was 62,785, as compared with 63,415 in 
the preceding year, and in the fish canning and curing establishments 15,434 
persons were employed as against 16,697 the year previously—a total personnel 
of 78,219 directly engaged in the fishing industry or 1,893 fewer than in 1927. 
The interesting point will be noted that though there was a decrease in the 
number of persons engaged in the industry in 1928 as compared with 1927 
the catch and marketed value for the Dominion as a whole were both larger 
in 1928 than they had been in the previous year. Increasing use of powered 
craft and mechanical equipment in the fisheries is enlarging the productive 
capacity of the individual worker in the industry. The widening application 
of power in the fisheries is a factor which must be taken into the reckoning in any 
analysis of the changes from year to year in the size of personnel engaged in the 
industry. Capital investment showed some increase: amounting to $58,072,371, 
it was $1,765,910 greater than in 1927. 


It is also to be noted that while there was some increase in the capital 
investment in the industry in 1928, the indications are that there will be a further 
increase in the ensuing year. On the Atlantic coast, for instance, greater 
investment is being made in the facilities for primary operations. During the 
winter no less than 155 new fishing boats have been under construction at 
Maritime Province points, the greater number of them in Nova Scotia. There 
has been more activity in this regard in the Maritime Provinces during the 
past winter than for some years—a condition partly attributable to the greater 
success met with by the fishermen during 1928 and partly, it is indicated, to 
the establishment by the department of fish collection services—which, by 
widening the marketing opportunities of the fishermen, are encouraging them 
to increase their facilities for fishing. 


Reckoning in terms of marketed value, forty-eight per cent of the Dominion’s 
fisheries production for 1928 is to be credited to British Columbia. The cen, th 


Provinces accounted for thirty-two per cent, Ontario for seven per cent, the 
Prairie Provinces and the Yukon Territory, together, for seven per cent, and 
Quebec for six per cent. Only in the case of one of the provinces, Prince Edward 
Island, was there a decrease ($171,126) in marketed value as compared with 192 
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From the standpoint of marketed return, the salmon fishery was first in 
importance during the year and the total production from this fishery, increasing 
by some $3,000,000 as compared with the year before, had a value’of $17,867,053. 
The cod fishery ranked next with a production valued on the markets at 
$6,285,777. The lobster fishery was third in marketed value—$5,183,988. 
In the case of both halibut and herring the. year’s production amounted to 
more than $3,000,000. Pilchard production was above the $2,000,000 mark 
and the marketed value of the catch of whitefish, most important among the 
inland fish from the standpoint of marketed return, was also more than $2,000,000. 
The haddock, pickerel, sardine, smelt, and trout fisheries, respectively, yielded 
marketed values of over $1,000,000. 


Nova Scotia.—In Nova Scotia the year’s production of $11,681,995 was 
nearly $900,000 above the total for 1927 and was only $823,927 under the 
figure for 1926, which, as has been noted, was a year of unusually favorable 
natural conditions. In the cod fishery there was an increase of almost 140,000 
ewt. in catch and of nearly $950,000 in marketed value. There were also 
increases in the catch and marketed value of haddock, pollock, hake and cusk, 
and swordfish among the other principal sea fish and an increase in the marketed 
value of mackerel, but decreases, on the other hand, in the case of halibut, 
herring, lobsters and salmon. The scallop catch fell off sharply as compared 
with 1927 but was substantially larger than it had been in any previous 
year. There was some gain in the landings and marketed value of clams and 
quahaugs. Favorable prices in the dried fish markets were an important 
factor in increasing the total value of the provincial production for the year. 
The total catch of the Lunenburg fleet, which operates chiefly for the dried 
fish trade, was 717,225 cwt. of green fish as compared with 682,770 cwt. in 
1927, though the number of vessels operating, seventy-five, was eight less than 


in the previous year. 


New Brunswick.—The year was a very successful one for the New Bruns- 
wick fishing industry and the total marketed value of the provincial catch, 


$5,001,641, was nearly $600,000 greater than the 1927 return. The sardine 


fishery, which is of steadily growing importance and in which there was a catch 


- during the year of 279,349 barrels with a marketed value of $1,284,771, ac- 


counted for more than $238,000 of the 1928 gain in the value of the provincial 
fisheries as a whole. Similarly, smelt production was more valuable by over 


-_ $225,000 than it had been in the previous year when a catch of 46,184 cwt. had 


a marketed value of $686,163 as compared with a marketed value of $912,055 


for a catch of 59,866 cwt. in the year under review. There was a very large 


increase relatively in the catch of pollock and the marketed value of $55,297 
was $41,000 above the 1927 total. Mackerel catch was double that of the 
' previous year while there was substantial increase in catch and value in the 
cod fishery as well as in the lobster fishery. On the other hand, production 


fell off in the alewives, herring, and salmon fisheries. 


Prince Edward Island.—In the case of Prince Edward Island the mackerel 
fishery was more successful in 1928 than it had been in the preceding year, 
both in point of size of catch and its value when put upon the market, and 


_ while the herring catch was smaller by some 4,000 cwt. than in 1927 it brought 


in a slightly larger amount in marketed value. The oyster landings increased 


by nearly 700 barrels but marketed value was not quite as large as in the year 


before. The catch of lobsters was 65,613 ewt. or 2,813 ewt. above the 1927 
total. Smelt and cod landings fell off somewhat and in the case of each fishery 


there was a subtantial decline in marketed value. 


Quebec. —Of the total gain of $260,164 in the marketed value of the Quebec 
‘production, $132,001 is to be credited to the sea fisheries and $128,163 to the 
inland fisheries. On the sea fisheries’ side the catch of haddock more than 
doubled while the lobster catch increased by some 1,840 cwt. The cod catch 
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was also heavier than in 1927, and there were increases in one or two other 
instances. Catches of herring and smelt both showed a falling off and the 
landings of mackerel were only a third as heavy as in 1927. In the inland 
fisheries there were increases both in catch and marketed value in the case 
of all save one or two of the commercial fishes. The largest single increase 
was in the production of eels and the marketed value of this catch rose from 
$110,778 in 1927 to $189,905. 


Ontario.—The increase of $360,524 in the marketed value of the Ontario 
production was chiefly due to larger returns from the pickerel and perch fisheries. 
The catch of pickerel was less than in 1927 but the marketed value was $420,252 
as compared with $300,529, while the perch value was over three times the 1927 
ficure—$704,025 as against $211,352. Herring, trout, and whitefish fisheries 
were less successful than in the preceding year. 


Mamtoba.—In Manitoba there was a decrease in total catch but better 
market conditions resulted in an increase of $200,576 in the value of the pro- 
duction. In the case of whitefish there was a slight increase in catch and a 
proportionately greater increase in marketed value. ‘The tullibee catch dropped 
off over a million pounds but the marketed value of the catch was $65,000 
above the 1927 figure. Pickerel fishermen did better than in the preceding year 
both as regards catch and marketed value. A smaller quantity of pike was 
landed than in 1927 but yielded a larger sum on the market. The goldeye catch 
fell away slightly but the marketed value was only $66 less than in 1927. The 
trout catch and value declined somewhat. j 


Saskatchewan.—The total catch in Saskatchewan was 4,131 cwt. more than 
in 1927 and on the marketed value side there was an increase of approximately 
$60,000. The whitefish production in the province, 43,667 cwt., was 2,344 
cwt. above the 1927 catch and was marketed for almost $50,000 more. The 
pike and mullet catches increased while there were decreases in the case of 
trout, pickerel, and tullibee. The catch of goldeyes was practically the same 
as in 1927. 


Alberta.—The greater production of trout in 1928 was chiefly responsible 
for the increase in the marketed value of the total provincial catch of fish. 
Trout landings of nearly 20,000 cwt. were not far short of being twice as large 
as the 1927 catch and their marketed value was $222,312 as compared with 
$126,955 in the previous year. There were gains of various size in the catches 
of perch, pickerel and tullibee, respectively, but decreases in the case of mullets, 
pike and whitefish. The whitefish catch was 5,335 cwt.under the 1927 total. 


British Columbia.—A very large increase in the salmon catch and large 
increases in the catch of halibut and the catch of pilchards were features of the 
year in the British Columbia fisheries, and contributed the major part toward 
the rise of nearly $3,700,000 in the marketed value of the provincial production. 
Only in the war year 1918 and in 1926 did the British Columbia fisheries have 
greater value than in 1928. The salmon catch for the year was 2,257,455 cwt. 
or about 767,000 ecwt. more than the 1927 catch, and it had a marketed value 
of $17,345,670 as compared with $14,253,803 in the previous year. The landings 
of halibut at British Columbia ports during the year exceeded the 1927 landings 
by 31,466 ewt. but the marketed value in 1928 showed a drop of about $97,000. 
The pilchard catch increased by 241,670 ewt. The herring catch was somewhat 
below the 1927 catch but the marketed value was slightly greater. 


Yukon Territoryx—A remarkable increase took place in the value of the 
fisheries of the territory during the year, the marketed value of the catch 
reaching $51,665, which was $39,575 greater than in 1927. An increase in the 
salmon value to $17,320, as compared with $8,050 in the year before, was recorded, — 
as well as an increase of $13,000 in trout value, and an increase of almost 
$12,000 in whitefish value.

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ATLANTIC COAST FISHERIES 


In the Atlantic Coast fisheries 5,219,716 cwt. of sea fish were landed during 
1928, while the total marketed value of production was $20,106,495. 


Cod, Haddock, Hake and Cusk, and Pollock.—Taken together, the catches 
of these five varieties of fish on the Atlantic coast made up a quantity very 
considerably above the 1927 total and their combined marketed value showed 
an increase of $1,834,136. In .1928 the catch of these fish reached 2,948,221 
ewt., with a marketed value of $8,493,938, and in the year before the catch had 
been 2,612,743 cwt. and its marketed value was $6,659,802. The production 


_ of smoked fish and smoked fillets from the 1928 catch of these fish was 111,327 


cwt., or very slightly less than the production in the preceding year. The 
case was otherwise, however, as regards the production of fresh fish and fresh 
fillets and of dried and boneless fish from the catch in this group. The marketings 
of fresh fish and fesh fillets totalled 379,048 cwt. as against 334,175 cwt. in 1927 
and the production of dried fish and boneless fish was 574,682 cwt. as compared 
with 523,794 cwt. in the earlier year. ‘The improved showing in regard to the 
catch and marketed value in the case of this group of fish was due to large gains 


in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick and a substantial gain in Quebec. In 


‘Prince Edward Island the 1927 catch of 61,913 ecwt. dropped to 49,773 cwt. 
and marketed value from $149,397 to $125,444. So far as catch alone is con- 
cerned, Prince Edward Island showed a slight gain in the case of hake and cusk, 
a small decline in haddock landings, and a larger decrease in cod catch. Pollock 
are not taken by Prince Edward Island or Quebec fishermen. Quebec’s catch 
of cod was 469,924 cwt. or 8,152 cwt. above the 1927 total. The provin-' 
cial haddock catch of 5,884 ecwt. represented a gain of more than a hundred 
per cent. The hake and cusk catch increased nearly four-fold from 830 cwt. 
in 1927 to 3,804 cwt. in the year under review. In New Brunswick there was 
a smaller haddock catch than in the year previous—-28,878 cwt. in 1928 as against 
33,834 cwt.—but there was distinct improvement in the cod fishery and the 
hake and cusk fishery. The cod landings for the year were 172,874 cwt., com- 
pared with 136,773 cwt. in 1927, and landings of hake and cusk amounted to 
78,726 cwt., an increase of over 32,000 cwt. The increase in pollock catch 
was relatively very large, 34,118 cwt. being landed as compared with only 


7,693 cwt. in the year before. Nova Scotia fishermen made larger catches of 


all of these fish than in 1927. The cod catch was 1,470,172 cwt. as compared with 
1,331,873 ewt., the haddock catch 445,950 cwt. as compared with 384,207 cwt., 
the catch of hake and cusk 158,744 cwt. as compared with 119,431 cwt., and 

the catch of pollock 30,573 as against 27,357 cwt. 

Mackerel, Herring and Sardines-—Combined landings of herring, mackerel, 

and sardines were larger by 51,832 cwt. than in 1927 but this was due to 
an increase of over 222,000 cwt. in the sardine catch, for there was a 135,729 cwt. 


| decrease in herring landings and the mackerel catch was 35,029 cwt. under the 


figures for the earlier year. The smaller total for mackerel landings—123,768 
cwt. as compared with 158,797 cwt.—was due to the poorer success of the 
Quebec men engaged in this fishery. The Nova Scotia mackerel catch of 71,440 


| ewt. was very little under the 1927 catch while the New Brunswick catch of 


18,611 cwt. more than doubled the landings for the previous year, and in Prince 
_ Edward Island the catch was 10,197 cwt. as compared with only 6,455 cwt. in 


| 1927. In Quebec the mackerel fishermen landed only 23,520 cwt. while in 


1927 their catch had amounted to 70,765 cwt. Herring catches were con- 
siderably below the 1927 figures in all four provinces. In New Brunswick the 
decrease was 77,000 cwt., in Nova Scotia 48,162 cwt., in Quebec 6,178 cwt. 
and in Prince Edward Island 4,383 ewt. The year was a very successful one 
for the sardine fishery of New Brunswick and the catch was 558,698 ewt. as 
against 349,280 cwt. in the year preceding. The increase in marketed value 
of the catch was $238,521. The pack of sardines in the province was 257,881 
cases. In 1927 the pack was 240,091 cases. 
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Other Sea Fish.—In 1928 the catch of halibut, which had been greater by 
3,670 cwt. on the Atlantic coast in 1927 than in the year previous, dropped 
1,397 cwt. below the 1927 total. The 1928 landings in Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Quebec (the New Brunswick catch is small) totalled 27,103 
cwt. Quebec’s catch was 1,269 cwt. as compared with only 848 cwt. in 1927, 
but the Nova Scotia catch decreased by 1,783 cwt. and there was also a decrease 
in the case of the New Brunswick’ catch. Swordfish, taken by Nova Scotia 
fishermen only, made up a catch of over 8,080 cwt., as compared with 7,299 
ewt. in the previous year. The catch of tomcods, which are taken chiefly in 
New Brunswick fell to 19,601 cwt. or some 3,140 cwt. less than in 1927. There 
was a large decrease also in the landings of flounders in Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, the total catch standing at 3,474 cwt. as against 9,383 cwt. in the 
year before. The Nova Scotia flounder catch, which had been 8,195 cwt. in 
1927, was only 2,488 cwt. in the year under review. 

Lobsters.—In the four Atlantic provinces, together, the lobster catch in- 
creased by more than 5,000 ewt, reaching a total of 322,437 cwt. Prices, how- 
ever, were not as good as in 1927 and the marketed value of the catch, $5,183,988 
was $242,188 under the figure for the previous year. 

Other Shellfishi—The production of clams and quahaugs increased in all’ 
of the provinces, except New Brunswick, and totalled 46,486 barrels, or a 
gain of 3,193 barrels. The greatest production is in New Brunswick which 
accounted for 30,058 barrels. The scallop production, 12,331 barrels less than in 
1927, was 26,304 barrels. The oyster catch showed a slight decrease in Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island, taken together, for while 
the Nova Scotia catch and the Prince Edward Island catch, at 1,944 barrels 
and 4,756 barrels, respectively, were larger than the 1927 figures, the New 
Brunswick catch of 12,383 barrels was 1,191 barrels less than the year before. 


River Spawning Fish.—There was a large decrease, taking the catch in the 
four provinces as a whole, in the landings of river spawning fish—alewives, 
salmon and smelt—although the smelt figures were larger than for the preceding 
year. The catch of alewives in Nova Scotia dropped from 14,680 cwt. to 11,954 
ewt. and in New Brunswick from 39,434 ewt. to 23,600 cwt. In Prince Edward 
Island, where no alewives were reported as landed in 1927, there was a small 
catch of 150 cwt. in 1928. Market conditions in the alewives trade, chiefly 
a trade in the salted fish, continued unsatisfactory, as in the previous year. 
The total decrease in the salmon catch was 22,398 cwt., the combined landings 
in the four provinces amounting to only 26,715 cwt. as against 49,113 cwt. in 
1927. There was a decrease in the catch in each of the four provinces. In 
the smelt fishery, New Brunswick, the chief producer, showed an increase of 
13,682 ewt., the total landings in the province being 59,866 cwt., but the other 
three provinces all showed decreases. 


INLAND FISHERIES GENERALLY 


The inland fisheries are prosecuted in New Brunswick, where they are 
relatively unimportant as compared with the sea fisheries, and in Quebec, 
Ontario, the Prairie Provinces, and the Yukon Territory. Compared with 
1927, the year under review brought a gain in inland production value of slightly 
more than $800,000, the figures covering marketed value for the two years” 
standing at $7,575,912 (1927) and $8,381,751 (1928). There were increases in 
the respective catches of bass, catfish, salmon, saugers, shad, sturgeon, and 
mixed fish. The catches of alewives, maskinonge and smelts were under the 1927 
figures. The largest catch of whitefish was in Ontario, 58,235 cwt., but this 
total was smaller by some 3,420 cwt. than the 1927 catch. The catches mm 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, respectively, were somewhat larger than in 1927, 
but Alberta landings fell off. Quebec showed some gain. Manitoba, the 
principal pickerel producer, had a larger catch than in 1927 and 101,870 cwt. 


- 
‘ 
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were landed as against 99,813 cwt. in the previous year. Ontario’s catch of 
20,012 cwt. was not quite as large as the 1927 total. Saskatchewan’s catch, 
3,054 cwt., was slightly less than the catch for the year before, but Alberta, 
with 8,499 ewt. to its credit, did better by over 1,750 cwt. than in the previous 
year. All the blue pickerel landed were taken in Ontario. The catch in 1928 
showed a decrease, but the marketed value an increase. Manitoba continued 
the chief producer of pike but its catch was about 3,800 cwt. less than in 1927 
when 40,166 cwt. were brought ashore. There were larger catches in Quebec 
and Saskatchewan than in 1927 but smaller catches in Ontario and Alberta. 


THE PRAIRIE PROVINCE FISHERY 


On the whole, conditions in the fishing industry in the Prairie Provinces 
were better in 1928 than they had been in 1927, notwithstanding that unfavour- 
able weather interfered with the. winter fishing. In Manitoba, for instance, 
while commercial production showed a decrease, there was an increase in the 
marketed value of the catch. In Saskatchewan there was an increase of over 
4,000 cwt. in the commercial production. The winter fishery in Alberta showed 
a considerable drop in catch but the summer fishery a much greater increase 
so that there was a net gain of more than 4,500 cwt., and prices, taken as a 
whole, were satisfactory; summer fishery prices ran from fair to average and 
winter prices were good. ‘There was an increase in the number of men engaged 
in the industry in the three provinces, and it is noteworthy that the trend was 
distinctly toward expansion, as indicated by increased equipment. In Saskat- 
chewan the equipment in use was valued at $26,660 more than in 1927, the 
number of gill-nets, for instance, increasing by 2,926. In Alberta the value of 
equipment advanced to $416,185. Manitoba fishermen, unfortunately, met 
with heavy loss in equipment during the year as a result of adverse weather 
conditions; in several cases gangs lost their entire outfits and it is estimated 
that the total loss in nets reached $42,600. Increased angling featured the 
year in all three provinces. In Alberta the number of angling permits reached 
a new high level. The amount of fish taken by anglers in Alberta in 1928 was 
almost twice as great as in the preceding year. Anglers in Saskatchewan 
numbered more than in 1927 but their total catch was smaller. In Manitoba, 
where the number of anglers reached 6,113 and the total catch was estimated 
at 2,935 cwt. an outstanding feature was that the number of non-residents 
taking out licenses was more than double the 1927 total, reaching 1,113. Im- 
provement in angling in the Prairie Provinces was the result, in large part, 
of the action of the department in stocking various waters with trout and other 
fish in recent years. Good catches were reported in streams which had pre- 
viously been stocked with trout. Thousands of perch were taken from Mayatan 
lake, Alberta, where, in 1922, the department placed only 42 adult fish. Great 
numbers of young perch were to be seen in other Alberta lakes which were . 
stocked with adult perch as recently as 1925 while perch fingerlings which 
were placed in Whitewood lake in that year had grown by 1928 to more than 
half a pound in weight. Similar results were seen in 1928 from the placing of 
pickerel in other waters. In Saskatchewan a number of waters which had 
been stocked some years ago afforded good angling, and, generally, in all three 
‘provinces the results of this policy of stocking waters from the Government: 
hatcheries have been satisfactory, leading to better angling year by year. 
Further development of the fishery in lake Athabaska, in the extreme north 
of the Prairie Provinces, was a noteworthy advance of 1928, indicative of the 
possibilities of the future in the Dominion’s northern areas. The fish taken 
from lake Athabaska are being marketed in increasing quantities as the fishery 
is developed by energetic and progressive methods. During 1928 improved 
equipment was put in operation in the Athabaska fishery with resultant im- 
provement in the attractiveness of the product sent to market. Trout carefully 


sliced by machinery, frozen, and packed in attractively-branded wax paper 
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were sent to distant urban markets with satisfactory results. Addition of 
two new steam tugs and two refrigerator barges to the fishing equipment evid- 
enced the expansion of the fishery on the lake. Establishment of a co-operative 
“Fish Pool” in Manitoba was an important step in the Prairie Province fishery 
during 1928. Establishment of the-pool, which is known officially as the Manito- 
toba Co-operative Fisheries and is incorporated under the Manitoba Co-operative 
Societies Act, was the culmination of discussion which had been going on for 
several years among Manitoba fishermen and independent dealers. Organiza- 
tion was completed in the mid-summer of 1928 and up to January 28th, 1929, 
the pool had handled 3,326,255 pounds of fresh and frozen fish from the winter 
production. At the end of last January the pool membership was 515 which 
was estimated to represent from 1,000 to 1,200 men out of a total of some 4,100 
men engaged in the Manitoba fishery. An interesting development in connec- 
tion with the fishing industry in these provinces is the effect of mining progress 


and railway extension in making for the expansion of the fishery in some of | 


the more remote waters already under operation and in opening up new waters. 
For example, the completion of the railway to the Flin-Flon mine in Northern 
Manitoba has made it possible for fishermen operating in the area of the Churchill 
waters between Pelican narrows and Island falls, the centre of the main sturgeon 
fishery of the Churchill, to put their catch at rail-head in one day, with the 
shipments reaching The Pas on the following day, whereas, formerly, a 20-day 
round trip with teams was necessary. Similarly, an extension of that railway 
northward from Cranberry portage to the location of the Sherritt-Gordon 


mining properties at Cold lake, which is now under way, will bring virtually . 


all the waters along the western part of these northern areas of Manitoba within 
comparatively easy reach of railway transportation. In Saskatchewan a 
railway survey line projecting from Nipiwan has already established a trail 
for fishermen to Big Bear, Ballantyne, and Deschambault lakes. This new 
railway will open up a number of important fishing lakes and with other pro- 
posed railways will bring valuable fisheries with a reasonable distance of rail 
transportation. 


PACIFIC COAST FISHERIES 


The major feature of the British Columbia fishery is export business in 
canned salmon, which, in 1928, was done with more than 25 different countries. 
The largest trade was with France which took about 333,670 cases out of the 
total pack of 2,035,637 cases. Australasian purchases reached some 269,000 
cases and the United Kingdom was third among the customers in point of 
quantity purchased, taking approximately 258,000 cases. Shipments to Con- 
tinental Europe apart from those to France, amounted to almost 150,000 cases, 
with Belgian buying accounting for more than one-third of the quantity. 
Consignments to the Atlantic Coast of the United States totalled slightly more 
than 14,500 cases. Exports to South Africa and West Africa made up a total 
of more than 63,000 cases while other countries to which shipments were made 
included Central and South American states, Ceylon, China, the Dutch East 
Indies, Egypt, Fiji, India, Japan, the Philippines, the Straits Settlements, 
and the West Indies. The drop in the sockeye production in 1928 to 203,541 
cases,—more than 100,000 cases below the average pack for the five-year period, 
1924-1928 ,—prevented the record salmen pack of 1926 from being exceeded. 
As it was, however, the total pack was less than 30,000 cases under the 1926 


figure. Both in pinks and chums the former records (1926) were broken in — 


1928. The pack of pinks was 792,362 cases, or 19,369 cases above the former 
record, and the pack of chums mounted to 161,294 cases above the old record 
and reached 863,256 cases. The 1928 pack of cohoes was 150,684 cases and 
the pack of springs 18,856 cases but an increasing quantity both of springs and. 
cohoes is being used each year in the fresh and frozen fish trade. The runs of — 
pinks and chums were exceptionally large, taking the province as a whole, and, 
at the same time fishery officers reported that in the course of the season they 
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saw both these varieties of salmon in streams in which the fish had not been 
known to be seen before. The decline in the sockeye pack was chiefly due to 
the falling off in production of the Fraser and Skeena rivers. In both the two 
preceding years very late runs of sockeye helped to swell the total pack on 
the Fraser but in 1928 there was no such late run. In the Skeena area the 
small pack was partly attributable to the establishment, during the sockeye 
season on these waters, of a weekly closed period of sixty hours—a step taken 
with a view to greater conservation, and taken, the evidence indicates, with 
excellent results. Operations in the Barclay sound area during the, year in- 
dicated that the fish cultural programme and restriction of fishing in this area 
in recent years have had beneficial effect, as evidenced by an excellent run of 
sockeye. Improved standard of pack was noted during the year and a con- 
tinuance of this improvement should result in an increasing and more satisfactory 
market. The improvement in standard is regarded as traceable, in large part, 
to two causes. First, there was the reduction in the number of purse seines 
in use, a reduction flowing from the action of the department in influencing 
those concerned to bring about an agreement to this effect. Following on 
this agreement, purse seine fishing was confined, for the most part, to waters 
within reasonable distance of the canneries supplied by the seines and the 
salmon thus were brought to the canning plants fresher and in better condition 
than would otherwise have been the case: The second factor making for the 
improvement in the standard of pack was the enactment of regulations requiring 
that fish that were to be transported over open water areas, where delays in 
navigation were liable to occur, must be gutted and packed in ice immediately 
after being caught. Two other developments of interest and importance in 
the Pacific Coast fishery during 1928 were the increase in the production of 
dry-salted herring and the increase in the production of fish meal and oil. Prac- 
tically all of the yearly production of dry-salted herring is exported to China 
and in 1928 the output reached a new high level—1,072,188 cwt.—though dis- 
turbed Chinese conditions brought some difficulties to the marketing problem. 
The production last year was 23,998 cwt. greater than the output in 1927. 
In 1928 the fish oil manufactured in British Columbia totalled 5,047,339 gallons 
as compared with 3,657,627 gallons in 1927. The production of fish meal and 
fertilizer (including also some whalebone) was 20,119 tons as against 17,655 
tons in the year previous. The great increase was in the production from 
pilchards, oil manufacture rising from 2,673,876 gallons to 3,995,806 gallons 
and the production of meal and fertilizer increasing to 14,500 tons as compared 
with 12,169 tons in 1927. Canning of pilchards also reached high figures during 
1928 when 65,097 cases were produced, the largest total for any year since 1920. 
Some increase in the proportion of Canadian landings at Prince Rupert was 
apparent in the halibut fishery in 1928, although the quantity of fish landed at 
that port by American vessels was still much greater than the catch brought 
ashore there by Canadian schooners. The total quantity of halibut landed at 
British Columbia ports during the year was 302,820 cwt. This was more than 
31,460 ewt. greater than the total of the 1927 landings but was below the average 

for the 1923-1926 period. A large increase in thé number of fur seals taken 
off the British Columbia coast by Indians was shown in 1928, and there was 
also an increase in the catch of whales. The Indians, who have the right under 

the Pelagic Sealing Treaty to take seals, landed 2,090 skins as compared with 
only 1,476 in 1927. The catch of whales made by six steamers operating 
- from the two stations maintained during the year was 305 as against 258 in 
1927 and 269 in 1926. Continuing the Departmental programme of endeavour- 
- ing to improve the sport fishery of the province, 201 plantings of eggs and fry 
were made in the course of 1928 and careful inspection of lakes and streams 
was carried on by the fishery officers. Useful results are believed to be flowing 
from these activities.

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Agencies of Production: Capital Equipment, Employees, Etc. 


(1) Primary Operations— 

Capital.—The total value of the vessels, boats and fishing gear (nets, seines 
traps, trawls, etc.) used in the primary operations of catching and landing the 
fish in 1928 was $31,131,088, compared with $31,851,979 in 1927 and $29,038,613 
in 1926. Table 3 shows the number and value of the different kinds of vessels, 
boats and gear for each of the three years. It will be noted that the statistics 
of gear for 1928 are given in greater detail than those for the preceding years. 


Employees-—The number of men employed on vessels and boats and in 
fishing without boats in 1928 was 62,785, compared with 63,415 in 1927 and 
61,371 in 1926. ‘Table 4. 


(2) Fish Canning and Curing Establishments— 

Capital—The capital investment of the fish canning and curing establish- 
ments had a total value in 1928 of $26,941,283, compared with $24,454,482 in 
1927 and $28,868,071 in 1926. These totals comprise the value of land, buildings 
and machinery; products and supplies on hand; and cash and operating accounts. 
Table 5. 


Employees-—The number of persons employed in the establishments in 
1928 was 15,434, compared with 16,697 in 1927 and 17,408 in 1926. The 
lobster canneries gave employment to the largest number of persons in 1928, with 
a total of 5,811, followed by the salmon canneries with a total of 5,179. Table 6.

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Details of Fish Canning and Curing Establishments 


Number of Establishments.—The number of fish canning and curing establish- 
ments in operation in Canada in 1928 was 713, classified as follows: 375 lobster 
canneries, 67 salmon canneries, 22 clam canneries, 5 sardine and other fish 
canneries, 204 fish curing establishments, and 40 reduction plants. Compared 
with the preceding year the number of lobster canneries shows a decrease of 63, 
the number of salmon canneries a decrease of 14, and the number of sardine and 
other fish canneries a decrease of 1, while the number of clam canneries shows 

an increase of 7, the number of fish curing establishments an increase of 5, and 
the number of reduction plants an increase of 6. The canneries are classified 
according to the kind of canned products, but in a number of these plants fish 

curing operations are carried on as well as canning, the returns showing fish 
dried, smoked, etc., in addition to the canned product. In 1928 the number of 
canneries which also engaged in fish curing was 38, including 26 lobster canneries, 
7 salmon canneries, 2 clam canneries, and 3 sardine and other fish canneries. 
Plants classified as fish curing establishments are those which prepare fish in 
other ways than canning, while reduction plants are those engaged in the manu- 
facture of fish oil and meal. ‘The fish canning and curing industry is confined 
to the Maritime provinces, Quebec and British Columbia. 


Employees and Wages.—There were 15,434 persons employed in the industry 

in 1928, comprising 630 salaried employees, 10,579 wage-earners, and 4,225 
contract workers or piece workers. The last classification includes chiefly 
contract workers who are employed in the salmon canneries of British Columbia, 
where a large part of the work is done under contract, the contractor engaging 
and paying his own workers and being himself paid by the cannery operator 
according to the quantity of fish packed. More than half of the workers in 
British Columbia salmon canneries are employed under this arrangement. 
Compared with the preceding year the total number of employees shows a decrease 
of 1,263. An arrangement of the returns of establishments has been made to 
show the number of establishments employing (1) less than 5 persons, (2) five 
persons and over, and (3) having no employees, the work in the plants under 
classification 3 being performed by the operators themselves. The first group 
(less than 5 persons) contains 174 establishments, the second group (5 persons 
and over) 503 establishments, and the third group (no employees) 36 establish- 
ments. The amount paid to employees in 1928 was $5,261,096, divided as 
follows: to salaried employees, $853,000; to wage-earners, $3,539,070; and to 
contract workers and piece workers, $868,226. The total amount shows a 
decrease of $112,855 from the preceding year. The following table gives

Wage-earners by Months.—The months of highest employment in the 
industry as a whole were June, when 9,418 wage-earners were employed, and 
May, 8,942; while the months of lowest employment were February, with 
1,468 wage-earners, and January with 1,719. These figures are exclusive of 
contract workers and piece workers, for which no statistics of monthly em- 
ployment are available. In the lobster canneries the months of highest em- 
ployment are May and June; in the salmon canneries, June, July and August; 
in the fish curing establishments, September, October, November and December; 
and in the reduction plants, July, August and September. In clam canneries 
and in sardine and other fish canneries, the number of employees does not 
vary much from month to month. The following table gives statistics for the 
past three years.

Fuel Used.—The fuel used in the establishments in 1928, including elec- 
tricity used for power, had a total value of $494,887, compared with $465,230 
in 1927. The principal items in 1928 were coal, $249,089; fuel oil, $125,392; 
wood, $48,151; and electricity, $43,347. In the lobster and clam canneries, — 
coal, wood and gasoline were the principal kinds of fuel used; in the salmon — 
canneries, coal, fuel oil and wood; in the sardine and other fish canneries, coal 
and fuel oil; in the fish curing establishments, coal, wood and electricity; and 
in the reduction plants, coal, fuel oil and electricity. 7 


Power Equipment.—The principal item of power equipment, according to the 
total quantity of rated horse power in 1928, comprised steam engines and steam 
turbines, which numbered 238 with a total capacity of 5,090h.p. The item of gas, 
gasoline and oil engines is second with 597 and a capacity of 3,664 h.p., electric 
motors, third, with 155 and a capacity of 2,808 h.p., and hydraulic turbines or 
water wheels, fourth, with 65 and a capacity of 1,153 h.p. The number of boilers 
employed was 335 with a capacity of 17,749 b.h.p. In the canneries and reduc- 
tion plants, the item of steam engines and steam turbines is first in order of 
total capacity, while in the fish curing establishments, electric motors occupy — 
first place. 


Materials Used.—The total cost value of the fish purchased by the establish- 
ments to be used in the preparation of the fish products, or for re-sale for con-— 
sumption fresh, was $15,617,194, and the cost of salt, containers and miscella- 
neous materials, $4,961,573, making a total cost value of materials used in 1928 
of $20,578,767, compared with $18,364,846 in 1927. The total quantity of 
fish used by the establishments in 1928 was 8,230,443 ewt., or 73 per cent of 
the total catch of sea fish in that year, the remaining 27 per cent being marketed 
by the fishermen. The following table gives value of materials used in each 
of the past three years.

Value of Production.—The product of the establishments in 1928 had a 
total value of $36,267,732, comprising $27,992,063, the value of fish canned, 
cured or otherwise prepared, and $8,275, 669, the value of fish marketed for 
consumption fresh. To the total value, the salmon canneries contributed 
$15,269,249, or 42 per cent; the fish curing establishments, $11,331,890, or 
31 per cent; the lobster canneries, $4,522,434, or 12 per cent; the reduction 
plants, $3,089,059, or 9 per cent; the sardine and other fish canneries, $1,759,246, 
or 5 per cent; and the clam canneries, $295,854, or 1 per cent. The arrangement 
of the returns of establishments in groups, according to the value of production, 
shows that 235 establishments had a product in 1928 of less than $5,000; 121 had 

a product of from $5,000 to under $10,000; 126, a product of from $10, 000 to 
Ender $20,000; 91, a product of from $90, 000 to under $50,000; and 140 establish- 
ments a product valued at over $50,000. Included in the last mentioned group 
are 60 salmon canneries, 39 fish curing establishments, 22 reduction plants, 
15 lobster canneries, 2 clam canneries, and 2 sardine and other fish canneries. 
The following table gives statistics of the value of production, by kinds of 
establishments, for the years 1926 to 1928.

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Other Data.— Other particulars covered by the annual census of fish canning 
and curing establishments include the form of organization, the time in operation, 
and the hours worked by wage-earners. A classification of the returns of 
1928 according to form of organization shows that 3829 establishments were 
operated by individuals, 126 by partnerships, 250 by joint stock companies, 
and 8 by co-operative associations. Nearly all of the salmon canneries and 
reduction plants are operated by joint stock companies, while the lobster, 
clam and sardine and other fish canneries and the fish curing establishments 
show the largest numbers under the classifications of individual ownership or 
partnership. The total number of days in operation in 1928 by all establish- 
ments was 72,941, or an average of 102 days per establishment. A classification 
of the establishments according to number of days in operation shows 293 in 
operation for periods of less than 60 days; 192 for periods of 60 to 119 days; 
114 for periods of 120 to 179 days; 47 for periods of 180 to 239 days; and 67 
for periods of 240 days and over. Included in the group of establishments 
operating 240 days and over are 41 fish curing establishments, 10 lobster can- 
neries, 6 salmon canneries, 6 reduction plants, 3 clam canneries, and 1 sardine 
cannery. The average working day for wage-earners in 1928 consisted of 
8-6 hours, and the average week of 50-8 hours. A classification of wage- 
earners according to the number of hours worked in month of highest employ- 
ment shows 4,536 employees working 8 hours per day or less; 3,045 working 9 
hours, 5,072 working 10 hours, and 284 working over 10 hours. Statistics in 
detail are included in the general tables of the report.

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Fishing Bounty 


Under the authority of “An Act to encourage the Development of the Sea 
Fisheries and the Building of Fishing Vessels’, the sum of $160,000 is appro- 
priated annually by the Governor in Council. It is distributed under the 
name of Fishing Bounty by the Department of Marine and Fisheries amongst 
fishermen and fishing vessel and boat owners on the Atlantic Coast, under 
regulations made from time to time by the Governor in Council. 


For the year 1928, payment was made on the following basis :— 

To owners of vessels entitled to receive bounty—$1 per registered ton; 
payment to the owner of any one vessel not to exceed $80. 

To vessel fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$7.50 each. 

To owners of boats measuring not less than 12 feet keel—$1 per boat. 

To boat fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$6.50 each. 


There were 9,390 bounty claims paid. In the preceding year there were 
9,609 bounty claims paid. 


The total amount paid in 1928 was $151,411.20 allocated as follows:— ©

Imports and Exports 


The value of fish and fish products imported into Canada during the calendar 
year 1928 was $4,068,074, an increase over the preceding year of $299,173, or 
8 p.c., while the value of the exports amounted to $38,096,245, an increase of 
$3,281,797 or 9 p.c. The chief items of export in 1928 were canned salmon 
with a value of $9,227,442; dried cod, $4,953,119; canned lobster, $3,107,292; 
and dry-salted herring, $2,023,664. 


Historical Review 


The five tables following will afford a review of the fishing industry of 
Canada for the past several years. In the case of production, returns are given ~ 
by provinces year by year back to 1870. In the case of the number and value 
of vessels, boats, etc., the review extends to 1880, and in the case of the number 
of employees to 1895.

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PREFACE 


Ce rapport est publié en vertu d’une entente établissant la coopération en 
matiére de statistique intervenue entre le Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique et 
es différents services gouvernementaux ayant juridiction sur les pécheries cana- 
liennes. Ces services comprennent: la Direction des pécheries du ministére 
le la Marine et des Pécheries, qui exerce sa juridiction sur les pécheries des 
provinces maritimes, des provinces des prairies et de la Colombie Britannique; 
st les Divisions des Pécheries des provinces d’Ontario et de Québec, qui régissent 
es pécheries de leurs provinces respectives, sauf les pécheries des fles de la 
Madeleine, en Québec, lesquelles sont sous la juridiction de la Direction des 
9écheries du Dominion. La Colombie Britannique posséde une Division des 
Pécheries, mais cet organisme ne s’occupe pas de statistique pour son propre 
compte. 


En vertu de l’arrangement dont il est parlé plus haut, les statistiques du 
poisson péché et des produits offerts en vente 4 |’état frais ou aprés une prépa- 
‘ation sommaire sont recueillies par les fonctionnaires locaux des services des 
oécheries, vérifiées et condensées au ministére de la Marine et des Pécheries, 
ouis compilées au Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique. En ce qui concerne le 
s0isson industriellement préparé et ses sous-produits, des formules similaires 
4 celles en usage dans le recensement des autres branches de production sont 
nvoyées directement par le Bureau aux usines poissonniéres, les fonctionnaires 
les services des pécheries s’assurant que ces formules sont consciencieusement 
remplies et promptement retournées. Les fonctionnaires des gouvernements 
provinciaux voudront bien accepter nos remerciements pour le concours qu’ils 
nous ont prété.

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LES PECHERIES DU CANADA 


Le début des pécheries.—La péche est l'une des plus anciennes industries 
du Canada. Les Normands, les Bretons et les Basques péchaient la morue a 
Terre-Neuve des avant la découverte de VAmérique. Lorsqwen 1498 le continent 
nord-américain s’offrit d la vue de Cabot, ce navigateur lui donna le nom de 
«Bacalaos», nom basque de la. morue que ces rudes pécheurs poursurvaient déja. 
Cap-Breton, Vun des plus anciens noms géographiques de VAmérique, est un autre 
souvenir des premiers pécheurs Francais que les Espagnols et les Portugais ne 
tardérent pas a suivre. Fernandez de Navarrette nous apprend que des pécheurs 
de ces trois nationalités fréquentaient le Grand Bane en 1502. La péche se 
pratiquait au moyen de lignes a main, les pécheurs se tenant dans des barils fixés a 
Peaxtérieur du passavant pour éviter le contract des lignes avec les flanes du navire; 
les bateaux de péche se livraient a leurs opérations tant que durait le beau temps, 
puis s’en retournaient en France avec leurs prises de 30,000 Gd 50,000 morues. | 
Les voyages entrepris le long du littoral démontrérent brentot que la morue était — 
aussi abondante en vue du rivage que sur les bancs lointains; les équipages s’accou-_ 
tumerent alors & jeter Vancre dans une baie, a construire une hutte sur la gréve et 
a faire dans leurs petites chaloupes des excursions quotidiennes dont le produit — 
était salé et séché a terre, puis expédié en France a la fin de la saison. Lorsqw’al 
remonta le Saint-Laurent, en 1534, Jacques Cartier trouva partout les traces du 
passage de ces «capitaines courageux) et de leurs rivalités, lesquelles s’exercarent 
aussi bien dans des rencontres armées que dans la capture du poisson qui les avart 
attirés si loin de chez eux. Chauvin fonda un établissement de cette sorte a 
Tadoussac, en 1599. Bientét aprés les pécheurs s’habituérent a@ passer Vhiver en 
Amérique et d y construire de véritables villages. La premiere concession de péche 
fut octroyée par le roi de France a de Monts, en 1603. On peut done considérer — 
la péche comme la premiére industrie ad laquelle se sovent livrés systématiquement — 
les Européens au Canada; depuis ces temps lointains elle n’a jamais cessé de donner | 
sa récolte annuelle tant d V Europe qu’a V Amérique. 


Le iraité d’Utrecht de 1713 attribua Terre-Newve a@ la Grande-Bretagne, : 
dépossédant la France de son droit de pécher et de faire sécher le poisson sur cer-— 
taines sections du littoral de cette tle, mais la France conserva les péchertes de Cape 
Breton et celles du golfe. La guerre de Sept ans (1756-63) interrompit les opéra-_ 
tions de péche sur une vaste échelle. Lorsqu’elle se termina, la famille Robin, 
de Jersey, vint au Canada et au moyen Macquisitrons graduelles s’empara de toutes 
les anciennes stations de péche francaises. Jusqu’d Varrivée des Loyalistes, les 
pecheurs s’étaient occupés exclusivement de la morue. Seules les pécheries cotréres” 
étaient exploitées durant cette phase, y compris celles du littoral du Labrador; 
ce ne fut quen 1873 qu'un navire de péche en haute mer sortit du port de Lunenburg 
qui est maintenant le centre principal de la grande péche.

Lieux de péche du Canada.—Les pécheries canadiennes sont probablement 
les plus vastes de Vunivers. Sur LAtlantique, depuis Grand Manan jusqu’au 
Labrador, le rivage mesure plus de 5,000 milles, a Vexclusion des anses et échan- 
crures qui le dentellent. La baie de Fundy avec 8,000 milles carrés, le golfe Saint- 
Laurent dix fois plus grand, et d’autres eaux océaniques représentent ensemble 
environ 200,000 milles carrés, c’est-d-dire plus des quatre-cinquiemes des pécheries 
du nord de V Atlantique. De plus, Von compte sur les bords de VAtlantique 1 5,000 
milles carrés d’eaux territoriales sous le contréle absolu de la Puissance. Mas 
ces vastes étendues ne représentent quwune partie des eaux canadiennes. La base 
d’Hudson, dont les cotes s’étendent sur wne longueur de 6,000 milles, est plus grande 
que la Méditerranée; sur le Pacifique, le littoral canadien mesure 7,180 milles; 
ses baies et fiords innombrables offrent aux pécheurs une multitude d’abris tres 
stirs. Enfin, disséminés sur tout le territoire s’égrénent wne série de lacs qut, tous 
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ensemble, contiennent plus de la moitié des eaux douces du globe, la part du Canada 
dans les Grands Lacs seulement couvrant plus de 34,000 milles carrés, auxquels 
viennent s’ajouter le lac Winnipeg (9,457 milles carrés), le lac Manitoba et de 
nombreux autres non moins vastes. 


Mais la qualité des produits des pécheries canadiennes est encore plus remar- 
quable. Chacun sait que Vexcellence de la chair du poisson est en proportion directe 
de la pureté et de la fratcheur des eaux quil habite. Considérés sous cet angle, la 
morue, Véglefin, le hareng, le maquereau, le poisson blanc et le saumon du Canada 
vont pas de rivaux dans V'wnivers. Il est done évident que les plus magnifiques 
pécheries de Vhémisphére occidental, sinon du globe, appartiennent au Canada. 


Le bref exposé qui précéde démontre qu’tl est impossible d’envisager les péche- 
ries canadiennes sous un unique aspect; embrassant tout un continent, elles offrent 
nécessairement une grande diversité. Laissant de cété les immenses étendues de la 
baie d’Hudson et de la région arctique qui s’étend depuis ! Ungava jusqu’a Alaska, 
lesquelles, outre la baleine, donnent asile d de nombreux poissons comestibles, on 
peut diviser ainsi qu’tl suit les pécheries canadiennes: 


1. Picuerins pE LATLANTIQUE.—Elles sont les premiéres en date, et 
jusqwen 1918 elles furent les plus importantes par la valeur de leurs produits. 
On y prend la morue, le flétan, Véglefin, le merlan, le hareng, le maquereau, le 
homard, Vhuttre et le phoque. Le golfe et les eaux intérieures des provinces ma- 
ritimes et de Québec sont quelquefois considérés distinctement; mais en les réunis- 
sant, la liste ci-dessus s’accrottrait du sawmon, de Valose, du gasparot, de Véperlan, 
du bar, du tacaud, de la truite et du maskinongé. Les opérations de péche sont 
communément considérées sous deux aspects distincts, la péche hauturiére ow de 
haute mer et la péche cétiére. Cette derniére se pratique au moyen de petites em- 
barcations, le plus souvent automotrices, montées par deux ou trois hommes; on 
y emploie aussi de petits navires dont Véquipage se compose de quatre a sept hommes. 
Les engins de péche le plus fréquemment employés sont les rets d mazlles, les lignes 
ad main et les chaluts; d’autre part, on dispose le long du rivage des filets, des sennes 
et des nasses. La péche a Véglefin est aussi importante que celle de la morue; 
pendant le printemps et V'été ce poisson est ouvert et salé mais la meilleure sarson 
est d Vautomne, le poisson étant alors vendu frais ou fumé, sous le non de «finnan 
haddie». La péche en haute mer se pratique au moyen de navires de 40 a 100 
tonnes, portant de douze a vingt hommes, qui péchent dans les doris au moyen 
de lignes de fond. Les flottilles fréquentent tour a tour les différents bancs de péche 
- tels que le Grand Banc, le Bane Intermédiaire et le Banquereau. Ces navies, 
— construits sur place, restent quelquefois plusieurs mois en mer; les naufrages sont 
rares, tant est grande Vhabileté de leurs équipages. A leur retour, le potsson, 
qui a été vidé et salé a bord, est débarqué, lavé et séché. Les Antilles sont le prin- 
cipal débouché de ce produit; aucune autre morue ne pourrait supporter le chmat 
tropical aussi bien que celle préparée par les pécheurs de la N ouvelle-Ecosse. De 
grands chalutiers @ vapeur, tels que ceux en usage dans la mer du Nord, ont été 
introduits depuis plusieurs années dans les pécheries canadiennes du littoral de 
V’Atlantique; on compte actuellement dix de ces navires appartenant aux ports de 
la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Ils se livrent a la péche presque toute année; leurs prises 
approvisionnent le commerce de poisson frais. 


La péche au homard est également une industrie caractéristique. En 1870, 
il nexistait que trois homarderies sur le littoral de Atlantique; en 1928 on en 
‘compte 376, occupant environ 5,800 personnes; 30,000,000 de homards consti- 
tuent une prise normale. L’un des constants problémes de cette industrie, c’est 
dassurer | exécution des dispositions prohibant la capture des jeunes homards 
et des adultes au moment du frai; on croit toutefois avoir mis un frein au déchin 
de la production. L’huttre, qui pullulait autrefois tout le long du rivage, est mai- 
tenant moins abondante. La mise en boite des sardines, qui sont de jeunes harengs, 
occupe au Nowveau-Brunswick un rang égal a Vindustrie du homard. 
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Les pécheurs des provinces maritimes constituent wne population industrielle 
spécialisée. La péche cétiére s’y pratique d’avril & novembre, et méme en janvier, 
dans les districts abrités et, quoique les plus grands navires travaillent pendant 
tout Vhiver, plusieurs milliers d’hommes sont disponibles a certains moments de 
Vannée pour d’autres travaux. Les wns cultivent de petites parcelles de terre en- 
tourant leurs maisons, les autres travaillent dans les chantiers de bois du Nouveau- 
Brunswick ou bien dans les charbonnages de la Nowvelle-Ecosse. Quelques pécheurs 
de Lunenburg et d’ailleurs font du négoce avec les Antilles. Outre Voisiveté forcée 
résultant soit du mauvais temps, soit de la fermeture de la péche, la méthode con- 
sistant & rémunérer les pécheurs au moyen d’une part de la prise tend a les pousser 
vers des occupations secondaires, surtout dans les mauvaises années. 


2. PhcuERIES INTERIEURES.—Les Grands Lacs et les eaux tributaires du 
St-Laurent constituent wne seconde grande division des pécheries canadiennes. 
Le poisson blane, la truite, la sandre et le hareng des lacs sont les poissons les plus 
importants d’Ontario, commercialement parlant, quoique le brochet, Vesturgeon 
et quelques autres poissons ne soient pas a dédaigner. La valeur des pécheries 
intérieures de Québec se compose principalement de produits de la péche a Vanguille 
etaudoré. Dans les Grands Lacs la saison de péche dure de six & huit mois; quelques 
pecheurs continuent leurs opérations durant Vhiver en creusant des trous dans la 
glace, mais le plus grand nombre cherche wne autre occupation dans Vinterméde 
des saisons. En se dirigeant plus d Vouest, le lac Winnipeg, le lac Winnipegosis, 
le lac Manitoba et des lacs plus petits aw nord et a Vest de celui-ci fournissent la 
plupart des poissons du Manitoba. Le poisson blanc et la sandre sont les princi- 
paux dentre eux, mais le brochet, le tullipr, Vol dor et nombre d’autres varvétés 
s’y trowvent & profusion. Ln Saskatchewan et en Alberta, la péche pour le commerce 
est confinée aux régions situées au nord de la riviere Saskatchewan ow Von prend de 
grandes quantités de poisson blanc. Le probléme des transports devient particu- 
ligrement aigu; quelques-uns des plus grands lacs du continent, les lacs Reindeer, 
Athabaska, Grand Esclave, Grand Ours et des centaines de lacs plus petits n’ ont 
aucune communication avec les marchés de consommation. Toutefors, les lacs de 
Vowest ont joué le méme réle que le Saint-Laurent dans les temps du régime frangaas 
et que les bancs de morue dans Vhistoire de la Nouvelle-Angleterre, en facilitant la 
colonisation du pays, puisqwils offrent un aliment certain aux colons nouvellement 
arrivés. 


3. Picoueries pu PactrieuE—La Colombie Britannique posséde des péche- 
ries deau douce presque similaires a celles de la région des prairies; il est douteux 
que le commerce des fourrures (qui devait étre Vagent de haison entre cette province 
et le reste du Canada @ travers ‘les Montagnes Rocheuses) ett pu s’établir au com- 
mencement de Vhistoire de cette province si ces pécheries n’avaient pas existé. Les 
pécheries de la Colombie Britannique sont dune grande richesse; elles représen- 
tent environ les deux cinquiémes de Vindustrie poissonmere du Canada et ses pro- 
duits se consomment jusqu’aux extrémités de la terre; ils sont essentiellement cons- 
titués par le sawmon péché a Vembouchure du flewve Fraser, de la Skeena, de la 
Naas et d’autres riviéres descendant du versant occidental des montagnes. Chacwne 
des variétés de ce rot des poissons comestibles (qui toutefois n’est pas le vrai sau- 
mon) fréquentant les eaux du Pacifique, se trouve sur le littoral de la Colombe 
Britannique, c’est-d-dire le sockeye ou dos bleu, le saumon de printemps, le sawmon 
argenté, le saumon rose et le saumon bécard. Entre tows ceux-ci, le dos blew est 
de beaucoup le plus important, tant en raison de son abondance que de Vexcellence 
de sa chair, dont la belle couleur rougedtre est tant appréciée des consommateurs — 
de la Grande-Bretagne. Le fleuve Fraser était autrefois la principale source d’ap- 
provisionnement de saumon, mais sa production est aujourd’hui dépassée par celle 
de la riviere Skeena et de ses tributaires septentrionauz; la prise varie considéra- 
blement d’année en année. La montée du sawmon commence vers la fin de juillet 
et atteint son apogée dans les premiéres semaines d’aott; néanmoins, les régions 
septentrionales ont une saison plus hdtive. Le sawmon de printemps ou quinnat 
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est un trés gros poisson; c’est la premiere espéce qui fut mise en botte aux Etats- 
Unis; la migration de ce poisson s’opére au commencement du printemps et se 
continue jusqu’en juillet. Le sawmon argenté est plus petit; comme le dos bleu, 
al voyage par bandes innombrables, pendant septembre et octobre, dans le fleuve 
Fraser, et un peu plus tét dans les cours d’eau plus au nord. Le saumon bécard 
est salé pour Vexportation en Orient et une quantité considérable est aussi mise 
en boite. Le sawmon rose, luz aussi, suit le dos bleu. Le plus grand nombre de 
personnes qu’occupe cette péche sont des Chinois, des Japonais et des Indiens, 
élément chinois étant prépondérant dans les usines, tandis que les Indiens et les 
Japonais se consacrent plutét aux opérations de péche. Le flétan abonde a hauteur 
de Vile Vancouver et entre les tiles de la Reine Charlotte et le continent; quoique 
la premiére tentative d’exploitation industrielle de ce poisson ait avorté, dés 1903 
la Colombie Britannique contribuait pour 10,000,000 de livres a la production de 
25,000,000 de lures péchées sur le littoral du Pacifique, au nord de la Californie, 
chiffre qui a triplé depuis lors. La prise annuelle de hareng de la Colombie Bri- 
tannique représente environ 65 p.c. de tout le hareng de mer péché dans les eaux 
canadiennes. Ce poisson est presque en entier salé ad sec et exporté en Chine et au 
Japon. Depwis quelques années, la péche au pilchard a pris une certaine im- 
portance, la plus grande partie de la prise allant aux huileries qui produisent 
chaque année de grandes quantités d’huile et de poudre de poisson. En 1928, le 
pilchard était troisieme par ordre de valeur parmi les poissons péchés en Colombie 
Britannique. On y péche aussi la baleine et trois stations sont en opérations dans 
les tles Reine Charlotte. On prend annuellement des cétacés de différentes sortes; 
baleines franches, rorquals, dauphins et méme parfois des cachalots. La péche a 
la baleene se pratique dans des bateaux rapides armés de canons lance-harpon 
Svend Foyn, systeéme venu de Norvége. Aucune partie de la baleine ne se perd, 
Vhurle, les fanons et la poudre en sont les products les plus importants. Le cabillaud, 
la morue longue, l’oulachon, Véperlan, le carrelet, la rate et Vesturgeon sont éga- 
_lement abondants dans les eaux de la Colombie Britannique. 


Ajoutons un mot concernant les pécheries du phoque a fourrure du Pacifique, 
dont le siége historique était autrefors a Victoria. Cetie indusirie est a pew prés 
disparue, tant a cause de la raréfaction de ces animaux que par Veffet du traité de 
1911. La floticlle qui pourswit le phoque a fourrure dans le nord de V Atlantique 
a ses quartiers généraux a St-John, Terre-Newve. 


Le sport de la péche.—Nous n’avons envisagé jusqw ici les pécheries qu’ au 
point de vue purement industriel et commercial; mars le sport lui-méme comporte 
un aspect économique dans un pays ot forsonnent des poissons aussi réputés que 
le sawmon de la Restigouche, Vachigan de Québec et des hautes terres d’Ontario et 
la irumte de la Nipigon. Le gouvernement pergoit des revenus fort élevés en louant 
soit ad des clubs, soit a des particuliers, le droit de péche dans les lacs et les cours 
d’eau des contrées les moins peuplées; dautre part, des centaines de guides y trou- 
vent une occupation rémunératrice pendant les mots ad’ été. 


Le gouvernement et les pécheries.—Awu début de la Confédération, le 
gouvernement fédéral admuinistrait directement la marine et les pécheries du Canada; 
un ministre du Cabinet exercait cette juridiction au moyen dun personnel consi- 
dérable d’inspecteurs, de surveillants et de gardes-péche. Pendant Vannée fiscale 
_terminée le 31 mars 1929, le gouvernement fédéral a dépensé pour les pécheries, 
$2,100,221 et les revenus qui en découlent se sont élevés ad $206,154. Des décisions 
judiciaires intervenues en 1882, 1898, 1913 et 1920 ont sensiblement modifié la 
guridiction du gouvernement fédéral a Vavantage des provinces. Aujourd’hui, la 
Puissance contréle directement les pécheries en eau salée des provinces maritimes 
et de la Colombie Britannique et les pécheries d’eau douce des trois provinces des 
prairies. Les pécheries enterreures des provinces maritimes et d’Ontario et les 
pécheries tant en eau douce qu’en eau salée de la province de Québec sont contrélées 
‘par ces provinces respectivement, mais le gouvernement fédéral posséde seul le drovt 
de légiférer sur toutes les matiéres concernant la péche dans toutes les parties du pays. 
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Conservation.—Les pécheries fluviales et lacustres incontestablement, et les 
pecheries maritimes probablement, si elles étarent abandonnées a elles-mémes, 
subiraient la loi économique de Vappauvrissement. Pour combatire cette tendance 
le gouvernement canadien dut légiférer, interdisant la péche en certaines saisons 
la pollution des riviéres et Vobstruction de leur cours; il dut aussi spécifier les 
dimensions des mailles des filets, réglementer les agrés et les opérations de péche. 
En outre, il a été créé wn systéme de pisciculture que posséde aujourd’ hur 30 frayeéres, 
10 viviers auxiliaires et 4 bassins ad saumon, ayant cotté $434,141 en 1928, et distri- 
buant 440,302,380 cufs, alevins et poissons par année, principalement le saumon 
de la Colombie Britannique, le doré et le poisson blanc. Ces alevins sont distribués _ 
gratuitement et placés dans les eaux qui leur conviennent le mieuc. 


Recherches scientifiques.—Des stations, ou l'on procéde a des recherches 
biologiques sur les problémes aussi nombreux que complexes que présentent les 
pécheries, et placées sous la direction de la Commussron Biologique du Canada, 
sont établies @ Halifax, N.-E., St-Andrews, N.-B., et d Nanaimo et Prince Rupert, 
C.B. Les universités de Toronto, McGill, Queen’s, du Manitoba, de la Colombie 
Britannique et les principales institutions des provinces maritimes détachent a 
chacune de ces stations, soit des professeurs, soit des spécialistes et techniciens. 
Parmi les problémes pratiques que Von y a abordés citons entre autres: Vhistovre 
naturelle des poissons comesiibles, la bactériologie du poisson, sort frais, sort préparé, 
V amélioration des méthodes de manipulation et de prépaation du poisson, etc. Des 
mémotres scientifiques et des rapports sont publiés chaque saison. 


Aide directe.—Dans le domaine d’aide directe, outre le pacement de primes — 
aux pécheurs dont il est question dans un autre paragraphe, le gouvernement adopte 
différentes mesures de temps a@ autre. Depuis 1927 un service de transport du 
poisson a été fait sur plusieurs divisions de la céte de V Atlantique par la branche des 
Pécheries du ministére de la Marine et des Pécheries. Ce service permet aux 
pécheurs des territoires desservis par les bateaux du Ministére de vendre leurs 
prises rapidement, parce quils peuvent les délivrer aux acheteurs a des points 
centraux, & un codt beaucoup moins élevé par quintal. Azinsi les régions qua 
peuvent bénéficier d’un marché immédiat pour le poisson frais se trowvent grande- 
ment étendues & une époque a laquelle le marché du poisson frais prendra plus 
grande importance. Les pécheurs peuvent obtenir une meilleure compensation — 
pour leur travail beaucoup plus tot qu’al leur serait possible autrement et de plus als 
peuvent consacrer a la péche tout le temps qwils devaient autrefors employer au 
saurissage du poisson. Un autre pas destiné ad rendre de grands services aux 
pécheurs est Vétablissement d’un systeme de radio pour émettre des rapports sur les 
probabilités de température, les approvisionnements de boétte et de glace le long des 
cétes et les prix du marché aux poissons. Pendant la saison de 1928 ces rapports 
ont été irradiés deux fois par jour d’Halifax & Louisbourg, et les rapports de tem- 
pérature ont également été irradiés de St. John. Comme la plupart des varsseaur — 
de peche ont maintenant des appareils récepteurs, ce service a été d’une grande 
valeur et il a été continué cette année. Les informations télégraphiques sur es 
approvisionnements de boéitte a la céte sont aussi irradiées par la branche des péche- i 
ries et affichées dans nombre de poris dans les mois de printemps et d’élé. Deut 
bulletins statistiques traitant de la péche maritime sont aussi préparés par la branche | 
des Pécheries et publiés mensuellement et trimestriellement et sont distribués par a 
tout le Canada pour le plus grand avantage des pécheurs et de Vindusirie pois= 
sonniere. On prépare encore des plans pour la distribution de rapports sur Vétat — 
du marché au poisson dans les pays ot le poisson canadien est exporté. Depuis— 
plusieurs années des primes ont été payées pour la destruction des phoques dans — 
les ports de certaines régions. Afin d’améliorer la qualité du hareng saur cand-— 
dien, le gouvernement a employé un expert pour démontrer les méthodes écossaises de 
saurissage du poisson. En vertu de la Loi d’inspection du poisson, un systemée — 
dinstruction sur les méthodes améliorées de préparer le poisson et de fabriquer — 
les barils est en opération depuis plusieurs années de méme que Vinspection du 


a 
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poisson préparé. Une flotte de petites canonniéres circule dans les eaux cétiéres, 
aussi bien que dans les eaux intérieures pour assurer Vapplication des réglements 
de la péche et prévenir le braconnage. Depuis plusieurs années on fait aussi dans 
les stations scientifiques du gouvernement des recherches et des expérimentations 
sur la péche et les productions potssonniéres. Cette partie des activités du gou- 
vernement fait V objet d’un autre paragraphe de cette revue, sous Ven-téte ‘Recherches 
Scientifiques’’. 


Pendant la guerre, on s’est efforcé d’augmenter autant que possible la consom- 
mation de poisson, afin d’économiser les autres aliments plus facilement exportables 
chez nos alliés. A cette fin, le gouvernement établit un service de transport du 
poisson par grande vitesse dans des wagons réfrigérateurs sur son réseau, depuis 
le littoral jusqu’aux grandes villes de lintérieur; de plus, il s’efforca de stimuler 
la consommation du poisson au moyen dune active propagande. Les résultats 
nont pas été négligeables pursqu’aujourd’hui la consommation de poisson au 
Canada dépasse 22 livres par bouche.* Le gouvernement s’est aussi préoccupé 
d’améliorer le service de trains rapides transportant le poisson depuis la céte de 
V Atlantique jusqu’a Montréal et Toronto. 


Problémes internationaux.—Une région de péche aussi riche que celle 
du nord de l Atlantique ne pouvait manquer d’attirer les pécheurs dautres pays et 
d’anciennes coutumes se transformérent en droits acquis, dont quelques-uns durent 
encore, notamment le séchage de leurs prises par les pécheurs Francats sur les rivages 
de Terre-Neuve. Autrement grave est la question des droits des Etats-Unis dont 
les pécheurs, durant la période coloniale, approvisionnaent de poisson la Nouvelle- 
Angleterre et d qui le traité de Versailles de 1788 reconnut le droit de pécher dans 
les eaux cotiéres du Canada. La guerre de 1812 leur fit perdre cette prérogative, 
si bien qu’aprés 1818, les Etats-Unis n’avaient d’autres droits que ceux de faire 
escale dans les ports canadiens pour s’y abriter ow s’y approvisionner de bois ou 
deau, ou y réparer leurs embarcations; de pécher autour des tles de la Madeleine 
et sur la rive nord du golfe St-Laurent, a Vest de Pointe-Jolie; enfin de faire sécher 
et de préparer leur poisson dans les havres, baies et anses non habités de cette partie 
de la rive nord. L’interprétation des clauses du traité de 1818 sowleva maintes 
querelles apaisées par le traité de réciprocité (1854-1866). Par ce dernier traité, 
le poisson canadien et ses sous-produits entraient en franchise aux Etats-Unis et 
vice versa; de plus, les pécheurs des Etats-Unis obtenaient le droit de péche dans 
les eaux territoriales canadiennes de l Atlantique, les pécheurs canadiens éiant 
autorisés a pécher dans certaines eaux territortales des Etats-Unis, sur le méme 
littoral, d Vexclusion dans les deux cas des cours d’eau et de leurs estuaires. Les 
crustacés, mollusques et coquillages étaient exceptés. Le traité de Washington de 
1871 confirma le traité de réciprocité de 1854 en ce quit concerne les pécheries et 
pourvut a4 la nomination d’une commission d’arbitrage devant déterminer le chiffre 
de Vindemnité a& payer par les Etats-Unis a la Grande-Bretagne, en raison des 
concessions par elle consenties. Cette commission siégea ad Halifax en 1877 et y 
rendit une sentence arbitrale fixant cette indemmité a $5,500,000, dont $1,000,000 
étaient attribués a Terre-Neuve. Cependant, en 1885, les Etats-Unis dénonceérent 
les clauses de ce traité se rapportant a la péche et cette action fut suivie d’une période 
de désagréments entre les deux pays. Une convention signée en 1888 
porte le nom de «Traité non ratifié de 1888». Les plénipotentiaires qui Vont 
négocié étaient tombés d’accord sur les points suivants: les bateaux de péche des 
Etats-Unis recevraient annuellement et gratuitement des licences les autorisant a 
pénétrer dans les ports canadiens, @ y acheter des provisions et des agrés, & transborder 
leurs prises et d embarquer des équipages. C’est ce traité qui donna naissance 
aux «licences de modus vivendi». Les négociateurs du traité ayant reconnu qual 
ne pouvait étre ratifié par les deux gourernements avant Vouverture de la saison de 
péche, décidérent, comme mesure transitoire et ne devant pas durer plus de deux 
ans, que les bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis, sur paiement d’un droit de $1.50 


*On arrive a cette estimation en additionnant le poisson importé au poisson pris au pays, puis en soustrayant la quantité 
» exportée 
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par tonneau, pourraient exiger Vémission d’une licence leur accordant le bénéfice 
des dispositions ci-dessus énumérées. Le Sénat des Etats-Unis rejeta ce traité; 
néanmoins, le gouvernement canadien continua ad émettre des «licences du modus 
vivendi» jusqu’en 1918, date a laquelle des arrangements furent faits assurant des 
privileges réciproques aux pécheurs des deux pays dans les ports de leur voisin, 
mais les effets de cette entente—qui était une mesure spéciale de guerre du gouverne- 
ment des Etats-Unis—cessérent le premier juillet 1921. L’année suivante, on dut 
recourir de nouveau aux «icences du modus vivendi», mais a la fin de 1923 elles 
disparurent. Depuis lors, on est revenu aux dispositions du trarté de 1818. 


Dans les Grands Lacs également les problémes les plus importants, tels que 
le repeuplement et la disposition du poisson, ont nécessairement un caractére inter- 
national et se compliquent du nombre d’ Etats intéressés. Une situation analogue 
svest créée en Colombie Britannique, ow les industriels de Puget Sound capturent 
le saumon dos bleu du fleuve Fraser en quantités beaucoup plus considérables que 
les pécheurs du Canada et ce, aw moyen de piéges et autres méthodes interdites dans 
les eaux canadiennes. En 1906, une commission internationale fit le premeer pas 
vers une entente sur cette question vitale; en 1922 une commission parlementaire 
recommandait la prohibition de la péche de ce saumon dans les eaux du Fraser, 
pendant cing ans, comme mesure de conservation. 


La péche au flétan de notre cété du Pacifique ne peut se faire que par les 
ports du Canada ou des Etats-Unis, mais comme elle se pratique principalement 
en dehors des eaux territoriales, aucun des deux pays ne pouvatt la controler seul. 


En méme temps, il est de Vintérét des deux pays de la maintenir florissante elper- 


manente. C’est pourquoi Vétude des moyens a adopter pour la protection de ce 
poisson a été confiée ad la conférence canado-américaine des pécheries nommée 
en 1918 par les deux pays pour étudier toutes les questions relatives d la péche et 
pendantes entre les deux pays. En 1922, le Canada a proposé que la question du 
flétan fut étudiée séparément. La suggestion ayant été bien accuerlhe, il en est 
résulté le traité du 2 mars 1923 «pour la protection du flétan du Pacifique». En 
vertu de ce traité, la péche du flétan est inierdite depuis le 16 novembre de chaque 


année jusqu’au 15 février inclusivement de année survante. 


Primes.—Une conséquence indirecte mais fort importante du traité de 
Washington subsiste encore aujour@’hui. Une loi de 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) pour 
le développement des pécheries maritimes et Vencouragement a la construction des 
navires de péche a consacré une somme annuelle de $150,000 représentant Vintérét 
sur le montant de la sentence arbitrale d’Halifax, a la distribution de primes aux 
propriétaires de bateaux de péche et a leurs équipages. Une autre loi, votée en 
1891 (54-56 Vict., c. 42), éleva ces primes a $160,000, les détails de leur distri- 
bution étant réglés chaque année par arrété ministériel. 


Industrie moderne.—L’indusirie poissonniére du Canada telle qu’elle existe 
actuellement est le fruct des efforts accomplis pendant les cinquante derniéres années. 
En 1844, la valeur des prises n’était estimée qu’d $125,000; elle doubla dans la 
décade suivante, et dés 1860, dépassait $1,000,000. Dix ans plus tard, elle 
atteignit $6,000,000, chiffre plus que doublé en 1878. Dans la derniére décade 
du siécle elle dépassait $20,000,000, touchait a trente-quatre millions en 1911 et 
atteignait presque cinquante-cing millions en 1928. Mais son apogée fut atteinte 
en 1918, année qui dépassa soixante millions. Ces chiffres représentent la valeur 
totale de tout le poisson vendu sort frais, soit séché, soit en conserve ou autrement 
préparé. Pendant ce temps le personnel de cette industrie a atteont 80,000 per- 
sonnes et le capital qu'elle absorbait, $50,000,000 en certaines années. 


Entre tous les poissons, la morue et le saumon se disputérent longtemps la 
primauté; si Von remontait jusqu’aux origines, la morue tiendrait la téte, mais st 
Von ne considére que les vingt derniéres années, on constate que le saumon a défi- 
nitivement conquis la premiere place et méme le volume de homard et son prix 
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élevé ont plus d’une fois relégué la morue au troisiéme rang. Ceci eut pour effet 
de modifier le rang des provinces entre elles, la Colombie Britannique tenant main- 
tenant la premiere place qui appartenait ‘auparavant a la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Le 
flétan prend la quatriéme place parmi nos poissons de commerce. 


Commerce.—On a déja vu que la consommation domestique de poisson est 
relativement minime au Canada et que cette industrie dépend largement des marchés 
de Vétranger. On peut évaluer approximativement d 60 pour cent des prises an- 
nuelles la portion exportée, dont les Htats-Unis absorbent approximativement un 
tiers et la Grande-Bretagne un sixiéme. Pendant année civile 1928, les expor- 
tations totales se sont élevées ad $38,096,245, dont $16,654,589, pour les Etats- 
Unis et $4,160,391 pour la Grande-Bretagne. Le plus important des potssons 
exportés est le saumon en boite (expédié en Grande-Bretagne et aux autres marchés 
européens), suivt de prés par la morue séche (expédiée aux Antilles, en Amérique 
du Sud, etc.). Pour le poisson frais, spécialement le poisson blanc et le homard 
les Etats-Unis constituent le principal débouché. En définitive, les exportations 
de poissons du Canada ne le cédent qu’a celles de la Grande-Bretagne et de la Nor- 
vége, mais si l’on y joint les exportations de Terre-Neuve, elles excédent Vune et 
Vautre. Hn 1928, le Canada, a importé pour $4,068,074 de poisson. 
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La valeur totale de la production des pécheries canadiennes en 1928 est de 
$55,050,973, comparativement 4 $49,123,609 en 1927 et $56,360,633 en 1926. 
Ces chiffres représentent la valeur de la péche telle que vendue, soit frafche, soit 
préparée par les pécheurs ou dans les usines. Le tableau qui suit donne la quan- 
tité prise et la valeur des ventes de chacun des principaux poissons (dont les 
ventes ont donné $100,000 et plus) au cours des cing derniéres années, avec, dans 
la derniére colonne, une indication de l’augmentation ou de la diminution en 
1928 comparativement 4 1927.

OPERATIONS DES PECHERIES EN 1928 


La valeur des produits des pécheries canadiennes de l’année civile 1928 
atteint un total de $55,050,973, soit $5,553,935 de plus qu’en 1927. Une fois 
seulement en dehors de 1918 et 1919, quand les prix du poisson subissaient la 
régle générale de l’inflation de guerre et d’ aprés-guerre, les pécheries du Canada 
ont donné une production plus grande qu’en 1928. Cette exception se constate 
en 1926 alors qu’une température anormalement favorable a aidéles pécheurs et 
leur a permis d’écouler des produits poissonniers pour une valeur de $56,360,633 
ou $1,309,660 de plus qu’en 1928. 


L’année 1928 donne une prise plus considérable sur chacune des cétes—sur la 
céte de |’ Atlantique, c’est-A-dire les pécheries d’eau salée des provinces maritimes 
et du Québec, et sur la céte du Pacifique. Les prises dans les eaux intérieures 
montrent une faible diminution nette attribuable & des péches moins considéra- 
bles en Ontario et au Manitoba. La valeur des produits des pécheries maritimes — 
est de $46,669,222 comparativement 4 $41,547,697 V’année précédente. Pour — 


les pécheries intérieures, cette valeur est de $8, 381, 751, soit une augmentation 
de $805,839 sur l’année précédente. 
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Dans |’ensemble, les prix ont été un peu meilleurs en 1928 que l’année précé- 
dente, ce qui, avec une augmentation dans le volume de la prise, a procuré aux 
pécheurs une année plus prospére. Les exportations montrent une expansion 
substantielle. Le poisson et les produits poissonniers canadiens ont été écoulés 
sur environ cent marchés étrangers et le total de l’exportation donne une valeur 
de $38,096,245 comparativement & $34,814,448 en 1927. En 1928, les pécheries 
canadiennes contribuent & la balance favorable du commerce canadien une 
somme de $34,028,171. . 


Le nombre d’hommes employés 4 la péche et autres opérations primaires est 
de 62,785, comparativement 4 63,415 l’année précédente et le nombre employé 
dans la préparation du poisson est de 15,434, au leu de 16,697 année précédente, 
ce qui donne un personnel total de 78,219 personnes engagées directement dans 
Vindustrie poissonniére, soit 1,893 de moins qu’en 1927. 


Il est intéressant de noter que comparativement & 1927 Vannée 1928 donne 
une diminution dans le nombre de personnes employées dans |’industrie, tandis 
que la prise et la valeur de la péche pour tout le Dominion sont beaucoup plus 
considérables. L’usage plus répandu d’embarcations 4&4 moteur et d’engins 
mécaniques dans les pécheries augmente la capacité productive de chaque ouvrier 
dans cette industrie. La vulgarisation de la force motrice dans les pécheries 
est un facteur dont il faut tenir compte dans toute analyse des changements 
d’une année A l’autre, principalement quand il s’git du personnel. Le capital 
engagé montre une augmentation de $1,765,910 sur 1927 atteignant le chiffre de 
$58,072,371. Il est 4 noter que s’il y a une certaine avance des capitaux engagés 
dans l'industrie en 1928, on constate aussi des indications que cette augmentation 
doit se continuer l’année suivante. Sur la cédte de Atlantique, par exemple, 
on place de nouveaux capitaux dans les facilités pour opérations primaires. 
Au cours de l’hiver pas moins de 155 nouveaux bateaux de péche étaient en cons- 
truction dans les provinces maritimes, le plus grand nombre en Nouvelie-Kcosse. 
Les activités de ce genre de construction dans les provinces maritimes ont été 
au cours de l’hiver dernier plus grandes que depuis plusieurs années, résultat 
attribué & un plus grand succés des pécheurs en 1928 et partiellement, selon les 
indications, 4 la création d’un service de transport du poisson par le Départe- 
ment ce qui a donné de meilleures facilités d’écoulement et a encouragé les 
pécheurs 4 perfectionner leur outillage. 


Dans une répartition selon la valeur, la Colombie Britannique contribue 
48 p.c. de la production des pécheries de tout le Canada en 1928. Les provinces 
maritimes y contribuent 32 p.c., l’Ontario 7 p.c., les provinces des prairies et le 
Yukon, pris ensemble, 7 p.c. et le Québec 6 p.c. Seulement dans le cas d’une 
des provinces, l’Ile du Prince-Edouard, trouve-t-on une diminution ($171,126) 
comparativement 4 1927. 


Dans la division des produits, le saumon est le premier en importance au 
cours de l’année, sa production ayant augmenté d’environ $3,000,000 sur l'année 
précédente, donnant une valeur de $17,867,053. La morue vient en second avec 
une valeur de $6,285,777. Le homard suit avec une valeur de $5,183,988. 
Cette année, le fiétan et le haréng ont donné chacun plus de $3,000,000. La 
production de pilchard dépasse $2,000,000 et la valeur du poisson blanc vendu, 
le plus important des produits de la péche intérieure, dépasse aussi $2,000,000. 
| Léglefin, le doré, la sardine, l’éperlan et la truite ont donné respectivement 
chacun une valeur de plus de $1,000,000. 


Nowvelle-Ecosse.—Avec une production totale de $11,681,995, la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse donne prés de $900,000 de plus qu’en 1927 et seulement $823,927 de moins 
qu’en 1926, qui était, comme on l’a déja noté, une année dont les conditions 
naturelles furent anormalement favorables. La péche 4 la morue donne une 
augmentation de plus de 140,000 quintaux et en valeur de plus de $950,000. 
Il y a aussi des augmentations en volume et en valeur de l’églefin, merluche et 
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lingue et de l’espadon, parmi les principaux poissons de mer et une augmentation 
en valeur seulement du maquereau mais une diminution dans le cas du flétan, 
du hareng, du homard et du saumon. Les pétoncles ont donné beaucoup moins 
qu’en 1927 mais tout de méme substantiellement plus qu’en aucune autre année 
antérieure. Il y a une certaine augmentation dans la valeur des mactres et 
clovisses. Les prix du poisson séché ont été un facteur important dans l’aug- 
mentation de valeur de la production de cette province. la prise totale de la 
flotte de Lunenberg, qui péche pringjpalement pour le commerce du poisson 
séché, donne 717,225 quintaux de poisson salé 4 vert, comparativement 4 682,770 
quintaux en 1927, bien que le nombre de vaisseaux employés ait été de 75 ou 8 © 
de moins que l’année précédente. 


Nouveau-Brunswick.—L’année a été trés heureuse pour l'industrie pois- 
sonniére du Nouveau-Brunswick et la valeur totale de la prise dans la province 
qui est de $5,001,641 dépasse de prés de $600,000 celle de 1927. La péche a la 
sardine, dont ’importance grandit toujours et qui a donné au cours de |’année 
279,349 barils, a une valeur de $1,284,771 et contribue plus de $238,000 a cette 
augmentation dans les produits poissonniers de toute la province. L’éperlan 
a aussi donné une augmentation en valeur de $225,000 de plus que |’année précé- 
dente, alors qu’une prise de 46,184 quintaux donnait une valeur de $686,163, 
tandis qu’en 1928 une prise de 59,866 quintaux donne une valeur de $912,055. 
Il y a eu aussi une forte augmentation relative dans la péche 4 la merluche, la 
valeur totale de la péche étant de $55,297 ou $41,000 de plus qu’en 1927. La 
prise de maquereau a été deux fois celle de l’année précédente tandis qu'il y a 
aussi une augmentation substantielle en volume et en valeur de la péche a la ~ 
morue et au homard. D’autre part, il y a diminution de la péche au gasparot, 
au hareng et au saumon. 


Tle du Prince-Edouard.—Dans cette province la péche au maquereau a été 
meilleure en 1928 que V’année précédente tant en volume qu’en valeur, tandis 
que la péche au hareng donne une diminution d’& peu prés 4,000 quintaux mais 
une légére augmentation en valeur. La péche aux huitres a donné en volume 
une augmentation de prés de 700 barils mais la valeur n’a pas été tout a fait — 
aussi grande que l’année précédente. La péche au homard a donné 65,613 | 
quintaux ou 2,813 quintaux de plus que le total de 1927. La péche a |’éperian 
et 4 la morue a baissé tant en valeur qu’en volume. 


Québec.—Une augmentation totale de $260,164 dans la valeur de la pro- 
duction poissonniére de cette province se répartit entre $132,001 pour les péche- | 
ries maritimes et $128,163 pour les pécheries intérieures. Dans les pécheries 
maritimes la prise d’églefin a plus que doublé celle de l’an dernier, tandis que la | 
prise de homard a augmenté d’environ 1,840 quintaux. La péche 4 la morue a 
aussi été meilleure qu’en 1927 et il y a également augmentation dans un ou deux — 
autres cas. Il y a des diminutions dans la péche au hareng et 4 |’éperlan, tandis 
que le maquereau n’a rapporté qu’un tiers de son volume de 1927. Les pécheries — 
intérieures donnent des augmentations tant en volume qu’en valeur pour presque ~ 
tous les poissons péchés pour le commerce, avec une ou deux exceptions. La ~ 
plus forte augmentation se trouve dans la péthe a |’anguille dont la valeur a — 
monté de $110,778 en 1927 & $189,905 en 1928. 


Ontario.—Une augmentation de $360,524 dans la valeur des produits pois-— 
sonniers de |’Ontario vient principalement de la péche du doré et de la perche. 
Le doré a donné en volume moins qu’en 1927 mais en valeur a rapporté $420,252 — 
comparativement & $300,529 tandis que la valeur de la perche a triplé le chiffre 
de 1927, $704,025 au lieu de $211,852. La péche au hareng, 4 la truite et au 
poisson blane a été moins heureuse que l’année précédente. ;

Manitoba.—Les pécheries du Manitoba donnent une diminution dans le — 
volume total de production mais les conditions du marché sont cause qu’il y a 
une augmentation de $200,576 en valeur. Le poisson blane donne une légere 


i 
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augmentation en volume et une augmentation proportionnellement plus grande 
en valeur. La péche au tullipi a diminué de plus d’un million de livres en volume, 
mais la valeur de la prise a donné $65,000 de plus qu’en 1927. Ia péche au doré 
a donné plus que l’année précédente tant en volume qu’en valeur. Le brochet 
donne un plus faible volume mais une plus grande valeur. J,’ceil-d’or donne 
aussi un volume moins considérable mais la diminution en valeur sur 1927 est 
de seulement $66. La péche 4 la truite a aussi donné une diminution. 


Saskatchewan.—Les pécheries de cette province ont donné 4,131 quintaux 
de plus qu’en 1927 et Vaugmentation en valeur est approximativement de 
$60,000. La production de poisson blanc, 43,667 quintaux, est de 2,344 quintaux 
supérieure 4 celle de 1927 en volume et de $50,000 en valeur. Le brochet et le 
mulet ont augmenté en valeur, tandis que la truite, le doré et le tullipi ont dimi- 
nué. la péche 4 |’ceil-d’or est au méme niveau qu’en 1927. 


Alberta.—La péche & la truite en 1928 a pour principale cause d’augmenta- 
tion de la valeur totale du poisson pris dans cette province une prise de 20,000 
quintaux donnant prés de deux fois autant qu’en 1927 et la valeur totale est 
de $222,312 comparativement 4 $126,955 l’année précédente. Il y a aussi des 
gains plus ou moins considérables dans la prise de perche, doré et tullipi mais 
des diminutions pour le mulet, le brochet et le poisson blanc. Ce dernier a 
donné 5,835 qtx de moins qu’en 1927. 


Colombie Britannique.—De fortes augmentations dans les prises de saumon, 
de fiétan et de pilchard caractérisent l’année 1928 dans les pécheries de la Colom- 
bie Britannique et contribuent la plus forte partie d’une avance de prix de 
$3,700,000 dans la valeur de toute la production poissonniére de cette province 
comparativement 4 l’année précédente. Il faut aller 4 l’année de guerre 1918 et 
& 1926 pour trouver une plus grande valeur aux produits poissonniers de la Co- 
lombie Britannique. Le saumon pris en 1928 donne 2,257,455 qtx ou prés de 
767,000 qtx de plus qu’en 1927 et une valeur de $17,345,670 comparativement & 
$14,253,803 l’année précédente. Le fiétan débarqué aux ports de la Colombie 
Britannique en 1928 donne 31,466 qtx de plus qu’en 1927 mais une diminution 
de $97,000 en valeur. La péche au pilchard donne une augmentation de 241,670 
qtx. La péche au hareng a donné en volume un peu moins qu’en 1927 mais la 
valeur a été un peu plus élevée. 


Territoire du Yukon.—La production des pécheries du Yukon donne en 1928 
un remarquable total de $51,665, soit $39,575 de plus qu’en 1927. Le saumon 
donne un total de $17,820 comparativement 4 $8,050 l’année précédente et la 
truite une augmentation de $13,000; le poisson blanc a une augmentation d’a 
peu prés $12,000. 


PECHERIES DES COTES DE L’ATLANTIQUE 


La péche sur les cétes de l’Atlantique a rapporté 5,219,716 qtx de poisson 
en 1928 dont la valeur est de $20,106,495. 


Morue, églefin, merluche, lingue et merlan.—Ces cing variétés mises ensemble 
ont donné en 1928 sur les cdtes de |’Atlantique un volume beaucoup plus considé- 
rable qu’en 1927 et leur valeur donne une augmentation de $1,834,136. En 
1928 le volume de cette péche atteint 2,948,221 quintaux valant $8,493,938 
comparativement 4 2,612,743 qtx et $6,659,802, année précédente. Le poisson 
fumé et le filet fumé de ces espéces provenant des prises de 1928 donnent 111,327 
qtx, ce qui est inférieur a la production de l’année précédente mais les proportions 
se trouvent renversées quand il s’agit de poisson frais et de poisson séché et sans 
arétes. Le poisson frais et les filets frais écoulés donnent 379,048 qtx compara- 
tivement 4 334,175 qtx en 1927; la production de poisson séché et sans arétes 
donne 574,682 qtx comparativement 4 & 523,794 qtx l’année précédente. Cette 
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augmentation dans la prise et la valeur des poissons de ce groupe est contribuée. 
principalement par la Nouvelle-Ecosse, et le Québec y participe aussi. Dans 
V’Ile du Prince-Edouard, la prise de 1927, qui était de 61,913 qtx, a baissé a 
49,773 qtx et la valeur de $149,397 & $125,444. En volume I’Ile du Prince- 
Edouard donne une légére augmentation pour la merluche et la lingue et une 
légére diminution pour l’églefin et une grande diminution pour la morue. Les 
pécheurs de l’Ile du Prince-Edouard et du Québec ne prennent pas de merlan. 
Les pécheurs du Québec ont pris 469,924 qtx de morue, ce qui donne 815,200 
livres de plus qu’en 1927. En églefin ils ont pris 5,884 qtx, ce qui représente 
une augmentation de plus de cent pour cent. La merluche et la lingue ont 
donné & peu prés quatre fois autant qu’en 1927 soit de 830 qtx 4 3,804 qtx. Au 
Nouveau-Brunswick, la prise d’églefin a été inférieure 4 celle de année précé- 
dente, 28,878 qtx en 1928 comparativement 4 33,834 qtx en 1927 mais il y a une 
amélioration visible dans la péche 4 la morue, 4 la merluche et 4 la lingue.. La 
morue a donné 172,874 qtx comparativement 4 136,773 qtx en 1927 et la mer- 
luche et lingue ont donné 78,726 qtx, une augmentation de plus de 32,000 qtx. 
Iaugmentation en merlan est relativement considérable, 34,118 qtx compara- 
tivement 4 7,693 gtx l’année précédente. Les pécheurs de la Nouvelle-Ecosse 
ont été beaucoup plus heureux que l’année précédente. De ces cing variétés 
ils ont pris 1,470,172 qtx de morue comparativement a 1,331,873 gtx; 445,950 
qtx d’églefin comparativement 4 384,207 qtx, 158,744 qtx de merluche et lingue 
comparativement 4 119,431 qtx et 30,573 qtx de merlan comparativement a 
21;30/ tx. 


Maquereau, hareng et sardine.—La péche de ces trois variétés en 1928 donne 
une augmentation de 51,832 qtx sur 1927 mais cecil provient principalement 
d’une augmentation de plus de 222,000 qtx de sardines parce quwil y avait en 
méme temps une diminution de 135,729 qtx de hareng et de 35,029 qtx de ma- 
quereau. La diminution dans Ja prise de maquereau, 123,768 qtx compara- 
tivement 4 158,797 gtx, provient de l’insuccés des pécheurs du Québec. En 
Nouvelle-Ecosse la prise de maquereau, 71,440 qtx, est un peu inférieure a celle 
de 1927, tandis qu’au Nouveau-Brunswick les 18,611 qtx dépassent deux fois 
la prise de l’an dernier et dans |’I]le du Prince-Edouard la prise est de 10,197 qtx 
comparativement 4 6,455 qtx en 1927. En Québec les pécheurs au maquereau 
n’ont pris que 23,520 qtx, tandis qu’en 1927 ils en avaient pris 70,765 qtx. La 
prise de hareng est considérablement inférieure 4 celle de 1927 dans chacune des 
trois provinces. Au Nouveau-Brunswick Ja diminution est de 77,000 qtx, en 
Nouvelle-Eeosse de 48,162 qtz en Québec 6,178 qtx et dans I’Ile du Prince- 
Edouard 4,383 gtx. La péche a la sardine a été trés bonne au Nouveau-Bruns- 
wick, la prise étant de 558,698 qtx comparativement 4 349,280 qtx l’année pré- 
cédente. L’augmentation en valeur est de $238,521. Les sardines en conserve 
de cette province donnent 257,881 caisses. En 1927 ce chiffre était de 240,091 
caisses. 


Auires poissons de mer.—La péche au fiétan qui en 1927 dépassait de 3,670 
qtx la prise de l’année précédente a baissé en 1928 4 1,397 qtx au-dessous du 
total de 1927. La prise en Nouvelle-Ecosse, Nouveau-Brunswick et Québec 
(celle du Nouveau-Brunswick est plutdét faible) donne un total de 27,103 qtx. 
La prise de Québec est de 1,269 qtx comparativement 4 seulement 848 qtx en 
1927 mais la Nouvelle-Ecosse donne une diminution de 1,783 qtx et il y a aussi 
diminution dans le cas du Nouveau-Brunswick. L’espadon pris seulement par 
les pécheurs de la Nouvelle-Ecosse donne une péche de plus de 8,080 qtx, com- 
parativement 4 7,299 qtx l’année précédente. La péche au tacaud qui se pratique 
principalement au Nouveau-Brunswick a baissé 4 19,601 qtx soit environ 3,140 
qtx de moins qu’en 1927. Il y a aussi une forte diminution dans la prise de 
gasparot en Nouvelle-Ecosse et au Nouveau-Brunswick, le volume total étant 
de 3,474 qtx au lieu de 9,383 qtx année précédente. En Nouvelle-Ecosse cette — 
prise qui était de 8,195 qtx en 1927 a baissé 4 2,488 qtx en 1928. 
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Homard.—Les quatre provinces de |’Atlantique donnent ensemble une 
augmentation de 5,000 qtx dans la prise de homard qui se chiffre & un total de 
322,437 qtx; cependant les prix n’ont pas été aussi bons gu’en 1927 et la valeur 
totale de la prise, $5,183,988, est de $242,188 inférieure au chiffre de l’année 
précédente. 


Autres mollusques.—La, production de clovisses et mactres a augmenté dans 
les quatre provinces excepté au Nouveau-Brunswick, donnant un total de 
46,486 barils ou une augmentation de 3,193 barils. La plus forte production, 
30, 058 barils, est contribuée par le Nouveau-Brunswick. La production de 
pétoncles, 26,304 barils, donne 12,331 barils de moins qu’en 1927. La péche A 
Vhuttre donne une faible diminution en Nouvelle-Ecosse, Nouveau-Brunswick 
et Ile du Prince-Edouard pris ensemble, mais tandis que la Nouvelle-Ecosse et 
Ile du Prince-Edouard ont des prises respectives de 1,944 et 4,756 barils plus 
grandes que celles de 1927, la prise du Nouveau-Brunswick de 12,383 barils est 
de 1,191 barils en baisse sur l’année précédente. 


Poissons frayant dans les rwiéeres.—Si Von prend ensemble les quatre pro- 
vinces on constate une diminution dans la péche du poisson frayant dans les 
riviéres, le gasparot, le saumon et |’éperlan, bien que la prise de |’éperlan soit 
plus grande que celle de l’année précédente. La péche au gasparot en Nouvelle- 
Ecosse a baissé de 14,680 qtx 4 11,950 gtx et au Nouveau-Brunswick de 39,434 
qtx 4 23,600 qtx. Dans l’Ile du Prince-Edouard, ot il n’y a pas de gasparot 
prix en 1927, on en a péché 150 qtx en 1928. Le marché au gasparot, qui s’écoule 
généralement sous la forme de poisson salé, a été peu satisfaisant comme l’année 
précédente. La diminution totale dans le volume de saumon pris est de 22,398 
gtx, le volume global des quatre provinces donnant seulement 26,715 qtx com- 
parativement 4 49,113 qtx en 1927. Il y a diminution dans chacune des quatre 
provinces de la péche & l’éperlan, le Nouveau-Brunswick, qui est le principal 
producteur, donne une augmentation de 13,682 qtx avec un total pour cette 
province de 59,866 qtx mais chacune des trois autres provinces donne une 
diminution. 


PECHERIES INTERIEURES 


La péche en eau douce se pratique au Nouveau-Brunswick, ot elle a peu 
d’importance comparativement 4 la péche en eau salée, et dans le Québec, 
VOntario, les Provinces des Prairies et le Yukon. Comparativement 4 1927, 
Vannée sous revue donne un gain dans la valeur des produits de la péche en eau 
douce, dépassant d’un peu plus de $800,000 les chiffres de année précédente, 
$8,381,751 comparativement 4 $7,575,912 en 1927. L’achigan, la barbotte, le 
saumon, le sauger, l’alose, l’esturgeon et les poissons divers donnent des augmen- 
tations, tandis qu’il y a diminution dans la péche au gasparot, au maskinongé et 
aléperlan. L’Ontario contribue la plus forte péche de poisson blanc, 58,235 qtx 
mais ce total est de 3,420 qtx inférieur a celui de 1927. Le Manitoba et la 
Saskatchewan ont donné un peu plus qu’en 1927 et |’Alberta un peu moins. Le 
Québec donne une faible augmentation. Le Manitoba, qui est le principal pro- 
‘ducteur de doré, a donné une plus forte prise qu’en 1927, 101,870 qtx compara- 
tivement 4 99,813 qtx Vannée précédente. La prise de V’Ontario, 20,012 qtx, 
nest pas tout 4 fait aussi grande que celle de 1927. Celle de la Saskatchewan, 
3,054 qtx, est légérement inférieure 4 celle de l’année précédente mais I’ Alberta, 
avec 8,499 qtx, donne 1,750 qtx de plus que l’année précédente. Toute la sandre 
prise vient de l’Ontario. Cette péche donne une diminution en volume en 
1928 avec une augmentation en valeur. Le Manitoba est toujours le principal 
producteur de brochet mais en 1928 il a donné 3,800 qtx de moins qu’en 1927 
alors que la production a été de 40,166 qtx. Le Québec et la Saskatchewan 
ont donné plus qu’en 1927 mais |’Ontario et |’Alberta ont donné moins. 
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PECHERIES DES PROVINCES DES PRAIRIES 


Dans ensemble, les pécheries des provinces des prairies ont eu en 1928 une 
meilleure année qu’en 1927, malgré la rigueur de la température qui a grandement 
nui & la péche en hiver. Au Manitoba, par exemple, ot la production a été 
moins grande en volume, il y a augmentation en valeur. En Saskatchewan ilya 
augmentation de plus de 4,000 qtx dans la production commerciale. Les péches 
d@hiver de l’Alberta ont produit beaucoup moins mais celles d’été donnent une 
plus grande augmentation, de sorte qu’il y a un gain net de plus de 4,500 qtx et 
les prix dans leur ensemble ont été satisfaisants; les prix du poisson en été sont 
de passable & moyen et ceux d’hiver, plutot bons. Ilya augmentation dans le 
nombre de personnes engagées dans cette industrie dans les trois provinces et 
tout indique une tendance A l’expansion comme le fait voir une production plus 
erande. En Saskatchewan l’outillage employé est évalué a $26,660 de plus qu’en 
1926; par exemple, le nombre de seines s’étant augmenté de 2,926. En Alberta 
la valeur de l’outillage est portée A $416,185. Malheureusement, les pécheurs 
du Manitoba ont souffert de lourdes pertes dans leur outillage & la suite du mau- 
vais temps. Comme résultat, plusieurs équipes ont perdu tout leur matériel 
de péche et l’on estime que la perte totale en filets seulement atteint $42,600. 
On remarque dans les trois provinces cette année un plus grand intérét dans le 
sport de la péche. En Alberta le nombre de permis a atteint un nouveau chiffre 
et la quantité de poisson pris par ces pécheurs en Alberta est presque deux fois 
aussi considérable que l’année précédente. Le nombre de pécheurs 4 la ligne en 
Saskatchewan pour 1928 est plus considérable que celui de 1927 mais leurs cap- 
tures sont moindres. Au Manitoba, ot le nombre de permis a atteint 6,113, la | 
prise est estimée A 2,985 qtx, le trait le plus frappant étant le nombre d’étrangers 
ayant pris des licences qui dépasse le double de celui de 1927, atteignant 1,113. 
Cette amélioration dans le sport de la péche des Provinces des Prairies est en 
erande partie le résultat de l’action du Département qui a semé de la truite et 
d’autres poissons dans les différents cours d’eau depuis quelques années. On a 
rapporté une bonne péche dans les ruisseaux et cours d’eau qui ont été semés de 
truite. Des milliers de perches ont été prises dans le lac Mayatan, en Alberta, 
ot en 1922 le Département a déposé seulement 42 poissons adultes. On peut 
voir en grand nombre les jeunes perches dans tous les autres lacs de |’Alberta ot 
on a déposé des perches adultes aussi récemment qu’en 1925, tandis que les 
alevins de perches qui ont été mis dans le lac Whitewood cette méme année — 
étaient en 1928 des poissons d’une livre et demie. On a constaté en 1928 des 
résultats semblables avec le doré dans d’autres eaux. En Saskatchewan un 
nombre de cours et de nappes d’eau qui avaient été peuplés il y a quelques — 
années donnent maintenant une bonne péche et généralement dans chacune des 
trois provinces les résultats de cette politique de peuplement des eaux au moyen 
des poissonniéres du gouvernement ont eu des résultats satisfaisants, le sport, de} 
la péche étant meilleur d’année en année. Les pécheries du lac Athabaska dans 
le nord extréme des provinces des prairies ont fait de nouveaux progrés en 1928, 
indiquant les possibilités que réservent Tes régions septentrionales du Dominion. 
Le poisson pris dans le lac Athabaska se vend en quantités de plus en plus grandes 
X mesure que la péche y est développée par des méthodes énergiques et progres-_ 
sives. La truite soigneusement tranchée 4 la machine, gelée et empaquetée dans 
des enveloppes étiquetées de papier paraffiné, a été envoyée aux marchés européens 
les plus éloignés avec des résultats satisfaisants. On a ajouté deux remorqueurs 
i vapeur et deux barges-glaciéres 4 Voutillage de péche, ce qui montre l’expan- 
sion de cette industrie sur ce lac. La création d’une coopérative de pécheurs 
au. Manitoba est un des développements importants de 1928 dans les pécheries 
des provinces des Prairies. Cette coopérative, connue officiellement sous le 
nom de Manitoba Cooperative Fisheries, et qui est incorporée en vertu de la loi. 
des sociétés coopératives du Manitoba, est le résultat d’altercations qui duraient 
depuis des années entre les pécheurs et les négociants de poisson du Manitoba. 
L’organisation a été complétée dans la mi-été de 1928 et jusqu’au 28 janvier 
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1929 elle avait disposé de 3,326,255 livres de poisson frais et gelé, produit de la 
péche d’hiver. A la fin de janvier dernier la Coopérative comptait 515 membres, 
ee qui représentait estimativement de 1,000 & 1,200 hommes sur un total de 
4,100 pécheurs au Manitoba. L’industrie de la péche dans ces provinces se 
ressent beaucoup du progrés des mines et de l’extension des chemins de fer qui 
permettent d’étendre les activités de la péche dans des eaux peu éloignées et 
d’exploiter de nouveaux lieux de péche. Par exemple, la construction du chemin 
de fer 4 la mine Flin-Flon, au nord du Manitoba, a rendu possible des opérations 
de péche dans les eaux de la riviére Churchill, entre les détroits de Pélican et les 
chutes Island, le centre de la péche 4 l’esturgeon sur la riviére Churchill, les 
pécheurs pouvant placer leur poisson au terminus de chemin de fer en une 
journée et les expéditions atteignant Le Pas la journée suivante, tandis qu’autre- 
fois il fallait faire un voyage, aller et retour, qui prenait vingt jours. De méme, 
une extension de ce chemin de fer vers le nord du portage Cranberry jusqu’au 
mines Sherritt-Gordon, au lac Cold, maintenant en construction, rendra acces- 
sible toutes les eaux du nord du Manitoba le long de cette ligne et permettra de 
disposer d:i produit de la péche. En Saskatchewan, un arpentage de chemin de 
fer projeté de Nipiwan a déja tracé la route des pécheurs Jusqu’aux lacs Grand 
Ours, Ballantyne et Deschambault. Ce nouveau chemin de fer donnera accés 
3% un nombre important de lacs poissonneux et avec d’autres chemins de fer 
mettra les produits de lieux de péche trés importants 4 une distance raisonnable 
des transports par chemin de fer. 


PECHERIES DE LA COTE DU PACIFIQUE 


La partie la plus importante de l’industrie poissonniére de la Colombie 
Britannique se trouve dans l’exportation du saumon en conserves qui en 1928 a 
été-distribué dans plus de 25 pays différents. La France a été le plus fort client 
ayant pris environ 333,670 caisses sur un total de production de 2,035,637 
caisses. Les achats de l’Australasie atteignent environt 269,000 caisses et le 
Royaume-Uni est le troisiéme client au point de vue quantité, prenant approxi- 
-mativement 258,000 caisses. Les expéditions 4 l’Europe continentale en outre 
de celles faites A la France, atteignent presque 150,000 caisses, les achats belges 
contribuant un tiers de cette quantité. Les consignations 4 la céte de |’ Atlanti- 
gue des Etats-Unis donnent un peu plus de 14,500 caisses. Les exportations 4 
lV’ Afrique-Sud et A l’Afrique Occidentale donnent un total de plus de 63,000 
caisses, tandis que les autres pays ou cette précieuse denrée est expédiée com- 
prennent les Etats de l’Amérique Centrale et de |’Amérique du Sud, Ceylan, 
la Chine, les Indes Occidentales, |’Egypte, Fidji, l’Inde, le Japon, les Philippines, 
les Straits Settlements et les Antilles. La production de saumon sockeye de 
1928 ayant baissé 4 203,541 caisses, plus de 100,000 caisses inférieure 4 la moyenne 
des cing années 1924-28, le record de 1926 n’a pu étre dépassé ou atteint. Tout 
de méme le total de conserves de saumon n’est que de 30,000 caisses inférieur au 
chiffre de 1926. Les records de 1926 ont été dépassés pour le saumon rose et le 
quinat. Le saumon rose a donné 792,362 caisses ou 19,369 caisses de plus que 
le plus haut précédent et le quinat 161,294 caisses de plus que son record précé- 
dent et a atteint un total de 863,256 caisses. Le saumon cohoes a produit 
150,684 caisses et le saumon de printemps 18,856 caisses, mais chaque année on 
emploie de plus en plus une plus grande quantité de saumon de printemps et de 
cohoes dans le commerce de poisson frais et gelé. La montée de saumon rose et 
de quinat a été exceptionnellement forte pour l’ensemble de la province et en 
méme temps les officiers de pécheries informent qu’au cours de la saison ils ont 
constaté la présence de variétés de saumon dans des cours d’eau ov elles n’avaient 
jamais été vues auparavant. La baisse de production de sockeye vient prin- 
cipalement des riviéres Fraser et Skeena. Dans ces deux riviéres au cours des 
deux années précédentes la montée du sockeye qui s’était prolongée beaucoup 
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plus tard que d’ordinaire avait aidé la production, mais en 1928 rien de tel ne 
s’est produit sur la Fraser. Sur la riviére Skeena la réduction de production 
est attribuable 4 l’application d’une période de cléture de 60 heures par semaine 
au cours de la montée du saumon rose dans ces eaux, mesure adoptée pour 
assurer la conservation, et dont le résultat semble amplement prouver la sagesse. 
Les opérations dans le sound Barclay au cours de l’année indiquent que le 
programme de pisciculture et de restriction de péche dans ces eaux a eu de bons 
effets comme le montre la montée excellente du saumon. Au cours de l’année 
on a noté une amélioration dans l’emballage et la continuation de ce progrés 
devrait avoir pour résultat des marchés plus faciles et plus satisfaisants. L’amé- 
lioration du standard est considérée retragable en grande partie 4 deux causes: 
d’abord, la réduction des seines & puise employées, réduction provenant des 
efforts du département pour persuader 4 tous les intéressés qu’ils devaient s’en- 
tendre entre eux 4 cet effet. A la suite de cette entente, la péche avec seine a 
puise a été confinée pour la plupart du temps 4 des eaux se trouvant 4 une dis- 
tance raisonnable des conserveries alimentées par les seines et le saumon s’est 
trouvé apporté de cette maniére aux conserveries plus frais et en meilleur état. 
Le second facteur d’amélioration de l’étalon se trouve dans les réglements 
exigeant que le poisson transporté par eau 1a ot la navigation est susceptible de 
retard soit vidé et empaqueté dans la glace immédiatement aprés la prise. Deux 
autres développements d’intérét et d’importance se sont produits en 1928 sur 
les cd6tes du Pacifique; ce sont, une augmentation de la production de hareng 
salé & sec et une augmentation dela production d’huile et de poudre de poisson. 
Le hareng salé 4 sec est exporté en Chine et la production de 1928 a atteint un 
niveau record—1,072,188 qtx—en dépit du désarroi politique dans lequel se 
trouve actuellement ce pays et qui anécessairement son écho sur les problémes 
mercantiles. La production de l’an dernier est de 23,998 qtx supérieure 4 
celle de 1927. L’huile de poisson extraite en 1928 en Colombie Britannique 
donne un total de 5,047,339 gallons comparativement 4 3,657,627 gallons en 
TOT. Lae production de poudre de poisson et d’engrais (y compris aussi un 
peu d’os de baleine) est de 20,119 tonnes, comparativement 4 17,655 tonnes 
année précédente. Cette forte augmentation provient de la péche au pilchard, 
les huileries montant leur production de 2,673,876 gallons 4 3,995,806 gallons 
et la production de poudre et d’engrais 4 14,500 tonnes, comparativement 4 
12,169 tonnes en 1927. La mise en conserve du pilchard a aussi atteint un 
chiffre élevé en 1928 donnant 65,097 caisses, le plus fort total de toute année 
depuis 1920. On constate en 1928 une certaine augmentation dans la proportion 
revenant au Canada des produits de la péche du fiétan débarqués 4 Prince Rupert 
bien que la quantité de poisson débarqué 4 ce port par les vaisseaux américains 
soit encore plus grande que celle débarquée par les goélettes canadiennes. Le 
flétan débarqué aux ports de la Colombie Britannique au cours de |’année 
donne 302,820 qtx de plus que le total de 1927 mais encore moins que la moyenne 
de la période 1923-26. Il y a une bonne augmentation dans le nombre de 
phoques a fourrure pris au large des cdtes de la Colombie Britannique par les 
Indiens en 1928 de méme qu’une augmentation dans la péche 4 la baleine. Les 
Indiens qui ont droit de prendre des phoques en vertu du traité de la chasse 
Pélagique ont débarqué 2,090 peaux comparativement & 1,476 en 1927. La 
péche a la baleine a été faite par six vaisseaux 4 vapeur avec deux bases opérant 
au cours de l’année dont la prise a été de 305 contre 258 en 1927 et 269 en 1926. 
Continuant ses efforts pour développer le sport de la péche dans la province, le

gouvernement a semé des ceufs et des alevins en 201 cours d’eau en 1928 et a f 


maintenu une minutieuse inspection des lacs et des cours d’eau dans les territoires 
concernés. On s’attend 4 des résultats fructueux de ces efforts.

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Moyens de production: Capital, outillage, employés, etc. 
(1) Opérations promatres— 


Capital—La valeur des vaisseaux, bateaux et engins de péche (filets, 
seines, piéges, chaluts, etc.), servant aux opérations primaires de péche en 
1928 est de $31,131,088, comparativement 4 $31,851,979 en 1927 et $29,038,613 
en 1926. Le tableau 3 donne le nombre et la valeur de chaque espéce de bateaux 
et d’engins de péche pour chacune de ces trois années. On y remarquera que 
les statistiques des engins de péche de 1928 sont beaucoup plus détaillées que 
celles des années précédentes. 


Personnel.—Le nombre d’hommes employés sur les bateaux ou péchant 
sans bateau en 1928 est de 62,785, comparativement 4 63,415 en 1927 et 61,371 
en 1926. (Tableau 4). 


(2) Usines poissonniéres— 

Capital.—Le capital engagé dans les usines poissonniéres en 1928 est de- 
$26,941,283 comparativement 4 $24,454,482 en 1927 et $28,868,071 en 1926. 
Ces totaux comprennent la valeur des terrains des batiments et des machineries, 
des produits et des matiéres premiéres en main, l’argent en caisse et les comptes 
courants. (Tableau 5). 

Personnel.—Le nombre de personnes employées dans les usines en 1928 
est de 15,434 comparativement 4 16,697 en 1927 et 17,408 en 1926. Les homar- 
deries ont employé le plus grand nombre de personnes en 1928, 5,811, suivies 
par les saumoneries avec un total de 5,179.

Détails des usines poissonniéres 


Nombre d’établissements.—Le nombre d’usines poissonniéres en activité au 
Canada en 1928 est de 713, classifié6es comme suit: 375 homarderies, 67 saumone- 
ries, 22 conserveries de clovisses, 5 sardineries, 204 saurisseries et 40 huileries. 
Comparativement & l’année précédente, le nombre de homarderies montre un 
déclin de 63, les saumoneries un déclin de 14, et les sardineries une diminution 
de 1, tandis que les conserveries de clovisses donnent une augmentation de 7, 
les saurisseries une augmentation de 5 et les huileries une augmentation de 6. 
Les conserveries sont classifiées selon l’espéce de poisson mis en conserves mais 
dans un. grand nombre de ces usines on fait aussi le fumage et le salage du 
poisson. En 1928, le nombre de conserveries faisant aussi le fumage, le salage 
ou le séchage du poisson est de 38, comprenant 26 homarderies, 7 saumoneries, 
2 conserveries de clovisses et 3 sardineries.

Importations et exportations

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PREFACE 


This Report is issued under an arrangement for statistical co-operation 
between the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Government departments 
having jurisdiction with regard to fisheries throughout Canada. These depart- 
ments comprise: The Dominion Fisheries Department, which exercises juris- 
diction over the fisheries of the Maritime provinces, the Prairie provinces and 
British Columbia, and the Fisheries Branches of departments of Ontario and 
Quebec, which have jurisdiction over the fisheries of their respective provinces, 
excepting in the case of Quebec, the fisheries of the Magdalen Islands, which 
are under the jurisdiction of the Dominion Fisheries Department. The prov- 
ince of British Columbia has a Fisheries Branch, but it does not engage in inde- 
- pendent statistical work. 


Under the arrangement above referred to, the statistics of the catch, and 
_ of the products marketed in a fresh state or domestically prepared, are collected 

by the local officers of the Fisheries Departments, checked in the Department 

of Fisheries, and compiled in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. In the case 
of manufactured fish products, schedules in conformity with those of other 
sections of the Census of Industry are sent by the Bureau to the operators of 
canneries, fish-curing establishments, etc., the fisheries officers assisting in 
securing an expeditious and accurate return. The grateful acknowledgments 
of the Bureau are tendered to the officers of the provincial governments who 
_ co-operate in these arrangements.

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THE FISHERIES OF CANADA 


The Early Fisheries—Fishing is one of the historic industries of Canada. 
From a date which precedes authentic record, the Normans, the Bretons and the 
Basques were on the cod-banks of Newfoundland. Cabot, in 1498, when he first 
sighted the mainland of North America, gave it the name of “ Bacalaos,” the Basque 
word for codfish, which he found already in use among those hardy seamen. Cape 
Breton, one of the oldest place-names in America, 1s another memorial of the early 
French fishermen,—and the Spaniards and the Portuguese were but little behind. 
Fernandez de Navarrete mentions all three as frequenters of the “Grand Bank” 
before 1502. The fishing was by hand lines over barrels made fast to the bulwarks 
to prevent fouling, the vessels remaining during fine weather, then returning to 
France with from 30,000 to 50,000 cod. Voyages along the coast soon showed 
the cod as plentiful inshore as on the outer banks, and it became common for a crew 
io anchor in a bay, erect a hut on shore, and make daily excursions to the fishing 
grounds—the product being salted and dried on land and at the end of the season 
shipped to France. Jacques Cartier, when he went up the St. Lawrence in 1634, 
found traces everywhere of these early ‘Captains Courageous” and of their rivalries 
in arms no less than in the capture of the teeming product which had tempted them 
so far from home. An establishment of the kind just mentioned was founded at 
Tadoussac by Chauvin in 1599. Soon the fishermen began to stay all winter and 
thus to erect permanent fishing settlements. The first grant of the fisheries of Canada 
was made by the King of France to de Monts in 1603. Fishing, therefore, may 
well be regarded as the first industry to be systematically prosecuted by Europeans 
in what is to-day the Canadian domain. It has never since ceased to yield a peren- — 
nial harvest both to Europe and America. 


By the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, Britain became the owner of Newfoundland 
and excluded France from fishing and drying fish on certain sections of the coast, 
but France retained the Fisheries of Cape Breton and the Gulf. The Seven Years’ 
War (1756-1763 ) put a stop to continuous fishing. At its close, the Robin family 
of Jersey came to Canada, and gradually acquired the former French fishing sta- 
tions. Until the arrival of the Loyalists all other fishing but cod was neglected. 
Inshore fisheries alone (including those of the Labrador coast ) were developed during 
this phase; no deep-sea fishing vessel put out from Lunenburg, now the chief centre — 
of the deep-sea fishery, until 1878. | 


The Canadian Fishing Grounds—Canada’s fishing grounds are perhaps 
the most extensive in the world. On the Atlantic, from Grand Manan to Labrador, 
the coast line, not including the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 5,000 
miles. The bay of Fundy, 8,000 square miles in extent, the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
fully ten times that size, and other ocean waters comprise not less than 200,000 
square miles, or over four-fifths of the area of the fishing grownds of the North — 
Atlantic. In addition there are on the Atlantic seaboard 15,000 square miles of | 
inshore waters controlled entirely by the Dominion. Large as are these areas 
they represent only a part of the fishing grounds of Canada. The Pacific coast of 
the Dominion measures 7,180 miles in length and is exceptionally well sheltered, 
whilst throughout the interior is a series of lakes which together contain more than 
half of the fresh water on the planet, Canada’s share of the Great Lakes alone 
amounting to over 34,000 square miles, a total which of course does not include lake 
Winnipeg (9,457 square miles ), lake Manitoba, and others of even greater area. 

Still more important than the extent of the Canadian fishing grounds is the ~ 
quality of their product. It is an axiom among authorities that food fishes vmprove 
in proportion to the purity and coldness of the waters in which they are taken. 
Judged by this standard, the Canadian cod, halibut, herring, mackerel, whitefish 
and salmon are the peer of any in the world. It is possible, therefore, to state that 
by far the most valuable fisheries of the western hemisphere, if not of the globe, 
belong to Canada.

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It will be seen from the above that it is impossible to deal with the Canadian 
fisheries in the aggregate; they are those of a continent rather than of a country, 
and are of corresponding diversity. Omitting the tremendous Hudson Bay and 
peri-Arctic region, which extends from Ungava to Alaska, there are roughly the 
following divisions of the Canadian fisheries: 


1. ATLANTIC FisnerrEs.—These were the first Canadian fisheries in point 
of time and until 1918 they remained the most important for aggregate value of 
product. Cod, halibut, haddock, hake, herring, mackerel, lobster, oyster and har 
seal fisheries are included. The estuarian and inland waters of the Maritime 
provinces and of Quebec are sometimes considered as distinct; if they are added, 
the list of products would embrace the salmon, the shad, the gaspereau (alewife ), 
the smelt, the striped bass, the tom cod, the trout and the maskinongé. Conditions 
are fairly uniform throughout these fisheries, which are commonly divided into 
the inshore and deep-sea fisheries. The inshore or coastal fishery is carried on 
wn small boats usually motor driven, with crews of two or three men, and in a class 
of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. The means of capture em- 
ployed by boat fishermen are gill nets and hooks and lines, both hand lines and 
trawls; whilst from the shore are operated trap nets, haul seines and weirs. Haddock 
as well as cod is a staple product; during the spring and summer it is split and 
salted but the important season comes with the autumn, when the fish are shipped 
fresh or else smoked and sold as finnan haddie. The deep-sea fisheries are worked 
by vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying from twelve to twenty men operating 
with trawl lines from dories. The fleets operate on the various fishing banks, such 
as Grand Bank, Middle Ground and Banquereau. The vessels, built by native 
hands, remain at sea, sometimes for months at a time, and in the hands of sailors 
who have no superior, seldom come to grief. When they return, the fish, which 
have been split and salted on board, are taken on shore and washed and dried. The 
West Indies are the chief market for this product; no cod fish in the world stands 
the tropical climate like that cured by Nova Scotia fishermen. Steam trawling 
as it 1s carried on in the North Sea, was introduced on the Atlantic coast of Canada 
a number of years ago. There are now nine steam trawlers operating from Nova 
Scotia ports. They operate practically the whole year and their catches are utilized 
entirely for the fresh fish trade. 


Lobstering is another distinctive industry. In 1870, there were three lobster 
canneries on the Atlantic coast of Canada; in 1928 the canneries numbered 376 
and gave work to 5,800 people; 30,000,000 lobsters is a normal catch. The diff- 
culty of enforcing regulations as to the capture of undersized and spawning lobsters 
offers a constant problem in connection with the output, but a decline is now thought 
to have been arrested. Oysters, once plentiful everywhere, are now found in some- 
what diminished quantities. The canning of sardines, which are young herrings 
and not a distinct type of fish, in New Brunswick equals in importance the lobster 
industry of that province. 


The fishing population of the Maritime provinces is a specialized and stable 
industrial class. The coast-wise fisheries are operated from April to November, 
or to January in sheltered districts: and though the larger vessels work all winter, 
several thousand men are available for a time each year for other employment. This 
they find about the small plots of land which the most of them own or occupy, in 
the lumber camps of New Brunswick, or in the collieries of Nova Scotia. A few 
from Lunenburg and other centres engage in the West Indian trade. Apart from 
restrictions of weather and close seasons, the prevailing method of paying the men 
on shares has a further tendency in years of low catches or prices to drive them 
_ into secondary occupations. 


2. INLAND FisHerins.—The Great Lakes and tributary waters of the St- 
_ Lawrence are a second great division of the Canadian fisheries. The value of the 
inland fisheries of Quebec lies chiefly in the output of the eel, pickerel or doré, smelt 
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and sturgeon fisheries.. Whitefish, trout, pickerel, and lake herring are the most 
important commercial fishes of Ontario, though pike, sturgeon and coarse fish yield 
a far return. The season on the Great Lakes lasis from six to eight months, and 
though fishing through the ice is followed by many, a large number depend on miscel- 
laneous employment between the seasons. Moving westward, lake Winnipeg, lake 
Winnipegosis, lake Manitoba and the smaller lakes to the north and east furnish 
most of the fish products of Manitoba. Whitefish and pickerel are the chief pro- 
ducts, but pike, tullibee, goldeye and many other varieties abound. In Saskatchewan 
and Alberta commercial fishing ts confined to the regions north of the Saskatchewan 
river, where whitefish in large quantities are taken. The problem of transportation 
as keenly felt; some of the greatest lakes of the continent—Reindeer, Athabaska, 
Great Slave, Great Bear—and hundreds of smaller bodies of water are still beyond 
reach from a marketing point of view. The lakes of the west, however, repeating 
the part which the St. Lawrence played in the days of the French régime, and the 
cod banks in the history of New England, have assisted greatly in the settlement 
of the country by providing a much needed food supply for early arrivals. 


8. Pactric Fisuerizs.—In British Columbia there is an interior fishing ° 


region which corresponds in the main to the prairie section; in the early history 
of the province it is doubtful if the fur trade (which opened the door by way of the 
Rocky Mountains to later enterprise) could have established its footing but for 
these fisheries. The great wealth of British Columbia, however, in this respect—the 
source from which she produces approximately two-fifths of the fish products of 
Canada, and has built up a trade which reaches to the ends of the earth—is in the 
estuarian salmon fisheries of the Fraser, the Skeena, the Naas, and other rivers 
of the Pacific slope. Every species of this king of food fishes known to the waters 
of the Pacific (which, however, is not the true salmon ) ts to be found on the British 
Columbia coast—the sockeye, the spring, the cohoe, the pink and the chum salmon. 
Of these, the sockeye is by far the most important, owing to its abundance and to 
ats prevailing deep red colour and excellent texture, which have created so keen a 
demand for it in the British market. On the Fraser river, which used to be the 
chief source of supply, but which has now yielded place to the Skeena and other 
northern waters, the yield varies to a considerable extent from year to year. The 
run begins late in July and is at its height in the opening weeks of August, though 
the northern rivers have a somewhat earlier season. The spring or quinnat salmon 
vs a much larger fish; it was the species first used in the United States for canning. 
The run begins early in the spring and continues until July. The cohoes are 
smaller, running like the sockeye in compact schools, during September and October 


on the Fraser and earlier on the northern streams. The chum salmon is salted for 


export to the Orient and a considerable quantity also is canned. The pink salmon 
again follows the sockeye. Many of the employees in this fishery are Chinese, 
Japanese and Indians, the Chinese preponderating in the canneries and the Indians 
and Japanese in the fishing operations. 


Halibut abounds off Vancouver island and between the Queen Charlotte Islands 


and the mainland, and though the first endeavour to establish an industry was 
unsuccessful, by 1903 British Columbia supplied 10,000,000 pounds of 25,000,000 
pounds taken on the whole Pacific coast north of California. The former figure has 


since trebled. The annual catch of herring in British Columbia represents about 65 — 


per cent of the total catch of sea herring for the Dominion, and nearly the whole of 
at ws dry-salted for export to China and Japan. The pilchard fishery has become 


of umportance in recent years, the greater part of the catch being used in the manu- 


facture of oil and meal, of which large quantities are produced annually. In 1929

the pulchard was third on the list of principal kinds of fish in British Columbia in 
order of value, and seventh on the list of the chief commercial fishes for the whole 
of Canada. There is also the whale fishery which has now two stations on the — 
Queen Charlotte islands. The yearly catch includes whales of many kinds—sul-_ 


phur bottom, finback, and humpback with an occasional sperm whale. Whale hunt-— 
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ung 7s carried on in fast boats with Svend Foyn harpoon guns—a method which 
was introduced from Norway. Every scrap of the whale is used—otl, whalebone 
and meal are its more important products. Black and ling cod, oulachon, flounders, 
skate, soles, smelts, and sturgeon are also abundant in British Columbia waters. 

A word might be added with regard to the Canadian fur-seal fisheries of the 
Pacific whose historic headquarters were the city of Victoria. The industry has 
disappeared, in part through the scarcity of the anumals, and in part through the 
workings of the Pelagic sealing treaty of 1911. The hair-seal fleets of the north 
Atlantic make St. John’s, Newfoundland, their headquarters. 


Game Fish—The above is a purely industrial and commercial survey. 
Fishing for sport, however, has its economic side in a country of such famous game 
fish as the salmon of the Restigouche, the black bass of the Quebec and Ontario 
highlands, and the trout of the Nipigon. A considerable public revenue is derived 
from the leasing of waters in sparsely settled districts to clubs and individuals for 
sporting purposes. Several hundreds of guides find employment here during the 
summer months. 


The Government and the Fisheries—At Confederation, the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian fisheries and marine was placed in the charge of a depart- 
ment of the Dominion government which then exercised complete qurisdiction over 
the fisheries, under the supervision of a Cabinet Minister, with a large staff of 
wmspectors, overseers and guardians to enforce the fishery laws. Early in 1980 
the Department of Marine and Fisheries was divided, and separate departments, 
each in charge of a Cabinet Minister, were created to administer respectively the 
marine and the fisheries. In 1882, 1898, 1918 and 1920 decisions in the courts 
considerably altered the status of jurisdiction as between the Dominion and the prov- 
unces, and in 1922 a further change was effected when the Dominion Government 
transferred to the province of Quebec the administration of the fisheries of that province, 
with the exception of the fisheries of the Magdalen Islands. To-day the Dominion 
controls the trdal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and British Columbia, the 
fisheries of the three Prairie provinces and the fisheries of the Magdalen Islands 
an Quebec Province. The non-tidal fisheries of the Maritime provinces and Ontario 
and both the tidal and non-tidal fisheries of Quebec (excepting the Magdalen Islands ) 
are controlled by the respective provinces, but the right of fisheries legislation for all 
provinces rests with the Dominion government. The expenditure of the Dominion 
on the Fisheries in the fiscal year ended March 31st, 1930, was $2,433,738, and. tts 
revenue $197,565. 


Conservation—River and lake fisheries certainly, and sea fisheries probably, 
af left to themselves, conform to the economic law of diminishing returns. The 
Canadian government, accordingly, has had for a main object the prevention of 
depletion, the enforcement of close seasons, the forbidding of obstructions and pollu- 
trons, and the regulation of nets, gear and of fishing operations generally. In addi- 
tion, an extensive system of fish culture has been organized, the Dominion operating 
30 main hatcheries, 10 subsidiary hatcheries and & salmon retaining ponds in 1929 
at a cost of $360,884, and distributing 570,287,381 eggs, fry and older fish, mostly 
British Columbia salmon, pickerel and whitefish. The young fish are distributed 
gratis of the waters in which they are to be placed are suitable and are open to public 
fishing. 

Scientific Research—Sitations under the direction of the Biological Board 
of Canada for the conduct of biological research into the numerous complex problems 
furnished by the fisheries are established at Halifax, N.S., St. Andrews, N.B., and 
Nanaimo and Prince Rupert, B.C. Toronto, McGill, Queens, Manitoba, British 
Columbia and the chief Maritime province universities send workers to both stations, 


‘chiefly professors and trained specialists. The life-histories of edible fishes, the 


bacteriology of fresh and cured fish, improved methods of handling and preparing 
fish, and numerous other practical problems have been taken up and scientific 
memoirs and reports issued. 
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Direct Assistance—IJn the field of direct assistance, apart from the fishing 
bounty payments, which are referred to in another paragraph, the government has 
taken various steps from time to time. Beginning in 1927, fish collection services 
have been operated on several stretches of the Atlantic coast by the Department of 
Fisheries. By the operation of these services fishermen in the territories covered 
by the fish collection boats are enabled to sell their.catches promptly and have them 
delivered to purchasers at central points at a small cost per hundredweight of fish. 
Thus the areas that have the facilities of the fresh fish markets available to them 
have been considerably extended at a time when the fish trade is of growing im- 
portance. The fishermen are able to obtain returns from their labour earlier than 
would otherwise be possible, and there is the further benefit to them that they can 
devote to the actual process of catching fish time which formerly they were com- 
pelled to employ in preparing their catches for the dried and cured fish markets. 
As another step to assist the fisherman a system has been established of broad- 
casting radio reports as to weather probabilities, bait and ice supplies, ice condi- 
tzons along the coast, and prevailing local fish prices. During most of the season 
these radio reports are broadcast twice daily from Halifax and Louisburg, and 
the weather reports are also broadcast from Saint John. As most of the fishing 
vessels are now equipped with radio receiving sets this service has proved of much 
value. Telegraphic information as to bait supplies on the coast is also made avail- 
able daily by the Department of Fisheries in a number of fishing ports during 
spring and summer months. Statistical bulletins dealing with the sea fisheries 
are prepared by the Department, monthly and quarterly, and are distributed through- 
out Canada for the benefit of the fishermen and fishing industry. Monthly reports 
are also issued on fish market conditions in the principal countries to which Can- 
adian fish 1s exported. For several years past bounties have been paid for the 
destruction of harbour seals in certain areas. With a view of improving the quality 
of Canadian cured herring, an expert was employed for some time by the govern- 
ment to conduct demonstrations in the Scottish method of curing these fish. Under 
authority of the Fish Inspection Act, systems of instructions in improved method 
of fush-curing and barrel-making and of the inspection of cured fish by specially 
appointed officials have been in operation for several years. To prevent poaching 
and to assist in the proper enforcement of fisheries regulations a fleet of vessels 
patrols the coastal and inland waters. Scientific research and experimentation 
on behalf of the fishing industry have been carried on for some years at government 
scientific stations. Some reference to this phase of effort on behalf of the industry 
ws made elsewhere in this review under the heading ‘‘ Scientific Research.” 


International Problems—So rich a fishing area as the North Atlantic could 
not fail to attract other countries, and old customs became elevated into rights, some 
of which have lasted until the present. The French shore is a Newfoundland 
question, now a sentimental one entirely. Very different is the question of the rights 
of the United States, whose fishermen in the colonial period provided the chief food 
supply for New England and who were granted by the Treaty of Versailles, 1783, 
a specific liberty to a share of the Canadian inshore fisheries. Losing this by the 
war of 1812, the United States after 1818 surrendered all but their liberty to call 
at Canadian ports for shelter, wood or water or to make repairs, and to jish around 
the Magdalen islands and on the north shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence from Point 
Joli eastward, and to dry and cure their fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours 
and creeks on this portion of the North shore. In the years 1854-1866, the Reci- — 
procity Treaty set at rest for the time questions of interpretations to be placed on 
certain parts of the Treaty of 1818. The former Treaty provided for the admission 
into either country, duty free, of the fish and fish products of the other, and United 
States fishermen were allowed to fish in Canadian Atlantic territorial waters and 
Canadian fishermen in certain United States territorral waters on that coast, with 
the exception wn either instance of rivers and mouths of riers, and for shell fish. 
In 1871, the Treaty of Washington revived the fishery provisions of the Reciprocity 
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Treaty of 1854, and provided for the appointment of a commission to determine the 
amount of compensation to be paid by the United States to Great Britain as the 
difference in the value of the concessions mutually granted. This commission sat 
in Halifax in 1877, and its findings have since been known as the “ Halifax Award.” 
The amount of the award was $5,500,000, of which $1,000,000 was apportioned 
to Newfoundland. In 1885, however, the United States terminated the fisheries 
articles of this Treaty, and a period of disagreement between the countries followed 
A settlement was negotiated in 1888 when the plentpotentiaries appointed by the 
two nations agreed to what since has been known as the “ Unratified Treaty of 
1888,” under the terms of which United States fishing vessels were to be granted, 
without fee, annual licenses authorizing them to purchase in Canadian ports pro- 
visions and outfits, to tranship their catches and to ship crews. Out of this treaty 
grew the so-called modus vivendi licenses. The treaty makers recognized that the 
treaty could not receive the sanction of the governments of the countries concerned 
before the commencement of the fishing season and, as a temporary arrangement 
to last not longer than two years, vt was agreed that United States fishing vessels 
on the payment of a fee of $1.50 per registered ton, should receive annual licenses 
conveying the privileges covered by the treaty. The treaty was rejected by the United 
States Senate, but Canada continued to issue modus vwendi licenses up to 1918, 
when arrangements were made for reciprocal privileges in the ports of either country. 
This arrangement was discontinued in the Unated States when their special war 
legislation under which rt was made, ceased to be effective on July 1 st, 1921)... The 
following year the modus vivendi lrcenses were revived in Canada; but the system 
was discontinued at the end of 1928, and United States fishing vessels are now 
limited to the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 

On the Great Lakes, also, the more wmportant fishery problems, such as re- 
stocking and marketing, are necessarily international in character, and are com- 
plicated by the number of state governments interested. M uch the same situation 
has developed in British Columbia, where the sockeye of the Fraser are taken by the 
canners of Puget Sound in quantities that largely exceed the catch of the Canadian 
canners and by trap nets and other methods forbidden in Canadian waters. In 
1906 an international commission first discussed the question, while in 1922, pro- 
hibition of sockeye fishing in the Fraser for fie years, with a view to conservation, 
was recommended by a Parliamentary commission. 


The Halibut Fishery on this side of the Pactfic is engaged in only from Canadian 
and United States ports, but owing to the fact that it 1s largely carried on beyond 
territorial waters neither country alone can control it. At the same time rt 1s tn the 
interests of both countries that the fishery should be permanently maintained in a 
flourishing condition. The question of finding an adequate method of dealing with 
the matter was therefore one of those that was referred to the Canadian-American 
Fisheries Conference that was appointed in 1918 by the governments of the two 
countries to consider a settlement of out-standing fishery questions between Canada 
and the United States. In 1922 Canada proposed that the halibut question should 
be considered by itself. This was agreed to, and resulted in the Treaty of the 2nd 
of March, 1928, “For the Protect.on of The Pacific Halibut.” Under this Treaty 
a close season was provided for halibut fishing from the 16th of November in each 
year to the 15th of February following, both dates inclusive. A further Convention, 
signed by the plenipotentiaries of both countries at Ottawa on the 9th day of May, 
1980, extended the close season for halibut fishing to cover the period November 
Ist in each year to February 15th following, both dates inclusive, such Convention 
io supplant the Treaty of the 2nd of M arch, 1923, and to remain wn force for a 
period of five years and thereafter until two years from the date when either country 
shall give notice to the other of its desire to terminate tt. 


Fishing Bounties—An important though indirect aftermath of the Washing- 
on Treaty remains. By an Act of 1882 (46 4 iN ot a ae for the development of 
he sea fisheries and the encouragement of boat building, provision was made for the 
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distribution annually among fishermen and the owners of fishing boats of $150,000 
in bounties, representing the interest on the amount of the Halifax award. An 
Act of 1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42) increased the amount to $160,000, the details of 
the expenditure being settled each year by Order in Council. 


The Modern Industry—The existing fishing industry of Canada is the 
growth of the past century. In 1844, the estimated value of the catch was only 
$125,000. It doubled in the following decade, and by 1860 had well passed the 
million mark. Ten years later it was six millions, and this was again more than 
doubled in 1878. In the 90’s it passed twenty millions, and in 1911, thirty-four 
millions. In 1929 it was fifty-three and a half millions. The highest record was 
reached in 1918, with over sixty millions. It will be understood that these figures — 
represent the total value of fish marketed, whether in a fresh, dried, canned or other- 
wise prepared state. Meanwhile the number of employees has mounted to 80,000, — 
and the total capital invested to $50,000,000 in certain years. The annual per 
capita consumption of fish in Canada is estimated at upwards of 22 pounds.* 


Among individual fish products, the cod and the salmon long disputed the — 
primacy; if the record back to the beginning is taken the cod is the most valuable — 
fishery; in the past thirty years, however, the salmon has definitely taken the lead 
and the heavy pack and high price of lobsters have more than once sent cod down 
to third place. This has, of course, affected the relative standing of the provinces — 
accordingly, British Columbia now occupying the leadership that in earlier tumes ) 
belonged to Nova Scotia. Halibut takes fourth place among the chief commercial 
jishes. 


Trade—For reasons already noted, the domestic consumption of fish is rela-— 
tively small in Canada, and the trade depends largely upon foreign markets. From 
60 to 70 per cent of the annual capture is an average export, of which the United é 
Stotes takes approximately one-third and the United Kingdom one-sixth. In the 
calendar year 1929, total exports amounted to $37,546,393 of which $16,800,864 
went to the United States and $3,750,976 to the United Kingdom. The most 
important single export is canned salmon (to the United Kingdom and European 
markets ) followed closely by cod, dry salted (to the West Indies, South America, — 
etc.) For fresh fish, especially whitefish and lobsters, the United States is the chief 
market. In brief, Canada’s export trade in fish, falls below that of the United 
Kingdom and Norway alone; including Newfoundland it exceeds both. Canadian 
imports of fish in 1929, amounted to $4,283,906. ‘a 


FISHERIES STATISTICS OF CANADA, 1929 


The total value of production of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1929 
was $53,518,521, compared with $55,050,973 in 1928 and $49,123,609 in 1927. — 
These totals represent the value of the product as marketed, whether fresh, 
domestically prepared or factory made. The following table shows the quantity

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The following review of the fisheries of Canada for the year 1929 is issued 
through the courtesy of the Deputy Minister of Fisheries, for whose annual 
report it was prepared. 


REVIEW OF THE FISHERIES OF 1929 


During the calendar year 1929 there were larger catches of fish both on 
the Atlantic coast and in the Inland Fisheries but Pacific coast landings decreased 
by more than 80,000,000 pounds and as much of this decrease was in the salmon 
fishery the net result of the year’s fisheries operations in the Dominion as a 
whole was that the marketed value of the production was about $1,500,000 
less than in 1928, or $53,518,521 as compared with $55,050,973. 

Making comparison with 1927, however, there was an increase in 1929 
of almost $4,395,000 in marketed value, and it is also to be noted that the total 
for the year was $2,916,000 above the average annual value of the preceding 
five-year period, 1924-1928. While the net decrease in total catch for the 
year was more than 63,000,000 pounds as compared with the catch for 1928, 
the average price per hundredweight received by the fishermen for their fish 
as landed was slightly better in 1929 than in the preceding year, taking the 
fisheries as a whole, and the landed value figures showed a decrease of only 
$48,960, or $33,699,543 as compared with $33,748,503. 

The Sea Fisheries production for the year amounted in marketed value 
to $44,928,742, as against $46,669,222 in 1928, but in the Inland Fisheries 
production, which totalled $8,589,779, there was an increase of $208,028. In 
New Brunswick, Manitoba, Prince Edward Island, Saskatchewan, and Alberta 
the marketed values showed gains but in British Columbia, Nova Scotia, Ontario, 
Quebec, and the Yukon Territory there were decreases. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in its production, British Columbia continued 
well in the lead among the provinces in point of marketed value. Forty-five 
per cent of the production value for the Dominion for the year is to be credited 
to British Columbia, thirty-five per cent to the Maritime Provinces, eight per 
cent to the Prairie Provinces and the Yukon Territory combined, seven per cent 
to Ontario, and five per cent to Quebec. 

On the Atlantic coast the total catch for the year was 536,193,900 pounds 
as compared with only 521,571,400 pounds in 1928. In Quebec alone among 
the four provinces of the coast was there a decrease in landings. In the Inland 
Fisheries the landings were 87,772,600 pounds, or about 2,000,000 pounds more 
than in 1928. On the other hand, the Pacific coast catch was only 526,127,400 
pounds as against 606,610,000 pounds in the preceding year. 


Capital Investment.—The figures as to the amount of capital in use in the 
fishing industry in 1929 bear out the forecast which was made in last year’s 
Report that “while there was some increase in the capital investment in the 
industry in 1928, the indications are that there will be a further increase in the 
ensuing year.’ During 1929 the total investment increased by more than 
$4,000,000 and reached the sum of $62,336,057. The greater part of the increase, 
or $2,710,914 was in the capital invested in vessels and boats and gear used in 
the primary operations of catching and landing the fish, and the total amount so 
invested reached $33,842,002. The investment in fish canning and curing 
establishments was increased by $1,552,772, notwithstanding that there was 
a decrease in the number of lobster and salmon canneries and in the number 
of reduction plants. 

The growth in capital investment in the industry in recent years has been 
very striking. In 1910 the investment was slightly more than $19,000,000. 
By 1914 it had become nearly $25,000,000. During the war years, of course, 


there was some temporary employment of capital which swelled the figures — 


abnormally, and for several years after the war’s end there was a measure of 


recession. By 1922, however, conditions were returning to normal. In that q 
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year the investment in the industry was $47,765,000, in round figures. In 1924. 
there was a sharp decrease but this change was followed in the next year by a 
renewed upward movement. This movement is apparently now continuing, 
and there is reasonable prospect of a further increase in investment during 1930, 
as is shown by the fact that on parts of the Atlantic coast, for instance, the 
activity in boat construction which was evident in the winter of 1928-1929 has 
again been manifest during the winter of 1929-30. 


Personnel.—The year saw an increase of 2,154 in the number of persons 
directly employed in the fishing industry, and, all told, 80,373 were so engaged 
as compared with 78,219 in the earlier year. Reckoning on the basis of an 
average of five dependents to each person employed in the industry, it will be 
seen that the fisheries are a source of livelihood or maintenance for a number 
of people almost equal to the estimated population of the Province of New 
Brunswick. Of the total personnel engaged in the industry last year 64,083 
were men employed in the primary operations, as compared with 62,785 in 
1928, and 16,290 were persons employed in fish canning and curing establish- 
ments, an increase of more than 800 over the figures for the previous year. 


Foreign Trade.-—Export trade in fish and fish products in 1929 was not 
quite as large as in 1928—$37,546,393 as compared with $38,096,245—but it 
exceeded import trade by $33,312,487. The value of fisheries imports was 
greater by some $265,000 than it had been in 1928. Canadian fish and fish 
products continue to find sale in virtually all parts of the world but the major 
business is done with the United States in fresh and frozen fish. 


Major Fisheries —Notwithstanding that salmon fishing operations in 
British Columbia, the great salmon producing province, were less successful 
in 1929 than they had been in 1928, the salmon fishery ranked first in importance 
during the year from the standpoint of marketed return. In marketed value 
the products of the fishery were worth $15,008,825. This total was nearly 
$3,000,000 under the figures for the preceding year but was approximately 
equal to the 1927 total. The positions of the lobster and cod fisheries in the 
table of relative importance from the standpoint of marketed value were reversed 
in 1929 as compared with 1928. In the earlier year the cod fishery ranked second 
to the salmon fishery and the lobster fishery was third in importance. In 1929, 
however, the lobster fishery came into second place, with marketed value figures 
of $5,696,542, or an increase of something more than $012,000, and the cod 
fishery was third with a value of $5,394,636 as compared with $6,285,777 in 
1928. Halibut marketed value was $4,832,296, a gratifying increase of 
more than a million dollars. In the case of herring the marketed value of 
$3,186,669 represented an increase of some $80,000. The catch in the pilchard 
fishery, which is carried on in British Columbia only and has become of rapidly 
increasing importance with the growing utilization of the fish in producing fish 
meal and oil, was larger than it had been in 1928 but, in many cases, the oil 
content was not as great as it had been in the former year and the marketed 
value of the products of the fishery, $2,199,834, showed a drop of some $360,000. 
Whitefish continued the most valuable among the inland fishes and the landings 
had a marketed value of $2,453,703, an increase of some $260,000. As in 1928, 
the haddock, pickerel, sardine, smelt, and trout fisheries, respectively, yielded 
marketed returns of more than $1,000,000. 


Nova Scotia 


Most of the Nova Scotia fisheries were more successful in 1929 than they 
had been in 1928 but the situation was otherwise in the cod fishery, and it was 
this latter condition which brought about a decrease in the value of the prov- 
incial fisheries production as a whole. At the same time, the production for 
the year, $11,427,491, though $254,504 less than the total for 1928, was some 
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$600,000 greater than the production for 1927. There were increases in catch 
and marketed value in the haddock, pollock, hake and cusk, halibut, herring, 
mackerel, salmon, lobster, alewife, and clam and quahaug fisheries. The 
decreases were in the cod, swordfish, scallop, and sole fisheries. Cod landings 
fell off by nearly 18,000,000 pounds and marketed value by more than $900,000. 
Lower prices in the dried fish trade, as well as the reduction in catch, affected 
the cod production value adversely. The total catch of fish made by the 
Lunenburg fleet, which operates chiefly for the dried fish trade, was smaller 
by some 9,000,000 pounds than in 1928—62,610,000 pounds in 1929 as com- 
pared with 71,722,500 pounds. 


New BRUNSWICK 


In 1928 there was an increase of nearly $600,000 in the marketed value of 
New Brunswick’s fisheries production, but 1929 saw even that success surpassed 
and the marketed value for the year was $933,994 greater than the total for the 
preceding year, or $5,935,635 as against $5,001,641. The sea fisheries pro- 
duction was $5,904,183, a gain of over $930,000, and inland fisheries value of 
$31,452 represented a gain of something more than $3,000. The sardine fishery 
continued in first place, as regards marketed value of product, although there 
was a decrease in catch, with the lobster fishery in second place. Gains in these 
two fisheries and in the herring and the hake and cusk fisheries accounted, in 
major part, for the large increase in provincial marketed value. The pack of 
canned sardines, 329,204 cases, was greater by over 70,000 cases than the 1928 
pack, and in marketed value there was an advance of over $286,000. There 
was an increase of nearly 2,390,000 pounds in the lobster catch, which totalled 
8,186,200 pounds, and the marketed value of the landings was $1,361,796 
or about $325,000 less than that in the previous year. There was a 
very substantial increase in herring catch and value, and in the case of hake 
and cusk the catch increased largely and the marketed value, $151,983, repre- 
sented an increase of more than 100 per cent. There were increased returns 
from several other fisheries, such as the haddock, alewives, and salmon fisheries, 
but the smelt, cod, pollock, mackerel, and shad fishermen did not fare so well 
as in 1928. Cod catch showed a decrease of some 3,000,000 pounds, and smelt 
landings a decrease of upwards of 900,000 pounds. 


Prince EDWARD ISLAND 


A larger return from the lobster fishery was the main factor in the increase 
in the value of Prince Edward Island production, which increased from $1,195,- 
577 in 1928 to $1,297,125 in the year just past. The lobster catch of 7,359,000 
pounds was nearly 798,000 pounds above the 1928 figure, and in marketed 
value, $813,206, there was a gain of some $61,000. There was also a gain of 
over 1,400,000 pounds in the catch of hake and cusk, with an increase of 
$20,379 in value, while the cod production was greater by some 1,300,000 pounds 
in catch and by nearly $21,000 in value than it had been in the preceding year. 
There was an increase in the oyster catch and oyster value, and an increase in 
mackerel value though a decrease in catch. The smelt fishery was less success- 
ful than in 1928. 


QUEBEC 


The decrease in marketed value in the case of Quebec’s production was 
chargeable to the inland fisheries. Sea fisheries production value, $2,369,251, 
was $119,673 greater than the 1928 total but in the inland fisheries the marketed 
value was only $564,088 as compared with $742,357 in the year previous. Taking 
the fisheries as a whole there was, thus, a net decrease of $58,596 in the marketed 
value for 1929. In the sea fisheries there were gains in value in the case of 
cod, herring, smelt, and salmon, among the more important fishes, but the mac- — 


— 
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kerel and lobster fisheries yielded smaller returns than in 1928. The increase 
in salmon value was particularly noteworthy, the total standing at $137,144 
as against only $88,352 for the year before. Increasing trade is being done by 
Quebec in fresh salmon. In the inland fisheries the pickerel catch was less 
than half as large as in 1928, and the catch of eels also fell off to much the same 
extent, and these decreases explain by far the greater part of the drop in the 
value of the production from inland waters. 


MANITOBA 


Manitoba continued its fisheries progress during the year. The catch in- 
creased, and the marketed value went $004,891 beyond the 1928 total, reaching 
$2,745,205. The whitefish catch was worth nearly $617,000, a substantial 
gain. Tullibee landings decreased but the marketed value $985,350, increased 
by $105,000, in round figures. The trout catch and value more than doubled. 
In the case of both the pickerel and goldeye fisheries the catches were smaller 
than in 1928 but the value returns were greater. 


SASKATCHEWAN 


In Saskatchewan there was a decrease of some 77,000 pounds in total 
catch but, nevertheless, the marketed return was greater by $9,238. The pike, 
pickerel, mullet, and goldeye catches were all somewhat smaller than in the 
year before but there were larger landings of trout, tullibee, and whitefish. 
All told, more than 4,593,000 pounds of whitefish were taken, an increase of 
nearly 27,000 pounds, and the marketed value total of $461,348 was more 
than $22,000 above the 1928 figure. : | 


ALBERTA 


| Trout landings in Alberta again showed a substantial increase in 1929 and 
_ this condition was the main factor in bringing about an increase in the value of 
_ the production from provincial waters. The catch of trout was approximately 
_ 2,350,000 pounds, as compared with 1,937,100 pounds in 1928 and the marketed 
_value of $235,391 represented a gain of about $13,000. The whitefish catch in- 
creased slightly but fell off in marketed value. The pike and tullibee catches were 
larger than in 1928 but there were decreases in the case of pickerel and perch. 


British COLUMBIA 


| Much smaller runs of pink and chum salmon than had occurred in 1928 
combined with bad weather conditions is some parts of the province led to a 
large decrease in the salmon landings in British Columbia and a drop of more 

than $3,000,000 in the marketed value of salmon production. In 1928 the 
salmon catch totalled 225,745,500 pounds and the marketed value was $17 ,345,- 
670 but in 1929 the catch fell to 151,403,800 pounds and the value to $14,265,795. 
It is to be remembered, however, that 1928 was one of the three most 
successful years in the history of the British Columbia salmon industry, and © 
the 1929 value total, though less than that of 1928, was slightly larger than the 
figure for 1927. There was also a large decrease in the herring catch and value 
‘in 1929 and though the pilchard landings went above the 1928 catch the marketed 
value showed a decrease. On the other hand, the return from the halibut 
fishery showed betterment. The gain in catch was small but the production 
value was $4,317,235 as against $3,370,670 in 1928. 


YUKON TERRITORY 


Production value in the Yukon Territory in 1929 was less than half what 
t had been in 1928, or $24,805 as compared with $51,665, but 1928 was an 
exceptional year in the fisheries of the territory and it was scarcely to be expected 
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that the returns from fishing operations would continue steadily on the high 
level which was then reached. Morevoer, it is to be noted that while the marketed 
value of the catch for 1929 was much less than the value for the preceding year 
it was double the figure for 1927. . 


ATLANTIC COAST RESULTS 


In the four Atlantic coast provinces—Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island, and Quebec—the year’s catch of sea fish was 536,193,900 pounds 
with a marketed value of $20,998,050—a gain of 14,200,000 pounds in catch, 
roundly stated, and of over $890,000 in value. There were increased landings 
everywhere, except in Quebec. 


Cod, Haddock, Hake and Cusk, and Pollock—Taking the coast as a whole, 
there were larger catches of haddock and of hake and cusk in 1929 than there 
has been in the previous year but smaller landings of cod and pollock. The 
net result was that the total landings of the fish in this group was only 291,763,200 
pounds as compared with 294,942,000 pounds in 1928. ‘The marketed value de- 
creased from $8,493,938 in 1928 to $7,945,532. 

The decline in cod fishery returns was general. All told, the catch was 
197,883,200 pounds, as against 214,982,200 pounds in the year before; the 
marketed value was $5,391,627 as compared with $6,284,284. The major cod 
production is in Nova Scotia and the catch for that province for the year was 
129,784,100 pounds while in 1928 it was 147,017,200 pounds. 

In the haddock fishery there was a gain in the case of Nova Scotia, the big 
producer, and in the case of Prince Edward Island, while New Brunswick and 
Quebec productions decreased. The total catch was 54,540,900 pounds, with 
Nova Seotia accounting for 51,614,900 pounds. The Prince Edward Island 
increase was relatively large but the total landings for the province were only 
175,900 pounds. New Brunswick’s catch of 2,750,100 pounds was slightly 
smaller than a year ago, No haddock was taken by Quebec fishermen, although 
in 1928 they landed upwards of 600,000 pounds. So far as marketed value is 
concerned, there was an increase of about $317,000 on the coast as a whole, with 
the 1929 total reaching $1,951,642. 

There were large increases in the hake and cusk catch in all three of the Mari- — 
time Provinces, but Quebec, which had a catch of some 380,000 pounds in 1928, | 
made no landings last year. The combined catch for Nova Scotia, New © 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island was 33,912,200 pounds, a gain of 
8,600,000 pounds and the marketed value of $517,296 represented an increase — 
of nearly $150,000. | 

Pollock is taken only by Nova Scotia and New Brunswick fishermen, 
and while the Nova Scotia men were considerably more successful in 1929 than — 
they had been in the preceding year the case was quite otherwise with the 
fisherme” of the other province. In 1928 the New Brunswick catch of pollock 
was mre than 3,411,000 pounds, with a marketed value of $55,297, but in 1929 
the catch fell away very sharply and amounted only to 846,600 pounds with a 
marketed value of $15,998. Nova Scotia’s catch, valued on the market at 
$68,969, was 4,571,300 pounds, or an increase of over 1,500,000 pounds. 


Herring, Mackerel and Sardines.—In 1928 the combined landings of herring, 
mackerel, and sardines were greater by more than 5,000,000 pounds than they 
had been in 1927, and 1929 saw a further increase of 10,000,000 pounds 
or a total of 159,872,100 pounds. The marketed value for the year was 
$3,538,095, a gain of some $650,000. Herring and mackerel increased both in ~ 
catch and value and though the sardine catch of 49,838,800 pounds—virtually — 
all to be credited to New Brunswick—was smaller by 7,359,000 pounds than — 
the 1928 catch, it had a value of $1,626,764 as against only $1,291,722 in the 
previous year. The pack of canned sardines, valued at $1,319,584, was 329,204 
cases, or an increase of 71,323. 4 
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In the mackerel fishery there were smaller landings in New Brunswick, 
Prince Edward Island, and Quebec than there had been in 1928 but in Nova 
Scotia the catch increased heavily. The latter gain more than offset the decreases 
elsewhere and the total mackerel catch for the coast was 15,275,600 pounds, or 
about 2,800,000 pounds more than in the earlier year. 

Except in the case of Quebec, there were increased herring catches—large 
increases in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia and a smaller gain in Prince Edward 
Island. Combined, the catch for the four provinces was 94,757,700 pounds 
with a marketed value of $1,375,310 as compared with a total landing of 
80,094,300 pounds and a value of $1,060,840 in 1928. 


Flounders, Halibut and Swordfish—Flounder fishing, which is carried on in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick only, yielded a total catch of 462,600 pounds, 
a gain of 115,000 pounds, and the marketed return was $19,243 as against 
$14,304 in 1928. The increase in catch was in Nova Scotia. The halibut 
fishery is prosecuted chiefly in Nova Scotia waters where the landings for the 
year were 3,097,100 pounds, an increase of half a million pounds. In Quebec 
the catch was 126,900 pounds, or a drop of 53,600 pounds. The New Brunswick 
fishermen tripled their catch but their total landings were slightly less than 
20,000 pounds. The halibut is not taken in Prince Edward Island waters. 
Swordfish fishing, carried on in Nova Scotia only, was less successful than in 
1928. The catch was 633,600 pounds, a decrease of 175,000 pounds, and 
the marketed value $98,241 as compared with $1325345. 


Rwer Spawning Fish.—The catch of alewives showed a large increase, there 
was a substantial increase in the salmon catch, and the smelt catch decreased 
considerably. Similarly, there were gains in marketed value in the case of 
the first two varieties of fish and there was a decrease in the case of smelts. 

New Brunswick and Nova Scotia are the principal producers of alewives. 
The New Brunswick catch increased greatly and the Nova Scotia catch doubled. 
In the smelt fishery there was a decrease in the landings in New Brunswick, 
the largest producer, and a decrease also in Prince Edward Island. In Nova 
Scotia there was an increase, and the Quebec catch of 693,400 pounds was more 
than double the 1928 total for the province. The salmon catch increased in all 
the provinces except Prince Edward Island, where the landings are never large. 
In New Brunswick the catch was 1,765,000 pounds as compared with 1,220,900 
pounds in 1928; in Quebec it was 1,005,400 pounds as compared with 739,200 
pounds; and in Nova Scotia 755,600 pounds as compared with 705,900 pounds. 


Lobsters.—The total catch of lobsters for the four Atlantic provinces was 
37,282,000 pounds or an increase of more than 5,000,000 pounds over the catch 
for the preceding year. The marketed value was $5,696,542 or $642,000 greater 
than in the previous year, placing the lobster industry second in value in the 
list of Canadian fisheries. 

Other Shellfish—There was an increase of 3,000 barrels in the quantity of 
clams and quahaugs taken, 49,482 barrels being landed. The production in 
New Brunswick, where the greatest quantities are taken, fell off somewhat 
but the quantity taken in Nova Scotia was more than 3,000 barrels greater 
than in the previous year. In Prince Edward Island the quantity was 4,275 
barrels, or nearly double that of the previous year, and Quebec also showed 
increased landings. There were fewer scallops taken, the total landings of 
17,921 barrels being less than that of the previous year by nearly 8,400 barrels, 
but there were almost 1,700 barrels more of oysters, the landings amounting 
to 20,734 barrels. Oyster production showed an increase in New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island and a slight drop in Nova Scotia. 


INLAND FISHERIES GENERALLY 
The quantity of fish taken in inland waters, that is from the fresh waters 


_ of New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, the Prairie Provinces, and the Yukon, 
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was considerably greater than in the previous year. The marketed value was 
$200,000 greater at $8,589,779, compared with $8,381,751 in 1928 and $7,575,912 
in 1927. | 

Increases are noted in the catches of alewives, bass, maskinonge, saugers, 
shad and sturgeon. The catches of catfish, salmon, smelts and mixed fish were 
less than in 1928. 

Some 6,159,100 pounds of whitefish were taken in Ontario. This quantity 
was greater than the Ontario catch for 1928 by 325,000 pounds. The catches 
of whitefish in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta were also larger than in 
1928. 

The catch of pickerel in Manitoba, the principal pickerel producer, was 
smaller than in 1928: some 9,405,000 pounds were landed as compared with 
10,187,000 pounds. The catch in Ontario was 1,989,000 pounds. Saskatche- 
wan produced 283,500 pounds and Alberta 811,500 pounds, both quantities 
smaller than in 1928. 

Pike was landed in the greatest quantity in Manitoba. The catch in 
this province during the year was 5,491,000 pounds compared with 3,636,600 
pounds in 1928. There were larger catches of pike in Quebec, Ontario and 
Alberta but fewer were taken in Saskatchewan. 


Paciric Coast FISHERIES 


During 1929 British Columbia canned salmon was shipped to a great 
many different countries. Australasia took 307,922 cases. France bought 
251,075 cases and the United Kingdom came third taking 194,172 cases. There 
were 275,622 cases shipped to continental Europe, apart from those shipped to 
France, and of this quantity Italy took nearly 137,000 cases. Some 23,223 
cases were consigned to the Atlantic coast of the United States, while 43,000 
cases went to South Africa and West Africa. Other countries to which ship- 
ments were made include Central and South American States, Ceylon, China, 
the Dutch East Indies, Egypt, Fiji, India, Japan, the Philippines, the Straits 
Settlements and the West Indies. 

The pack of sockeye rose to 281,306 cases or more than 50,000 cases above 
the 1928 pack. 

There were large decreases in the packs of both pinks and chums. The 
pack of pinks, 477,969 cases, shows a drop of some 314,000 cases; while the 
pack of chums, 424,982 cases, was less than half the 1928 pack. ‘There were 
174,198 cases of cohoes canned and 19,377 cases of springs. Each of these 
quantities is an increase over the pack of the previous year. 

The quantity of dry-salt herring produced, while considerably less than 
in the previous year, was the fifth largest production on record. fome 92,384,- 
40C pounds were dry salted, which was a drop of 14,834,600 pounds from the 
1928 production. | 

There were 4,066,015 gallons of fish oil produced, which was considerably 
under the 1928 total of 5,047,838 gallons. Nearly 22,000, tons of fish meal 
and fertilizer (including some whalebone) were manufactured. This was a 
slight increase over the 1928 total. A considerable drop in the production of 
pilchard oil was recorded, 2,856,579 gallons in 1929 as compared with 3,995,806 
gallons in 1928. A slight increase took place in the production of meal and 
fertilizer from pilchards, 15,826 tons being manufactured. There were 98,821 
cases of pilchards put up compared with 65,097 cases in the previous year. 

The total quantity of halibut landed in British Columbia during the year 
was 30,436,400 pounds. This was an increase of 1,500,000 pounds from the 
year before. 

Over 3,340 fur seals were taken by the Indians under the Pelagic Sealing 
Treaty, as compared with 2,090 in 1928. The number of whales landed at the — 
two whaling stations which operated during the year was 407 compared with 
305 in 1928 and 258 in 1927. a

(1) Primary Operations— 


Capital—The total value of the vessels, boats and fishing gear (nets, seines, 
traps, trawls, etc.) used in the primary operations of catching and landing the 
fish in 1929 was $33,935,002, compared with $31,131,088 in 1928 and $31,851,979 
in 1927. Table 3 shows the number and value of the different kinds of vessels, 


boats and gear for each of the three years. 


It will be noted that the statistics 


of gear for 1928 and 1929 are given in greater detail than those for the year 


1927. Table 3. 


Employees—The number of men employed on vessels and boats and in 
fishing without boats in 1929 was 64,083, compared with 62,785 in 1928 and 


63,415 in 1927. Table 4. 


(2) Fish Canning and Curing Establushments— 

Capital——The capital investment of the fish canning and curing establish- 
ments had a total value in 1929 of $28,644,442, compared with $26,941,283 in 
1928 and $24,454,482 in 1927. These totals comprise the value of land, buildings 
and machinery; products and supplies on hand; and cash and operating accounts.

Employees—The number of persons employed in the establishments in 
1929 was 16,367, compared with 15,484 in 1928 and 16,697 in 1927. The 
lobster canneries gave employment to the largest number of persons in 1929, 
with a total of 5,870, followed by the salmon canneries with a total of 5,817.

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Details of Fish Canning and Curing Establishments 


Number of Establishments.—The fish canning and curing industry of Canada 
is confined to the sea fisheries of the Maritime Provinces, Quebec and British 
Columbia.. There were in operation in 1929 a total of 730 establishments, 
classified as follows: lobster canneries, 354; salmon canneries, 64; clam canneries, 
23; sardine canneries, 3; other fish canneries, 5; fish curing establishments, 242; 
and reduction plants, 39. The lobster canneries are all located on the Atlantic 
coast, while British Columbia claims all of the salmon canneries excepting one, 
which is situated in Nova Scotia. Compared with the preceding year the 
lobster canneries show a decrease of 21 and the salmon canneries a decrease of 
three. The number of clam canneries and of sardine canneries each increased 
by one, the number of other fish canneries by two, and the number of fish curing 
establishments by 38. The number of reduction plants shows a decrease of 
one. The canneries are classified according to the principal kind of fish canned, 
while establishments which prepare fish in any other way than canning are clas- 
sified as fish curing establishments. A number of the canneries also engage in fish 
curing at periods of the year outside of the regular canning seasons. The number 
of such canneries in 1929 was 39, including 23 lobster canneries, nine salmon 
canneries, two clam canneries, and five other fish canneries. Then in addition 
to the establishments whose chief products were fish oil and meal and which are 
classified as reduction plants, there were 42 fish curing establishments which 
showed an output of fish oil or meal as a by-product of the industry. 


Employees and Salaries and Wages.—The total number of persons given 
employment during any portion of the year was 16,367. Of this total, 660 are 
classified as employees on salaries, 11,122 as wage-earners, and 4,585 as contract 
or piece workers. The last classification includes chiefly contract workers who 
were employed in the salmon canneries of British Columbia, where a large part 
of the work is done under contract, the contractor engaging and: paying his own 
workers and being himself paid by the cannery operator according to the quan- — 
tity of fish packed. About three-fourths of the workers in British Columbia — 
salmon canneries are employed under this arrangement. The total number of © 
employees shows an increase over the preceding year of 933, the increase being 
divided among the several classifications as follows: salaried employees, 30; — 
wage-earners, 5438; and contract and piece workers, 360. It should be borne in 
mind that the fish canning and curing industry is largely seasonal, and that the 
-workers are not employed in the establishments during the entire year, but — 
only during the season of operations. The statistics of wage-earners by months — 
give a comprehensive record of employment for this class of worker. No inform- 
ation is available regarding the monthly employment of contract workers, as 
owing to the system, above outlined, whereby such help is employed by a con- 
tractor, the operator of the establishment does not keep a record of the employ- 
ment of such persons by months, and is therefore unable to include in his return 
any further particulars than the number of contract workers for the season 
and the amount paid to them. Statistics of the total number of employees 
in the industry are based on the average monthly employment of wage-earners 
and the total number of salaried employees and contract and piece workers for 
the full season, the procedure in revising the schedules being as follows: on the — 
report of each establishment an addition is made of the number of wage-earners 
shown for each month, and the resulting total is divided by the number of 
months the plant was in operation. The figure thus obtained is entered as— 
the average number of wage-earners employed in the establishment during the © 
year. ‘To this number is added the number of salaried employees and the 
number of contract and piece workers, which are recorded for the year or season © 
and not by months, and the final figure will be the number of employees credited 
to the establishment for the year. A compilation of these totals provides the 
number of employeesin the industry. The total amount paid to all employees in 
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1929 was $5,411,855, divided according to the different kinds of workers, as fol- 
lows: salaried employees, $951,669; wage-earners, $3,668,802; and contract and 
piece-workers, $791,384. The total amount shows an increase of $150,759 over 
the preceding year. An arrangement of the returns has been made to show 
the number of establishments employing (1) less than five persons, (2) five 
persons and over, and (3) having no employees, the work in the establishments 
under this last classification being performed by the operators themselves. 
The first group (less than five persons) contains 155 establishments, the second 
group, (five persons and over), 533 establishments, and the third group (no 
employees), 42 establishments. Statistics of the number of employees and 
44 beim paid to them for the past three years are given in the following 
table.

Wage-earners by Months.—The period of highest employment in this indus- 
try is from May to September, with employment at its peak in June. The 
total number of wage-earners employed in June, 1929, was 9,727, of which 


6,450 were male employees and 3,277 female workers. These figures are ex- 
clusive of contract and piece workers for which no statistics of monthly em-

lowest employment for wage-earners in 1929 was February, when the total num- 
ber was 1,601. The months of highest employment in the different branches 
of the industry in 1929 were as follows: lobster canneries, May and June; salmon 
canneries, June, July and August; clam canneries, May and June; sardine and 
other fish canneries, little variation during the year; fish curing establishments, 
June to December; and reduction plants, April to November. The total number 
of wage-earners in the industry is shown by months in the following table.

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Fuel Used and Power Employed—The total cost value of all fuel used in 
the establishments during the year 1929 was $471,649, the principal items being 
coal, with a value of $230,361; fuel oil, $114,753; wood, $50,774; and electricity 
used for power only, $40,224. Compared with the preceding year, a decrease 
of $23,238 is shown in the total cost of fuel. The principal item under the 
head of power used is the steam engine or steam turbine, the number of which 
in 1929 amounted to 234 with a total capacity of 4,951 h.p. The gasoline engine 
is next in importance with a total of 658 and a rated capacity of 4,047 h.p. 
The number of electric motors used was 159 with a capacity of 3,003 h.p. of which 
103 with a capacity of 2,177 h.p. were operated by purchased power and 56 with a 
capacity of 826 h.p. by power generated by primary power. The total power 
equipment of the establishments in 1929 amounted to 1,061 units with a rated 
capacity of 12,337 h.p., compared with 988 units and a capacity of 11,866 h.p. 
in 1928. 


Materials Used —The three items shown under this heading are fish, salt 
and containers, with all other items grouped as “other materials’. The value 
given for the fish used represents the amount which the operator of the establish- 
ment pays to the fishermen for the catch. The total value of all fish used in 
the establishments during the year was $17,061,702, divided among the several 
kinds of establishments as follows: lobster canneries, $3,313,253; salmon can- 
neries, $5,225,526; clam canneries, $81,387; sardine and other fish canneries, 
$442,519; fish curing establishments, $7,315,031; and reduction plants, $683,986. 
The total quantity of fish used by all establishments was 7,603,100 cwt., or 72 
per cent of the total quantity of the catch of sea fish, the remaining 28 per cent 
being marketed by the fishermen. The value of salt used in the various pro- 
cesses of preparing the fish was $413,722, the value of containers, $3,802,791, 
and the value of other materials, $218,644. The total value of fish and all 
other materials used during the year was $21,496,859, compared with $20,578,767 
in 1928. The increase in the value of fish used was over a million dollars, and 
was due to the higher average price paid for the catch. Statistics of the value of 
materials used are given for the years 1927 to 1929 in the following table.

Value of Production.—The total value of output of fish canning and curing 
establishments in 1929 was $34,966,260, a decrease from the preceding year of — 
$1,301,472. The total value for 1929 comprised $25,909,007, the selling value 
at the establishment of fish canned, cured or otherwise prepared, and $9,057,253, 
the value of fish marketed for consumption fresh. The value of the prepared 
fish shows a decrease from the preceding year of $2,083,056, while the fish 
marketed for consumption fresh shows an increase of $781,584. The relation — 
which the value of output of each kind of establishment bears to the total value — 
of production of the industry in 1928 and 1929 is shown by the following per- — 
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centages, the figures for 1928 being placed within brackets: salmon canneries, 
39 p.c. (42 p.c.); fish curing establishments, 33 p.c. (31 p.c.) ; lobster canneries, 
14 p.c. (12 p.c.); reduction plants, 7 p.c. (9 p.c.); sardine and other fish can-~ 
neries, 6 p.c. (5 p.c.); and clam canneries, 1 p.c. (1 p.c.). An arrangement of 
the returns of establishments for the year 1929, grouped according to value 
of product shows 230 with a value of less than $5,000; 118 with values from 
$5,000 to less than $10,000; 134 with values from $10,000 to less than $20,000; 
110 with values from $20,000 to less than $50,000; and 138 with values of $5C,000 
and over. Comprised in the last group are 57 salmon canneries, 42 fish curing 
establishments, 20 lobster canneries, 15 reduction plants, 2 clam canneries, and 
2 sardine and other fish canneries.

Time in Operation and Hours of Work.—The total number of days worked 
by all plants during the year 1929 was 75,544, or an average per plant of 103-5 
days. An arrangement of the returns of the establishments in groups according 
to certain specified periods of time in operation gives the data in another form, 
as follows: 330 establishments are shown as having operated for periods of less 
than 60 days during the year ; 159 for periods of from 60 to 119 days ; 120-f6r 
periods of from 120 to 179 days; 47 from 180 to 239 days; and 74 for periods 
covering 240 days and over. In the last classification are 45 fish curing estab- 
lishments, 11 reduction plants, eight lobster canneries, six salmon canneries,

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Fishing Bounty 


Under the authority of ““An Act to encourage the Development of the 
Sea Fisheries and the Building of Fishing Vessels”, the sum of $16C6,000 is 
appropriated annually by the Governor in Council. It is distributed under the 
name of Fishing Bounty by the Department of Fisheries amongst fishermen 
and fishing vessel and boat owners on the Atlantic coast, under regulations 
made from time to time by the Governor in Council. 


For the year 1929, payment was made on the following basis:— 


To owners of vessels entitled to receive bounty—$1 per registered ton; 
payment to the owner of any one vessel not to exceed $80. 


To vessel fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$7.50 each. 
To owners of boats measuring not less than 12 feet keel—$1 per boat. 
To boat fishermen entitled to receive bounty—$6.65 each. 


There were 9,546 bounty claims paid. In the preceding year there were 
9,390 bounty claims paid. ; 


The total amount paid in 1929 was $159,762.65 allocated as follows:— 
To 546 vessels and their crews................ $ 40,282.00 
To 9,000 boats and their crews................ $ 119,480.65 


Imports and Exports 


‘The total value of Canadian fish and fishery products exported during the 
calendar year 1929 was $37,546,393, compared with $38,096,245 in 1928 and 
$34,814,448 in 1927. Canned salmon, dried cod, canned lobster, fresh lobster, 
dry-salted sea herring, fresh whitefish and fresh salmon, in the order named, were 
the principal items of export, their total value in 1929 amounting to $23,575,202, 
or 63 per cent of the total value of all fish and fishery products exported in that 
year. The fish imported into Canada for consumption in 1929 had a total 
value of $4,233,906, compared with $4,068,074 in 1928 and $3,768,901 in 1927. 
The principal items of import are sardines and oysters.

Canada for the past several years. In the case of production, returns are 
given by provinces year by year back to 1870. In the case of the number an 
value of vessels, boats, etc., the review extends to 1880, and in the case of the 
number of employees to 1895.

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PREFACE 


Ce rapport est publié en vertu d’une entente établissant la coopération en 
matiére de statistique intervenue entre le Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique et 
les différents services gouvernementaux ayant juridiction sur les pécheries cana- 
diennes. Ces services comprennent: le ministére des Pécheries, qui exerce sa 
juridiction sur les pécheries des Provinces Maritimes, des Provinces des Prairies 
et de la Colombie Britannique et les Divisions des Pécheries des provinces 
d’Ontario et de Québec, qui régissent les Pécheries de leurs provinces respectives, 
sauf les pécheries des fles de la Madeleine, en Québec, lesquelles sont sous la 
juridiction du ministére des Pécheries du Dominion. La Colombie . Britanni- 
que posséde une Division des Pécheries, mais cet organisme ne s’occupe pas 
de statistique pour son propre compte. 


En vertu de l’arrangement dont il est parlé plus haut, les statistiques du 
poisson péché, et des produits offerts en vente a Vétat frais ou aprés une prépa- 
ration sommaire, sont recueillies par les fonctionnaires locaux du ministére des 
Pécheries, vérifiées et condensées au _ministére des Pécheries, puis compilées au 
Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique. En ce qui concerne le poisson industrielle- 
ment préparé et ses sous-produits, des formules similaires 4 celles en usage dans 
le recensement des autres branches de production sont envoyées directement 
par le Bureau aux usines poissonniéres, les fonetionnaires des services des péche- 
ries s’assurant que ces formules sont consciencieusement remplies et prompte- 
ment retournées. Les fonctionnaires des gouvernements provinciaux voudront 
bien accepter nos remerciements pour le concours qu’ils nous ont prété.

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LES PECHERIES DU CANADA 


Le début des pécheries.—La péche est l’wne des plus anciennes industries 
du Canada. Les Normands, les Bretons et les Basques péchaient la morue a 
Terre-Neuve dés avant la découverte de lL Amérique. Lorsqu’en 1498 le continent 
nord-américain s’offrit d la vue de Cabot, ce navigateur lui. donna le nom de 
' (Bacalaos», nom basque de la morue que ces rudes pécheurs poursuivaient déjd. 
Cap-Breton, Vun des plus anciens noms géographiques de l’Amérique, est un autre 
souvenir des prenvers pécheurs frangais que les Espagnols et les Portugais ne 
tarderent pas @ suivre. Fernandez de Navarrette nous apprend que des pécheurs 
de ces trois nationalités fréquentaient le Grand Banc en 1602. La péche se prati- 
quait au moyen de lignes d main passées sur des barils fixés a Vextérieur du passa- 
vant pour éviter le contact des lignes avec les flancs du navire; les bateaux de péche 
sé livraient a leurs opérations tant que durait le beau temps, puts s’en retournaient 
en France avec leurs prises de 30,000 a 50,000 morues. Les voyages entrepris le 
long du littoral démontrérent bientét que la morue était ausst abondante en vue du 
rovage que sur les bancs lointains; les équipages s’accoutumérent alors a jeter Vancre 
dans une bate, a construire une hutte sur la gréve et a faire dans leurs petites cha- 
loupes des excursions quotidiennes dont le produit était salé et séché d terre, puis 
expédié en France a la fin de la saison. Lorsqu’il remonta le Saint-Laurent, en 
1534, Jacques Cartier trouva partout les traces du passage de ces «capitaines coura- 
geux) et de leurs rivalités, lesquelles s’exercaient aussi bien dans des rencontres 
armées que dans la capture du poisson qui les avait attirés si loin de chez eux. 
Chauvin fonda un établissement de cette sorte d Tadoussac,.en 1599. Bientét 
apres les pécheurs s’habituérent a passer Vhiver en Amérique et & y construire de 
véritables villages. La premiére concession de péche fut octroyée par le roi de 
France a de Monts, en 1603. On peut donc considérer la péche comme la premiere 
industrie a laquelle se soient livrés systématiquement les Européens au Canada; 
depuis ces temps lointains elle n’a jamais cessé de donner sa récolte annuelle tant 
al’ Europe qua Vv Amérique. 

Le traaté d’ Utrecht de 1713 attribwa Terre-Neuve a la Grande-Bretagne, dépos- 
sédant la France de son droit de pécher et de faire sécher le poisson sur certaines 
sections du littoral de cette tle, mais la France conserva les pécheries de Cap-Breton 
et celles du golfe. La guerre de Sept ans (1756-63) interrompit les opérations de 
péche sur une vaste échelle. Lorsqu’elle se termina, la famille Robin, de Jersey, 
vint au Canada et au moyen d’acquisitions graduelles s’empara de toutes les anciennes 
stations de péche frangaises. Jusqu’d Varrivée des Loyalistes, les pécheurs s’étaient 
occupés exclusivement de la morue. Seules les pécheries céotiéres étaient exploitées 
durant cette phase, y compris celles du littoral du Labrador; ce ne fut quwen 1878 
qu'un navire de péche en haute mer sortit du port de Lunenburg qui est maintenant 
le centre principal de la grande péche. 


Lieux de péche du Canada.—Les pécheries canadiennes sont probablement 
les plus vastes de Vunivers. Sur l’ Atlantique, depuis Grand Manan jusqu’au 
Labrador, le rivage mesure plus de 5,000 milles, & Vexclusion des anses et échan- 
crures qui le dentellent. La baie de Fundy avec 8,000 milles carrés, le golfe Saint- 
Laurent dix fois plus grands, et d'autres eaux océaniques représentent ensemble 
environ 200,000 malles carrés, c’est-d-dire plus des quatre-cinquiémes des pécheries 
du nord de V Atlantique. De plus, Von compte sur les bords de Atlantique 15,000 
milles carrés d’eaux territoriales sous le contréle absolu de la Puissance. Mais 
ces vastes étendues ne représentent qu'une partie des eaux canadiennes. La bate 
d’Hudson, dont les cétes s’étendent sur une longueur de 6,000 milles, est plus grande 
que la Méditerranée; sur le Pacifique, le littoral canadien mesure 7,180 milles; 
ses baes et fiords innombrables offrent aux pécheurs une multitude d’abris tres 
stirs. FEnfin, disséminés sur tout le territoire s’égrénent une série de lacs qui, tous 
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ensemble, contiennent plus de la moitié des eaux douces du globe, la part du Canada 
dans les Grands Lacs seulement couvrant plus de 34,000 milles carrés, auxquels 
viennent s’jouter le lac Winnipeg (9,457 mulles carrés), le lac Manitoba et de nom- 
breux autres non moins vastes. 


Mais la qualité des produits des pécheries canadiennes est encore plus remar- 
quable. Chacun sait que Vexcellence de la chair du poisson est en proportion 
directe de la pureté et de la fratcheur des eaux qu'il habite. Considérés sous cet 
angle, la morue, le flétan, le hareng, le maquereau, le poisson blanc et le sawmon 
du Canada n’ont pas de rivaux dans Vunivers. Il est donc évident que les plus 
magnifiques pécheries de Vhémisphére occidental, sinon du globe, appartiennent au 
Canada. | 

Le bref exposé qui précéde démontre qu'il est impossible d’envisager les péche- 
ries canadiennes sous un unique aspect; embrassant tout un continent, elles offrent 
nécessairement une grande diversité. Laissant de cété les ummenses étendues de la 
baie d’Hudson et de la région arctique qui s’étend depuis  Ungava jusqu’a V Alaska, 
lesquelles, ouwtre la baleine, donnent asile d de nombreux poissons comestibles, on 
peut diviser ainsi qu’tl suit les péecheries canadiennes. 


1. P&cuerins DE L’ATLANTIQUE.—Elles sont les premiéres en date, et jusqu’en 
1918 elles furent les plus importantes par la valeur de leurs produits. On y prend 
la morue, le flétan, Véglefin, le merlan, le hareng, le maquereau, le homard, Vhuitre 
et le phoque. Le golfe et les eaux intérveures des provinces maritimes et de Québec 
sont quelquefois considérés distinctement; mais en les réunissant, la liste ci-dessus 
saccrottrait du saumon, de Valose, dw gasparot, de Péperlan, du bar, du tacaud, 
de la truite et du maskinongé. Les opérations de péche sont communément consi- 
dérées sous deux aspects distincts, la péche hauturiére ou de haute mer et la péche 
cotiere. Cette derniere se pratique au moyen de petites embarcations, le plus souvent 
automotrices, montées par deux ou trois hommes; on y emploie aussi de petits navires 
dont Véquipage se compose de quatre a sept hommes. Les engins de péche le plus 
fréquemment employés sont les rets d mailles, les lignes 4 main et les chaluts; d’ autre 
part, on dispose le long du rivage des filets, des sennes et des nasses. La péche @ 
Véglefin est aussi tmportante que celle de la morue; pendant le printemps et Dété 
ce poisson est ouvert et salé mars la metlleure saison est ad Vautomne, le poisson 
étant alors vendu frais ou fumé, sous le nom de «finnan haddie». La péche en haute 
mer se pratique au moyen de navires de 40 a& 100 tonnes, portant de dowze a vingt 
hommes, qui péchent dans les doris au moyen de lignes de fond. Les flotilles fré- 
quentent tour a tour les différents bancs de péche tels que le Grand Banc, le Banc 
Intermédiaire et le Banquereau. Ces navires, construits sur place, restent quel- 
quefois plusieurs mois en mer; les naufrages sont rares, tant est grande Vhabileté 
de leurs équipages. A leur retour, le poisson, qui a été vidé et salé a bord, est débar- 
qué, lavé et séché. Les Antilles sont le principal débouché de ce produit; aucune 
autre morue ne pourrait supporter le climat tropical aussi bien que celle préparée 
par les pécheurs de la N ouvelle-Ecosse. De grands chalutiers a vapeur, tels que ceux 
en usage dans la mer du Nord, ont été introduits depuis plusieurs années dans les 
pécheries canadiennes du littoral de V Atlantique; on compte actuellement neuf de 
de ces navires appartenant aux ports de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Ils se livrent a la 
péche presque toute Vannée; leurs prises approvisionnent le commerce de poisson 
frais. 

La péche au homard est également une industrie caractéristique. En 1870, il 
nexistait que trois homarderies sur le littoral de UV Atlantique; en 1928 on en compte 
376, occupant environ 5,800 personnes; 30,000,000 de homards constituent une 
prise normale. L’un des constants problémes de cette industrie, cest d’assurer 
Pexécution des dispositions prohibant la capture des jeunes homards et des adultes 
au moment du frai; on crott toutefors avoir mis un frein au déclin de la production. 
L’huttre, qui pullulait autrefois tout le long du rivage, est maintenant moins abon- 
dante. La mise en boite des sardines, qui sont de jeunes harengs, occupe au Nou- 
veau-Brunswick un rang égal a Vindustrie du homard. 
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Les pécheurs des Provinces Maritimes constituent une population industrielle 
spécialisée. La péche cotiére s’y pratique d’avril d novembre, et méme en janvier, 
dans les districts abrités et, quoique les plus grands navires travaillent pendant 
tout Vhiver, plusieurs milliers d’hommes sont disponibles & certains moments de 
Vannée pour d’autres travaux. Les uns cultivent de petites parcelles de terre en- 
tourant leurs maisons, les autres travaillent dans les chantiers de bois du Nouveau- 
Brunswick ou bien dans les charbonnages de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Quelques pécheurs 
de Lunenburg et d’ailleurs font du négoce avec les Antilles. Outre V’oisiveté forcée 
résultant soit du mauvais temps, soit de la fermeture de la péche, la méthode con- 
sistant ad rémunérer les pécheurs au moyen d’une part de la prise tend a les pousser 
vers des occupations secondaires, surtout dans les mauvaises années. 


2. PHCHERIES INTERIEURES.—Les Grands Lacs et les eaux tributaires du 
St-Laurent constituent une seconde grande division des pécheries canadiennes. 
La valeur des pécheries intérieures de Québec se compose principalement de pro- 
duits de la péche a Vanguille et au doré. Le poisson blanc, la truite, le doré et le 
hareng des lacs sont les poissons les plus importants d’Ontario, commercialement 
parlant, quoique le brochet, Vesturgeon et quelques autres poissons ne sovent pas a 
dédaigner. Dans les Grands Lacs la saison de péche dure de six & hutt mois; quel- 
ques pécheurs continuent leurs opérations durant Vhiver en creusant des trous dans 
la glace, mais le plus grand nombre cherche une autre occupation dans l’interméde 
des saisons. En se dirigeant plus a Vouest, le lac Winnipeg, le lac Winnipegosis, 
le lac Manitoba et des lacs plus petits au nord et & Vest de celut-ci fournissent la 
plupart des poissons du Manitoba. Le poisson blanc et le doré sont les princi-= 
paux dentre eux, mais le brochet, le tullipi, Veil dor et nombre d’autres variétés 
s’y trouvent a profusion. En Saskatchewan et en Alberta, la péche pour le commerce 
est confinée aux régions situées au nord de la riviére Saskatchewan ot, l’on prend de 
grandes quantités de poisson blanc. Le probleme des transports devient particu- 
liérement aigu; quelques-uns des plus grands lacs du continent, les lacs Reindeer, 
Athabaska, Grand Esclave, Grand Ours et des centaines de lacs plus petits n’ont 
aucune communication avec les marchés de consommation. Toutefois, les lacs de 
l'Ouest ont joué le méme réle que le Saint-Laurent dans les temps du régime francais 
et que les bancs de morue dans Vhistoire de la N ouvelle-Angleterre, en facilitant la 
colonisation du pays, puisqu’ils offrent un aliment certain aux colons nouvellement 
arrives. 


3. PiCHERIES DU PaciriquEe.—La Colombie Britannique posséde des péche- 
ries d’eau douce presque similaires d celles de la région des prairies; il est douteux 
que le commerce des fourrures (qui devatt étre l’agent de liaison entre cette province 
et le reste du Canada a travers les Montagnes Rocheuses) eut pu s’établir au com- 
mencement de Vhistoire de cette province st ces pécheries n’avaient pas existé. Les 
pécheries de la Colombie Britannique sont d’une grande richesse; elles représen- 
tent environ les deux cinquiémes de l'industrie poissonniére du Canada et ses pro- 
duits se consomment jusqu’aux extrémités de la terre; tls sont essentiellement cons- 
titués par le sawmon péché & Vembouchure du fleuve Fraser, de la Skeena, de la 
Naas et d’autres riviéres descendant du versant occidental des montagnes. Chacune 
des variétés de ce roi des poissons comestibles (qui toutefois n’est pas le vrai sau- 
mon) fréquentant les eaux du Pacifique, se trouve sur le littoral de la Colombie 
Britannique, c’est-d-dire le sockeye ou dos bleu, le saumon de printemps, le sawmon 
argenté, le sawmon rose et le saumon bécard. Entre tous ceux-cr, le dos bleu est 
de beaucoup le plus important, tant en raison de son abondance que de Vexcellence 
de sa chair, dont la belle couleur rougedire est tant appréciée des consommateurs 
de la Grande-Bretagne. Le flewe Fraser était autrefors la principale source d’ap- 
provisionnement de saumon, mais sa production est aujourd’hui dépassée par celle 
de la riviére Skeena et de ses tributatres septentrionaux; la prise varie considéra- 
blement d’année en année. La montée du saumon commence vers la jin de juillet 
et attent son apogée dans les premiéres semaines d’aott; néanmoins, les régions 
septentrionales ont une saison plus hdtive. Le saumon de printemps ou quinnat 
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est wn trés gros poisson; cest la premiére espéece qui fut mise en boitte aux Etats- 
Unis; la migration de ce poisson s’opére au commencement du printemps et se 
continue jusqu’en juillet. Le sawmon argenté est plus petit; comme le dos bleu, 
il voyage par bandes innombrables, pendant septembre et octobre, dans le fleuve 
Fraser, et un peu plus tét dans les cours d’eau plus aw nord. Le sawmon bécard 
est salé pour Vexportation en Orient et une quantité considérable est aussi mise 
en botte. Le saumon rose, lui aussi, suit le dos bleu. Le plus grand nombre de 
personnes qu’occupe cette péche sont des Chinois, des Japonais et des Indiens, 
Pélément chinois étant prépondérant dans les usines, tandis que les Indiens et les 
Japonais se consacrent plutét aux opérations de péche. 


Le flétan abonde a hauteur de Vile Vancouver et entre les tiles de la Reine Char- 
lotte et le continent; quoique la premiere tentative d’exploitation industrielle de ce 
poisson ait avorté, dés 1903 la Colombie Britannique contribuait pour 1 0,000,000 
de livres & la production de 25,000,000 de livres péchées sur le littoral du Pacifique, 
au nord de la Californie, chiffre qui a triplé depuis lors. La prise annuelle de 
hareng de la Colombie Britannique représente environ 65 p.c. de tout le hareng de 
mer péché dans les eaux canadiennes. Ce poisson est presque en entier salé a sec 
et exporté en Chine et au Japon. Depuis quelques années, la péche au pilchard a 
pris une certaine importance, la plus grande partie de la prise allant aux hucleries 
qui produisent chaque année de grandes quantités d’huile et de poudre de poisson. 
En 1928, le pilchard était troisiéme par ordre de valeur parmi les poissons péchés 
en Colombie Britannique; il est aussi le septiéme, a ce point de vue, de tous les 
poissons du Canada. On y péche aussi la baleine et deux stations sont en opérations 
dans les tles Reine Charlotte. On prend annuellement des cétacés de différentes 
sortes; baleines franches, rorquals, dauphins et méme parfois des cachalots. La 
péche a la baleine se pratique dans des bateaux rapides armés de canons lance- 
harpon Svend Foyn, systéme venu de Norvége. Aucune parire de la baleine ne se 
perd, Vhuile, les fanons et la poudre en sont les produits les plus importants. La 
morue-lingue, la morue noire, Voulachon, la plie, la rate, la sole, Véperlan et Ves- 
turgeon sont également abondants dans les eaux de la Colombie Britannique. 


Ajoutons un mot concernant les pécheries du phoque a fourrure du Pacifique, 
dont le siege historique était autrefois d Victoria. Cette industrie est d peu pres 
disparue, tant d cause de la raréfaction de ces anumaux que par Veffet du traté de 
1911. La flottille qui poursutt le phoque a fourrure dans le nord de l’ Atlantique 


a ses quartiers généraux a& St-John, Terre-Newve. 


Le sport de la péche.—Nous n’avons envisagé jusqu’ict les pécheries qu’au 
point de vue purement industriel et commercial; mats le sport lui-méme comporte 
un aspect économique dans un pays ou foisonnent des poissons aussi réputés que 
le sawmon de la Restigouche, l’achigan de Québec et des hautes terres d’Ontario et 
la trwite de la Nipigon. Le gouvernement pergoit des revenus fort élevés en louant 
soit d des clubs, soit d des particuliers, le droit de péche dans les lacs et les cours 
d’eau des contrées les moins peuplées; d’autre part, des centaines de guides y trou- 
vent une occupation rémunératrice pendant les mors d’ été. 


Le gouvernement et les pécheries.—Awu début de la Confédération, le 
gouvernement fédéral administrait directement la marine et les pécheries du Canada; 
un ministre du Cabinet exercait cette juridiction au moyen dun personnel consi- 
dérable d’inspecteurs, de surveillants et de gardes-péche, en vue de la mise en vigueur 
des lois régissant les pécheries. Cependant, dés le début de 1930, ce ministére a 
été divisé en deux organisations distinctes, la Marine et les Pécheries, chacune 
sous la direction d’un ministre du Cabinet. Des décrsions judiciatres intervenues 
en 1882, 1898, 1913 et 1920 ont sensiblement modifié la juridiction du Gouverne- 
ment fédéral d Vavantage des provinces, et en 1922, il y eut de nouveaux changements 
lorsque le Gouvernement fédéral transféra a la province de Québec Vadministration 
des pécheries de cette province, sauf celles des Iles de la Madeleine. Aujourd’hut, 
le Dominion contréle directement les pécheries en eau salée des Provinces Maritimes 
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et de la Colombie Britannique, les pécheries en eau douce des Provinces des Prairies 
et celles des Iles de la Madeleine dans la province de Québec. Les pécheries inté- 
rieures des Provinces Maritimes et d’Ontario et les pécheries, tant en eau douce 
qu’en eau salée, du Québec (sauf celles des Iles de la Madeleine) sont contrélées 
par ces provinces respectivement, mais le Gouvernement fédéral posséde seul le 
droit de légiférer sur toutes les mateéres concernant la péche dans tout le pays. Les 
dépenses encourues par les pécheries, et payées par le Dominion, au cours de l’ex- 
ercice clos le 31 mars 1980, s’élevaient a $2,433,738; les recettes de cette méme source 
se chiffraient a $197,565. 


Conservation.—Les pécheries fluviales et lacustres incontestablement, et les 
pécheries maritimes probablement, sz elles étaient abandonnées a elles-mémes, subi- 
raient la lot économique de Vappauvrissement. Pour combattre cetie tendance le 
gouvernement canadien dut légiférer, interdisant la péche en certaines saisons, la 
pollution des riviéres et obstruction de leur cours; il dut aussi spécifier les dimen- 
sions des matlles de filets, réglementer les agrés et les opérations de péche. En 
outre, il a été créé un systéme de pisciculture qui posséde aujourd’hui 30 frayeres, 
10 wvers auxiliaires et 5 bassins ad saumon, ayant couté $360,884 en 1929, et distri- 
buant 570,287 881 wufs, alevins et poissons par année, principalement le saumon 
de la Colombie Britannique, le doré et le poisson blanc. Ces alevins sont distribués 
gratuitement et placés dans les eaux qui leur conviennent le mieux. 


Recherches scientifiques.—Des stations ow l’on procéde a des recherches 
brologiques sur les problémes aussi nombreux que complexes que présentent les 
pécheries, et placées sous la direction de la Commission Biologique du Canada, sont 
établies ad Halifax, N.-E., St. Andrews, N.-B., et d Nanaimo et Prince Rupert, C.B. 
Les Universités de Toronto, McGill, Queen’s, du Manitoba, de la Colombie Britan- 
mique et les principales institutions des Provinces Maritimes détachent ad chacune de 
ces stations, soit des professeurs, soit des spécialistes et techniciens. Parmi les 
problémes pratiques que Von y a abordés citons entre autres: V histoire naturelle des 
poissons comesiibles, la bactériologie du poisson, soit frais, soit préparé, Vamélio- 
ration des méthodes de manipulation et de préparation du poisson, etc. Des mé- 
moires scientifiques et des rapports sont publiés chaque saison. 


Aide directe.—Dans le domaine d’aide directe, outre le paiement de primes 
aux pécheurs dont il est question dans un autre paragraphe, le gouvernement adopte 
différentes mesures de temps a autre. Depwis 1927 un service de transport du 
poisson a été fart sur plusieurs divisions de la cote de l Atlantique par le ministére 
des Pécheries. Ce service permet aux pécheurs des territoires desservis par les 
bateaux du Ministére de vendre leurs prises rapidement, parce qu’ils peuvent les 
délivrer aux acheteurs & des points centraux, d un cotit beaucoup moins élevé par 
quintal. Aznsi les régions qui peuvent bénéficier d’um marché immédiat pour le 
poisson frais se trouvent grandement étendues & une Epoque a laquelle le marché 
du poisson frais prendra une plus grande importance. Les pécheurs peuvent 
obienir une meilleure compensation pour leur travail beaucoup plus tot qu’il leur 
serait possible autrement et de plus ils peuvent consacrer a la péche tout le tamps 
qu’ils devaient autrefois employer au saurissage du poisson. Un autre pas destiné 
a rendre de grands services aux pécheurs est Vétablissement d’un systéme de radio 
pour émetire des rapports sur les probabilités de température, les approvisionne- 
ments de bortte et de glace le long des cétes et les prix du marché aux poissons. 
Pendant la saison, ces rapports sont irradiés deux fois par jour d’Halifax a Louis- 
bourg, et les rapports de température sont également irradiés de St. John. Comme 
la plupart des vaisseaux de péche ont maintenant des appareils récepteurs, ce service 
est d’une grande valeur. Les informations télégraphiques sur les approvisionne- 
ments de bowtie a la céte sont aussi irradiées par le département des Pécheries et 
affichées dans nombre de ports dans les mois de printemps et d’été. Des bulletins 
statistiques traitant de la péche maritime sont préparés par le ministére des Péche- 
rues et publiés mensuellement et trimestriellement et sont distribués par tout le 
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Canada pour le plus grand avantage des pécheurs et de Vindustrie poissonniere. 
On publie aussi des rapports mensuels sur les conditions du marché dans les princi- 
paux pays auxquels Von exporte le poisson canadien. Depwis plusieurs années 
des primes ont été payées pour la destruction des phoques dans les ports de certaines 
régions. Afin d’améliorer la qualité du hareng salé, séché ow fumé, canadien, le 
gouvernement a employé un expert pour démontrer les méthodes écossaises de sau- 
rissage du poisson. En vertu de la Loi d’inspection du poisson, un systéme d’ins- 
truction sur les méthodes améliorées de préparer le poisson et de fabriquer les barils 
est en opération depuis plusieurs années de méme que Vinspection du poisson 
préparé. Une flotte de petites canonniéres circule dans les eaux cétiéres, ausst 
bien que dans les eaux intérieures pour assurer application des réglements de la 
péche et prévenir le braconnage. Depuis plusieurs années on fait aussi dans les 
stations scientifiques du gouvernement des recherches et des expérimentations sur 
la péche et les productions poissonniéres. Cette partie des activités du gouverne- 
ment fait Vobjet d’un autre paragraphe de cette revue, sows Pen-téte «Recherches 
Scientifiques». 


Problémes internationaux.—Une région de péche aussi riche que celle 
du nord de Atlantique ne pouvait manquer d’attirer les pécheurs d’autres pays et 
d’anciennes coutumes se transformérent en droits acquis, dont quelques-uns durent 
encore, notamment le séchage de leurs prises par les néecheurs frangais sur les 
rivages de Terre-Neuve. Autrement grave est la question des droits des Ktats-Unis 
dont les pécheurs, durant la période coloniale, approvisionnatent de poisson la 
Nouvelle-Angleterre et & qui le traité de Versailles de 1783 reconnut le drowt de 
pécher dans les eaux cétiéres du Canada. La guerre de 1812 leur fit perdre cette 
prérogative, si bien qu’aprés 1818, les Htats-Unis navaient d’ autres droits que ceux 
de faire escale dans les ports canadiens pour s’y abriter ou s’y approvistonner de 
bois ou d’eau, ou y réparer leurs embarcations; de pécher autour des tles de la Made- 
leine et sur le rive du golfe Saint-Laurent, a Vest de Pointe-Jolve; enfin de facre 
sécher et de préparer leur poisson dans les havres, bares et anses non habités de cette 
partie dela rive nord. L’interprétation des clauses du traité de 1818 souleva maintes 
querelles apaisées par le traité de réciprocité (1854-1866). Par ce derner traité, 
le poisson canadien et ses sous-produits entraient en franchise aux Htats-Unis et 
vice versa; de plus, les pécheurs des Htats-Unis obtenarent le droit de péche dans 
les eaux territoriales canadiennes de lV Atlantique, les pécheurs canadiens étant 
autorisés & pécher dans certaines eaux territoriales des Htats-Unis, sur le méme 
littoral, d Vexclusion dans les deux cas des cours d’eau et de leurs estuaires. Les 
crustacés, mollusques et coquillages étavent exceptés. Le traité de Washington de 
1871 confirma le traité de réciprocité de 1854 en ce gui concerne les pécheries et 
pourvut a la nomination d’une commission darbitrage devant déterminer le chiffre 
de Vindemnité & payer par les Etats-Unis d la Grande-Bretagne, en raison des 
concessions par elle consenties. Cette commission siégea & Halifax en 1877 et y 
rendit une sentence arbitrale fixant cette indemnité a $5,500,000, dont $1,000,000 
étaient attribués & Terre-Neuve. Cependant, en 18865, les Etats-Unis dénoncérent 
les clauses de ce traité se rapportant a la péche et cette action fut survie d’une période 
de désagréments entre les deux pays. Une convention signée en 1888 porte le 
nom de «Traité non ratifié de 1888». Les plénipotentiaires qui Vont négocré 
étaient tombés d’accord sur les points suivants: les bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis 
recevraient annuellement et gratuitement des licences les autorvsant a pénétrer dans 
les ports canadiens, a y acheter des provisions et des agrés, transborder leurs prises 
et d embarquer des équipages. C'est ce traité qui donna naissance aux «licences 
de modus vivendi». Les négociateurs du traité ayant reconnu quil ne pouvart étre 
ratifié par les deux gouverments avant ouverture de la saison de la péche, déci- 
dérent, comme mesure transitorre et ne devant pas durer plus de deux ans, que les 
bateaux de péche des Etats-Unis, sur parement d’un droit de $1.50 par tonneau, 
pourraient exiger Vémission d’une licence leur accordant le bénéfice des dispositions 
ci-dessus énumérées. Le Sénat des Etats-Unis rejeta ce traité; néanmoins, le 
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gouvernement canadien continua a émettre des «licences du modus vivendi» jusqu’en 
1918, date a laquelle des arrangements furent faits assurant des priviléges récipro- 
ques aux pécheurs des deux pays dans les ports de leur voisin, mais les effets de 
cette entente—qui était une mesure spéciale de guerre du gouvernement des Etats- 
Unis—cessérent le premier juillet 1921. L’année suivante, on dut recourir de 
nouveau aux «licences du modus vivendi», mais a la fin de Vannée 1928 elles dispa- 
rurent. Depuis lors on est revenu aux dispositions du traité de 1818. 


Dans les Grands Lacs également les problémes les plus importants, tels que 
le repeuplement et la disposition du poisson, ont nécessairemént un caracctére inter- 
national et se compliquent du nombre d’ Etats intéressés. Une situation analogue 
s'est créée en Colombie Britannique, ow les industriels du Puget Sound capturent 
le saumon dos bleu du fleuve Fraser en quantités beaucoup plus considérables que 
les pécheurs du Canada et ce, au moyen de piéges et autres méthodes interdites dans 
les eaux canadiennes. En 1906, une commission internationale fit le premier pas 
vers une entente sur cette question vitale; en 1922 une commission parlementaire 
recommandait la prohibition de la péche de ce sawmon dans les eaux du Fraser, 
pendant cing ans, comme mesure de conservation. 


La péche au flétan de notre cété du Pacifique ne peut se faire que par les ports 
du Canada ou des Htats-Unis, mais comme elle se pratique principalement en 
dehors des eaux territoriales, aucun des deux pays ne pouvait la controler seul. 
En méme temps, il est de Vintérét des deux pays de la maintenir florissante et per- 
manente. C'est pourquoi Vétude des moyens a adopter pour la protection de ce 
poisson a été confiée a la conférence Canado-américaine des pécheries nommée en 
1918 par les deux pays pour étudier toutes les questions importantes relatives a la 
péche entre les deux pays. En 1922, le Canada a proposé que la question du flétan 
fut étudiée séparément. La suggestion ayant été bien accueillie, il en est résulté 
le traité du 2 mars 1923 «pour la protection de flétan du Pacifique». En vertu de 
ce traité, la péche du flétan est interdite depuis le 16 novembre de chaque année 
jusqwau 15 février inclusivement de Vannée suivante. Une autre convention, 
signée ad Ottawa, le 9 mai 1930, par les représentants des deux pays, prolonge la 
saison défendue pour la péche au flétan, de fagon & comprendre, chaque année, la 
période s’étendant du ler novembre aw 15 février, inclusivement; cette convention 
devant tenir lieu du traité du 2 mars 1923 et rester en vigueur pour une période de 
cing ans et, cette période expirée, jusqu’a deux ans apres la date d’avis, donné par 
lun a& Vautre des deux pays, quant ad son désir d’annuler ledit traité. 


Primes.—Une conséquence indirecte mais fort importante du traité de 
Washington subsite encore aujourd’hui. Une loi de 1882 (45 Vict., c. 18) pour 
le développement des pécheries maritimes et Vencouraggement & la construction des 
navires de péche, a consacré une somme annuelle de $150,000 représentant Vintérét 
sur le montant de la sentence arbitrale d’Halifax, d& la distribution de primes aux 
propriétaires de bateaux de péche et a leurs équipages. Une autre loi, votée en 
1891 (54-55 Vict., c. 42) éleva ces primes ad $160,000, les détails de leur distri- 
bution étant réglés chaque année par arrété iministériel. 


Industrie moderne.—L’industrie poissonniére du Canada telle qu'elle existe 
actuellement est le fruit des efforts accomplis depuis un siécle. En 1844, la valeur 
des prises n’était estimée qu’d $125,000; elle doubla dans la décade suivante, et 
dés 1860, dépassait $1,000,000. Dix ans plus tard, elle atteignit $6,000,000, 
chiffre plus que doublé en 1878. Dans la derniére décade du siécle elle dépassait 
$20,000,000, touchait a trente-quatre millions en 1911 et atteignait presque cinquante- 
quatre millions en 1929. Mais son apogée fut atteinte en 1918, année qui dépassa 
sovxante millions. Ces chiffres représentent la valeur totale de tout le poisson vendu 
soit frais, soit séché, soit en conserve ou autrement préparé. Pendant ce temps le 
personnel de cette industrie a atteint 80,000 personnes et le capital quelle absorbait, 
$50,000,000 en certaines années. On estime a plus de 22 livres la consommation 
per capita annuelle de poisson au Canada. 
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Entre tous les poissons, la morue et le saumon se disputérent longtemps la 
primauté; si Von remontait jusqw aux origines, la morue tiendrait la téte, mars sr 
l’on ne considére que les trente derniéres années, on constate que le saumon a défi- 
nitivement conquis la premiére place et méme le volume de homard et son prix 
élevé ont plus d’une fois relégué la morue au troisiéme rang. Ceci eut pour effet 
de modifier le rang des provinces entre elles, la Colombie Britannique tenant main- 
tenant la premiére place qui appartenait auparavant a la N ouvelle-Ecosse. Le 
flétan prend la quatriéme place parmi nos poissons de commerce. 


Commerce.—On a déja vu que la consommation domestique de poisson est 
relativement minime au Canada et que cette industrie dépend largement des marchés 
de Vétranger. On peut évaluer approximativement a 60 ou 70 pour cent des prises 
annuelles la portion exportée, dont les Etats-Unis absorbent approximativement un 
tiers et la Grande-Bretagne un sixiéme. Pendant Vannée civile 1929, les expor- 
tations totales se sont élevées & $37,546,393, dont $16,800,864, pour les Etats- 
Unis et $3,750,976 pour la Grande-Bretagne. Le plus important des poissons 
exportés est le sawmon en boite (expédié en Grande Bretagne et aux autres marchés 
européens), suivi de prés par la morue séche (expédiée aux Antilles, en Amérique 
du Sud, etc.). Pour le poisson frais, spécialement le poisson blanc et le homard, 
les Etats-Unis constituent le principal débouché. En définitive, les exportations 
de poissons du Canada ne le cédent qu’d celles de la Grande-Bretagne et de la Nor- 
vege, mais si l’on y joint les exportations de Terre-Newve, elles excédent une et 
Vautre. En 1929, le Canada a importé pour $4,233,906 de porsson. 
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La valeur totale de la production des pécheries canadiennes en 1929 est de 
$53,518,521, comparativement 4 $55,050,973 en 1928 et $49,123,609 en 1927. 
Ces chiffres représentent la valeur de la péche telle que vendue, soit fraiche, soit 
préparée par les pécheurs ou dans les usines. Le tableau qui suit donne la quan- 
tité prise et la valeur des ventes de chacun des principaux poissons (dont les 
ventes ont donné $100,000 et plus) au cours des cing derniéres années, avec, dans 
la derniére colonne, une indication de l’augmentation ou de la diminution en 
1929 comparativement 4 1928.

Opérations des pécheries en 1929 


Au cours de l’année civile 1929, il y eut une prise de poisson plus considérable, 
tant dans les eaux intérieures que sur la céte de l’Atlantique; cependant, sur 
les cétes du Pacifique, il y eut une diminution de 80 millions de livres sur les 
chiffres de l’année précédente, telle diminution s’appliquant surtout & la péche 
du saumon. Dans |’ensemble, les pécheries du Dominion ont donné une pro- 
duction, pour l’année, dont la valeur totale représente une diminution de 
$1,500,000 sur les opérations de 1928, soit $53,518,521 comparativement A 
$55,050,973. 
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Toutefois, si l’on compare ces chiffres avec ceux de 1927, nous avons une 
augmentation, pour 1929, de prés de $4,395,000; il convient aussi de noter que 
le total pour l’année a été de $2,916,000 de plus que la valeur annuelle moyenne 
pour les cing années précédentes, 1924-1928. Bien que la prise totale pour 
Vannée en revue accuse une diminution de 63,000,000 de livres comparée 4 
celle de 1928, le prix moyen par quintal regu par les pécheurs pour leur poisson 
fut un peu plus élevé en 1929 que l’année précédente, si l’on compare les péche- 
ries dans leur ensemble, et les chiffres quant 4 la valeur de la prise totale accusent 
une diminution de $48,960 seulement, soit $33,699,543 comparés 4 $33,748,503. 


La valeur marchande de la production des pécheries en eau salée se chiffre 
& $44,928,742, comparativement A $46,669,222 en 1928, mais la production des 
péchories intérieures, avec un total de $8,589,779, accuse une augmentation, 
cette année, de $208,028. Au point de la valeur de vente des prises pour, l’année, 
il y eut gain au Nouveau-Brunswick, au Manitoba, 4 lle du Prince-Edouard, 
en Saskatchewan et en Alberta; par contre, il y eut diminution en Colombie 
Britannique, Nouvelle-Ecosse, Ontario, Québec et le Territoire du Yukon. 


Bien qu’il y ait eu baisse dans ses prises de l’année, la Colombie Britannique 
est encore la premiére de toutes les provinces au point de vue de la valeur mar- 
chande de la production. Elle contribue 45 pour cent de la valeur de production 
pour tout le Canada pendant l’année; les Provinces Maritimes, 35 pour cent; 
les Provinces des Prairies et le Yukon réunis, 8 pour cent; Ontario, 7 pour cent, 
et Québec 5 pour cent. 


Sur la céte de l’Atlantique, la prise totale pour l’année a été de 536,193,900 
livres, comparée & 521,571,400 livres en 1928. Parmi les quatres provinces des 
cdtes de Atlantique, Québec accuse une diminution dans ses prises habituelles. 
Les pécheries en eaux intérieures donnent une prise de 87,772,600 livres, soit 
deux millions de livres de plus qu’en 1928. D’autre part, la prise globale sur les 
cétes du Pacifique n’a donné que 526,127,400 livres contre 606,610,000 livres 
Vannée précédente. 


Capitaux engagés.—Les chiffres du capital employé dans Vindustrie de la 
péche en 1929 semblent appuyer la déclaration faite dans le rapport de l’année 
derniére 4 l’effet que «bien que la somme de capitaux engagés dans Vindustrie 
ait augmenté en 1928, tout indique que cette somme atteindra encore de plus 
grandes proportions l’an prochain». Au cours de année le capital total placé 
dans cette industrie a augmenté de plus de quatre millions, ayant atteint la 
somme de $62,336,057. Une forte partie de cette augmentation représente 
le capital placé dans les vaisseaux, bateaux et engins de péche employés dans 
les opérations primaires de la prise du poisson, la somme totale ainsi placée ayant 
atteint $33,842,002. Les fonds placés dans les conserveries du poisson et 
salaisons ont augmenté de $1,552,772, bien qu’il y ait eu quelque diminution 
dans le nombre de homarderies, de conserveries pour saumons, et installations 
de huileries. 

On est frappé en ces derniéres années de Vaugmentation de capitaux versés 
dans V’industrie de la péche. En 1910 le chiffre de capital engagé dépassait a 
peine les 19 millions de dollars; en 1914, il atteignait presque les 25 millions. 
Pendant la guerre, sans doute, un fort capital y était engagé temporairement 
et contribuait ainsi 4 grossir le total d’une fagon extraordinaire, puis, au cours 
deg années suivant immédiatement la guerre, on a dt retirer une partie de ces 
fonds. En 1922, les conditions devenaient normales et le capital engagé alors 
se chiffrait, en chiffres ronds, 4 $47,765,000. En 1924, ce capital baissa consi- 
dérablement mais reprit son ascendance |’année suivante. Aujourd’hui, cette 
progression se maintient et tout indique que l’année 1930 favorisera encore 
cette augmentation de capitaux engagés, comme le montre le fait qu’a certains 
endroits le long de |’Atlantique, la construction de bateaux de péche, si active 
au cours de l’hiver de 1928-1929, se poursuit sur une plus grande échelle encore 
au cours du présent hiver. 
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Nombre d’employés.—Au cours de l’année il y eut une augmentation de 
2,154 dans le nombre de personnes directement employées dans l’industrie de 
la péche; de fait, en 1928, cette industrie comptait 78,219 employés contre 
80,373 cette année. Si l’on considére que cing personnes dépendent de chacun 
des employés de cette industrie, nous voyons que les pécheries font vivre ou 
maintiennent une population égale a celle du Nouveau-Brunswick. Du chiffre 
total d’employés dans les pécheries l’an dernier, 64,083 étaient engagés dans les 
opérations primaires, comparativement & 62,785 en 1928, et 16,290 étaient 
employés dans les conserveries et salaisons, soit une augmentation de 800 sur 
les chiffres de l’année précédente. 


Commerce d’exportation.—Le commerce d’exportation du poisson et de ses 
produits en 1929 ne fut pas aussi étendu qu’en 1928, soit $37,546,393 comparé 
& $38,096,245; cependant il excéda de $33,312,487 celui de l’importation. La 
valeur des importations de poisson en 1929 dépassait de $265,000 celle de 1928. 
Le poisson et ses produits trouvent encore un marché favorable dans presque 
toutes les parties du monde, mais le gros du commerce, celui du poisson frais 
ou gelé, se fait aux Etats-Unis. 


Grandes pécheries.—Bien que la péche du saumon en Colombie Britannique, 
la premiére province pour la production du saumon, ait été moins bonne en 1929 
qu’en 1928, c’est encore ce genre de péche qui, au point de vue des recettes moné- 
taires, ait tenu le premier rang pendant l’année. Cette péche a rapporté la 
somme de $15,008,825, ce qui représente une diminution de $3,000,000 sur les 
chiffres de l’année précédente, mais une valeur 4 peu prés semblable 4 celle de 
1927. Au point de vue de la valeur marchande de la production, la position 
relative du homard et de la morue au tableau de 1929 est renversée par rapport 
a celle de 1928; c’est-a-dire qu’au commencement de l’année, le saumon occupait 
le premier rang, la morue ensuite, puis le homard. En 1929, cependant, la 
production du homard occupe le deuxiéme rang avec une valeur de $5,696,542, 
soit une augmentation de $512,000; celle de la morue vient en troisiéme lieu 
avec une valeur de $5,394,636, comparativement 4 $6,285,777 en 1928. Le 
fiétan donne une valeur marchande de $4,832,296, soit une augmentation 
encourageante d’un peu plus d’un million de dollars. La péche du hareng 
représentait une valeur de production de $3,186,669, soit Une augmentation de 
$80,000. La prise du célerin (pilchard), péche qui ne se fait qu’en Colombie 
Britannique et qui gagne en importance & cause de I|’utilisation de ce poisson 
pour l’huile et la farine de poisson, a donné une plus grande production qu’en 
1928 mais, dans bien des cas, le contenu en huile n’a pas été aussi fort que l’année 
précédente et la valeur monétaire de cette production se chiffrant 4 $2,199,834, 
accusait ainsi une baisse de $360,000. Parmi les poissons des eaux intérieures, 
le poisson blane (ou lavaret), le plus important des eaux intérieures, a donné 
une valeur de $2,453,708, soit une augmentation d’environ $260,000. Comme 
en 1928, la production globale de l’églefin, du doré, de la sardine, de l’éperlan 
of Ne la truite, respectivement, a donné un rendement évalué 4 un million de 

ollars. 


NOUVELLE-ECOSSE 


Les pécheries de la Nouvelle-Hcosse, en trés grande partie du moins, ont eu 
plus de succés en 1929 qu’en 1928; il en fut autrement de la péche a4 la morue 
et c’est 4 cause de cette situation si l'industrie de la péche en général dans la 
province a, cette année, donné un rendement moins fort que l’année derniére. 
Cependant, la production pour l’année a donné $11,427,491, soit $254,504 de 
moins qu’en 1928 mais aussi $600,000 de plus qu’en 1927. Il y eut des gains 
dans la prise de |’églefin, du gade, de la merluche, du flétan, du hareng, du 
maquereau, du saumon, du homard, du gasparot et des coquillages; il y eut, 
par contre, diminution dans la production des pécheries de la morue, de l’espa- 
don, des pétoncles et de la sole. Au point de la valeur de vente, il y eut une 
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baisse de 18,000,000 de livres de morue, soit une diminution de $900,000. Le bas 
prix du poisson sec et le déclin dans les prises ont affecté la production de la 
morue d’une fagon défavorable. La prise totale de poisson faite par les pécheurs 
de Lunenburg, dont les opérations se limitent au commerce du poisson séché, 
a diminué de 9,000,000 de livres, c’est-a-dire, 62,610,000 livres en 1929 compa- 
rativement 4 71,722,500 livres en 1928. | 


NouvEAvu-BRUNSWICK 


L’année 1928 a donné une augmentation de $600,000 dans la valeur mar- 
chande de la production des pécheries au Nouveau-Brunswick sur le chiffre de 
Vannée précédente; mais le succés de 1929 a été encore plus grand, la valeur totale 
- ayant dépassé de $933,994 le total de Pannée précédente, soit $5,935,635 contre 
$5,001,641. La production des pécheries en haute ‘mer a donné $5,904,183, 
soit un gain de $930,000, et les pécheries en eau douce ont rapporté la somme 
de $31,452, soit un gain de plus de $3,000. La péche de la sardine a maintenu 
son premier rang au point de vue de la valeur monétaire du produit, bien qu’il 
y ait eu diminution dans la prise; celle du homard s’est rangée en second lieu. 
Les augmentations de production de ces deux pécheries, ainsi que celles du 
hareng, de la merluche, sont responsables, en grande partie du moins, de la 
hausse constatée dans la valeur monétaire totale de la production pour la pro- 
vince. La mise en bofte de la sardine avec un total de 329,204 caisses, accuse 
une augmentation de 70,000 caisses sur les chiffres de 1928; au point de vue 
de la valeur de vente, il y eut un gain de $286,000. La prise du homard a aug- 
menté de prés de 2,390,000 livres, donnant, cette année, un total de 8,186,200 
livres, et une valeur marchande de $1,361,796 ou un gain d’environ $325,000 
‘sur celle de ’année précédente. Il y eut une grosse augmentation dans la prise 
du hareng et de la merluche, tant au point de vue de la prise que de la valeur 
marchande, donnant un gain de $151,983 ou 100 pour cent. Plusieurs autres 
pécheries ont enregistré des gains, par exemple, |’églefin, le gasparot et le saumon; 
cependant |’éperlan, la morue, le gade, le maquereau et l’alose n’ont pas donné 
d’aussi bons rendements qu’en 1928. La prise de la morue accuse, par exemple, 
une diminution de quelque trois millions de livres; la péche de l’éperlan accuse 
éaglement une baisse de plus de 900,000 livres. 


fue pu Prirnce-EpovARD 


Le principal facteur de l’augmentation dans la production des pécheries de 
VIle du Prince-Edouard a été la péche du homard dont le gain s’est élevé de 
$1,195,577 en 1928 a $1,297,125 au cours de l’année écoulée. La prise du homard 
qui représentait un total de 7,359,000 livres donnait une augmentation de 
798,000 livres sur la production de 1928 et, quant a la valeur marchande, 
soit une augmentation de $813,206, le gain de 1929 s’élevant 4 $61,000. La 
‘merluche et la lotte de mer ont donné une production dont le gain s’éléve 
pour l’année, A 1,400,000 livres, soit une hausse de $20,379 dans la valeur mar- 
chande; la production de la morue accuse un gain de 1,300,000 livres, soit une 
augmentation de valeur marchande s’élevant 4 $21,000 sur les chiffres de année 
précédente. La prise et la valeur marchande des huitres accusent une aug- 
mentation, tandis qu’il y eut augmentation dans la valeur marchande du 
maquereau et une diminution dans la prise. La péche de l’éperlan a été moins 
prospére qu’en 1928. 


QUEBEC 


C’est dans les pécheries en eaux douces qu’il faut chercher la cause de la 
diminution dela production du poisson dans le Québec. La valeur de la pro- 
duction de la péche maritime, soit $2,369,251, représente une augmentation de 
$119,673 sur les chiffres de 1928; dans le cas de la péche en eau douce, la valeur 
de la production s’élevait & $564,088 comparativement & $742,357 lVannée 
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précédente. Ainsi, considérant les pécheries dans leur ensemble, leur valeur 
marchande pour 1929 a diminué de $58,596. La péche en eau salée, surtout la 
morue, le hareng, |’éperlan et le saumon, c’est-d-dire les plus importants, a 
donné des gains quant 4 la valeur de vente; mais les pécheries du maquereau 
et du homard a donné des rendements plus faibles qu’en 1928. Il importe de 
noter, en particulier, l’augmentation dans les ventes du saumon, le total étant 
de $137,144 contre $88,352 pour l’année précédente. Québec augmente son 
commerce de saumon frais. Dans les pécheries intérieures, la prise du doré 
n’a pas atteint la moitié de celle de 1928; il en fut de méme pour l’anguille, ce 
qui explique en grande partie la baisse dans la valeur de la production des péche- 
ries en eaux intérieures au cours de l’année en revue. 


MANITOBA 


Au cours de l’année les pécheries du Manitoba ont continué 4 progresser. 
Il y eut augmentation dans la prise et le chiffre de la valeur marchande a dépassé 
de $504,891 celui de 1928, atteignant un total de $2,745,205. La prise du 
poisson blane a rapporté la somme de $617,000, soit un gain considerable. La 
péche du tullipi a diminué, mais accuse tout de méme un gain de $105,000 sur 
les chiffres de l’année précédente, donnant un total de $585,850. La prise et 
la valeur marchande de la truite ont plus que doublé. Dans le cas du doré et 
de l’ceil d’or, la prise a été plus petite qu’en 1928, mais en somme la production 
accuse un gain au point de vue de la vente. 


SASKATCHEWAN 


La prise totale en Saskatchewan accuse une diminution de 77,000 livres; 
cependant, les recettes de la vente du poisson ont augmenté de $9,238. Le 
brochet, le doré, le mulet et l’ceil d’or n’ont pas donné une production aussi 
forte que l’année précédente, mais, par contre, la péche de la truite, du tullipi 
et du poisson blanc a été plus fructueuse. Somme toute, la prise du poisson 
blanc s’est élevée & 4,£93,000 livres soit une augmentation d’environ 27,000 
livres; la valeur de la production s’est élevée 4 $461,348, soit une augmentation 
de plus de $22,000 sur celle de 1928. 


ALBERTA 


La prise de la truite en Alberta accuse, une fois de plus, une augmentation 
considérable sur les chiffres de 1928; cette augmentation a été le facteur principal 
du gain dans la valeur globale de la production des eaux provinciales. La péche 
de la truite a rapporté prés de 2,350,000 livres, comparativement 4 1,937,100 
livres en 1928; la valeur marchande s’élevait 4 $235,391, soit un gain d’environ 
$13,000. La prise de poisson blane a quelque peu augmenté mais les recettes 
provenant de cette source ont diminué. La prise du brochet et du tullipi a 
été plus substantielle qu’en 1928; cependant, celle du doré et de la perche a été 
moins bonne. 


CoLOMBIE BRITANNIQUE 


Kn 1929, vu la rareté relative du saumon rose et du saumon bécard, ainsi 
que la température défavorable dans certaines parties de la province, la péche 
du saumon n’a pas été aussi bonne que I’année précédente, la valeur de la pro- 
duction ayant diminué de plus de 3 millions. En 1928, la prise totale de saumon 
s’élevait & 225,745,500 livres, ayant une valeur de rendement de $17,345,670; 
en 1929, cette production ne s’élevait qu’aA 151,403,800 livres portant une valeur 
marchande de $14,265,795. Il importe de se rappeler, toutefois, que l’année 
1928 est lune des trois meilleures années, au point de vue de la production, de 
histoire de l’industrie du saumon dans la Colombie Britannique. La valeur 
de la production en 1929, toute en étant moins élevée que celle de 1928, dépas- 
sait un peu le niveau atteint en 1927. La production et les recettes de la péche 
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du hareng ont aussi beaucoup diminué en 1929 et, bien que la prise du célerin 
(pilchard) ait dépassé celle de 1928, ses recettes indiquérent une diminution. 
D’autre part, les pécheries du flétan se sont améliorées; le gain sous le rapport 
de la prise fut restreint, mais le chiffre des recettes provenant de cette péche 
s’élevait 4 $4,317,235, comparativement 4 $3,370,670 en 1928. 


TERRITOIRE DU YUKON 


La valeur de la production de péche dans le Territoire du Yukon en 1929 
n’atteignit pas la moitié de celle de 1928, soit $24,805 comparativement 4 $51,665; 
il faut admettre, cependant, que l’année 1928 était une année exceptionnelle en 
matiére de pécheries pour ce territoire et l’on ne s’attendait pas 4 ce que cette 
production énorme se répétat cette année, ou pendant des années 4 venir. De 
plus, il faut noter que le chiffre des recettes pour 1929, tout en étant infiniment 
plus bas que celui de l’année précédente, était le double de celui de 1927. 


PECHERIES DES COTES DE L’ ATLANTIQUE 


Dans les quatre provinces des cétes atlantiques—Nouvelle-Ecosse, Nou- 
veau-Brunswick, Ile du Prince-Edouard et Québec—la production de poisson 
de mer pour l’année s’est élevée & 536,193,900 livres dont la valeur au marché 
représente la somme de $20,998,050, soit un gain de 14,200,000 livres dans la 
prise et un autre de $890,000 au point de vue des recettes. Partout la péche a 
été meilleure en 1929, sauf dans le Québec. 


Morue, églefin, merluche, lotte et gade.—Si l’on considére les cétes dans leur 
ensemble, la péche de l’églefin, de la merluche et de la lotte a été plus fructueuse 
en 1929 que pendant l’année précédente; cependant, on a pris moins de morue 
et moins de gade. La péche de ces 'poissons, en 1929, a donné un résultat net 
de 291,763,200 livres, comparativement 4 294,942,000 livres en 1928; la valeur 
des recettes a diminué de $8,493,938 en 1928 & $7,945,532 en 1929. 

En général, la péche de la morue n’a pas été aussi bonne; la prise n’ayant 
rapporté, cette année, que 197,883,200 livres contre 214,982,200 livres en 1928 
et les recettes s’élevant 4 $5,391,627 comparativement 4 $6,284,284 l’année 
précédente. C’est en Nouvelle-Ecosse que la production a rapporté le plus, 
soit 129,784,100 livres en 1929 et 147,017,200 livres en 1928. 

Il y eut gain dans la péche de léglefin en Nouvelle-Ecosse ainsi qu’a |’Ile 
du Prince-Edouard; dans le Québec et le Nouveau-Brunswick, la production 
a diminué. La prise totale a donné 54,540,900 livres, dont 51,614,900 livres 
pour la Nouvelle-Ecosse seulement. L’augmentation pour l’Ile du Prince- 
Edouard a été remarquable, bien que la prise totale pour cette province n’a été 
que de 175,900 livres. Au Nouveau-Brunswick la prise de 2,750,100 livres 
accuse une faible diminution sur les chiffres de l’année précédente. Les pécheurs 
du Québec n’ont pas pris d’églefin en 1929, bien que leur prise s’élevAt & plus de 
600,000 livres en 1928. Au point de vue de la valeur de la production, il y eut 
une augmentation d’environ $317,000 donnant un total de recettes, pour 1929, 
de $1,951,642. 

La péche de la merluche et de la lotte, dans les trois provinces maritimes, 
outre le Québec, avait rapporté 380,000 livres en, 1928; l’an dernier cette péche 
a été nulle. La prise totale pour la Nouvelle-Ecosse, le Nouveau-Brunswick 
et l’Ile du Prince-Edouard, a été de 33,912,200 livres, soit un gain de 8,600,000 
livres et plus, tandis que les recettes se sont élevées & $517,296, représentant 
une augmentation de prés de $150,000. 

Le gade n’est pas péché sur les cétes de la Nouvelle-Ecosse et du Nouveau- 
Brunswick, et bien que les pécheurs de la Nouvelle-Ecosse aient mieux réussl 
dans ce genre de péche en 1929 que lV’année précédente, il en fut tout autrement 
chez les pécheurs de l’autre province. En 1928, au Nouveau-Brunswick, la 
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prise du gade a rapporté 3,411,000 livres ayant une valeur marchande de $55,297; 
en 1929, cependant, la prise diminua considérablement et ne donna que 846,000 
livres, soit une valeur de $15,998. La prise de la Nouvelle-Keosse, évaluée 
au marché & $68,969, a donné 4,571,300 livres, soit une augmentation de plus de 
1,500,000 livres. | 


Hareng, maquereau et sardine——En 1928, la prise globale ‘de hareng, de 
maquereau et de sardine accusait une augmentation de plus de cinq millions _ 
de livres sur les chiffres de 1927: en 1929, cette augmentation seule s’est élevée 
4 10 millions de livres, donnant un total de 159,872,100 livres. Les recettes 
pour l’année se sont élevées & $3,538,095, soit un gain de $650,000. Tant au 
point de vue de la prise que des recettes, la péche du hareng et du maquereau 
accuse une augmentation cette année, et bien que la prise de la sardine qui 
s’élevait 4 49,838,800 livres—presque tout au crédit de l’industrie au Nouveau- 
Brunswick—ait diminué de 7,359,000 livres comparativement a celle de 1928, 
les recettes se chiffraient, néanmoins, 4 $1,626,764 contre $1,291,722 l’année 
précédente. La mise en boite de la sardine, évaluée & $1,319,584, représentait 
un total de 329,204 caisses, soit une augmentation de 71,323. 

La péche du maquereau n’a pas été aussi bonne au Nouveau-Brunswick, 
dans le Québec et dans l’Ile du Prince-Edouard qu’en 1928; en Nouvelle-Kcosse, 
cependant, le rendement a été beaucoup plus élevé que l’année précédente et 
ce gain considérable a fait plus que compenser pour les diminutions ailleurs. 
La prise totale du maquereau a été de 15,275,600 livres, soit un gain d’environ 
2,800,000 livres sur celle de Pannée précédente. 

Sauf dans le cas du Québec, la prise du hareng a été plus forte, surtout en 
Nouvelle-Ecosse et au Nouveau-Brunswick, avec un faible gain dans l’Ile du — 
Prince-Edouard, qu’elle ne l’a é6t6 en 1928. Pour les quatre provinces, la prise 
totale a été de 94,757,700 livres avec $1,375,310 de recettes, comparativement 
& 80,094,300 livres et une valeur de $1,060,840 en 1928. 


Plie, flétan, espadon.—La péche de la plie qui n’occupe que les pécheurs 
de la Nouvelle-Ecosse et du Nouveau-Brunswick, a donné une prise totale de 
462,600 livres pour l’année, soit un gain de 115,000 livres; les recettes se sont 
élevées & $19,243 contre $14,304 en 1928. L’augmentation dans la production 
s’est manifestée surtout en Nouvelle-Ecosse. Le fiétan se péche aussi surtout 
dans les eaux de la Notvelle-Ecosse ot la prise s’est élevée, pour l’année a 
3,097,100 livres, soit une augmentation d’un demi-million de livres. Sur les 
cdtes du Québec la prise a été de 126,900 livres, soit une diminution de 53,600 ~ 
livres. Les pécheurs du Nouveau-Brunswick ont triplé leur prise de flétan, 
bien que leur production totale n’ait pas atteint les 20,000 livres. Le flétan 
ne se péche pas dans les eaux de l’Ile du Prince-Edouard, la péche de lespadon 
qui ne se fait que dans les eaux de la Nouvelle-Hcosse, n’a pas été aussi bonne ~ 
qu’en 1928. La prise a rapporté 633,600 livres, soit une diminution de 175,000 | 
livres; les recettes étant de $98,241 comparées 4 $132,345 en 1928. 


Poisson frayant dans les riviéres.—La prise du gasparot a beaucoup aug- 

menté au cours de 1929; il en fut ainsi de la péche du saumon, mais celle de 
V’éperlan en a considérablement perdu. Dans les deux premiers cas, il y eut 
gain dans les recettes; dans le dernier la diminution a été fort prononcée. 
_ C'est dans les eaux du Nouveau-Brunswick et dans celles de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse que l’on péche le gasparot; en 1929, la prise au Nouveau-Brunswick a — 
augmenté, tandis que celle de la Nouvelle-Ecosse a doublé. La production de — 
l’éperlan a diminué au Nouveau-Brunswick, le plus grand centre pour l’éperlan; — 
il y eut aussi diminution dans celle de l’Ile du Prince-Edouard. En Nouvelle- 
HKeosse, il-y eut augmentation et la prise dans Québec a rapporté 693,400 livres, 
ce qui était plus du double de la production de 1928. Pour toutes les provinces 
la prise du saumon accuse un gain, sauf dans |’Ile du Prince-Hdouard ot la prise 
n’est jamais considérable. Dans les eaux du Nouveau-Brunswick, la prise a 
rapporté 1,765,000 livres, comparativement 4 1,220,900 livres en 1928; dans 
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celles du Québec, la prise a donné 1,005,400 livres comparée a celle de 1928 qui 
se chiffrait & 739,200 livres. En Nouvelle-Keosse il fut pris 755,600 livres de 
saumon en 1929, comparativement & 705,900 en 1928. 


Homard.—La prise totale de homards pour les quatre provinces du littoral 
de Atlantique s’est chiffrée 4 37,282,000 livres, soit une augmentation de plus 
de cing millions de livres sur les opérations de Vannée précédente. La valeur 
marchande de cette production s’élevait A $5,696,542, soit $642,000 de plus 
que l’année précédente, ce qui placait Vindustrie du homard la seconde en valeur 
sur la liste des pécheries canadiennes. 


Autres mollusques.—La prise de 49,482 barils de coques et palourdes repré- 
sente une augmentation d’environ 3,000 barils sur la production de 1928. Au 
Nouveau-Brunswick ow la péche est généralement plus fructueuse, la produc- 
tion a diminué quelque peu au cours de l’année; en Nouvelle-Ecosse, cependant, 
on en a pris environ 3,000 barils de plus que Vannée précédente. Sur les cdtes 
de 1 fle du Prince-Edouard, la production s’élevait 4 4,275 barils, e’est-a-dire 
prés du double de l’année précédente; sur les cdtes du Québec, la production 
accusait une augmentation. En 1929, la prise des pétoncles a donné 17,921 
barils, soit 8,400 de moins que celle de l’année précédente. La récolte de 
Vhuttre a donné 1,700 barils de plus que l’année précédente, le total s’élevant a 
20,734 barils; cette production accuse une augmentation sur les cétes du Nou- 
vyeau-Brunswick et de fle du Prince-Hdouard, mais une légére diminution sur 
celles de la Nouvelle-Hcosse. 


PEHCHERIES EN HAUX INTERIEURES 


La quantité de poisson prise dans les eaux intérieures, c’est-a-dire dans les 
eaux douces du Nouveau-Brunswick, du Québec, d’Ontario, des Provinces des 
Prairies et du Yukon, a été beaucoup plus grande que celle de ’année précédente. 
La valeur marchande de cette prise était évaluée a $8,589,779, soit une aug- 
mentation de $200,000, comparativement a $8,381,751 en 1928 et $7,575,912 
en 1927. 

Le tableau suivant montre les principales variétés de poisson, avec quan- 
tités respectives, pris dans les eaux intérieures en 1929, 1928 et 1927. 

La péche du gasparot, de Vachigan, du maskinongé, de la perchaude, de 
Valose et de l’esturgeon, en général, a été meilleure que l’année précédente; 
tandis que celle du saumon, de la barbue d’eau douce, de l’éperlan et autres 
n’ont pas donné d’aussi bons rendements qu’en 1298. 

L’Ontario a produit 6,159,100 livres de poisson blanc, soit une augmenta- 
tion de 325,000 livres sur la prise de 1928. Dans les eaux des trois Provinces 
des Prairies, la prise de poisson blanc a été meilleure qu’en 1928. 

La prise du doré au Manitoba, pays principal du doré, a été plus faible 
qu’en 1928, soit un total de 9,405,000 livres comparativement & 10,187,000 
livres. Dans les eaux de l|’Ontario la prise vest élevée & 1,989,000 livres; la 
Saskatchewan a donné 283,500 livres et Alberta 811,500 livres, diminution 
dans les deux cas par rapport aux chiffres de 1928. 

On a pris de grandes quantités de brochet au Manitoba, cette prise s’éle- 
vant 4 5,491,900 livres comparativement 4, 3,636,600 livres en 1928. Les prises 
augmentérent dans le Québec, dans Ontario et Alberta; elles furent moins 
fortes dans la Saskatchewan. 


P&ACHERIES DE LA COTE DU PACIFIQUE 


Au cours de 1929 le saumon en boftes de la Colombie Britannique a été 
expédié en grandes quantités dans divers pays; l’Australie et la Nouvelle- 
Zélande en ont acheté 307,922 caisses provenant d’un total de 1,400,750 caisses; 
la France en acheta 251,075 caisses et le Royaume-Uni, le troisiéme quant & la 
quantité expédiée, en prit 194,172 caisses. En dehors de la France, 275,622 
caisses furent expédiées en Hurope continentale, dont 137,000 caisses en Italie 
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Quelque 23,000 caisses furent distribuées le long des cédtes occidentales des 
utats-Unis, tandis que |’Afrique sud et ouest en achetaient 43,000 caisses. 
D’autres pays auxquels le saumon en bofte a été expédié comprennent les Etats 
de |’Amérique du centre et du sud, le Ceylan, la Chine, les Indes hollandaises 
orientales, l’Egypte, les Iles Fidji, les Indes, le Japon, les Philippines, les Straits 
Settlements et les Antilles. 

Le mise en bottes du saumon sockeye, ou dos bleu, s’est élevée & 281,306 
caisses, soit plus de 50,000 caisses qu’en 1928; celle du saumon rose et du saumon 
bécard accuse une diminution sur les chiffres de ’année derniére. On a mis 
en conserves 477,969 caisses de saumon rose, soit une baisse de 314,000 caisses, 
et 424,982 caisses de saumon bécard, ce qui représente 4 peu prés la moitié, et 
plutét moins, du chiffre de 1928. Le saumon argenté (cohoe) a donné 174,198 
caisses et le saumon de printemps 19,377 caisses; ces deux derniéres quantités 
représentent une augmentation sur les chiffres de l’année précédente. 

La prise de harengs fut moins forte que l’année précédente, bien qu’elle 
ait été la cinquiéme par ordre au point de vue de la grosse production. On 
en a salé 4 sec 92,384,400 livres, soit une diminution de 14,834,000 livres sur 
la production de 1928. 

La production d’huile de poisson a donné 4,066,015 gallons comparée A 
celle de 1928 qui s’éleva 4 5,047,338 gallons. On a manufacturé environ 22,000 
tonnes de poudre de poisson et de fertilisant (y compris un peu d’os de baleine); 
ce chiffre représente une légére augmentation sur la production de 1928. On 
rapporte une grande diminution dans la production d’huile de pilchard (petit 
hareng) au cours de 1929, le total étant évalué 4 2,856,579 comparé A 3,995,806 
en 1928. La production de la poudre de poisson provenant du pilchard a légére- 
ment augmenté, celle-ci ayant donné 15,826 tonnes. On a mis en botte 98,821 
caisses de pilchard, comparativement 4 65,097 caisses en 1928. 

La quantité totale de flétan péchée dans les eaux de la Colombie Britannique 
au cours de l’année est fixée & 30,436,400 livres, soit une augmentation de 
1,500,000 livres l’année précédente.

(1) Opérations primaires— : 

Capital.—La valeur totale des vaisseaux, bateaux et engins de péche (filets, 
seines, piéges, chaluts, etc.), servant aux opérations primaires de péche en 1929 
s’élevait & $33,935,002, comparativement a $31,131,088 en 1928 et 4 $31,851,979 
en 1927. Le tableau 3 donne le nombre et la valeur des différentes sortes de 
bateaux et d’engins de péche pour chacune des trois années. On y remarquera 
que les statistiques des engins de péche de 1928 et de 1929 sont beaucoup plus 
détaillées que celles de l’année 1927. (Tableau 3). 

Employés.—Le nombre d’hommes employés sur les bateaux de péche ou 
péchant sans bateau en 1929 était de 64,083 compare a 62,785 en 1928 et 63,415 
en 1927. (Tableau 4). 


(2) Usines poissonniéres— 

- Capital.—Le capital engagé dans les usines poissonniéres en 1929 était de 
$28,644,442 comparativement 4 $26,941,283 en 1928 et $24,454,482 en 1927. 
Ces totaux comprennent la valeur des terrains des bétiments et des machineries, 
des produits et des matiéres premiéres en mains, l’argent en caisse et les comptes 
courants. (Tableau 5). 

Employés.—Le nombre de personnes employées dans les usines en 1929 
était de 16,367 comparativement 4 15,434 en 1928 et 16,697 en 1927. Les 
homarderies ont employé le plus grand nombre de personnes en 1929, avec 
5,870, suivies par les saumoneries avec un total de 5,817. (Tableau 6).

Détaiis concernant les usines poissonniéres 


Nombre d’établissements.—L’industrie des usines poissonniéres du Canada 
se limitent aux pécheries des Provinces Maritimes, du Québec et de la Colombie 
Britannique. Au cours de 1929, il y avait en opération 730 usines de ce genre 
dont voici la classification: homarderies, 354; saumoneries, 64; conserveries de 
coques, 23; sardineries, 3; autres conserveries, 5; saurisseries et salaisons, 242; 
et huileries, 39. Les homarderies sont toutes sur le littoral de l’Atlantique; 
par contre, c’est en Colombie Britannique que l’on trouve toutes les saumoneries, 
4 Vexception d’une qui est située en Nouvelle-Kcosse. Par comparaison avec 
les opérations de l’année précédente, les homarderies accusent une diminution 
de 21, et les saumoneries une baisse de trois. Le nombre des conserveries de 
coques et des sardineries s’est accru d’une dans chaque cas; les autres conserve- 
ries de poisson ont aussi augmenté de deux et les salaisons et saurisseries de 38. 
Les huileries accusent une diminution d’une. Les conserveries sont classifiées 
d’aprés espéce de poisson mis en botte, tandis que les usines qui préparent le 
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poisson de touve autre facon sont classifiées comme salaisons et saurisseries. 
Il existe aussi plusieurs conserveries qui salent ou fument le poisson 4 des périodes 
en dehors de celle de la conserverie proprement dite. En 1929, il y avait 39 
telles usines en opération, y compris 23 homarderies, neuf saumoneries, 2 con- 
serveries de coques et 5 autres conserveries. .Outre les établissements dont les 
produits principaux sont l’huile et la farine de poisson, et qui sont classifiés 
comme huileries, il y a 42 salaisons ou saurisseries qui produisent de l’huile et 
de la farine de poisson en plus de leur principal produit de poisson sec, fumé, 
ete. 

Employés, salaires et gages.—Le nombre total de personnes employées pen- 
dant une partie queleonque de l’année s’est élevé & 16,367. De ce total, 660 
furent classifiés comme employés 4a salaire, 11,122 comme employés 4 gages et 
4,585 comme employés par contrat ou 4 la piéce. Cette derniére classification 
comprend surtout les employés 4 contrat dans des saumoneries de la Colombie 
Britannique ot une grande partie de ce genre de travail se fait par contrat, 
entrepreneur engageant et payant ses propres employés et étant rémunéré 
lui-méme par le propriétaire de l’usine d’aprés la quantité de poisson mis en 
boftes. Environ les trois-quarts des ouvriers dans les saumoneries de la Co- 
lombie Britannique sont employés de cette fagon. Le nombre total des employés 
indique une augmentation de 933 sur celui de l’année précédente, cette aug- 
mentation étant répartie parmi les diverses classifications de la maniére sui- 
vante: employés 4 salaire, 30; ouvriers 4 gages, 543; ouvriers par contrat ou 4 
la piéce, 360. L’on ne doit pas oublier que l’industrie de la conserverie et des 
salaisons est plutdt saisonniére et que ces ouvriers ne sont pas employés dans 
ces établissements pendant toute l’année mais seulement pendant la saison des 
opérations. La statistique des ouvriers & gages, par mois, donne un tableau 
complet d’emploi pour cette catégorie de travailleurs. Nulle information nous 
est donnée quant 4 l’emploi mensuel des ouvriers 4 contrat, puisque, 4 cause du 
systéme souligné plus haut et qui a trait aux ouvriers engagés par l’entrepre- 
neur, le propriétaire de l’établissement ne tient pas de registres de ’emploi au 
mois de tels ouvriers et, par conséquent, n’est pas en mesure de fournir, dans 
ses rapports, le nombre d’ouvriers sous contrat pour la saison et les sommes 
qui leur sont payées. Le chiffre total des employés dans cette industrie est 
basé sur l’emploi mensuel moyen des ouvriers 4 gages et le nombre total des 
employés & salaire, ainsi que le nombre d’ouvriers 4 contrat ou 4 la piéce, pen- 
dant toute la saison. La procédure suivie dans la revision des questionnaires. 
est la suivante: sur le rapport de chaque établissement l’on ajoute le nombre 
des ouvriers 4 gages indiqué pour chaque mois et le total qui en résulte est 
divisé par le nombre de mois pendant lesquels l’usine est en opération. Les 
chiffres établis par cette méthode représentent le nombre moyen d’ouvriers 4 
gages employés dans tel établissement au cours de l’année. A ce nombre est 
ajouté le nombre d’employés 4 salaire et celui d’employés 4 contrat ou 4 la piéce, 
chiffre qui est inscrit comme total et non pour le mois; puis le chiffre final repré- 
sente le nombre d’employés de cet établissement pour l’année. La compilation 
de ces totaux donne le nombre d’employés dans cette industrie particuliére. 
La somme totale payée 4 tous ces employés en 1929 s’éléve 4 $5,411,855 et est 
répartie d’aprés les diverses catégories d’ouvriers comme suit: employés 4 
salaire, $951,669; ouvriers 4 gages, $3,668,802; ouvriers sous contrat et a la 
piéce, $791,384. La somme totale indique une augmentation de $150,759 sur 
les sommes ainsi payées l’année précédente. On a classifié les rapports de fagon 
& montrer le nombre d’établissements employant (1) moins de cing personnes, 
(2) cing personnes ou plus et, (3) ceux qui n’ont pas d’employés, le travail étant 
effectué par les opérateurs eux-mémes. Le premier groupe (moins de cing 
personnes) comptait 155 établissements; le second (cinq personnes ou plus) 
533 établissements, et le troisiéme (sans employés), 42 établissements. Le 
tableau suivant montre le nombre d’employés et les sommes qui leur ont été 
payées au cours des trois derniéres années:

La main-d’euwvre par mois.—La période de plus grande activité dans cette 
industrie est de mai A septembre; c’est au mois de juin que cette activit atteint 
son maximum au point de vue du nombre d’employés. Le nombre total des 
employés & gages au mois de juin 1929 était de 9,727, dont 6,450 hommes et 
3,277 femmes. Ces chiffres ne comprennent pas les employés 4 contrat ni 
ceux qui sont payés A la piéce au sujet desquels nous n’avons pas d’information 
quant au nombre employé par mois, comme il a été expliqué plus haut. C’est 
en février que le nombre d’employés était plus bas, se chiffrant 4 1,601. Les

Combustible et force motrice employés.—Le cott total de tout le combustible 
employé dans les divers établissements au cours de l’année 1929 s’élevait a 
$471,649, ce combustible consistant surtout en charbon, au montant de $230,361; 
huile, au cott de $114,753; bois, $50,774; et électricité pour force motrice seule- 
ment, $40,224. Si l’on compare ces chiffres & ceux de l’année précédente, |’on 
constate une diminution de $23,238 dans le coit total. Le principal item sous 
la rubrique d’énergie est le moteur ou la turbine 4 vapeur, le nombre total 
desquels se chiffrait en 1929 4 934, donnant une capacité totale de 4,951 h.p.

La valeur totale du poisson utilisé dans ces établissements au cours de l’année 
s’élevait 4&4 $17,061,702, répartie parmi les divers genres d’établissements de la 
fagon suivante: homarderies, $3,313,253; saumoneries, $5,225,526; conserveries 
de coques, $81,387; sardineries et autres conserveries de poisson, $442,519; 
salaisons et saurisseries, $7,315,031; huileries, $683,986. La quantité totale de 
poisson utilisée par tous les établissements se chiffrait & 7,603,100 qtx, soit 72 
pour cent de la prise totale de poisson de mer, les autres 28 p.c. étant mis en 
vente par les pécheurs. La valeur du sel entrant dans les divers procédés de 
conservation du poisson, était de $413,722; la valeur des récipients, $3,802,791, 
et la valeur des autres matériaux, $218,644. La valeur totale du poisson et de 
tous les autres matériaux utilisés au cours de année, se chiffre 4 $21,496,859, 
-comparée a $20,578,767. L’augmentation de la valeur du poisson employé 
dans l’industrie dépassait le million de dollars et résultait du fait que le prix 
moyen du poisson était plus élevé.

Durée des opérations et heures de travail—Au cours de V’année, les divers 
établissements réunis ont fonctionné pendant un total de 75,544 jours, soit une 
moyenne de 103-5 jours pour chaque usine. En disposant les rapports de ces 
divers établissements par groupes, d’aprés certaines périodes spécifiées, nous 
arrivons & des résultats intéressants: par exemple, 330 établissements sont 
indiqués comme ayant fonctionné pendant moins de 60 jours dans Vannée; 159.

En vertu d’une «Loi pour encourager le développement des pécheries mari- 
times et la construction des navires de péche», une somme de $160,000 est 
donnée en primes chaque année, par le Gouverneur en conseil. Sous le nom de 
primes de péche, elles sont distribuées par le ministére de la Marine et des 
Pécheries parmi les pécheurs et propriétaires de navires de péche et de barques 
de péche du littoral de l’Atlantique selon les réglements édictés de temps 4 autre 
par le Gouverneur en conseil. 


Les versements en 1929 ont été effectués sur les bases ci-aprés: 


Aux propriétaires de navires de péche ayant le droit 4 cette prime—$1 par 
tonne enregistrée; avec un maximum de $80 par navire; 


A chaque membre de léquipage ayant droit & la prime—$7.50; 


Aux propriétaires de barques mesurant au moins 12 pieds de quille, $1 par 
embarcation. 


A chaque pécheur d’une barque ayant droit 4 une prime, $6.65; 


Il a été payé 9,546 réclamations de prime; l’année précédente le chiffre des 
réclamations s’élevait 4 9,390. 


La somme totale payée en 1929 est de $159,762.65 répartie comme suit: 
A 546 vaisseaux et leurs équipages, $40,282.00. 
A 9,000 barques et leurs équipages, $119,480.65. 


Importations et exportations 


Les importations canadiennes de poisson et de produits poissonniers au 
cours de année 1929 donnent une valeur de $37,546,393, comparativement & 
$38,096,245 en 1928 et $34,814,448 en 1927. Les principaux articles d’expor- 
tation, dans l’ordre donné, furent le saumon en bofte, la morue séche, le homard 
en bofte, le honard frais, le hareng salé 4 sec, le poisson blanc frais; leur valeur 
totale en 1929 s’élevant 4 $28,575,202, soit 63 pour cent de la valeur totale de 
tout le poisson et des produits poissonniers exportés au cours de l’année. Le 
poisson importé au Canada pour consommation en 1929 avait une valeur totale 
de $4,233,906, comparativement 4 $4,068,074 en 1928 et $3,768,901 en 1927; 
les principaux articles d’importation sont la sardine et les huitres.
